In the g4th of Henry III. anno 1250. the nun- 
dred was valued at 81. per ann. and in the gd of 
Edward I. 1275, Hugh de Parker farmed it of queen 
Alianore. The oallows for this hundred, (and every 
hundred had one belonging to the lord of it) was at 


a place called Start's Heg. In the 1 5th of that-king, 
* A he 
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he granted to the queen all fines and amerciaments 
belonging to it, and ordered them to be paid to John 
de Berewyk, his beloved clerk, keeper of the queen's 
(aurt) treaſury, who was prebend of Holme in 1294, 
and after of Fenton in the county of York, 


William de Curſon, of Carleton in Norfolk, ac- 
counted for 34l. and half a mark arrears, of the 
farms of Ayllſham, Cawſlon, and Hobois manors, 
and the hundreds of North and South Erpingham; 
and in the 4th of Edward II: Walter de Barning- 
ham had a grant for life of theſe two hundreds. In 
the gad of Edward III. If:b:l, queen dowager of 
England, dicd poſſeſſed of them. After this the king 
ſettled them on his fon John, duke of . Lancaſter, 
and ſo they became part of that dutchy, which being 
in the crown on the acceſſion of Henry IV. 1399, 
ſo remain at this time. 


Edward IV. in his 13th year, 1475, ſettled them 
on his qucen, Elizabeth Widevills. 


In the reign of queen Elizabeth, it appears that 
every hundred had a particular place to preſerve and 
keep ſale the military flores belonging to it, as at 
Sedgeſord in Smichdon hundred, and at Wighton in 
North Orcenhoe; and that this hundred had then 
in ſtore goolb. of powder, 6 of match, 270 of 
lead, 30 pick-axes, 30 ſhod ſhovels, go bare ſho- 
vels, g axes, 300 baſkets, and 5 betels. 


The hundred court ſeems to have been held at 
Gunby-gate, probably near the village of Gunton: 
William de Valentia, lord of Matlaik, was ſued in 
the ad of Henry III. for withdrawing a {uit of court 
at Gungate, to the kiug's hundred of North . 

ham. 
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The county of Norfolk is by no means fo flat a 
country as it is NN deſcribed to be, and this 
is chiefly owing to the haſty manner in which itine- 
rant writers view 1t. Every part (the fens and marſh 
lands excepted) . is flrongly marked with rifing 
grounds, which, though they aſcend. with an almoſt 
imperceptible egravity, terminate with a proſpe& of 
twenty, ſome thirty miles diſlant. 


Such kind of land preſents itſelf chiefly i in this 
hundred, eſpecially within four miles of the coaſt ; 
for though this hundred, with the parts of South 
Erpingham and Holt hundreds contiguous to it, is 
from the ſuperior fertility of the foil with propriety 

called the Garden of Norfolk, yet the pictureſque 
part of Norfolk muſt be confined to the before-men- 
tioned. diſtance from the ſea, including the: tract of 


land which extends from Cley caſtward 10 Happil- 


burgh, we ſhall in this reſpective place point out 
thoſe views which appear to us inoſt ſtriking. 


The foil of this hundred is moſtly arable, very 


fertile, and generally incloſed; as the farms are not 


ſo large as in many other parts of Norfolk, the en- 


cloſures are of courſe more confined, aud the Gage 
frequently well planted with oak or aſh timber, 
which the ſoil ſeems well adapted. Though this i in 
many parts impedes the view,' yet from thoſe emi- 
nences which overlook the trees, they add a prodigt- 
ous ſoltneſs to the land{kip, that in many parts ap- 
pears to be one continued grove of many miles ex- 
rent, 


The general courſe of huſbandry in this hundred 
differs in many reſpects from that we have quoted 
from Mr. Arthur Young, (ſee page 103, & ſeq. in 


Smithdon hundred) and as the mode of farming in 
| this 
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this hundred ſeems to be generally adopted by the 
greateſt part of the county, we ſhall deſcribe this as 
the moſt univerſal practice. 14 


Mr. Young, in his Tour, has taken moſt of his 
obſervations with accuracy, but as many of his aſ- 
ſertions are local, we will endeavour, m our general 
deſcription of the county at large, to correct thoſe 


errors, by comparing them with what may be called 
The General Norfolk Syſtem of Huſbandry.” 


The hundred of North Erpingham is bounded 
on the north-eaſt by the Britiſh ocean for twelve 
miles, by Holt hundred on the north-weſt, on the 
ſouth and weſt by South Erpingham, and by Tun- 
flead on the ſouth-eaſt; being almoſt ten miles in 
extent from its ſouthern extremity to the ſea at She- 
ringham, and twelve from the coaſt near Mundeſley 
to Plumſtead on the weſt: it contains g2 pariſhes, 
all of which, Eaſt-Beckham excepted, are in the 
deanry of Repps, in the archdeaconry of Norfolk. 


The deanry of Repps included all the churches 
in the hundred of North Erpingham, and was taxed 
at two marks, |

ALDBOROUGH, or ALBURGH, wrote in 
Doomſday-book Aldeburc. Roger Bigot, anceſtor 
to the Bigots, earl of Norfolk, held in Aldborough 
lands, &c. which Ulſtan had in the Confeſſor's time; 
and alſo lands, &c. which were held under Ketel and 
Harold, valued in king Edward's time at 15s. after 
at gos. and had been lett at 4os. per ann. but the 
tenants could not pay it. 


Hugh Bigot, earl of Norfolk, was lord in 1140, 
and Roger Bigot, carl marſhal of England, had in 
the 3d of Edward I. free warren, view of frank- 
pledge, aſſiſe of bread and beer, a fair and took toll, 
which his uncle Roger held, on the vigil, the feaſt 
of St. Peter and St. Paul, and the day after. 


This lordſhip was held by the earls in capite, ans 
under them by the family of de Hereward. 


In the 4th of Henry IV. 150g, the heirs of Ro- 
bert Hereward held it of lord Mowbray, duke of 
Norfolk. 


Clement Hereward, eſq. of Alburgh, died in 
1426, and was buried in St. Mary's church in this 
town, by Margaret his mother: his lands in this 


town, 
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town, Suffield, Wickmere, Woolterton, Mitlaſt e, 
Barninghams, &c. were left to his eldeſt ſon Rot ert 
Hereward, eq, who deceaſed in 1481, and was buried 
by his parents in this church. He left. 6s. Sd. to the 
repair of St. Peter's chapel, in this church. Ann, 
his wife, was alſo buried in this church, 1483. He 
was ſucceeded by Clement Hereward, eſq. his eldeſt 
ſon and. heir, who died in 1509, and was buried in 
the chapel]: of St. John, of this church, where his 
great grandfather liech. 


Robert Hereward, eſq. his ſon, was lord in the 33d 
of Henry VIII. 1542, and had a rent of 7s. gd. 
payable to this manor, out of lands in Wickmere. 
In 1553, and in the beginning of queen Elizabeth's 
reign, Clement Hereward poſſeſſed it. The arms of 
this family are—azure, a ſeſs, gobonce, gules and 
vert, between three owlets, argent. 


Aſter this, it was in Thomas Parker, eſq. his ſon 
Gilbert articled to convey it with all its profits, rents, 
&c. and the manſion-houſe or hall, its barns, tables, 
lands, orchards, gardens, &c. to John Palgrave, 
eſq. of Barningham, and Clement N 60. of 
the Inner-Temple, London. 


Thompſon was lord, who conveyed it to 
John Grayle, rector of Blicking g. who _ in 1732. 


On April TY in the 25th of Elizabeth; William 


Dyx, eſq. had a grant of the fair of Aldborough ; by 
his laſt will it came- to Thomas, earl of Arundel, 


and his truſtees, who by deed, May 28, in the 5th of 
James I. conveyed it to Robert Dyx, of Alby, in 


South Erpingham hundred. 


The church, which is dedicated to St. Mary, and 


is a rectory, is a quarter of a mile ſrom the green, or 
B 2 indeed 
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indeed from any houſe in the pariſn. The green is 
pleaſant and looks chearful, from a number of ſmall 
brick d and faſh'd houſes which ſurround it. On this 
green is annually held a fair on the 22d of June, for 
horſes, cattle, toys, &c. About forty years ago it was 
always honoured with the company of the neigh- 
bouring nobility and gentry, who frequently attended 
this ſcene of rural ſeſtivity in ſuch numbers, that ten 
coaches together was no uncommon appearance. 
At that time country aſſemblies were leſs frequent, 
and men of fortune were glad even to make a fair a 
place of rendezvous for meeting each other; but 
fince every market town now has its balls and aſſem- 
blies, people of faſhion can ſee each other in public, 
even during their retreat m the country, without the 
diſagreeable neceſſity of mixing perhaps fometimes 
with their own ſervants. At preſent this fair, though 
attended by many reputable farmers, 1s chiefly 
crouded with the more numerous orders of mankind, 
labourers and ſervants, who annually afſemble here 
to forget their cares and their dependance. 


In the reign of Edward. I. the earl of Norfolk was 
patron, and the rector had a manſe with ſixteen acres 
of land. 


The advowſon remained in the Norfolk family till 
the attainder of I homas, carl of Surry, who was 
beheaded on Tower-Hill, 1547. It was then with 
the crown till June 9. 160g, when James I. in his 
1ſt year, granted it to Thomas Howard, earl of 
Arundel, who preſented in 1628. 


In 1699, John Harbord, eſq. preſented, in which 
family it has ſince remained; fir Harbord Harbord, 


bart, of Gunton, M. P. is the preſent lord and _ 
an 
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and preſented the Rev. William Norris to this rectory 
in 1774. 


| ANTINGHAM, wrote Antigeham in Doomſday. 
Roger Bigot, anceſtor to the earls of Norfolk, had 
at the ſurvey two borderers, who held of him half a 
carucate of land, which was valued under the ſaid 
Roger's manor of Suffield; and Torſtin held under 
Roger what three free-men held .in king Edward's 
reign, valued at 25s. but at the ſurvey at g6s. per 
annum, 


The ancient family of de Amiingham, probably 
deſcended from Torſtin, was enfcolted of it under 
the Bigots. 


In the 16th of Edward I. 1288, Bartholomew de 
Antingham died lord, and of Herburgh, ſome place 
near this town, then held of the abbot of St. Bennet 
of Holme, by the ſervice of 128. 4d. per ann. and 
in the 15th of Edward II. Roger de Antingham was 
lord, and had free-watren here and in Bradfield, and 
was the king's valet. Selden obſerves in his © Titles 
of Honour” that valet was anciently with us (as in 
France) a name ſpecially denoting-young gentlemen 
of great deſcent and quality. Bartholomew de An- 
tingham in the 39th of Edward III. 1965, was 
lord. 


After this it was in the Witchinghams, of Wit- 
chingham Magna, and Margaret, reli& of fir William 
Witchingham, knt, preſented to this church in 1388. 
Nicholas Witchingham, eſq. held his firſt court here 
in the 4th of Henry V. 1416, and in the ad of 
Edward IV. it was fettled on his fon Edmund, and 
Alice, his wife, daughter and heir of fir John Faſtolf, 
for life; on a diviſion of this eſtate, it was the part

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or ſhare of Joan (one of his four daughters and co- 
heirs) then (1474) widow of Robert Bois, eſq. by 
whom ſhe had a daughter, Catherine, married to fir 


Edmund Jenney, of Knattiſhall in Suffolk, knt; who 


held his firſt court in the iſt of Richard III. 1484, 


and was father of William Jenney, elq. whoſe ſon, 


Francis, in the 6th of Edward VI. 1332, made a 
leaſe of this manor for ycars after the deceaſe of his 
mother, Elizabeth, then wiſe of fir Thomas Neville) 
to Thomas Hunt, who aſſigned it to Thomas Gryme, 


gent. Francis Jenney, eſq. married Margaret, daugh- | 
ter of fir Robert Peyton, of Iſleham in Cambridge- 


ſhire; and in the 12th of Elizabeth, 1570, ſold all 


his right to Mr. Gryme, who preſented that year. 
Mr. Gryme married Amphillis, daughter of Ro- 


bert Themilthorpe, of Foulſham, eſq. and dying 
firſt, his widow married John Kemp, ſecond ſon of fir 


Robert Kemp, of Giſſing in Norfolk; they ſettled it 


on Robert Kemp. of Giſſing, eſq. who was lord in 


the 8th of James I. 1610; and in 1700, fir Rabert 


Kemp, knt. was lord ; and William Kemp, elq. bis 


ſecond fon, in 1705. 


Antingbam bore ſable, a bend, argent. Bois ar- 


gent, two bars and a canton, gules, a bend over all, 


ſable.

1219, Reginald, ab- 
bot of St. Bennet's de Hulmo, conveyed to Roger de

About the 4th of Edward 1. Roger Bigot, earl of 
Norfolk, earl marſhal and capital lord of this manor, 
was patron of one portion; John de Creke, patron 
of another; Bartholomew de Antingham, patron of 
a a third portion; and Hugh de Falkenour of a fourth. 


The manor houſe is yet ſtanding, but converted 
to a farm houſe. 


In the ſame encloſure are two churches, one of 
which is in ruins. 5 


The preſentation to the church of St. Mary has 
been alternately in the poſſeſſors of the four portions 
into which the two medieties were divided in the 


reign of Edward J. 


In 1701, Thomas, duke of Norfolk; 17053. Ro- 
bert Kemp, elq; 1710, Aſh Windham, eſq.

In the windows are the arms of Calthorpe and

Sr. BenxeT's Manon. The abbey of St. Bene- 
dicti de Holmo, held here in king Edward's reign, 
and at the ſurvey, a lordſhip which was eight fur- 
Jongs long, and five and a half broad. 


In the 6th of Henry I. 1106, this lordſhip be- 
longed to the chamberlain of St. Bennet's abbey ; 
and in the reign of Henry II. the abbot had a pre- 
eept to hold it freely, as Adam, the ſteward of the 
abbey, had acknowledged it to be freely his, and 


held of the abbey. 


Peter de Alto Boſco, or de Hautbois, gave to king 
John, in his 12th year, 20 marks, to have ſeiſin of 
it, and that of 1 hurgarton, with the hundred of 
Tunſtead, and the ſtewardſhip of the abbey, br 
| e 
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he claimed of the abbot; but in the 19th of Henry 
III. 1235, the ſaid Peter relcaſed all his right. 


At the diſſolution, on the exchange of lands, &c, 
between the king and the biſhop of Norwich, it was 
granted to that fee; and in che 4th and ʒth of Philip 
and Mary, Robert Rugg farmed it of the biſhop at 
61. 178. ad. per ann. with all the meſſuages, lands, 
fiſheries, liberties, foldage, &c. in Antingham, Brad- 
field, Felmingham and Thorpe, and had a leaſe of it 
for 99 years, and the biſhop is the preſent lord. 


To this lordſhip belonged the patronage of the 
church of St. Margaret of Antingham, a rectory 
formerly valued at ſix marks; the abbot of St. Ben- 
net had a portion of tithe in it of 20s. per ann. and 
the chamberlain one of 1gs. 4d. the preſent value is 
51. 6s. 8d. and is diſcharged from firſt fruits and 
tenths. The penſion, on a (uit with the rector, was 
acknowledged by him to be paid on account of two 
parts of the tithes of the abbot's demean lands, and 
all the ſmall tithe of the ſaid manor that belonged to 


the abbot. 


The abbot of St. Bennet's had the preſentation to 
the rectory of St. Margaret till the diſſolution : the 
biſhops of Norwich have preſented ſince, and in 1736, 
the Rev. John Fowke had this dilapidated church, 


In the gd year of Edward III. 1329. John, earl 
Warren, had an homage, or lordſhip here, valued at 
10]. per ann. which Henry II. gave to Hamelin Plan- 
tagenet, earl Warren and Surry, belonging to his 
lordfhip of Gimingham, at a place here, called 
Hulver. | | 


Sir Thomas Bedingfield, and Alice. his wife, and 
Firmin Rokewood, eſq. her ſon and heir apparent, 
conveyed 
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conveyed a manor here (which we take to be this) 
to Edmund Windham, efq. in the 29th of Henry 


VIII. and Richard Calthorpe, eſq. probably dicd 


ſeiſed ol it in 1554. 


AYLMERTON, or AILMERTON, wrote in 
Doomſday Almertuna. William, earl Warren, held 
a moiety of this town, by the gift of the Conqueror, 
of which Viulf, a free-man of Edric, was deprived, 
valued then at 20s. but after, and at the ſurvey at 
40s. it was nine furlongs long, fix broad, and had a 
moiety of the church. 


Peter Braunch, in is 13th of Henry III. 1234, 
had a grant of two fees in this town, and Greſham, 
with the advowſon of the church belonging to it, 
from his father Richard, who held them of the carl 
Warren; and ſeveral tenants and villains belonged 
10 it. Richard was fon of William Braunch, and 
taken prifoner by king John in the war with his ba- 
10ns; and on the peace made between them and the 
king, about 121g, he obtained the king's licence and 
* tit to the {heritt of Norfolk, to make an aid on his 
tenants to ranſom him; and Richard, ſon of Peter, 
in the 44th of Henry ill. 1260, granted this lord. 
ſhip to the earl Warren. 


Roger de Stutevile had alſo an intereſt herein, in 
the 24th of Henry III. and is ſaid to hold two fees of 
the earl Warrcn and Surry, then in the king's hand, 
which Edward II. in his 1ſt year, 1308, granted to 
Edmund Bacon, 


In the 12th of Edward II. 1319, the moiety of this 
church was ſettled with the hundreds of Gallow, &c. 


by ns earl Warren, on Thomas, earl of Lancaſter, 


and 
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and his heirs, and ſo became part of the dutchy of 
Lancaſter. 


In the 40th of Edward III. 1366, there was a 
partition of the lands of the late fir Edmund Bacon, 
between William Molyns and Margaret his wiſe, 
John Burgherſh and Maud his wife, daughters of fir 
Edmund. 


Roger Bigot, anceſtor of the earls of Norfolk. had 
of the gift of the Conqueror two ſeparate tenures of 
this town, of which a free-man of Elwin was de- 
prived, valued at the ſurvey at 40s. Roger held 
alſo, on the deprivation of Alward, lands, &c. 
which was valued in Felbrigg. 


In the gth of Edward I. 1281, Roger Bigot, (a 
younger branch of the earls of Norfolk) had a lord- 
ſhip here, and a grant of free-warren. 


Richer de Reepham granted by fine to Simon Bi- 
got, of Felbrigg, meſſuages. land, paſture, 1045. 
rent, &c, in Eaſt Harling, Palling, &c. with this 


manor and advowſon. 


In the 28th of Edward III. 154, the king granted 
to Roger Fitz-Simon de Felbrigg, view of frank- 
pledge here, and in Felbrigg; and in the g11t of that 
king, Thomas Leverich, of Suſtead, confirmed to 
fir Roger de Felbrigg, a fold-courlſe in this town. 


Sir Simon Felbrigg died IG of it, in the 21ſt 
of Henry VI. 1443 


John Windham, eſq. died poſſeſſed of this lord- 
ſhip in 1475, in which family it ſtill continues, Aſh 
Windham, eſq. being lord in 1742, and patron; his 
fon 
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fon and heir William Windham, efq. died in 1761, 
leaving his fon then a minor, William Windharn, 


eſq. of Felbrigg, now major in the Weſt Norfolk 
militia, and Fellow of the Royal Society. 


The nh 1 is dedicated to St. John Baptiſt, mid 
conſiſted of two medieties, both belonging to the 
earl Warren's manor : it is a ſingle pile with a ſmall 
round liceple, 


In the beginning of Edward T's. reign, each rector 
had a manſe and fifteen acres of land; the mediety 
of Thomas, the rector, was valucd at five marks, 
and that of John, the rector, at five marks; Peter- 
pence 12d, The preſent value is bl. 118. ob. 


About half a mile north of the church are the 
Tuins of a ſmall building, called the Iron Beacon, ſo 
called from the materials of which it is made, being 
a kind of iron cinder. Many conjequres have been 
formed about this kind of metalline ſubſtance, found 
in ſuch quantity about this ſpot. The extenſive 
view from this beacon will amply ſatisfy the inquiſi- 
tive traveller, who may find no pleaſure in conſider- 
ing the building itſelf. 


At this momentous cif, when an invaſion of 
our country is threatened by the Houſe of Bourbon, 
this building, if properly ſupplied, would be an ex- 
cellent alarm-beacon, if occafion required, 


In 1376, John de Kendale was preſented by John, 
king of Caſtile and Leon. 


In 160g, the rector returned ninety-nine commu- 


nicants.

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Thomas Bloheld died rector, and was buried in 
the church, where he has this epitaph :—-Memoria 
nunquam morituræ ſacrum, Tho. Blofield, hujus eccles.

BARNINGHAM NORTH WOOD, or North 
Barningham, wrote in Doomſday Berningeham. 


At the ſurvey there was but one town in this hun- 
dred, of the name of Barningham, which at thac 
time included what is now called Barningham North- 
wood, and allo the town of Barningham Winter: 
the principal lord{hip was then held by Roger Bigot, 
anceſtor of the earls of Norfolk, and conliſted of 
ſeveral tenures in the days of the Confeffor, of which 
the lords and awners were deprived at the conqueſt.

Sir Nicholas de Barningham gave, in the 22d of 
Henry III. part of his heath here to the monks of 
of Binham; and Richard de Barningham, in the 
24th of the ſaid king, held the fourth part of a fee 
of Roger Fitz-Oſbert, and he of the earl of Norfolk, 
in Northwood Barningham ; the firſt time that we 


find it fo called. 


In the 11th of Edward II. Richard de Barning- 
ham conveyed, in truſt, to Remigius de Hetherſet, 
&c. the manor of Great Barningham; and in the | 
20th of Edward III. John de Hetherſet held half a 
fee of Edmund de Baconſthorpe, and he of the earl 
of Norfolk, in North Barningham. 


This John was ſon of fir Simon de Hetherſet, 
lord of Cringleford in the hundred of Humbleyard, 
and one of the king's juſtices itinerant. 


William de Hetherſet, eſq. fon and heir of John 
de Hetherlet, was made guardian of the wool-cuſtoms 


in Norfolk, in 1357, and nner to this church 
as lord in 1365.

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In the 47th of Edward III. Henry Bacon, of 
Northwood Bamingham, and Robert Megges, con- 
veyed by fine to Roger Taylour aud Thomas Fox, 
lands here and in Town Barningham, with the ho- 
mages and ſervices of William de Hetherſet, Willi- 
am Winter, Roger Catt, &c. This probably was 
of the earl Warren's fee above-mentioned. 


In 1420 and 1437, John Wentworth, or Winter, 
eſq. preſented; and in 1441, Sibilla Pain, of Nor- 
wich, preſented : what right they had, or John Ban- 
yard, eſq. who preſented in 1471, does not appear.

The Palgraves are a very ancient family, and take 
their name from Palgrave, a town in the hundred 
of South Greenhoe, of which they were lords in the 
reign of Henry II. 


Henry Palgrave, eſq. by his will, dated Sept. 11, 
1513, orders this lordſhip, with that f Thuxton in 
Mitford hundred, to remain in the hands of his fe- 
offees, fir Robert Brandon and William Paſton, eſq. 


In 1524, fir William Paſton preſented to this 
church, being guardian of Clement Palgrave, eſq. 
who prelented in 1337. 


Sir Auguſtine Palgrave, of this family, was knight- 
ed by James I. at Hinchingbrooke in Huntingdon- 
ſhire, Nov. 24, 1604, and died in 1639, aged 72.

Tunford, in Hertfordſhire, 
and the river Tone, or Tune, in Somerſeiſhire. 


Roger le Curfon, in the 12th of Edward II. 1319.

In the 33d of Edward III. 1339. John de Reppes, 
jun. held it in right of his wife, , late wife of 
— de Cutſon. | 


Aſter this it came to the Winters. William Win- 
ter held this lordſhip in the 4gth of Edward III. 
1375. This William purchaſed of John Leche the 
manors of Eggmore and Wighton in. North Green- 
hoe: he was ſheriff of Norfolk, died in 1398. and 
was buried in the chancel of this church. 


John Winter, eſq; his ſon and heir, was repreſen- 
tative for the county of Norfolk in the 10th of Hen- 
xy IV. 1409, and preſented to this church in 1412. 


Edmund Winter, eſq. ſucceeded John: his ſe- 
cond wife was Alice, relict of John Wodehoule, eſq. 
famous for his gallantry at the battle of Agincourt 
in France: he died in 1447, and was buried in this 
church, before the high altar. 


John Winter, eſq. ſon and heir of Edmund, by 
Oliya his firſt wife, was lord, and preſented to the 
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church in 1437. 1459. Kc. This John married 
Margaret, daughter of fir Thomas Echingham, of 
Echingham in Suſlex, by whom he had John, his ſon 
and heir, Walter and Richard. = 


John Winter, eſq. ſon of John, married Alice, 
daughter of —— Turtevile, lord of Turtevile's ma- 
nor in Stiff key, Norfolk, and preſented to that church 
in 1491, and to this church in 1490, &c. by whom 
he had Henry, his fon and heir: he died in 1494, 
and was ſucceeded by Henry, whoſe ſon, John, oc- 
curs lord in 1541, and left by Catherine his wife, 
daughter of Philip Bedingfield, eſq. of Ditching- 
ham, Philip his fon and heir. 


F Philip preſented to this church in 1561 and 1372. 
William, his ſon, married Frances, daughter of Wil-

Soon after this the lordſhip was in the Paſlons,

Thomas married Mary, daughter of ſir George 
Brown, of Bepton in Suſſex, and had a fon and 
heir, Clement Paſton, eſq. lord of this town, Bin- 
ham, Berney, and Thorpe by Norwich.

The manor-houſe, which was lately repaired and 
beautified by J. Harvey, eſq. now of Norwich, is a 
venerable building, and is now in the occupation of 
Thomas Lane, eſq. by purchale. We have given a 
view of this houſe, as the architecture has ſomething 
very ſingular. 


In the hall of the manor-houſe were the arms of 
Winter and of Erpingham, Reppes, Tony, and De- 
lamare.

held under the biſhap. This ſeems to be granted 
afterwards by that biſhop to the lee, 


In the 3d of Henry IV. 1402, the prior of Wa- 
borne, and the heirs of William Winter, held the 
eighth part of a fee of the biſhop of Norwich, and 
the biſhop of the king. 
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In the 27th of Henry VIII. 1336. Henry Win- 
ter, eſq. held it of che biſhop, as of his manor of 
Gay wood, and paying to the ward of Norwich cat- 
- gs. 6d. every thirty weeks, * the fourth part of 
a fee. 


Drogo de Beuraria had alſo a lordſhip, valued at 
20s. at the ſurvey. 


This was granted by Henry I. to Walter Tuſard, 
who held lands in Barningham, &c, by grand ſer- 
Jeanty, by the ſervice of finding certain croſs bow- 
men; and Amicia Tufard ſold it to Roger le Bigot, 
earl of Norfolk, who lived in the reign of Hen. II. 
and ſo it was united to his lordſhip in this town. 


The church is dedicated to St. Mary, and is a 
rectory, valued in the reign of Edward I. at ten 
marks, when the rector had a manſe, with thirty 
acres; and the abbey of St. Bennet at Holme had a 
portion of tithe valued at two marks: the preſent 
value is 6l. 138. 4d. 


The church is dilapidated, and nothing of it re- 
mains but the chancel; and in the eaſt window are 
the arms of Reppes and of Erpingham; and in a 
ſouth window, argent, a feſs ermine, cottiſed, ſable, 
impaling or, a cinqueſoil, ſable.

This town was granted and belonged at the 
furvey to Drogo de Bauraria: in king Edward's timg 
a ſree- man was lord of it, and held it under the pro- 
tection of Edric, but was deprived: it contained 
then a carucate of land, valucd at 20s, but at the 
ſurvey at 60s, 


Drogo was a noble Fleming, (who attended Wil- 
lam, duke of Normandy) earl of Holdeineſs, in 
Yorkſhire, and married a niece of the Conqueror's. 


The family of de Baſingham were enfeoffed of it. 
Sir Piers de Baſingham, lord, left three daughters 
and co heirs; Chriſtian, the eldeſt, married fir Wal- 
ter de Mauteby : Margaret married fir John de Flegg, 
and Alice, the third, fir Piers of Brampton. 


Sir Pier BaGngham was ſon of Euſtace de Baſing- 
ham, ſub-collector and accountant (in the 15th of

Though Blomefield ſays this village takes its name 
from its ſcite on a low ing, or meadow, yet its little 
church is pleaſantly fituated on high ground, and 
looks over. an extenſive woody country, The oil 
in this pariſh, and the neighbourhood, ſeems very 
different from the reſt of Norfolk, in being more na- 
turally inclined to produce graſs. At preſent, in the 


three pariſhes of Baſſingham, Greſham and Suſtead, 
C4 there 
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there is more than one thouſand acres of rich paſture 
land, which, though many miles diſtant from any 
large town, readily lets for twenty ſhillings per acre. 
Surely much more land, which 1s now become ara- 
ble. might be made more profitable by reſtoring it 
to its original ſtate: but in farming, as in all other 
matters, the faſhion blinds us to our intereſt. 

The ſteeple of this church, which is round, is 
'built of large irregular ** of a coarſe ſand ſtone. 


In the grazing ground near the church, is a place 
called the Mote Yard, which is a tumulus, about 
half an acre, ſurrounded by a dcep and wide ditch, 
but no foundations are viſible, 


Lord Anſon preſented Theophilus Buckeridge in 
1759, on whoſe deceaſe the Rev. Iſaac Avarne was 
Preſented to this rectory by George Anſon, ny of 
Shugborough 1 in Staffordſhire, in 7. 


BECKHAM. EAST. The Conqueror had a lord- 
ſhip, of which Siward Bar had a free-man, who was 
added by Ralph, carl of Norfolk, to the manor of 
Aylſham, and the king had the ſoc and ſac of it, ex- 
cepting of that part which belonged to Siward Bar. 
Ralph had it of the king, with the manor of Aylſ- 
ham, but on his rebellion it came again to the crown, 
and was in the king's hands at the ſurvey, and God- 
ric was his ſteward of it. 


Isaac's Manor. Henry II. granted it to Abraham 
Felmingham: it uſed to pay half a mark of filver

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Gregory de Felmingham died lord in the 14th of 
Edward II. 1321, of lands, &c. here and in Fel- 
mingham pariſh, and having no iſſue it came to his 
Aiſters and co-heits. 

James de Whitwell, who married Alice, one of 
his ſiſters and co-heirs, paid to the king 16s. 8d. 

4d. for the parts of 
Chriſtian and Joan, two others of the fiſters, which 
they had. Oliver de la Mow, who married Eliza- 
beth, another of the ſiſters, paid 16s.

who died lord of Iſaac's manor, Oct. 18, 1558; 
and Mr. John Pidgeon had livery of it in the iſt of 
Elizabeth, 1579, and dying in 1579, was ſucceeded 
by Thomas his ſon and heir, who aliened it Auguſt 
10, in the 14th of James I. 1616, to Robert Field- 
ing, clerk, and William Paine, gent. and on July

William, earl of Arundel, was the laſt of this 
family that preſented in their right, as lords, in the 
vear 1464: Elizabeth Wideville, queen conſort of 
Edward IV. preſented in 1476, it being in the crown, 
aud ſettled on her for life; and in 1521 the king 
preſented. Henry VIII. on February 12, 1312, in 
his gd year, granted it to Thomas Windham, eſq. 
with the wards, marriages, reliefs, &c. for ſeven 
years. In the reign of Charles I. it is faid to be 


valued at 201. per ann. it remains in the won 
this 
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this time, and is eſteemed as a part or member of 
the dutchy of Lancaſter, 


Another lordſhip in this town was poſſeſſed at the 
ſurvey by William de Scohies, or Eſcois, and held 
of him by Ingulf. 


The ancient family of de Norfolk were enfeoffed 
of this lordſhip ; Gilbert de Norfolk, the laſt of that 
family, died poſſeſſed of it, leaving five daughters 
and co-heirs ; and by marriage of the third to Roger 
de Felbrigg, it came into the family of de e 


William de Felbrigg dying without iſſue, in the 
reign of Henry III. was ſucceeded by Maud, his 
ſiſter, widow of Simon le Bigot, of Happing, third 
ſon of Roger Bigot, earl of Norfolk, by Maud, tus 
wife, daughter of William Mareſchall, earl of Pem- 
broke,

In the 1th of Edward I. 1287, Roger Bigot de 
Felbrigg claimed wreck at fea in his lands, free- 
warren, the aſſiſe, &c. and irank-pledge, as held by 
his anceſtors, 


After this it came to the Windhams, of whom, 
and of the Felbriggs, ſce more at large in the town 
of Felbrigg. 


In the gd of Henry III. 1219, Richard, fon of 
Jeſſe, conveyed to the maſter of the Knights Templais 
fx acres of land in this town.

died Feb. 20. 172g. 


The chancellor of the dutchy of Lancaſter pre- 
ſents, as being in the crown, and in 1772 he preſented 
the Rev, William Tower Johnſon to this rectory, 


Bxxsrox-PRIORY and Maxor, This priory was 
dedicated to St. Mary, founded by the lady Iſabel de 
Creſſy, in the reign of king John, for canons of the 
order of St. Auſtin. John de Merlai conveyed to 
that lady and her heirs, a meſſuage with forty acres 
of land, in this town and Rumon, with certain de- 
mean lands, rents, ſervices, mcadows, wreck of ſea, 
fiſheries, &c. here, which the ſaid lady ſettled on it; 
alſo that part of the lordſhip which came on the di- 
viſion to Eudo de Moulton, was granted to it.

Lucia, abbeſs of Caen in Normandy, granted by 
fine, in the 52d of Henry III. che advowſon of Stan- 
ninghail church, in Norfolk, to this convent. 


The prior, as lord of a manor, claimed in the 
14th of Edward I. 1286, frank-pledge, aſſiſe, &c. 
In the g6th of Edward III. 1362, a patent was granted 
for lands and tenements in Runton, Panxford, Ran- 
worth, South Walſham, Wood-Baſtwick, Barning- 
ham, &c. Richard Bond in the gd of Richard II. 
aliened two meſſuages, thirty-nine acres of land, 
eight of heath, with 37s. rent, in Runton, Ranworth, 
c. In the reign of Henry IV. a patent for the 
manor of Perers in Runton, and for tenements iu 
Shipdham, Aylmerton, and Felbrigg, was granted to 
it, and they had the grant of the moiety of the ad- 
vowlon of Beeſton, and the advowlon of Runton. 


In the 6th of Edward IV. 1466, Iba. hay 
Morley, died ſeiſed of the patronage (the lords 
Morley had it, as heirs to the Creflys) and Alianore, 
her coulin, wife of William Lovell, lord Morley, 
was her heir, 


At its diffolution, Henry VIII. December 5, 
1546, granted the ſcite of it, with the lordſhips of 
Beeſton, Runton, and Ranworth-Holtwood, and all 
other the lands and tements, late belonging to it, to 
fr Edmund Windham, and Giles Seafoul, eſq. to be 
held by the 2oth part of a fee: it was valued, as 
Speed, at 50l. 6s. 4d. per ann. as Dugdale, at 
431. 2s. 4d. ob. Here were a prior and four canons.

In 1641, far William Paſton, ſon of 
judge Paſton, was lord of this manor, called Wey- 
land's in Cromer, and was held of the dutchy of 
Lancaſter; and it was ſaid then that great part of the 
lands belonging to it were {wallowed up by the ſea. 


Robert Giggs, of Sparkam, gent. died ſeiſed of a 
manor in Cromer, 1535. Sir Thomas Rant had

Roger Bigot, anceſtor to the earls of Norfolk, had 
a manor here, yalued at the ſurvey at 108.

Robert de Vere, earl of Oxford, had a lordſhip 
in the gd of Henry I. 1275, which on the marriage 
of his daughter Joan with William, eldeſt fon of 
John, earl Warren, he gave to them. He died be- 
fore his father, in the 14th of that king, leaving 
John, his ſon and heir, aged one year, afterwards 
earl Warren and Surry ; in which family it conti- 
nued till ſettled by the laſt earl Warren and Surry 
on the earl of Lancaſter, and by the marriage of the 


lady Blanch, the heireſs of that family, came to John 


of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, and by his fon, 
Henry IV. king of England, was united to the 


crown, as it is at this time, being part of the dutchy 


of Lancaſter, 


In the 4th. of Henry VI. 1426, a patent was 


| granted for a market, now held on Saturday, and @ 
fair. It is chiefly inhabited by fiſhermen. 


Robert Bacon, a mariner, of this town of Cromer, 


found out Iceland, and is ſaid to have taken the 
prince of Scotland, James Stuart, failing to France 
or education, in the time of king Henry IV. 


William de Beaufoe, biſhop of Thetford, had a 


lordſhip in his own right, as a lay fee, in this town, 


which lordſhip was a beruite io his manor of Gunton. 


Biſhop 
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Biſhop Beauſoe gave this, amongſt his other great 
beneſactions, to his ſee, and in the 24th of Henry 
III. Robert de Egmere held here the fourth part of a 
ſce of the biſhop of Norwich. 


Sir George Windham was the 6th ſon of fir John 
Windham. of Orchard-Windham in Somerſetſhire, 
and the lady Joan his we; he was knighted at An- 
derwick, in Scotland, July 16, 1632. and was gen- 
tleman penſioner to Charles I. his firſt wife was Ann, 
daughter of Mr. Godfrey, and relict of James Un- 
derwood, of Cromer; ſhe died without iſſue, and 
the manor of Arnolds was in the family of Wind- 
ham in 1732. William Windham, eſq. died in 
1765 lord. | 


The abbot of St. Bennet at Holme had a lordſhip 
alſo, which he enjoyed at the conquelt, 


In the 19th of Henry III. 12335, fir Peter de Alto- 
Boſco (or Hobois) releaſed to the abbot all his right 
herein, and the abbot held it of the king in capite. 


On the diſſolution of this honſe it came to the 
crown, and on the exchange of lands between the 
biſhop of Norwich and Henry VIII. it was granted 
to the biſhop, and the bilhop of Norwich is the 
| _ lord. 


There was formerly a church at Shipden, dedi- 
cated to St. Peter. In the reign of Edward I. Hugh 
de Odingſeles, lord of Shipden, was patron of it; 
it was a rectory, then valued at twelve marks, and 
the rector had a manſe with twelve acres of land, 

and paid Peter-pence 6d, 
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Sir Henry Pinkney, knt. by deed without date, 
granted the moiety of this church to his kinſman, 
fiir William de Odingſeles. 


In the 11th of Edward II. 1309, on a writ, the 
jury preſent that it would not be to the king's da- 
mage, if John de Odingſeles granted to John Brown, 
of Tuttington, &c. the advowſon of St. Peter's 
church of Shipden. 


In the 10th of Edward III. 1336, John de Lod- 
brok was rector of this church; John Broun, patron ; 
and the pariſhioners having ſupplicated the king, 
that, whereas part of the church-yard was by the 
flux and reflux of the ſea, ſo waſted, that it threat- 
ened ruin to the church, and could not be defended ; 
the king grants licence that an acre of land in the 
ſaid village be granted to the ſaid John, rector, to 
build thereon a new church, and for a church-yard ; 
dated April 15. 


In the agth of Edward III. 1335, licence was 
granted to appropriate this church to the priory of 
Hickling, who afterwards preſented: but in 1381, 
the patronage was in the priory of the Carthuſians 
(or Charter-Houlc) by London. 


On Auguſt 18, 1381, in the zch of Richard II. 
that priory had a patent to appropriate it, when a 
vicarage was ſettled, 


In 16e there were 230 communicants. 


The old church of Shipden ſeems to have been 
deſtroyed by the Tea, in or about the reign of Henry 
TV. In the 14th of Richard II. a patent was granted 
for five years, ſor certain duties to be paid for the 


erection of à certain pier for a defence againſt = 
ca 
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ſea; and in the 16th of that king, fir William Beau- 
champ, &c. aliened to the prior of the Carthuſians, 
a piece of land in Shipden, adjoining to the rectory, 
with lands and tenements to the value of ten marks 
per ann. ſo that about this time the preſent church, 

called Cromer church, dedicated to St. Peter and 
St. Paul, was probably erected, and is a vicarage, 
valued at gl. 4s. gd. 


It ſtands a very few yards from the ſea cliff, and 
is an handſome regular pile, conſiſting of a large 
body and two ailes, covered with lead, and a beau- 
tiful, lofty, ſquare tower, embattled, at the weſt end 
of the nave, built of flints and free- ſtone: to this 
body was joined a large chapel, now in ruins. In 
1608, licence was granted to Mr. Gill, leſſce of the 
biſhop of Ely, to take down the chancel and veſtry. 


In the middle aile were many grave-ſtones, with 
their braſſes—Orate p. dia Milli.

Agnes Moulton, widow, was buried in the church by 
her huſband, m 1528. 


In 1484, Richard Brandon, of Cromer, was bu- 
ried in the chapel of St. Nicholas in this church; 

and in 1486, Catherine Reed, of Shipden, widow 
of Roger Reed, The chapel of our Lady was allo 
in the church. 
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In the windows were the arms of Erpingham, of 
fir Robert Knowles, and of Ufford earl of Suffolk; 
alſo Clere, Heydon, and Berney, Beckwell, Bacon, 
and Stanhors. 


Sir Partholomew Reed, citizen and goldfmith, lord 
mayor of London in 1302. was born here, {on of 
Roger Reed and Catherine his wife above-mentioned : 
he, "by his will, founded a free-{chuol here, with a 
ſtipend of 101. per ann. for the maſter, paid by the 
goldſmichs company, 6 


The Rev. Richard Sibbs was preſented - to the 
rectory or curacy of Cromer, alias Shipden by the 
biſhop of Ely, in 1768, 


We have been favoured with the following account 
of Cromer, by a gentleman of taſte and erudition in 
this hundred, who has allo given us a view of the 
town for this work. 


There was formerly a town called Shipden, be- 
twixt this town and the ocean, but the ſea has en- 
tirely ſwallowed up that town, and makes hally 
ſtrides towards devouring Cromer alſo, which now 
ſtands ſo near the edge of the cliff, that in the me- 
mory of many people now living there, upwards of 
twenty houſes have at different times been precipi- 
tated into the ſea. 


At very low tides, there is an appearance of ſome- 
thing. which the fiſhermen call Shipden ſteeple. . I 
is hardly probable, but that a large tower, whoſe 
foundations were an hundred feet perpendicular from 
the ſurlace of the ſea, after being tumbled into it, 
with the immenſe body of earth that ſupported it, 
and after being waſhed for many centuries by the 

* waves, 
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waves, muſt have been ſo ſhattered and daſhed to 
pieces, that no remains can be viſible, 


There is now no harbour at Cromer, yet a trade 
15 carried on from this place, from whence corn is 
exported, and coals, deals, &c. are imported. As 
the method of trading from this place is curious, 
we thall mention 1t. 


The veſſels uſed are from 60 to 100 tons burthen, 
few larger: at high water they are laid upon the 
beach, and, as ſoon as the water is ſufficiently eb- 
bed, carts are drawn to the ſide of the ſhip, and the 
coals are ſhot into them, as taey are into lighters in 
other places. The carts carry only half a chaldron 
at a time, as the road up the cliff is very ſteep. In 
this manner the carts continue working, till the wa- 
ter flows fo high as to waſh the horſes bellies, and 
float the carts: they can unload ſometimes 60 chal- 
drons in a tide. When the veſſel is empty, it floats 
on a high tide, and continues at a little diſtance from 
the ſhore, and is loaded with corn by boats, as they 
ſeldom run the hazard of loading them when laid on 
the beach, leaſt contrary winds ſhould prevent their 
getting off with the cargo. 


Their is a great fiſhery of lobſters and crabs car- 
ried on from this town. 


The church has been a magnificent ſtructure, of 
flint and free-ſtone: its ſteeple, which is 159 feet 
high, is ſquare, and richly ornamented with free- 
ſtone ſculpture: the chancel is now in ruins. 


About a mile to the eaſt of the town is the light- 
houſe, in which at preſent coals are burnt, 
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There is a fair on Whitſun Monday, which draws 
together all the neighbourhood within ten miles. 
To a mind that can receive pleaſure from ſeeing 
others pleaſed, without deſpiſing the reaſons of their 
being ſo, this is a moſt ſtriking ſcene; ſeveral hun- 
dreds of both ſexes. and all ages, in their holiday 
cloaths, are feen from the cliff in boats, which beau- 
tifully enliven the ſea, whilſt ſwarms of people who 
cannot get boats enough to gratify their deſire of 
floating, impatiently wait on the beach, which is co- 
vered with them, 


About half a mile to the ſouth of the town is the 
ſeat of George Windham, eſq. The houſe is re- 
markable for its fituation, being placed in an am- 
phitheatre of woods, which not only ſhut out all 
ſight of the neighbouring ocean, but fcem even to 
exclude the very idea of its vicinity to that boiſte- 
rous element, whoſe continual murmurings are ſo 
mixed with the ruſtling of the trees, as ſcarcely to be 
diſtinguiſhed, except when ſome powerful north-weſt 
wind aflerts its right of being heard. Alter a pleaſant 
walk through the grove to the ſummit of the hill, a 
moſt delightful view of the ſea and town of Cromer 
pre ſents itſelf. | 


FELBRIGG, FELBRIDGE, or FELBURGH; 
wrote Felebrige in . Doomſday book. Roger Bigot, 
anceſtor to the earls of Norfolk, had a grant of this 
tordſhip on the expulſion of two free-men of Guert, 
brother of Harold, the king, and flain with him at 
the battle of Haftings, Oct. 4, 1066: it was half a 
leuca long, four furlongs 1 three perches broad;

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Ailward de Felbrigg ſeems to have held it under 
Bigot at the ſurvey, and was lord of a ſmall fee in

The ancient family of de Felbrigg aſſumed their 
name from this town, of which they were thus en- 


feoffed by the Bigots on the conqueſt, 


Roger de Felbrigg married a daughter and co-heir 
of Gilbert de Norfolk, lord of Beeſton-Regis, by 
- whom he had Richard de Felbrigg, his ſon and heir, 


lord of Felbrigg. 


We will not take upon us to follow this ancient 
_— through every branch, but confine ourſelves 
to a biographical account of the moſt eminent. 


Richard de Felbrigg had an only daughter and 
heir, Maud, who married fir Simon le Bigot, third 
ſon of Hugh Bigot, carl of Norfolk, by Maud his 
wife, daughter of William Mareſchal, carl of Pem- 
broke. Sir Simon died before the 36th of Hen. III. 


1252. 


His ſon, ſir Roger le Bigot, had a grant of free- 
warren in the gth of Edward I. 1281, and by Ce- 
cilia had fir Simon Felbrigg, who was lord in the 
gth of Edward II. and 22d of Edward III. 1348.“ 


He married Alice, daughter of fir Geo. de Thorpe, 
and his fon and heir was fir Roger de Felbrigg, 


alias. Bigot, lord in the 25th of Edward III. 1351. 
K. | | and 


He had a brother, John de Felbrigg, eſq. of Tuttington, 
in Suffolk, from whom deſcended a younger branch of this 
name. 
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and had a market and fair here: in the 28th of th:t 
king, he is ſaid to have been a priſoner in the wars 
of France; was living in the 41ſt of the aforeſaid 
king, and ſealed with a lion ſalient, died at Paris in

By Elizabeth, daughter of lord Scales, he had fir 
Simon Felbrigg, who was ſtandard-bearer to Richard

In the 22d of that king, he was one of the 
knights of the king's chamber, and had a grant of 
the manor of Beeſton-Regis in this hundred, late 
Richard Arundel's, who was attainted, 


In the 8th of Henry V. 1420, he and fir Willi 
am Beauchamp, fir John Beaufoc, knights, Robert 
Lovell, &c. were appointed commiſſioners to muſter 
500 men at arms, 1000 archers, commanded by 
Hugh Courtney earl of Devonſhire, and the lord 
Botreaux, for the guard of the narrow ſeas; being 
made knight of the garter in the 1oth of that king, 
in 1422, at St. George's feaſt at Windſor, with 
Humphrey duke of Glouceſter, Richard Beauchamp 
earl of Warwick, Robert lord Willoughby, Henry 
lord Fitz-Hugh, Lewis de Robeſart lord Bouchier, 
fir John Cornwall, fir Thomas Erpingham, fir Wal- 
ter Hungerford, and fir John de Robeſart, his ſenior 
knights, and William de Hertaulolux, his junior, 
reciting that Henry V. in his life had inſtituted Gar- 
ter to be principal of the office of arms, but that 
no maintenance was ſettled on him ; they, during the 
nonage of Henry VI. ſettle feveral annual penſions 
on him, payable by every knight of the garter.

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He married firſt, Margaret, daughter and heir (as 
our hiſtorians ſay) to the duke of Sileſia, and Theiſe 
in Germany (nephew to the king of Bohemia) couſin 
to Anne, queen conſort of Richard 11 king of Eng- 
land (daughter of Charles I, and ſiſter to Wen- 
ceſlaus, emperors of Germany) who came into Eng- 
land with that queen on ker marriage, in 1351. and 
was one of her maids of honour : he had one daugh- 
ter by this lady, and married a ſecond wife on her 
deceaſe. By his will, dated September, 1432, he 
left to truſtees his manors of Felbrigg, Runton, Ban- 
ningham, Colby, Tottington hall, and Ingworth, in 
Norfolk ; the manors of Felbrigg and Aylmerton to 
be fold after his ſecond wife Catherine's deceaſe, to 
pay his debts and legacies ; to Alana, his daughter, 
wife of fir Thomas de Wanton, the manors of Buiſ- 
worth in Suffolk, and of Sharpenhow, and Stratley 
in Bedfordſhire they giving ſufficient ſecurity not to 
diſturb his truſtees in the executing the reſidue of his 
will; and the heirs of her body filing, he gives them 
to fir John telbrigg. Kc. 


Alana, daughter and heir of fir fimon Felbrigg, by 
bis firſt lady, was in the year 1431 the wife of fir 
Thomas Wanton, whom we take to be her ſecond 
huſband, and fir William Tyndal, of Dean in Nor- 
thamptonſhire, to be her firſt, by whom ſhe had ifſue ; 
and her grandſon, fir William Tyndal, of Hock- 
wold in Norfolk, was made knight of the Bath, at 
the creation of Arthur, prince of Wales, ſon of 
Henry VII. and declared heir (in right of his grand- 
mother Margaret) to the kingdom of Bohemia. 


The manor of Felbrigg being left by fir Simon 
Felbrigg to be fold after the death of his wife, Ca- 
therine, Thomas, lord Scales, one of his truſtees, 
bought che reverhon of it of his executors, and af- 
ity ' * ter 
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ter ſold it to John Wymondham. or Windham, eſq. 
which John had alſo a leaſe of it from the lady Ca- 
therine; he and his wife, the lady Margery, reli& of 
fir Edward Haſtings, of Elfing in Norfolk, daugh- 
ter of fir Robert Clifton, of Buckenham Caſtle in 
the ſaid county, lived here when fir John Felbrigg. 
of Tuttington in Suffolk, made a forceable entry, in 
the abſence of her huſband, threatened to fire the 
houſe, fhe having locked herſelf up in a room to 
keep poſſeſſion, and at laſt dragged her out by the 
hair of her head, and took poſſeſſion; but John Wy- 
mondham, having the king's order to 'Thomas Mont- 
gomery, eſq. ſheriff of che county, to be put in poſ- 
feſſion, he came to an agreement, and Wymondham 
paying to ſir John 200 marks, he releaſed all his 
right and claim to this lordſhip; and in the ggth of 
Henry VI. 1461, fir John and his wife-conveyed it to 
John Wymondham by fine. 


John Windham, eſq. was his fon and heir, re- 
tained by and in the ſervice of fir John Howard 
(afterwards duke of Norfolk) in the beginning of 
the reign of Edward IV. and in the 7th of that king, 
1407, married Margaret, fourth daughter of fir John 
de Felbrigg; in the treaty of his marriage, it was 
agreed, * that fir John ſhould provide and find all 
manner of array for John Windham, jun. eſq. and 
Margaret his daughter, at and for the ſaid marriage, 
and all manner of meat and drink, for all manner of 
perſons, and all other things neceſſary, behofful and 
convenient, at the proper coſt and charge of the faid 
fir John, for the ſpace of two years following the ſaid 
marriage.continually, with meat and drink for the 
ſaid Johm and. Margaret, convenient for them, their 
ſervants and their horſes.” Her jointure was to be 
in the manors of Crownthorpe, Banningham, Colby, 


and Ingworth: In 148g, he was with Henry VII. = 
| f 
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the battle of Stoke, and there knighted ; but on the 
bih of May in 1 50g, he, with ſir James Tyrrel. 
were beheaded as traitors to the king (on Tower Hill) 
on a conſpiracy in favour of Edmund de-la-Pole, 
earl of Suffolk, and was-buried in the church of the 
Auſtin Friars, of London, where ſeveral who had 
ſuffered on the part of the Houſe of York were in- 
terred. 


Sir Thomas Windham, his ſon and heir, and the 
lady Margaret, was reſtored in blood, and knighted 
by fir Edward Howard, admiral of the Engliſh fleet 
at Crowton-Bay, near Breſt, In the 4th year of 
Henry VIII. 1513, he was vice-admiral, knight of 
the king's body-guard, and one of his privy- council. 
He married to his firſt wife, Alianore, daughter and 
heir of Richard Scroop, lord of Upſall in Yorkſhire, 
or as ſome lay, of fir Henry Scroop; his ſecond wiſe 
was Elizabeth, daughter of fir Henry Weutworth, of 
Nettleſtead in Suffolk. It appears by his will, dated 
at Felbrigg, October 22, 1321, that he had the lord- 
ſhip of Botley, Hameſthwayr, and \Vighton in 
Yorkſhire, Crownthorpe, Wicklewood, Hackford, 
Aylmerton, Runton, Baningham, Ingworth, Tut- 
tington, Colby, Briſton, Woolterton, Meton, Mel- 
ton-Cockficld's, and Felbrigg. He was buried at the. 
cathedral at Norwich, with this in{cription—Orate 5j. 
arab; Thome Windham, militis, Elianore, et Domine 
Elzabethe uxorum ejus, qui quidem Themas fuit unus con- 
ciliariorum, D'm Regis, Henrici Odlaui, et unus militum 
pro corpore ejuſdem Dini regis nec non vice-admuralins 
— — — — His own efligies and thoſe of his 
two wives were on it, with the arms of Windham, &c. 


John Windham, eſg. ſecond ſon of fir John, aud 
brother of fir Thomas, marricd Elizabeth, daughter 
and co-heir of fir John Sydenham, of Orchard in 


Devonſhire, 
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"Devonſhire, where he and his deſcendants lived, and 
from whom the preſent earl of Egremont deſcends. 


Sir Edmund Windham, eldeſt ſon of fir Thomas, 
by Alianore his wife, ſucceeded in his eſtate, married 
Suſan, daughter of fir Roger Townſhend, of Rain- 
ham, by whom he had three ſons, Roger, Francis, 
and Thomas, and a daughter, Amy, married to 
Henry Heveningham, eſq. he died ar Felbrigg, goly 
'23, 1579, in the 11th of Elizabeth, and was there 
buried. 


Sir Roger, ſon of fir Edmund, married Mary, 
daughter of fir Chriſtopher Heydon, of Baconſthorpe, 
in Norfolk, and died without iſſue. : 


Francis Windham, eſq. his brother, was judge of 
the common pleas, and married Elizabeth, daughter 
of ſir Nicholas Bacon, keeper of the great ſeal, and 
died without iſſue, leaving his eſtate entailed on his 
brother, fir Roger, Thomas Windham, and Jane his 
fiſter (wife of Humphry Coniſby, eſq.) who all died 
without iſſue. The judge was buried in the church 
of St. Peters of Mancroft, in Norwich, where, 
againſt the north wall of Jeſus chapel, is a monu— 
ment much defaced, in memory of him, and the ef- 
figies of a judge down to his waſte, in his robes, with 
the arms of Windham, and his creſt, a lion's head, 
' eraſed, within the bow of a fetter-lock ; alſo Wind- 
ham quartering Scroop and Tiptoſt, and impaling 
Townſhend with his quarterings, Haywell, Brewſe, 
Ufford, Carbonell, and Shardelowe. It does not ap- 
pear to have had any inſcription, but he was here in- 

terred July 18, 1392. 


Sir Roger and the reſt of his family dying without 
iſſue, as 1s obſerved, this manor, &c. came by entail 
to 
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to Thomas Windham, eſq. third ſon of fir John 
Windham, of Orchard, by Joan his wife, daughter 
of fir Henry Portman, of Orchard Portman in So- 
merſetſhire, great grandſon of fir John, who was 
brother to fix Thomas Windham before-mentioned. 


This Thomas married firſt, Elizabeth, daughter of 
fir Rowland Lytton, knt. of Knebworth in Hert- 
fordſhire, by whom he bad John, his fon and heir; 
and by Elizabeth, his ſecond wife, daughter of fir 
John Mead, of Lofis in Eſſex, he had William 
Windham : Thomas, the father, lived to the age 
of $82, and died on May 1, 163g. 


John Windham, eſq. his ſon and heir, had four 
wives; firſt, Jane, daughter of Godſrey, eſq. of 
Hindringham; ſecond, a daughter of fir Roger Townl- 
hend, barqnet ; third, Dorothy, daughter or ſiſter of 
fir Thomas Ogle, of Bardwell, in Suffolk ; fourth, 
Frances, daughter of Arthur, carl of Angleſca, and 
afterwards married to John Thompſon, lord Havert- 
ham, but died without any ſurviving iſſue. 


William Windham, eſq. his brother in law, inhe- 
rited this lordihip on his death, and took to wite, 
Catherine, daughter of fir Joſeph Alh, knight and 
baronet, of Twickenham in Middleſex, by whom 
he had ſeveral ſons; Aſh Windham, eſq. the eldeſt, 
William, Thomas, &c. William Windham, eſq. 
died in 1689; Aſh Windham, eſq. was lord and 
patron in 1740; William Windham, elq. was his 
ſon and heir, and died lord, October 30, 1761; 
whoſe ſon and heir, William Windham, eſq. was 
colonel of the Norfolk militia, and author of a trea- 
tiſe for the uſe of that corps. His indefatigable ap- 
plication to ſtudy accelerated his death, leaving his 
ſon a minor, lord of Aylmerton, Suſtead, Merton,

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Parnow-hall, Barningham, Tuttington, with Crack- 
ford, Ingworth, Runton Hays, Eaſt Beckham, 
Iſaac's, and Eaſt Beckham Marriot's; Toſt Overhall 
and Nether-hall, Thurlton, Baynard's, Crownthorpe, 
Wicklewood, and Felbrigg, in Norfolk. 


The Windhams are a family of great antiquity, 
and took their name from Windham, or Wymond- 
ham, a conſiderable market town in Norfolk. Al- 
ward de Wymondham was a witneſs to the founda- 
tion charter of William de Albini, ¶Pincerna Regis) 
founder of Wymondham priory in the reign of 
Henry I. as were Richard, ſon of Alward, and 
Edric de Wymondham. Thomas de Wymondham 
was treaſurer, and one of the king's council, præ- 
centor of Litchfield, and baron of the Exchequer, 
and died in 1277. William de Wymondham, clerk, 
was overſcer of the ſilver mines in Devonſhire, in 


1293. 


John de Wymondham, and Beatrix his wife, held 
lands in Kirby-Bedon, &c. in Norfolk, in the 28th 
of Edward III. 1354. William, ſon of Ralph de 
Windham, purchaſed, by -fine, rents in Norwich, 
in-the 12th of Edward I. 1284, and in the giſt, 
lands at Redenhall in Norfolk, by fine. 


In the 24th of Henry III. 1240, John Rede held 
here the 8th part of a fee of Hugh lord Bardolph, 
and he of the biſhop of Norwich. 


In the 20th of Edward III. 1346, it was held by 
the Felbriggs, and Edmund Windham, eſq. in the 
- 24th of Henry VIII. 1533, paid every thirty weeks 
20d, ob. caſtle- guard to Norwich.

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On the pavement of che church, near to the pul- 
pit lies a large marble grave-ſtone, whercon, as 
under an arch of canopy work in braſs, is the por- 
Huiture of fir Simon Felbrigg, knight of the garter, 
in compleat armour, treading on a lion couchant, 
with his hands ere, and joined in a praying man- 
ner; between his right arm lands erect, on a ſtaff, 
the Randard of Ric. I. thereon the arms of Edward 
the Confeffor—a crols floury, between 5 mattlets, im- 
paling France and England, quarterly. King Ri- 
chard is ſaid to have accounted and eſteemed the 
Confeſſor as his tutelary ſaint. On the upper part 
of each arm, near the ſhoulder, is the ſhield of St. 
George —argent, a crols, gules. On his right fide 
hangs a dagger, on his leſt a large broad ſword, from 
a belt emboſſed and gilt, as his ſpurs are; and on 
his left leg the garter, all in braſs. ' In a like arch, 
with canopy work curiouſly wrought, by his left ſide, 
is his lady, in a clofe veſt, and a cloak over it, havde 
erect, &c. About her head a fort of coronet, and 
on each ſide of it a large luſtre of jewels, in the 
form of a role, about her temples. On the-ſummir, 
between the middle of the pillar of the canopy work, 
are two flyelds, one with the arms of St. Edward, 
impaling, quarterly, France and England; the other 
St. Edward, with the ſaid quartering, being the arms 
of Richard II. impaling, quarterly, in the 1ſt and 
Ach, argent a ſpread eagle, with two heads, ſable, 
crowned, or; in the ad and gd, a lion rampant, 
being the arms of his queen, Anne. On the middle 
pillar 'of the canopy work are the arms of this 
knight, a lion ſaliant, impaling a ſpread eagle, the 
arms of his lady, and below that, on each fide of 
the pillar, is a feiterlock, his badge; which was alſo 
uſed by the Houſe of York, and by Edward IV. 
His ſupporters are not here, but are ſaid to have been 
two lions, and his creſt a plume of peacock's fea-

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ters, and ſometime a garb, argent, banded ermine, 
in a coronet, or; the family alſo uſed the creſt of a 
liou's head eraſed, in the bow of a fetterlock, as ap- 
pears from a deed of fir. Simon in the time of Henry 
VI. and one of fir.

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woods are large and ancient. In the center of the 
great wood is an irregular oval of about four acres, 
{ſurrounded with a broad belt of lofty filver firs: on 
entering this oval, the eye is wonderfully pleaſed, 
without at firſt perceiving why it is ſo; we ſuppoſe 
it muſt be from the contraſt which this ſameneſs of 
green makes to the varied tints of the other foreſt 
trees, every where mixed in the reſt of the grove, 
and which theſe lofty ever-greens entirely exclude. 


From another part of this wood an extenſive prol- 
pect demands attention through a break in the grove, 
from whence the uneven ground of the park is ſeen 
to the greateſt advantage; Norwich ſpire, at full 20 
miles diſtance, terminates the view. 


From the upper part of the wood the ſea preſents 
itſelf, but not in ſo ſtriking a manner as it will from 
the new plantation, which will in a few years con- 
ceal that pleaſing object from the 8 and then at 
once diſptay it in all its awful majeſty.

GIMMINGHAM or GYMINGHAM. called 3 
ningeham in Doomſday book; the earl Warren was 
then lord of it, Ratho, a free man, being deprived of 
it: there was alſo a church endowed with twenty- 
eight acres. Knapton and Syderſtrand were added 
to it, under which towns lee the value, 


In the 14th of Edward J. 1286, John, earl War- 
ren and Surry, was lord. and claimed free-warren, 
aſſiſe of bread and beer, view of frank-pledge, a 
gallows, with wreck of ſea here, and in the towns 
belonging to the ſoc of this capital lordſhip, which 
extended into the following towns; Mundeſley, Knap- 
ton. South-Repps, North-Repps, Sy :derſtrand, T ranch,' 
and Trimmingham, all which uſed to pay ſuit and 
ſervice to the ſheriff's turn, for the king's hundred 
of North Erpingham, which the earl had withdrawn, 
to the king's injury, valued at 16s. per ann. 


John, earl Warren and Surry, in the 12th of Ed- 
ward II. 1319, granted it to Thomas, earl of Lan- 
caſter, and his heirs, with many other lordſhips, re- 
ſerving his own -right therein for life; and on his 
death, in the 21ſt of Edward III. 1 547, it came to 
Henry, duke of Lancaſter. At this time there was 
a capital meſſuage, a park, land, &c. held in free 
foccage, by the ſervice of a bell. Henry, duke of 
Lancaſter dying without iſſue male, his eſtate and 
great inheritance came to his two daughters and co- 
heirs; Maud, the eldeſt, married William, duke of 
Zealand, &c. and had this lordſhip aſſigned to her 
in part of that inheritance ; ſhe dying ſoon after her 
marriage, the whole came to John of Gaunt, duke 
ol Lancaſter, in _ of the lady Blanch, the other

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ſiſter, by marriage; and from the ſaid John to his 
ſon, Henry IV. king of England, and continues at 
this time in the crown, having its proper officers, a 
chancellor, &c. belonging to it, as part of the dutchy 
of Lancaſter, 


In the ad of Henry V. 1414, fir Thomas Erping- 
ham had a grant, January 24, of 20l. per ann. out 
of this lord{hip, 


This lordſhip was in the crown in the time of 
Charles I. and was afterwards ſold to the city of 
London, and pays a fee-farm rent of 1921. 16d. q. 
per annum, | 


To the manor-houſe belonged formerly a very 
large hall, ſupported by ſeveral pillars, and the 
cuſtom and rule was that no tenant, ſoc- man, &c. 
ſhould go beyond that pillar which was appointed for 
their ſtation and degree, 


The church is dedicated to All Saints, and is a 
rectory; the patronage of it was granted by William, 
the firſt carl Warren, to the priory of Lewes in Sul- 
ſex, on his foundation of it, and confirmed by his 
ſon, &c. he gave alſo 408. of ſoccage rent to the 
{aid priory, in the ſoke of Gimmingham ; and the 
monks of Lewes had a penſion of five marks per ann. 
out of the rectory, confirmed to them by John de 
Oxford, biſhop of Norwich. | 


The old value was fifteen marks; and the rector 
had, in the reign of Edward I. a manſe, with twenty- 
four acres of land. In the year 1281, there was a 
controverly between the rector of this town and that 
of Trimmingham, about the tithe of fiſh in the hithe 
of Trimmingham pariſh ; the tithe of the veniſon

butter, lambs, wool, pigs, calves, chickens, &c the 
tithe of a place called Aleyns, the gd ſheaf of Rock- 
land, and lands by Crenel fen. which was ſubmitited 
to the biſhop.

In the 29th of Henry VIII. 1538. the prior and 
convent conveyed this advowlon to che king; and in 
the ſaid year, December 22, he granted it to Thomas 
Howard, duke of Norfolk. In 160g, the rector cer- 
tified thirty-five communicants to be in this town. 


In 1605, the patronage was in the maſter and 
fellows of Catherine Hall, Cambridge, who in 1748 
preſented the Rev. Henry Stebbing, jun. to this rec- 
tory, with Trunch, conſolidated Auguſt 1751. 


On a grave-ſtone in the chance Hic jacet Eliꝛab.

In the croſs aile a grave- ſtone -In memory of An- 
thony Drath, eſq. who died May 8, 1612, and Eliza- 
beth his wife, who died December 20, 1589.

Here was a chauntry granted with all the lands 
and tenements belonging to it in this town, Trunch 
and Paſton, to Thomas Woodhoule, eſq. of Wax- 


ham, in the 2d year of Edward VI. 1548. 
N GRESHAM, 
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GRESHAM. wrote GERSAM in Doomſday book. 
William, earl Warren, was lord at the ſurvey, Ul- 
ſton, who held it in king Edward's reign being de- 
prived ; it extended into Salhouſe and Aldborough, 
and was valued at 41. per ann. contained nine fur- 
longs in length, and ſix in breadth. and belonged to 
Frederick's fee before the earl had the grant. 


The ancient family of Braunch were poſſeſſed of 
this lordſhip in the reign cf Henry II. Richard 
Braunch, by deed without date, granted to the 
priory of Caſtle-acre the adminiſtration and diſpoſal 
of the tithes which they held (by the gift of his an- 
ceſtors) of the demeans of this lordſhip, after the de- 
ceaſe of Simon his ſon, rector of this church, to 
- whom Robert, the prior, and the convent had let 
them to farm for life, 


In the 18th of Henry III. 1294, Peter it 
held it, with the manor of Aylmerton, by two ſees, 
of the earl Warren, with the advowſon of thoſe 
churches, and in the 27th of that king had a char- 
ter for a market, fair, and free-warren in this town. 


In the gd of Edward I. 1275, Robert de Stutevile 
had as lord the aſſize of bread and beer, &c. 


In the 1ſt year of Edward II. 1308, Edmund Ba- 
con had graut from the king of this lordſhip, and all 
the lands here, late Robert de Stutevile's, eſcheated 
to his father, and in the 12th of that king had a pa- 
tent to embattle this manor-houſe. This Edmund 
was a knight, ſon of ſir Adam Bacon, of Oldton; 
had two daughters and co-heirs; Maud, married to 
John de Burgherſh, and Margery, to fir William de 
Molins, who had each a moiety of this manor ; on 
a divinon of it about the 35ch of Edward III. 361. 

Sir 
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Sir John de la Vaſche held the moiety of ſir William 
de Molins in the gd of Henry IV. 1402. , 


Sir John de Burgherſh was lord of the other 
moiety in right of his wife Maud, and dying in the 
19th of Richard II. 1396, his daughter and co-heir, 
Maud, - brought it by marriage to Thomas Chaucer, 
eſq. ſon of the famous poet Sir Geoffrey, who in the 
7th of Henry VI. 1427, granted it by fine to Wil- 
liam Paſton, eſq. of Paſton (afterwards fir William 
the judge) into which family the other moiety alſo 
came; and in the year 1740, William Paſton, earl 
of Yarmouth, was lord. 


About 1608, fir William Paſton's manor here was 
valued at 1201, 2s. one pound of pepper, and twelve 
comb of oats per ann. and was fold with the Paſtons 
e:tate to lord Anſon; and George Anſon, eſq. of 
Shugborough, in Staffordſhire, is the preſent lord 
and patron. | | 


All that now remains viſible of the caſtle at Greſ- 
ham, is the mote and a very perfect foundation about 
nine feet from the ground, by which it appears to 
have been a large ſquare building, each front one 
hundred and fifty feet long. with around tower at each 
corner of thirty-ſix feet diameter. Though this is 
commonly called the manſion of fir Thomas Gref- 
ham, it does not appear from any records that he or 
his family ever reſided in this caſtle, which was cer- 
tainly the manor-houle and the fame which fir Ed- 
mund Bacon obtained a patent to embattle in the 
reign of Edward II, 


The church ſtands pleaſantly by the fide of an ex- 
tenſive tract of field land, and commands a very 
diſtant proſpect over a woody country, |

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The town ſeems to take its name from ſome ri-

The priories of Walſingham, Waborne, and Beeſ- 
ton, had temporalities here. 


The church is a rectory dedicated to All Saints. 


The old value was ſeven marks: the preſent is Gl. 
188. 8d. and is diſcharged. 


The preſentation to this church was granted to the 
prior and convent of the canons of the Holy Sepul- 
chre in Thetford, by John, earl Warren, in 1281; 
and in 1331, they had the king's licenſe to appro- 
priate it, but they could not obtain the conſent of 
the biſhop of Norwich. | 


In 1339, they had the bull of pope Boniface to 
appropriate and take poſſeſſion of it on the firſt va- 
cancy, and retain all the profits of it, on condition 
they ſerved it by one of their own canons, or any 
fecular curate, removeable at pleaſure, and their 
paying all epiſcopal dues whateyer, but the biſhop

would not agree to this, but obliged them to endow a

Alexander, biſhop of Norwich, aſſigned to the 
vicar a manſe, all the altarage, tithe of hemp, wooi, 
hay, reed and fiſheries, with a certain tithe called 
portes; the altarage valued at five marks; eighteen 
acres of land valued at 6s, per ann. with an annual 
penſion of ſeven marks to be paid by the prior and 
convent, How long it continued a vicarage ag 
not appear; before the reign of Henry VIII. 
ſeems to have returned to its old ſtate, and was a 
reQory in the patronage of the Paſtons, lords of the 
manor. |

GUNTON, wrote in Doomſday Gunetune. This 
town was bought by Agelmar, or Almar, biſhop of 


Elmbam, in the reign of the Confeſſor, and granted 
to 
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to William Beaufoe. biſhop of Thetford, by the 
Conqueror, and held in his own right as a lay-fee. 


In the 22d of Henry I. 1122, Matthew de Gun- 
ton was lord of it: fir Roger de Gunton and Tho- 
mas de Gunton, his ſons, ſucceeded him, and each 
held a moiety or manor, called Overhall and Ne- 


therhall, held of the biſhop, 


In 1 323, fir Roger de Gunton, ſon of. fir Roger, 
as lord of a moiety, preſented to this church. 


Sir Walter de Gunton left a daughter and heir, - 
Milecentia, who brought it by marriage to fir Wal- 
ter de Walcote, whoſe ſon, fir Walter, left four 
daughters and co-heirs; Margaret, the eldeſt, mar- 
ried fir Robert Berney, of Witchingham, who .pur- 
chaſed by fine the parts or ſhares of the other ſiſters. 


Robert Berney, eſq. was lord in the 27th of Hen- 
Ty VIII. 1536, and had by Suſan his wife, daugh-. 
ter of fir Henry Fermor, knt. of Eaſt Baſham, ſe- 
veral fons and daughters: he was lord of Gunton 
Overhall and Netherhall, Cley-hall, and Strete-halt 
in Witchiugham. In his will, dated Oct. 7. 1558, 
he requires to be buried in the chancel of Gunton 
church by his wife, and died the 29th of September 
following. ; 


His grandſon, Francis, ſold Gunton te John Jermy, 
elq. counſellor, of Norwich, and John Jermy, eſq. 
his ſecond ſon, was lord of Gunton, and father of 
Francis, who fold this lordſhip to John Harbord, 
eſq. (fourth fon of fir Charles Harbord, knt. ſur- 
veyor=general). colonel} of the militia, who died by 
a fall from his horſe, Sept. 28, 1710, leaving the 
greateſt part of his eſtate ro Harbord Cropley, eſq.

Sir Charles Harbord was ſurveyor-general to king

the north wall is a -monument in remembrance of 


him. 


Sir Charles, by Mary Van-Elſt, his wife, had ſe· 
veral children; Philip, his eldeſt ſon, married Ann, 
daughter of ſir William Drury, of Beſthorpe. 


William Harbord; eſq. the ſecond ſon; and fur- 
veyor-general, was of Cadbury in Somerſetſhire, and 
married firſt, Mary, daughter of Dr. Duck, of Cad- 
bury, L. L. D. by whom he had three daughters 
and co-heirs; and by his ſecond: wife, Catherine, 
daughter of —— Ruſſell, fiſter of the admiral, who 
was earl of Orford, left one daughter: he built an 
hoſpital at Thetford,” and ſettled gol. per ann for fix 
poor people; and died at Belgrade in July, 1692. 


Sir Charles Harbord, the third ſon, was captain 
of a man of war, and killed in a ſea fight againſt

:Guiron Harl, the ſent of ar Harbord Harbord, 
is at preſent a ſmall houſe, but is going to be en- 
larged, and has lately been ornamented with new 
offices under the direction of Mr. Wyatt. They are 
by far the moſt complete buildings for the purpoſe 
of any thing in this kingdom: the new ſtile of ar- 
chitecture is by its lightneſs and extreme elegance, 
well adapted to offices, and theſe are particularly 
worthy the attention of ſtrangers, from the ſtudied 
contrivance for conveniency in the apartments. as alſo 
for the ſlate covering, which conſiſts of ſmall ſquare 

pieces of late, each faſtened by wood ſcrews. 


Not far from the houſe is the pern FRY, 
which, by the late fir. William Harbord, was taken

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We have given a view of this edifice, as neither 
the houſe nor offices are ſufficiently forward to make 
a drawing of them. The ſituation of the houſe, 
though on an eminence, is not well choſen. It com- 
mands a large piece of water, yet as the ground 
about it is flat and ſwampy, this rather chills the 
fight than improves the proſpeR. 


The quantity of game in the neighbouring planta- 
tions, particularly hares and pheafants, is aſtoniſl.- 
ing, and they are preſerved with the molt rigid atten- 
tion to the game laws. The park, when finiſhed, 
will be very extenſive. 


Bartholomew de Gunton had an intereſt, or lord- 
ſhip, in this town in the reign of Richard I. and 
John de Methwold was patron, in right of his wiſe, 
in the reign of Edward I. and in the goth of chat 
king, 1292, Simon de Lincoln conveyed a moiety 
of the manor of Gunton, and advowlon, to Robert 
Burnell, biſhop of Bath and Wells: fir Philip Bur- 
nell, the biſhop's heir and nephew, enjoyed it, and 
left it to his ſon, fir Edward, who in the 6th of Ed- 
ward II.

the reign of Edward III. 


Of the family of de Repps, ſome have lived at 
Herrmeflee: in Suffolk; others at Sall, at Walton, 


and at Mautiſhall in Norfolk. 


The manor of North Repps came in the reign of 
Henry VI. to the Heydons, of Baconſthorpe ; and 
John Hevdon died poſſeſſed of it as a member of the 
manor of Gimmingham, in the 2oth of Edward IV. 
and Chriſtopher Heydon, eſq. conveyed this lordftip, 
wich that of Menon, &c. in the g 5th of Henry VIII. 
1544. to Roben Rugge, eſq. alderman of Norwich;

his care. had almoſt undone him. His ſon's name 
that died was William Reymes, eſq. who marricd 
Munel. daughter of Martin Sidlev, eſq. of Stalham 
in Norfolk, in 1648; and in the year 1656 he 
brought his action againſt John Sidley, eſq. fon and 
heir of Martin, and brother of Muriel, for moneys 
due by marriage contract to him on the death of 
Martin; fo that William Reymes, eſq. who preſented 
in 1670. was grandſon of John, and fon and heir of 
Wilham, by Muriel his wife.

In the 
th of Edward II. fir Roben de Uttord was lord. in 
right Cecilia his wite, daughtet and heir of Ro- 
bert de \ alomes. 


In the 16th of Edward IT. 1929, the ſaid lady 
{euled it dn fir Edmund de Uflord, her younger ſon, 
who had tree-warren in — demean lands here, in 
te Gch of Edward III. 1332. On the death of fir 
Edmund, without iſſue, it came to the earl of Suf- 
folk ; William Ufford being lord in the 48d of that 
king, an d leaving his three liſters co- heirs, Catherine, 
the cldcſt, brought it by marriage to fir John Wil- 
loughby, lord Willoughby of Ercſby : In this fa- 
wily it continucd till on the death of Wilkam, lord 
Willoughby, in the 1Sth of Heme VIII. 1527, it. 
came to his daughter and heir Catherine, who had 
livery of it in the 26th of that king, and brought it 
by mamage to Ruben Bertie, eſq. "whole fon, Pere- 
gie. on the death of his mother, had iummons to 
Pariiame mc as ford Willoughby, of Eretby.

comber, of Norwich, in which family it continues. 


Harttes-Hartrt. Sir Roger de Hales held here and 
in Metton one ſee of the carl of Norfolk, in the iſt 
of Edward I. 1275. 


John Sampſon held it in right of his wife in the 


11th of Henry VI. 1433; Elianore Jenney, widow. 


of ſir William Jenney, daughter of Sampſon, died 
poſſeſſed of it in 1494. Aſter that it was fold to the 
Heydons, and Chriſtopher Heydon, eſq. in the g5th 
of Henry VIII. conveyed it to Robert Rugge, eſq. 
from them it came to Herne, of Heveringland, 
and Clement Herne was lord in 1690, 


Beſides the lordſhips abovementioned, Robert, earl 
of Morton, brother to the Conqueror by the mother's 
ſide, and made earl of Cornwall by him, had the grant 
of a lordſhip here, of which Ulnoth, a younger ſon 
of earl Goodwin, and brother to king Harold, was 
deprived ; it was nine ſurlongs long, and five broad, 
valued at 208. 


The ſaid earl had only another manor in this 
county, Clare in Tunſtead hundred. His fon Wil- 
liam, rebelling againſt Henry I. was deprived of 
| theſe and his earldom; and this lordſhip was then 
granted to Roger Bigot, anceſtor of the earls of Nor- 


folk, and ſo united to the other lordſhips.

The church of Roughton was a rectory valued at 
cighteen marks, u hich being granted to the nunnery 
of Bungav by Roger de Glanville, and the lady Gun- 
dreda his wite, it was appropriated to that convent ; 
the {aid convent was found to hold it, and to be pa- 
trons of the vicarage winch was founded on the ap- 
propriaton of it in the reign of Edward I. when the 
vicar had a manſe with twenty-four acrcs of land; 
the impropriate rettory had alſo a manſe, but no 
lands. the vicarage then being valued at two marks. 
The prefent value of the vicarage is bl. The church 
is dedicated to St. Mary. 


Thomas Howard, duke of Norfolk, December 
S. 1585, in che 2gth of Henry VIII. had a grant 
of this propriate reQory, and the patronage of the 
vicarace from the king, with all the manors, tene- 
ments, and lands in the county of Nortolk, belong- 
nc to the prior ot Bungay, and the advou ſon of 
ihe church of Redenhall. ;

Roger Bigot had at the 
conqueſt livery of a freeman,, with thirty acres of 
land,, who held it under bond in king Edward's 
reign ; valued at 88. and had been after Jett at 208. 
but it could not be paid, ſo that at the ſurvey it was 
leit at 138. per annum. 


FrtBRIGG's-ManoR was in the family of de Fel- 


brigg. 


On the death of Richard de Felbrigg, in the reign 
of Henry III. his inheritance came to his daughter 
and heir Maud, who married fir Simon le Bigot, third 
ſon of Hugh Bigot, carl of Norſolk; and in the 
56th of that king, 1272, it was agreed between the 
ſaid Maud, and her fon Roger, and Roger the prior 
of Beeſton, that the prior and they ſhould preſent 
alternately to this church. 


In this family it continued till the death of fir Si- 
mon Felbrigg in 1443; alter this it was fold by 
Thomas, lord Scales, one of his truſtees, to John 
Windham, eſq. and it remains in the deſcendauts of 
the ſaid John; Aſh Windham, eſq. being late lord in 
1740, and patron, as was his ſon, William Wind- 
ham, eſq. who died in 1761, leaving his fon and 
heir a minor, now lord. 


BErsTrox-PRIORT Manor. In the 15th of Ed- 
ward I. 1287, the prior claimed wreck at ſea on his 
lands in this town, aſſiſe of bread and beer, view of 
frank pledge, which he held of the earls of Norfolk.

This afterwards was given to the priory of Beeſton, 
and fo came to the Windhams on its diſſolution, and 
was held of the carls of Norfolk. 


William de Scohies, or Eſcois, had a lordſhip 
which Ingult held under him at the ſurvey, of which 
Turk, lord in the Confeffor's time, was deprived; 
valued at the furvev at 4os. with a church and fix 
actes, all mcalured in Bceiton. 


! The ancient family of de Norfolk was cnfeoffted 
of this; Gilben de Norfolk, the laft of the family, 
diod polleſied of ut, and left fave daughters aud co- 
heus, who inherited it. 


It came after in part by one of theſe daughters to 
Roger de Felbrigg. and fo came as above to the 
Windhams ; and in 15406, his immediate deſcendant 
Afi Wincham, cia. was lord, and his fon William 
diod feried of it 1761, Kc. 


Hugh de Montfort had alſo a lordſlip,. of which 
Bond. a free-man,” was deprived ; valued at the ſur- 
vey at gos. 


In the ath of king John, 1208, Hubert de Burgh 
purchated of Roger de Burnham, &c. their ſeveral 
wine parts of two knight's fees in Runton, Beeſton, 


u Hindringham, tor which they paid caſtle guard 
to Dover. 


Robert 
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Robert de Vere, carl of Oxford, poſſeſſed it in the 
gd of Edward I. 1275, and had wreck at fea, &c. 
who gave it in the 15th of that king, with the ad- 
vowſon of the church, to William, fon and heir ap- 
parent of John, earl Warren, on his marriage with 
Joan their daughter; and in the gth of Edward II. 
the earl Warren was lord. 


The town is called Runton by the ſea, and Eaſt 
Runton,—Run is the name of a river; thus, Run- 
well in Eſſex; Runwick in Glouceſterſhire ; Run- 


ham and Runhall in Norſolk. Vide Parkin's deriva- 


tion of names. 


The church is a reQory dedicated to the Trinity; 
the ancient value twenty-ſix marks. In the reign of 
king Edward the rector had a manſe with tw enty-two 
acres of land; the preſent value is 10l. and is dil- 


charged. 


The rector in 1603 returned one hundred and hfty- 
three communicants; and in 1746 Aſh Windham, 
elq. preſented the Rev. John Ellis to this rectory. 


In the church are the arms of Felbrigg -—Albiny, 
earl of Arundel, and Walcot. 


SHERINGHAM, wrote in Doomſday book Si- 
lingeham. Seiar Bar was lord of this village at the 
conquelt, who being deprived, it was granted by 
William I, to William de Scohies, or Eſcois, a Nor- 
man lord, who held it at the ſurvey; always valued 
at 41. per ann. with a church endowed with fiſteen 
acres, valucd at gs. It was oue leuca or league 
long, and one broad.' 


William 
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Wu am de Scohies conveyed it to Walter Giffard, 
cal Bucks, who on his founding the abbey of 
Noc in that county. gave the church her to it. 
on the death of his fon, earl Walter the ſecond, who 
died whom iſſue; Henry II. granted this town in his 
ed vear, 11536, as an eſcheat, to Richard de Humet, 
or Humee, with the lordſhip of Stamford in Lincoln- 
ſhire. Richard was that king's conſtable of Nor- 
mandy. co-founder of Aulnay-abbey there; in the 
vih of that king one of the pledges in a hundred 
marks. on a league between the king and Theodorick, 
en of Hlanders. In 1164 he entered into Bretagne 
m France, wok ſcvctal places, and is called by Lo- 
bmcaw in his hiſtory, carl of Humiers. Be Agnes 
his Nite. daughtet and heir of Jordan de Sav, he 
Ik William his fon and heir; and in 1181 died a 
moeuk of Aulnay. 


The ſaid king be patent. granted to Wilkam his 
fon. the alorclaid conſtableſhip. with that of Stam- 
ford, Kc. dated at Caen in Normandy ; which Ri- 
chard I. contiraed by patent, dated June 21, 1190, 
in his ball year. 


In the 35th of king John, 1:05, this lordſhip de- 
fcerded to John de Huma, who then gave the king 
ro >0l. and a paiky to have ſciſm of his lands in Eng- 

ed. which the King had taken into his hands by | 
C of the war in Normandy. 


In tbe ch vear of Henry III. March 18, 1223. 4 
vm was tent bv the king io the ſheriff of Norlolk, 
to eve policthon to Richard de Grev, of Codnor in 
Datum, and Lucia his wife, of all the lands 
which john de Bumi her father {whoie heit ſhe was} 
held in capame. I his Richard had a charter for free- 
warren, of a weekiv market on Ihufſday, and a 
fair 
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fair for two days, on the eve and the feaſt of the Al- 
cenſion, and claimed wreck at ſca, a gallows, &c. 


Richard de Grey was lord in the 4th of Edw. III. 


1330, and had a charter for a fair on the eve and the 


feaſt of St. Peter and St. Paul, and a market on. 


Thurſday ; and in the 13th of that king fir John de 
Grey, ſon of Richard, conveyed it to fir Richard 
Willoughby, of Wollaton in Nottinghamfhire, who 
married Joan, his fiſter; and fir Richard died ſeiſed 
of it in the 36th of the ſaid reign. 


How this after paſſed we have not found, probably 
it came to the family of Baſſet, who had anciently an 
intereſt in the town; Philip Baſſet had a charter of 
ftree-warren in the 37th of Henry III. 1233; and in 
the 44th of that king it was found that he and Ri- 
chard de Grey had ſeveral liberties in Sheringham, 
In the Baſſets it continued till iſſue male failing in 
Ralph, lord Baſſet, of Drayton. In the reign of Ri- 
chard II. it came to the Staffords, carl of Stafford, in 
right of Margaret, daughter of Ralph, lord Baflet, 
who married Edmund de Stafford, in the reign of 
Edward J. 


Edmund, earl of Stafford, who was ſlain at the 
battle of Shrewſbury, June 21, 140g, poſſeſſed 
it, and in this family this lordikip continued till by 
the attainder of Edward Stafford, duke of Bucks, it 
elcheated to Henry VIII. and was granted by him to 
Thomas Howard, duke of Norfolk. In the 14th of 
that king, 1523, it was valucd at g2l. 4s. qd. per 
ann. and there was a cuſtom that the lord was to 
have the belt turbot that was taken out of every ſiſh- 
ing boat here, and every ſtrangers boat that came to 
Sheringham hiche paid 4d.

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On the attainder of Thomas, duke of Norſotk, 


Mar S. 1372, kt came again to the crown, and was re- 
gramed to the ſaid family by James I. and Henry, 
duke of Norfolk, is faid to have conveyed it in 1694, 
to Seaman, of Norwich. Mr. Cook Flower, 


of Sheringham, is the preſent lord. 


Here were three lordſhips in this town; that of 
Sheringham, the principal one, has the lete, and is 
polſeficd by Mr. Cook Flower. Nutley-hall belongs 
to Mr. Thomas Windham, of Cromer ; and Beeſton 
priory manor to Wm. Windham, eſq. of Felbrigg. 


The town is divided into Upper Sheringham and 
Lower Sheringham, alias Sheringham Hithe, as ly- 
ine by the fea ſhore ; the houſes in the former being 
nearly a mile from it. whilſt thole of the latter are fo 
near the beach as frequently to ſuffer by the impetuo- 
firy of the tides. Lower Sheringham is ſituated on a 

rt of the cliff which is but a few yards from the 

ach, and the clift gradually riſes on each fide to 
upwards of a hundred; the fea gains conſiderably 
here, and it is not uncommon to obſerve large pieces 
of arable land carried away with corn growing, be- 
twixt feed time and harveſt fo near do the people 
pough to the edge of a cliff, which ſtrikes a ſtranger 
with horror to look down it. There is a very conſi- 
derable fiſhery from this place of cod, ſkate, and 


» hiteings, but eſpecially crabs and lobſters, with 


Which this place and Cromer chielly ſupply the Lon- 
don market, by veſlels which take the ſh from the 
boats while at fea. There is a very good inn at Lower 
Sherngham, much reſorted to in ſummer for the fake 
of eating lobſters in their higheſt perfection; the 
dining room ſlands fo ncat the edge of the cliff, that 
at high water no land can be ſeen, and from whence 
a ranger cannot but be delighted with the awful but 


pleaſing 
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pleaſing proſpect which the unbounded ocean affords 
—ſometimes thirty or forty fiſhing boats within a 
mile of the ſhore, and often fleets of three hundred 
dolliers and other large trading veſſels are ſeen paſſing 
ſo near, chat with the naked eye you may diſcovet 
the men on board hilſt at low water the beach is 
enlivened by the multitude of fiſnermen either drying 
their nets, hawling up their boats, repairing their 
tackle, landing their fiſh, dr ſecuring. their lobſters 
and crabs in coys, a fort of boxes fixed to the rocks, 
which the fea overflows and fills at every tide. This 
proſpect may be enjoyed within doors, but when 
abroad you will be charmed by the beauty of che 
country, ſurrounded by richly cultivated, and 
what in Norfolk may be called bold and lofty hills; 
from the hill to the eaſt of Lower Sherringham you 
command a wondetſully extenſive view of the fea 
coaſt, abruptly bounded by Cromer light-houle, 
about four miles to the eaſt, whilſt the eye is loſt to- 
wards the weſt, after wandering over the towns of 
Sherringham, Waborne, Sakhouſe, and Cley 
harbour. | 


Upper Sherringham is beautifully adorned by the 
extenſive woods of Mr. Cook Flower, the ſammits 
only of the hills are planted, whillt their bottoms and 
the rich valleys that divide them are variegated with 
unencloſed arable land, which though the ſoil is light, 
produces excellent barley, wheat and turnips. 


Mr Flower has great merit in theſe plantations, as 
it would at firſt ſight appear impracticable to rate 
trees in a ſituation expoſed to the keeneſt ſea-breezes, 
but by planting the young trees amongſt the furze 
and ling, they are ſo ſheltered during their infancy, 
that after a few years they become able to brave the 
moſt tempeſtuous blaſts from the north-caſt—which 
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m all o:her modes of planting have been found fo 
fatal to voung trees in like lituations. 


The church was a Aer dedicated to All Saints, it 
Had a wanne and ſixteen acres of land, valued at 
tweniv-feven marks, and was appropriated to the ab- 
bew of Notlev in Buckinghamſhire, by Walter Git- 
tard, carl of Backs, lord of the town, and founder 
of that abbey; it was ſerved by a canon of Notley, 
or fome ipendiary curate, and ſo continues to be a 
curac at this ume. The church is a regular pile, 
— ing a nave, wo ailes, and a chancel covered with 
ead.

On the diſſolution of Notley abbey, the appropri- 
ated recorv was granted in che gach of Henry VIII, 
1343. to the dean and chapter of Chriſt College, 
Oord. but was revoked, and again in the crown ; 
Francis Guybon, Juntor, gent, Alice Stubs, daughter 
ef Richard Stubs, and Heury Yelvenon, eſq. had 8 

leaſe 
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leaſe of it from queen Elizabeth, in her 39th years 
1597. In 1603 there were two hundred aud twenty 
communicants in this pariſh, 


In the lower town or hithe was a chapel dedicated 
to St. Nicholas, part of it is ſtill landing. 


Thomas Thompſon, bailiff of Great Yarmouth, 
gave 20s. per ann. for two ſermons to be preached 
here; and John Cook, fiſh-monger, of London, was 
a benefactor to the poor. 


The reQory is now in the ſee of Ely (the biſhop 
has the nomination of the curate) and 1s held by 
George Windham, elq. of Cromer, of the biſhop. 


The prior of Waborne had a lordſhip here in 
1428, then valued at 2l. 6s. 1d. per annum, which 
at the diſſolution was granted to John Heydon, 


eſq. Kc. 


Here was a cell for ſome time of black canons, 
belonging to Notley abbey; mention is made of them 
in 12 56. 


In * October 11, the Rev. Richard Sibbs was 
licenſed to this curacy, on the preſentation of Mis.

SUFFIELD, wrote in Doomſday book Sutſelle. 
Roger Bigot, anceſtor of the earls of Norfolk, had a 
grant from the Conqueror of two carucates of land, 
held by four free-men ; it was eight furlongs lang, 
arid five broad; valued then at 41. and at the ſurvey 
at 6l.

of Norfolk. In the sch of Henry VIII. 1533. 
Thomas Howard, duke of Norfolk, was lord; on 
whole attainder, in 1372, it elcheated to the crown, 
but James I. re- granted it to the ſaid family, and it 
was told about 1690, by Henry, duke of Norfolk. 
Sir Harbord Harbord, bart. of Gunton, is the pre- 
tent lord and patron. 


Alan. earl of Richmond, had a grant from the 
Conqueror of half a carucate of land, held by Gun, 
a tree-man, in king Edward's reign. 


Sir Hugh de Cayly held in the reign of Henry III. 
a quanter of a fee of the honor of Richmond; and 
in the loch of Edward II. 1317, William de Cailly. 
of Heacham, in Smithdon hundred, conveyed the 
manor to Simon Kening, of Banningham. 


John, duke of Bedford, lord of the honor of Rich- 
mond. held it in capite, and died poſſeſſed of it in 
the 14th of Henry VI. 14506. 


Clement Herward, eſq. of Aldburgh, held it in 
1426, and Alianore, relict of Robert Herward, eſq. 
conveyed it with four meſſuages and lands in Gunton, 
Anungham, Kc. to Robert Symonds, in the 1ſt of 
Edward VI. 1530. 


John Symonds, efq. of Suffield, fold it to John 
Wiggeun, of Norwich, merchant, about 100; Wig-

In 160g the rector returned 
fifty-two communicants, In the 6th of James I. fir 
Edward Carrel, knt. &c. aliened it on the firſt of 
April, 1608. to Thomas Bloſeld. eſq. &c. and in 
1740 the heirs of Mr. Leonard Blofeld nominated 
the curate.

Several in memory of the tamily of Blofeld. 


Alſo the arms of Bigot, earl of Norfolk; of 
Damme; and of fir Simon Felbrigg's lady, who was 
niece to the king of Bohemia.—Damme, impaling, 
quarterly, Jermy and Mounteney. 


A ltttle brook after turning the overſhot wheel of 
Greſham mill, takes its courſe through this pariſh, 
then meanders through the park of Robert Lee 
Doughty, eſq. in Hanworth, and from thence with 
greater conſequence becomes ſubſervient to a mill at 
Aldburgh, and at length empties itſelf into the Bure 
near Lammaſs; upon the banks of this little ſtream 
(which though barely covering its gravelly bottom, 
yet abounds with trout) is the ſcite of a large exten- 
five building, ſaid to be the ſeat of the Dammes; 
what remains molt perfect of the foundation ſeems to 
have belonged to a ſquare building with large but- 
treſſes, ſurrounded by a moat, and the rivulet is em- 
banked with a ſtone wall on one ſide for full ſeventy 
hive yards from this building—perhaps in a few 
years more thele veſtiges of its former conſequence 
will be alſo hidden from the inquiſitive antiquary. 
The name of the manor, Suſtead late Damme's, ſome 
tew inſcriptions on braſs in the church, and the pre- 
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ceding account of the family of Damme, preferved& 
by Mr. Riomkield, is all that remains of people 
who perhaps once commanded refpe&, and raiſed 
this family ſeat to perpetuate their name; —if they 
xc their happineſs in grandeur more than hofpita - 
key (in pride of anceſtry more than mental accom- 


p? bments) in the ſmiles of the great rather than in 


the bleflings of the poor, how would they bluſſi to 
know that under the ſame roof their undiitinguiſhed 
duſt lies mixed with the recent aſhes of—Elzabeth 
Lowe—who died July 12, 1774, aged 64 years. 
Amidſt the unmcaning tribuie neceſſarily paid ta 
many families in a work of this kind. merely becauſe 
their anceſtors had (though perhaps undeſervedly) 
obtained favours from our firſt William—lct the an- 
Gquary or the genealogiſt permit us to mention the 
name of St. Clair, without tracing it back to Alfred's 
reign. for though we could perhaps gratify them with 
a long pedigree, as ſhe did not make this her boaſt, 
we will only fay that Mrs. Elizabeth Lowe was the 
only daughter of the Rev. Patrick St. Clair, a re- 
ſpedlable clergy man: She ſpent the greateſt part of her 
hte in the fondeſt filial attendance on her aged and 
imirm ſather rom him {he carly learned to prefer 
the poſthumous character ihe acquired, to the flat- 
tering and pernicious approbation which captivates 
too many of her {ex, Lealt ſhe ſhould be inter- 
rupted in thele tender duties to her widow'd parent, 
ſhe continued ſingle till after his death, when at an 
advanced age ſhe married the Rev. Mr. Lowe, rector 
of Stiftt kev, and canon of Windſor; a man of her 
own age, who died without iflue a year before her. 
To gie a juſt idea of her character it is needleſs to 
bring in all the ſtring of common-place epithets 
wich which monuments are loaded, it is enough to 
fav that thoſe with whom ſhe converfed or correſ- 
ponded were always pleaſed or inſtructed, and thoſe 
near 
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whom ſhe lived were always happy; the grateful 


glow which her name awakens on the cheek of her 
{urviving dependents and pariſhioners, evinces the 
reſpect they pay to her memory. From her arms 
we ſhall only record the motto—Enrtends toy—which 
we think will bear this tranſlation. ** Go! and do 


thou likewiſe.” 


The houſe in which ſhe lived is ſmall but conve- 
nient, and pleaſantly ſituated in the middle of a little 
farm, which ſhe ornamented with ſeveral ſmall plan- 
tations. It is now in the occupation of Mr. Hum- 
phry Repton, to whom we are obliged for many 
drawings with which this work is embelliſhed, 


The church, which is a ſmall building farreunded 
by ſycamore trees, over whoſe tops its white round 
tower appears, is pleaſantly ſituated on a rifing 
grouud, and commands an engaging view to the 
north over an extenfive lawn of rich paſture land, 
interſected by vencrable oaks, and bounded by a full 
view of the ſouth front of Felbrigg, boldly relieved 
by the magnificeat wood behind it; nor is the proſ- 
pect to the church leſs pleaſing and pictureſque.—

John, earl Warten, pre- 
ſented as lord in 1333; from the earls Warren this 
came to the dukes of Lancaſter, and Henry, earl of 
Lancaſter, preſented in 1350; and John of Gaunt, 
duke of Lancaſter, and king of Caſlile, in 1383, 
and 1891. After this it was in the crown, and in 
140b the king preſented, it being part of the dutchy 
of Lancaſter, and fo it continues at this time. 


The family of de Plaiz was enfeoffed of the other 
moĩcty of this town, or a lordſhip; and on the death 
of Richard de Plaiz, in the 5gd of Henry III. 126g, 
Luke de Poinings held the third part of a fee of the 
manor of Knapon; in the 14th of Edward I. 1276, 
Teftrey de Gotheriton claimed view of frank-pledge, 
ante, &c. 


In the 19th of Henry VIII. 1321, fir Edward 
Pommings died lord, and Henry, carl of Northum— 
berland, was his couſin and heir; and by the ſaid 
Henry was conveyed to Robert Ratcliff, viſcount 
Fitz-Walter, in the 21ſt of the ſaid king; and in 
1522, being then carl of Suſſex, he preſented to a 
maicty of this church.

THORPE-MARKET, wrote m Doomſday Torp. 
William, earl Warren, was lord, and Ralph held of 
him at the ſurvey two carucates of land, which a 
free-man of Stigand, the archbiſhop, held in the 
reign of the Conſeſſor, and was deprived of at the 
conqueſt; to it belonged many -appendages, alſo a 
church endowed with ten acres, valued in the whole 
then at 40s. but at the ſurvey at 81.

This family of de Nee deſcended from Roger, 
the great biſhop of Saliſbury, in the reign of king 
Stephen, who had a fon by Maud de Ramſbury, his 
karlot, called Roger de Paupere Cenſu, chancellor 


of England. 


Lord Pauline Peyvere died in the vear 1257 ; he 
was lord of Wendleſbury in Oxfordſhire, and one of 
the king's juſtices in the 33d of Henry III. 


Wilkam de Peyvere, a younger fon of Pauline, 
was lord; and in the 52d of Henry III. 1268, reco- 
vered damages of the bailiff of Gimmingham, for 
diftraming in this town, and in Rouglnon, which 
lordſhip he held in demean; in the gd of Edward I. 
1275. he claimed roval privileges, a gallows, alliſe, 


a market, and a fair, and died before the 20th of 
that king. 


Sir Walter de Norwich had a diſtin& lordſhip from 
that of Pevvere's, but held of the earl Warren; and 
in the 3th of Edward II. 1312, he had a grant of 
tree-warren. 


In the gd of Henry IV. 1402, EdmandReedeſham, 
John de Repps, Kc. held the manor of Thorpe- 
Market by the fervice of one fee of the heirs of John 
Pevvere, and he of the lord Say, * held it of the 
duichy of Lancaſter. 


Sir John Heveniagham, in right of Elizabeth his 


wife, ſettled by fine, 1441, on Robert Rands, the 


third part of the manor of Reedeſham in this town. 


Aker this it came to the Greſhams, and fir John

* Kcaunct's Parochial Antiq. 
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Greſham, knt. and lord-mayor of London in 1347. 
died ſeiſed of it, October 2g, 1556. Sir Richard, 
Greſham in 1586 inherited it, who married Ann, 
daughter of Thomas Crofts, eſq. of Saxham Parva 
in Suflolk, whoſe ſons dying without iſſue, Eliza- 
beth their filler and co-heir, brought it by marriage 
to Henry Page, elq. of Saxthorpe in Norfolk, coun- 
cellor at law, whoſe ſon, John Page, eſq. was lord 
in 1695, and at his death left it to his fon, Greſham 
Page, eſq. of Saxthorpe. | 


Coxronn-PrionRy Manor, This was given to 
the priory on the foundation thereof by fir John de 
Cheney, the founder. In 'the gth of Edward II. 
1316, the prior ſued perſons for fiſhing here; the 
temporalities in 1428 were valued at 106s. 4d. At 
the diffolution it was granted by Henry VIII. on 
May g, 1538. in his 2gth year, to Thomas Howard, 
duke of Norfolk; Edmund Greſham died ſeiſed of 
it in the 29th of Elizabeth, 1587, and of the manor

It was decred in the dutchy court of Lancaſter, in 
the g6th of Henry VIII. 1545, that the king's te- 
nants of his manors of Gimmingham, Antingham, 
Thorpe, Bradfield. Trunch and South Repps, ad- 
joimag to the common, ſhould have their ac- 

cuſtomed 
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cuſtomed right in the commons between the ſaid 
towns, and that fir John Greſham, and his tenants 
of Thorpe, ſhould have but three hundred ſheep on 
the common called Oldfield-Heath, &c.

THURGARTON, wrote Thurgartuna in Doomſ- 
day book. The abbot of St. Beimet at Holme was 
lord of this manor in Edward the Conſeſſor's 1c19n, 
and at the ſurvey. This abbey was founded by Ca- 
nute the Great, 1097; - and this lordſhip was given to 
it by a Saxon lady, Edgiva Swanchals, as the te- 
giſter of Holme ſays.

TRUNCH, wrote in Doomſday book Trunchet.

This town belonged to the carl Warren's capital 
manor of Gimmingham, and paid ſuit and ſervice to 
it.

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" This hundred comprehends a vaſt tract of rich, 
populous, and well-improved country, abounding 
with every object pleaſing to the man of view, or of 
ſentiment. Seats, churches, villages, woods, rivers, 
and mild eminences, are the finer features on its 
face;—the body of earth produces grain, &c. in 
abundance, and the inhabitants, as members of the 
aggregate, are virtuous, wealthy, and induſtrious. 


N. B. Mr. Corbridge, in his map of Norfolk. 
publiſhed in 1730, delineates Sco-Ruſton, and Fel- 
mingham, (which belong both to Tunſtead hun- 
dred) as lying in South Erpingham:—\Ve hope Mr. 
Armſtrong, in his ſurvey, will not be led into any er- 
ror ſimilar to this. 


ALBY, Ar px, ALtps1s, or the OLD DwWrIIINq; 
parts of it in the Conqueror's time extended into the 
North hundred, and belonged to Suſtead and Han- 
worth manors, all which, with the whole of this 
manor, which was in the hundred of South Erping- 
ham, belonged to Roger Bigot. Earl Harold was 
lord in the Confeſſor's time, who gave it to Osfort, 
who held it of the earl as chief lord, and after him 
his four ſons had it. Alebi, or Alabei, was worth 
208. at the firſt, and 408. at the ſecond ſurvey, was 
ſix furlongs long, and five broad, and paid gd. ob. 


gelt. 


It continued many ages in the Norfolk ſamily, as 
Forncet manor; che manor had liberty of free-warren 
and leet; upon the attainder of the duke of Norfolk 
it was ſeized by the crown, and in 1561 fir Henry 
Parker, knt. lord Morley, had it, who ſoon after 
conveyed it to Henry Stanley, lord Strange, and 
about 1573 Clement Harward had it. 


The 
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ke adtrowſon was granted by Edward VI. to Ed- 
ward lod Chron, who alicncd it to William Dix, 
of London, merchant, who had it confirmed to him 
by his roſter. the duke of Norfolk, with Wickmere 
manor, and with his daughter and coheireſs it paſſed 
% Talkburgh. of whom Henry Spelman, eſq. had 
nm bag. and it now belongs to the right hon. lord 
Mupolc, of Woltenon. 


The village contains about thirty ſamilies, 1s taxed 
at e641. and 1s in the hberty of the Duchy of Lan- 
caſter, The temporals of Waborne prior were taxed 
„ 3d. an ihofe of the ſacriſt of Bury at 1d. only. 


The church is dedicated to St. Ethelbert, in which 
we bud memorals for Katherine; wiſe of Samuel 
I anewade, who died in 1694, Stat. 34; and for 
Mary, wiſe of Samuel Langwade, 1722, aged 62. 
and vo other. The rectory is valued in the king's 
books at l. 1$s. Sd. but being ſworn of the clear 
vearly value of g7l. it is diſcharged of firſt- fruits 
and tenths, and is capable of augmentation ; it was 
ancictaly valued at thincen marks, 


' Tn 1412 Alice de Hanonia, counteſs of Norfolk, 
prefemed. In 1642 William Plummer, rector, was 
ezeced out of this and Sultead curacy by the earl of 
Manchefter, for being a looſe, intemperate man, ſel- 
dom preaching. &c. which was pretence only ; for the 
we reaſon is alſo added, ** for inveighing againſt 
the rebels, rcfuling to pay money for [upporting the 
rebellion, and for afſifiing his majeſty ;" ; he had a 
wite and feur children. In 1915 Mrs. Elizabeth 
Spelman, widow, was patroneſs, and the Rev. Mr.

A letter from Nicholas Brewſter, rector here, to 
Henry Scobell, ſecretary to Cromwell, for an aug- 
mentation to his living, is printnd in Peck's Deſi- 
derata Curioſa, vol. 2. lib. 13, fol. 22. It was 
then returned to have weekly ſervice, as it now hath. 


AYLSHAM, Arrrs nau. or Airrsyant. 
This town in Doomfday-book is written Eleſham, 
that is, the village at the Leas, or paſture bv the 
water, which exactly anſwers to its fituation; the 
whole town, with its berewicks of Scipedan, Brundal, 
and Cracheſort, or Crakeford, belonged to Guert, or 
Guerd, the Dane, who was a great owner in this 
county, and at that time the manor extended into 
Latituna, or Tutüngton; it hal in the whole no 
leſs than 18 carucates; the woods here were then 
large enough to maintain 400 ſwine, there were 
20 villains, 88 borderers, or tenants, that paid poultry 
and other proviſions for the lord's board or table; 
two ſervants in the houſe, and ſixty ſocmen. or te- 
nants, that plowed the lord's land, and held a caru- 
cate and halt among them; the manor was then 
worth with its berewicks 121. per ann. and was two 
miles long and as much broad, and paid 20d. to 
the gelt, or tax, towards every 208. railed by the 
hundred; and Crakeſord hamlet was then four fur- 
longs and a hall long, and four furlongs broad, 
and paid 4d. gelt towards every 20s. raiſed in the 
hundred. The whole came to Ralth earl of Nor- 
lolk, but on his forfeiture the Conqueror leized it. 
and 
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and Godric managed it for him; and when the ſur- 
vey was taken by that prince, about the year 1056, 
it appcars that the manor was raiſed from 12 to 23, 
and was now worth 2ql. a vear, beſides 20s. as an 
annual fine: The parts in Tuttington and Crakeford 
were now ſeparated from the manor, and were firſt 
held by William carl Warren, and aſter he forfeited 
them, Drogo, or Drue, had them, but the king 


claiming them from him, Warren 1ecovered chem, as 


Eis antient inheritance. 


From this time the manor continued in the crown 
Whole and undivided. till the time of Richard J. 


and he it was that divided it, by giving a part, to. 
Bury abbev, which was the original of Sexton's 


manor here, and by granting another part off, which 
was the original of Bolwick's manor; ſo that now 
there are four manors in this town, the. capital, or 
Lancaſter manor, the rectoty and vicarage manor, 
Scxron's, and Bolwick's, of all which we ſhall ſpeak 
leparately, 


ArvtLesnan, ex parte LaxcasTRIE, or LANcas- 
TER'S. Aylſham whole town was in the hands of 
Henry II. and he held it in right of bis crown 
from the Conqueror, his progenitor, and in 1156 

he had afligned it to his brother William for life, 
for his better ſupport and honor, with Cawſton. 
In 1199 Euſtace de Nevile farmed them both of 
king John, till 1215, and then that king directed his 
writ to the ſheriff of Norfolk, to deliver poſſeſ- 
hon of Aylſham to Boldwin de Ayre; but in 1220 
the king gave it to Hubert de Burgo, or Burgh, 
earl ot Kent, and fo it became joined to Cawſton 
and the hundreds. In 1227 the tenants pleaded, 
that when Richard I. went to the Holy-land, he 
conveyed the manor for a time to Euſtace de 4 

vile, 


ca 
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vile, who ſold many parcels of the demeſnes to ſeveral 
of the tenants, who were now ordered to produce 
their grants, which ſeveral did, and they were all al- 
lowed, and thoſe that did not loſt their lands; and 
the ſame year John le Grey pleaded, that he held his 

manor of Sheringham of this manor, by 12d. per 
ann. paid at Lammas-day, and the ſervice of one fee. 
In 1296 it was in the king's hands; for Richard 
Cailly, his bailiff, diſtrained John Holmegay for 48. 
11d. rent, for a place, called Holmecroft, which was 
held by the ſaid rent, and the ſervice of being pro- 
voſt, or reeve, of the king's mill, and market, of Ayl- 
ſham; and it paſſed with Cawſlon till about 1 330, 
and then queen Iſabel, the king's mother, had it for 
life, and died ſeiſed, and then it continued in the 
crown till 1371, when it was firſt made parcel of the 
Duchy of Lancaſter, by the king's giving it to his 
ſon, John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, and the 
heirs of his body; and from that time it became the 
head, or principal town* of that duchy, in this 
county. 


He died ſeiſed of the duchy and manor in the 22d 
of Richard II. 1398, being the greateſt ſubject of the 
Engliſh crown; ſo great, that ** as great as John of 
Gaunt” then was, and {till remains one of our 


Engliſh proverbs. 


At his death Katherine, his widow, held it for 
life; and at her death Henry Plantagenet, fon and 
heir of John of Gaunt, inherited it, who being 
_ crowned king by the name of Henry IV. united the. 
whole inheritance of Lancaſter unto the crown. 
ſince which the ducal title of Lancaſter hath been 

B W drowned 


* ce OP Lal quod Ducatus Lancaftriz, apud nos prætorium 
« eſt,” ſays Spelman in his Icenia, fol, 151, 
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drowned in the title of the regal dignity; but in 


honor of the Houle of Lancaſter, this king inſtituted 
the Dacky Cour. to the end, the lands belonging to 
the Duchy might in all following times be diſtin- 
gviſhed and known from the lands of the crown. 


It was aferwards granted by the king to fir Tho- 
mas Ecpmgham, kn. for life; and in 1414 Henr 
V. tried i: on his feoftces, the archbiſhop of Cane 
terbutv. Richard biſhop of Norwich, Walter Hun- 
gertord, John Phelip, kuts. Hugh Mortimer, John 
Woodrehouſe, and others, together with the manors 
of Wiglon, Fakenham, Sucttiham, Gimmingham, 
Tuned, &c. and the hundreds of North and South 
Erpingham, Callowe, and Brochercroſs, with many 
others in divers counties. In 1460 it was ſettled, 
among others, on ti uſtees, to fulfil the will of Hen 
VI. and in 1474 Edward IV. ſetiled it on Elizabeth, 
his queen, for life, and from that to the preſent 
time n hath belonged to the crown, as parcel of the 
Duchy of Lancaſter, of which it is now held by 
the rieht honorable John Hobart, earl of Bucking- 
wamilire, the preſent lord. 


This being che capral manor of the Duchy, the 
Duchy<court hach been always held here. 


The manors in this town are fine certain, both for 


houtcs and lands, and give a moiety dower, and the 
lands deſcend in gavel-kind. 


SrxTox's Maxor had its riſe out of the capital 
manor, it being given by Richard I. in free alms to 
the monaltery of St. Edmund at Bury, in Suffolk, 
to find lour wax tapers continually burning at St. 

Edmund's 
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Edmund's ſhrine, in that church, the manor being 
then worth ꝛcl. a year; this was confirmed by king 
John; and was held formerly under king Richard, 
before he granted it, half by William Bardolph, and 
half by John de Haſtings. It appears that in this 
king's reign the manor-houſe here was called Abbot's- 
hall; but the whole being ſoon after appropriated to 
the facriſtan, or ſexton, of that monaſtery, it took 
the preſent name of Sexton's. 


In 1296 it was found that all the tenants of this 
manor were obliged to grind at the abbot's water- 
mill. In 1285 the abbot of St. Edmund had view 
of frank-pledge, aflize of bread and ale, free-warren, 
or liberty of game, and a ducking-ſtool, in this ma- 
nor, which ip 1428 was returned to be of 271. value 
to the ſacriſt of the monaſtery annually, but at the 
diſſolution it was fallen under 20l. per ann. By the 
diſſolution of Bury abbey it fell Into the hands of 
Henry VIII. who granted it in 1343 to Edward 
Woode, e{q. and his heirs, to be held in cahite of the 
king's manor of Aylſham, by the 40th part of a knight's 
fee, and 53s. $d. ob. rent; he left it to Richard 
Woode, his fon and heir, at his death, in 1347. who 
was mayor of Norwich in 1378; and from that time 
it bath paſſed as Bracon-Aſh, and the late Thomas 
\Woode, eſq. of Bracon-Aſh, fold it to Mr. Peterſon. 


BoLrwick, or Botewike Maxor, which takes its 
name from walter Henry de Bolewic, who gave name 
to it, allo to the manor-houſe, called Bolwick-hall, 
and there was a mill nearit, heretofore called Bolewick- 
will; it was firſt granted from the great manor by 
king john, to Hugh de Boves, at a quarter of a fee; 
It pailed then to the Bolewic's, and from them to 
the Whitwells; in 1261 Richard de Whicwell held 
K, In 1389 ir Robert Salle, kat, leſt his manor of 

B 2 Bolewike 
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Balewike o Frances, his wiſe, for life. and then to 
be fold : he lived at Oxnead, and was killed by the 
rebels in the time of Richard II. and at his wife's 
death William de Danby, called lord Latimer, and 
1howas Iruflel, his executors, fold it. It paſſed 
taroneh various families, and was fold in 1318 by 
Agnes Milton, dow, to Thomas Alevn®, and his 
heirs; and im 1537 Henry Aleyn fold it to Margaret 
Wrymer, widow, and ſoon aſter it came to the 
\Woodrs. 


Thomas Woode, eſq. of Bracon-Aſh, was alſo lord 
of Bolwick manor; he martied for his firſt wife, 
Eleanor, daughter of Thomas Evre, eſq. of Haſſop, 
n Derbethire, and Bury's-hall, in Norfolk, and Mar- 
gart. daughter of fr Henry Bedingfield, bart. in 
Nor folk, and bequeathed by will the ſaid manor of 
Rolwick to Mrs. Mary Sutheld, his eldeſt daughter 
by the {aid marriage, who is the preſent poſſeſſor 
thereol, 


There is a (meularity in theſe two manors, which 
is noticed by by Henry Spelman, who ſays, ' it is a 
wonder in our law tor one manor to be held of ano- 
ther by the v., and gramed by copy of count roll :—

The Vicarace Maxon doth now, and always

® Henry Alevn. clerk, died in 1554, and held in ſoceage of 
Rober: Woge, efq. as of his manor ot Sexton's, one meſſuage, 
Nec Pergeon's, zlias Coldham-ball, liberty of foldage, and 
gfvcrs lands and wood thereto belonging. 
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vou ſon of which was appendant to the manor, till 
William Rufus, lord here, gave it to the abbey of St. 
Martin at Battle, in Suſſex, which was founded by the 
Conqueror; the church of Aviſham, or Eileſham, 
with the chapels of Stivecaie, (Stiſecay, Stukecay, or 
Suf key) with two parts of its tithes. and Shipden, 
with two parts of its tithes, and Brundal in like man-

further, the biſhop on ſettling the appropriation, re- 
{erved to himfelf the nomivation of all the vicars, 
and accordingly the biſhops always nominated to the 
abbots, who prefented on their nomination, to the 
diſſolution ; but for ſome time paſt the dean and 
chapter of Canterbury have preſented to the vicar- 
age, without ſuch nomination from the biſhop of 


Norwich. 


In 1285 Robert, then vicar of Aylſham, had the 
aſſize of bread and beer of all the tenants of his ma- 
nor, and all other liberties belonging to a manor, the 
vicarage being then valued at twenty-eight marks; it 
now ſtands in the king's books by the name of 
Aileſham vicarage, valued at 171. 198. 7d. pays firſt-

About 1588 John Furmarie, S. T. B was preſented 
by Alice Norgate, widow, by a leaſe from the late 
abbot and convent of Battle; he is buried in the 
chancel, under a ſtone, having two braſs plates, thus 
inſcribed :—TJohn Furmary, bachelor dininitie in the 
univ erſitie of Cambridge, archazacon of Stowe, prebend 
of Mallon, in the churche of Lincolne, and vicar of the 
pariſh churche of Ayliſiam, a learned divine, a painful 
preacher, &c. dyed the 4th of Auguſt - - - - - - - - = 
and to his wife, Margery Furmary, who died Ofleber 28,

In 1699 died Mr. Nathaniel Gill, vicar of Ayl- 
ſham, and rector of Aylſham-Burgh; he was ejected 
from both in the rebellion, and loſt a temporal eſtate 
of 6ol. per ann. had a wife and four children, and 
being a great loyaliſt, was of courſe a great ſufferer 
in thoſe times. 


Mr. Jonathan Wrench*, who built the vicarage- 
houie, was brother to fir Benjamin Wrench, M. D. 
of Norwich; he is buried here, but ſome time before 
his death reſigned it to the Rev. Mr. Jonathan 
Wrench, his ſon, late vicar, who held it with Moul- 
ton Magna, and was preſented by the dean and chap- 
ter of Canterbury. 


The church is dedicated to St. Michael the arch- 


angel, and had guilds in it, held to the honor of St.

* He publiſhed a ſhort view of the principal duties of the

per hundred, dedicated to the pariſhioners of Aylſham. 
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Michael, St. Peter, St. Margaret, St. John Baptiſt, 

and All Saints; this noble pile was built by John of 
Gaunt. duke of Lancaſter, and is a regular build- 
ing. having a nave. two ailes, two tranſcepts, and a 
chancel theres adjoining; a ſquare tower, an organ, 

clock, and ten bells, with a {mall broach, or ſpire, on 
the top; there is an old charnel houſe at the end of 
the chancel ; the porch is covered with lead, as is the 
v hole building; the ſouth tranſcept chapel is dedi- 
cated to the Virgin Mary, and was fitted up new in 
1459, at the expence of Thomas Aleyn, ſenior, of 
lung. and other benefaftors. On the ſouth window 
there remains a neat painting of the ſalutation; this 
window was made all new of ſtone and glaſs in 
1516, at the coſt of Joan, wife of Robert Bell, citi- 
zen of Norwich, The vorch trauſcept was called

at the charge of this Thomas Wymer, Joan and 
Agnes, his wives, John Jannys, and others, whole 
names are now loſt, 


This John and Agnes were father and mother to 
Robert Jannis, grocer, ſheriff in 1509, and mayor 
of Norwich in 1517, and 1524 ; who, out of affec- 
tion to the place of his birth, ſounded a free-ſchool 
here, and cndowed it with 10. per ann. clear, paid 
from the city of Norwich: he lies buried in the 
church of St. George's Colgate, Norwich. His pic- 
ture is in the Guildhall, to which he was a great 
benefactor.

The free-ſchool ſtands not far from the church- 
vard, u was firſt founded by Robert Jannys, mayor 
of Norwich in 1517, and endowed with 10l. a year, 
p4id by the treaſurer of the Great Hoſpital at Nor- 

„ch. of which the mayor, &c. of the city are go- 
vernors, it being due quanerly, and the manor of 
Pakenham, in Shropham, is tied for it, and archbi- 
op Parket founded two ſcholarſhips in Corpus 
Chniti, commonly called Bennet college. in Cam- 
bridge. and appropriated them to this and Wymond- 
ham {chool; one of the ſcholars muſt be born in 
A iſham, bur it is {uthcient tor the other to be edu- 
cated at the free -· ſchool there and he muſt be ſent 
up to the college by the nomination of the mayor 
2nd court of Norwich, the other to be admitted by 
the college without any ſuch nomination. We are 
itatormed allo that the ſchoolmaſter receives an an- 
mony of fol. out of the water-mill at Aylſham, which

part of Norfolk, and it is much frequented in the 
iummer ſeaſon by reaſon of the ſpaw, which is a 
ſpring about half a mile diſtant ſouth-weſt from the 
town, the water of which taſting very ſtrong of the 
mineral, is eſteemed of great ſervice in aſthmas; it 
is purgative, and is ſaid to be of the vitriolic kind, 
and bcing touched with galls, or an oaken leaf, turns 
very black immediately,” The refort to this chaly- 
beate ſpring is now but trifling. 


In the time of James I. this place is ſaid to be go- 
verned by a bailiff. The market was on Saturday, but 
by authority altered to Tueſday, and there were then 
two fairs allowed, the firft of which was held on the 
12th of March, and the ſecond on the ſecond Tueſday 
in September; the fairs are now held March 25, and 
Sept. 26.

Thomas Hudſon, glover, of Aylſham, an honeſt 
laborious man, having a wile and three children, bore 
a good will to the goſpel, and having learned to rea! 
of Anthony and Thomas Norgate, greatly proſited 
in ſpiritual knowledge, about the time that queen 
Mary came to the throne; when God's ſervice being 
forced to give place to popiſli errors and ſuperſtition, 
he fled into Suffolk, and ſtayed there a long time, 
but his wife and children being troubled at his ab- 
ſence, he returned and concealed himſelf about half 
a year, till commiſſary Berry, vicar of the town, ſul- 
pecting him to be at home, went to his wife, and 
threatened 
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threatened to bum her, if ſhe would not diſcover 
where her huſband was; which when Hudſon knew, 
he grew more bold and zealous, ſpent his time in 
praver, ſinging plalms, and godly exhortations with 
his neighbours, and going now publicly about, he 
was taken by the conſtables, at the information of 
one Crouch, and carried to the vicar, who examined 
kim wha the ſacrament was; he ſaid Worms meat; 
my belref tis in Chraft cruafied. Again he aſked bim. 
whether he believed the maſs to put away fin? He 
rephed. M Cod forbid, it is 4 patched h monſler. At 
this Berry tamed, and laid he would wrne to the bi- 
ſhop, his good lord, who he truſted would handle 
him according to his deſerts: Ok! fr, {aid Hudſon, 
there is no Lord but God, which angered him again: 
however, he aſked him whether he could recant or 
no? to which Hudſon repiied, God forbid, I had ra- 
ther dre many deaths than do fo. Upon which Berry. 
fees a perfuations vain, ſent him bound to the 
biſhop he a thief, who kept him in priſon a month, 
which time he ſpent in praying and reading, and on 
the 19:ih of May, 1358. he was burat at Norwich, 
with two other manyrs, in the ſame fire,” —fox's 
Mer 75, fol.

it, ſeveral gentlemen have been induced to build good 
houſes, and teſide here. There is a market on Tueſ- 
days ſor buying corn, which till very lately was al- 
ways delivered either at Cromer, or Coltiſhall; but in 
the year 1773 an act of parliament was obtained, in- 
titled, An aft for making and extending the river Bure, 
(commonly called the North Riuer) by and from Coltifhall 
to Aplſham-bridge, and although this act was procured 
in 1773, it was not till October, 17 79, that the river 
was made compleatly navigable. It may not perhaps 
be unintereſting to poſterity to be informed of the 
riſe and progieſs of a navigation, concerning the uti- 
lity of which that only can be a competent judge; 
for at this time the opinions om the ſubject are ſo va- 
rious, that whilſt ſome are pronouncing it uleleſs, 
others ſupport the undertaking vigorouſly, not only 
by their attendance, but with their property, and the 
ſum of 1340l. 15s. was immediately raiſed as a free 
donation, by the nobility, gentlemen, and tradeſinen, 
of this neighbourhood, 


A ſurvey and eſtimate had been made previous to 
application to ꝓarſiament, and the amount computed 
at 4006l. 3s 4d. halfpenny—the act permitted the 
borrowing of zoool. but by unſkilful management 
in the original ſurveyor, in October, 1777, the com- 
miſſioners found 3600l. had been expended. and the 
work not likely to be compleated—and their difficul- 
ties ſeemed increaſed by the new eſlimate of Mr. John 
Smith, a perſon well ſkilled in matters of this Kiud ; 
for he made it appear, that to compleat the deſign a 
further ſum of 29511. would be required; which, to— 
gether with 4501. of the donations unpaid, would ex- 
ceed the fam allowed to be raiſed by the act 11011. — 
To apply again to parliament for leave to borrow this 
additional lum, would be attended with a heavy ex- 

C pence, 
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pence, and without ſuch leave no one would deem 
the ccm proper to lend upon; —in this emer- 
gency n was unanimoully agreed to by a great ma- 
joy of the lenders, that they would give up 
wweny-five per cent. of the ſums lent by them, as a 
tree gift. with this proviſo, that if ever the profits 
ſhouid enable the navigation to pay oft the principal 
borrowed, thev ſhall receive that 2 3 per cent. with 
intereſt, before it becomes a free navigation. 


Februarv 28, 1778. the before-mentioned John 
Smith agreed to compleat the work for the ſum men- 
boned in his eſtimate; and in March, 1779, Mr. 
John Green, of Wroxham, joined him in the under- 
taking; but another difficulty occured in Auguſt, 
1579, from a deficiency of 160l. which though ſub- 
{cribed to be lent, was not paid in, and ſo bad 
was the credit of the underiaking at this time, that 
the whole would again have been ſtopped, had not 
eight of the commiſſioners then preſent generouſly 
advanced 2ol. cach;—and thus the river was made 
navigable for boats of chinteen tons burthen, carrying 
nine chaldrons of coals, and drawing two feet four, 


or hve inches water, and finally compleated in Oc- 


tober, 1779.

BACONSTHORPE, 
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BACONSTHORPE. We are obliged to the 
Rev. Mr. William Hewitt for the following hiſtory 
of this pariſh. | 


In Doomſday-book* occurs this village by the 
name of Thorpe, which afterwards took the addi- 
tional name of Bacon, to diſtinguiſh it from other 
pariſhes, called Thorpe, in this county, the Bacons 
being anciently lords of it. 


At the grand ſurvey here were two lordſhips (pro- 
bably the two preſent manors of Baconſthorpe-hall 
and Wood-hall) which ſoon after the ſurvey were 
both in the poſſeſſion of Grimbold, the founder of 
this family of the Bacons. He is ſaid to have been 
a Norman, related to William of Warren, earl of 
Surry—and came with him into England at the 
conqueſt. He had three ſons, the ſecond of which, 
Reynold, or Ranulf, was lord of this pariſh, and 
took the ſurname of Bacon. 


Roger, his grandſor, ſucceeding his eldeſt brother 
Thomas, who died without iſſue, was in arms with 
the barons againſt king John, and had his eſtates 

C 2 ſcized; 


William the Conqueror being firmly ſeated upon the throne 
of England, thought it high time to fleece his Norman ſutjects, 
(among whom he had parcelled out all the lands in the king- 
dom) as he had pillaged the Saxons before. In the year og, 
therefore, he appointed commiſſioners to repair to the different 
counties, and make a general ſurvey of the nation; reſolving 
to procure the minuteft information reſpecting the value of the 
lands, goods, and chattels poſſeſſed by every individual, that 
he might know exactly what impoſitions every one could bear. 
This regiſter was called Doomſday-book, and though calculated 
for unbounded oppreſſion, and once the dread of all the inhabi- 
tants of this land, yet is now reſorted to with inexpreſſible 
pleaſure, and conſulted by the lovers of antiquity, as the grand 
oracle of Englich chorography.—Sge Smollett's Hiſtory of

But they complained that the king had 
over-ruled the elections of biſhops and abbots, con- 
trary to the firſt article of the Magna Charta. The 
king acknowledgcd that upon ſome occaſions he had 
extended the royal prerogative too far, but that he 


then firmly reſolved to obſerve the charters with the 
utmoſt punctuality, 


The importance of our knight in this great coun- 
cil of the nation, is not communicated to poſterity ; 
and in his private ſtation, liule more is recorded of 
him, than that by Elizabeth, bis wife, he had thtee 
ſons, George. Roger. and John, of whom the young- 
eſt was an eminent divine, and of ſuch great learn- 
ing, and ſtrength of argument, that he was called 
the Reſolute Doctor; hiflorians make worthy men- 
tion of him. 


In the year 1269 George Bacon was lord here, 
but dying without iſſue, was ſucceeded by his bro- 
ther Roger, who held this manor in 1284. By 
Margaret, his wife, he had a fon, Thomas, who was 
lord in 1313. Roger Bacon was ſon of the faid 
Thomas, and in the year 1320 ſettled this manor 
and advowſon on William Calthorpe, parſon of Bay- 
field, and others, in truſt to his own uſe for life, 
with remainder to Thomas Bacon, his fon, and Joan, 
his wife, in part of her marriage-ſettlement. L his 
Roger was afterwards a knight, and was ſucceeded 


by his ſoa Thomas, who in 1354 held this lordſhip. 


In 1379 fir Roger Bacon, probably ſon of the ſaid 
Thomas, and Joan, his wife, was lord and patron 
here; and in 1395 Catherine Bacon, widow, proba- 
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blv of fr Roger, and her truſtees, held this manor, 
and prelemed Roger de Wickingham to this rectory. 


In 1409 John Bacon, eſq. his fon and ſucceſſor, 
preſemed John Playford to the Irving. By Maud, 
daughier of hr Thomas Bedingheld, he had John 
_— elq. his heir, who in 1426 married Marga- 

i, daughter of Robert Baniard. on whom Baniard's 
manor, in Spectiſhall, in Suffolk. was then ſettled. 
He died at bis hoate in Norwich in the vear 1462, 
and was buried in the conventual church of Auſtin 
mars there, and gave to Margaret, his wife, this 
ionihin and advowlon for life. She was afterwards 
wife of Nicholas Rarclyft, eſq. who in her right pre- 
iened William Wnzht to this church. in the year 
147%.

Thouark the identical vear is not ſpecified wherein 
the Becois became lords of Baconſihorpe, yet we 
may reatonably ſuppoſe it was about the beginning 

of 
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of the twelfth century, as the general ſurvey was com- 
pleted in the year 1087, ſoon after which this lordſhip 
was in the poſſeſſion of Grimbald, founder of the Bacon 
family, continuing the inheritance of his deſceadants 
till 158g, i. e. for the ſpace of about 480 years. And 
though we find little more recorded of this antient 
family, than that they married, and were given in 
marriage; that they begat ſons and daughters; that 
they bought and fold; that they continued here 
abundance of years—and died—yet as ſir Thomas 
Bacon, in the year 1249, was elected one of the princi- 
pal knights of this county ; and as fir Roger Bacon was 
deprived 'of his eſtates for joining with the barons 
againſt king John, we may reaſonabiy conjecture that 
they were perſons of no ſmall importance, and were 
ſtrongly attached to the intereſt of cheir country. 


The private and domeſtic virtues of this family 
might be great and many, though not recorded upon 
marble monuments, nor engraved on tables of braſs ; 
nevertheleſs, it ſeems very ſtrange, that in the pariſh, 
of which this family were lords and patrons many 
centuries, we cannot find one monument erected to 
their memory, we cannot find where one of that 
houſe was buried—we cannot ſo much as fay

The family of the Heydons took their name from 
the pariſh of Heydon. in this hundred of South Er- 
pingham.

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In 1472 Walter Lyhert, biſhop of Norwich, leſt 
him by will his ſilver cup, gilt, with the cover, which 
he had daily uſed. He married Eleanor, daughter 
of Edmund Winter, eſq. of Winter-Berningham, 
and departed this life in 1480, and was buried in a 
chapel which he had built for the burial place of 
himſelf and his family, on the fouth ſide of the ca- 
thedral, joining to the preſent conſiſtory on the weſt, 
to which cathedral he and his family were benefac- 
tors. By his laſt will he gave to the prior and con- 
vent all that they owed him, on condition that th 
buried, and erected a tomb over bim.

It ſeems very probable, that this fir Robert Willoughby, parſon 
of Combes, was a brother of lady Catherine Heydon, and died 
here, on a viſit to his fiſter, being buried in Bodham chancel, of 
whi-h pariſh church fir John Heydon was then patron. Lad 
Catherine died in 1542. But the right honorable Hugh Wit. 
loughby, lord Willoughby, of Parkam, was not ſo created till 
the year 1546, the 1ſt of Edward the Sixth, whereas the lords 
Willoughby, of Ereſby, flouriſhed with that title from the reign 
of Henry the Third, to the latter end of the reign of Henry 
the Eighth.

He died March 19, 1593, in che 54th 
vent of his age, and was buried in the ſouth aile of 
this church, where on a mural monument are the 
eigies of him and his lady, kneeling, with the 
caarered coat of Heyvdon, and the arms of Wood- 
houſe, of Hickling, Kc. By his lady he had three 
fons, Chriſtophet, William, and John. 


Chriſtopher, the eldeſt, had his education in the 
mverhy ot Cambridge. and afterwards travelled 
into many torcign counuies. He was high ſteward

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of the cathedral church of Norwich, and in 1596 
was knighted at the ſacking of Cadiz, by Robert earl 
of Eſſex. It appears that ſir Chriſtopher, and his 
brother, fir John, were confederates with the ſaid earl, 
and that both had a pardon paſſed in the year 1601. 
He was ſaid to be an excellent ſcholar, and publiſhed 
a defence of judicial aſtrology, printed at Cam- 


bridge, in 160, in quarto, a work, as Wood obſerves, 


of no common reading, and carried on with no 
mean arguments. He reſided as much at Saxling- 


ham as at Baconſlhorpe, and in the chancel of Sax- 


lingham buried his firſt lady, Mirabel, daughter and 
coheiteſs of fir Thomas Rivet, knt. a merchant in 
London, over whom he erected a moſt curious and 
ſumptuous monument. 


His ſecond lady was Ann, daughter and coheireſs 
of John Dodge, eſq. relict of fir John Poits, of Man- 
ington, She was buried in this church. On her 
grave - ſtone are the arms of Heydon and Dodge. 


Sir Chriſtopher, by his firſt lady, had four ſons, 
fir William, fir John, Henry, and Nathaniel ; and by 
his ſecond, a ſon, named Thomas, and four daugh- 
ters. He died at Baconſthorpe in the year 1623. 


Sir William, his eldeſt fon, ſucceeded him, and 
died without iſſue. He fell in the diſgraceful expedi- 
tion againſt the Iſle of Rhe, in 1627. 


Sir John was his heir, who, according to Wood, 
was as great a ſcholar as a ſoldier, eſpecially in ma- 
thematical learning, and was created L. L. D. at Ox- 
ford, Dec. 20, 1642, being then lieutenant-general 
of the orduance to king Charles the Firſt. He ſuſ- 
fered much in the king's cauſe, and died October 26, 
1657, leaving two ſons, Chriſtopher, afterwards a 

knight, 
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knight, as it is ſaid, and William; and three dangh- 
ters. Ann, married to colonel Richard Nevile, of 
Bellingſbere. in Berkſhire ; Mirabella, to Laurence 
Lomax, iq. of Eye, in Suffolk; and Frances, to 
Henry, fon of Nicholas Draper, of Bromley, in Kent, 
end akerwards to Philip Vincent, rector of Stoke- 
dabernoon, in Surry, the fecond fon of Richard Vin- 
cent, of Friſby, in Yorkſhire. 


What became of fir Chriſtopher we know not; 
but before the death of William the remnant of the 
eflare was fold, and confirmed by him to Mr. 
Bridges, a woollen<draper, in St. Paul's charcb-yard, 
London, the grand inheritance, in all likelihood, 
having been totally wrecked in the time of the civil 
wars, This William Heydon died, very probably, 
at the houſe of Laurence Lomax, eſq. who had mar- 
ned Mirabella, his ſecond fiſter, on whoſe grave- 
ſtone, at Eye, is the following inſcription : 


Here lieth nter red the body of Mirabella Lomax, wife 
to Lawrence Lomax, eſg. and jecond daughter lo the an- 
cient and woble Sir John Heydon, of Baconſi ler pe, 1.

This ęreat and ancient family had poſſeſſions here 
about 235 years; but at laſt, like a full-aged oak, 
an bowed -I ff 1 fell down dtad.— How grievous 
malt iwe veflection be to the laſt male heir of this il- 
luſtrtous houſe, that he bad out-lived the inheritance 
of his great progenitors many years ;—that he, whole

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anceſtor had entertained thirty maſter ſhepherds of 
his own flocks at a Chriſtmas dinner—that /e had 
jul enough to buy him bread. 


Mr. Bridges had poſſeſſion about the year 1680, 
but being afterwards a bankrupt, the eſtate was fold 
by the commiſſioners to Zuriſhaddai Lang, doctor of 
Phyſic, in the year 1690, who departed this life in 
1692, and was buricd in this chancel, 


John Lang, eſq. his only ſon, ſucceeded him, and 
reſided at the hall, fo called, though the preſent houſe 
is nothing more than a tower, or gate-houſe, of the 
original hall, the chief part of which, it is ſaid, was 
pulled down in the year 1650. He firſt married Do- 
rothy, a daughter of Joſeph Clarke, late rector of 
this pariſh, at St. Mary's, in Nottingham, March 
28th, 1703, by whom he had à ſon, born in May, 
1704, and buried in the following autumn. Mere. 
Dorothy Lang died in the month of May, 1732. 
On the 26th day of September, in the ſame year, _ 
ſaid John Lang married Phoebe Ford, ſpinſter, t 
whom he gave by bis laſt will the advowſons of Ba. 
conſthorpe, Bodham, Kelling, and Salthouſe, with 
ſeveral manors and eſtates, during her life. He died 
in September, 1754, aged 89 years, having bequeath- 
ed the aſoreſaid eftates, manors, and advowlons, after 
the deceaſe of his widow, to the Rev. Zuriſhaddai 
Girdleſtone, to whom he had before preſented the rec- 
tories of Bodham, and Baconſthorpe. 


Phcebe Lang, his widow, held the eſtates, lord- 
ſhips, and advowſons, till the latter end of the year 
1765, when dying, ſhe was ſucceeded by Zuriſhad- 
dai Girdleſtone, who was lord and patron here one 
year and three months. He departed this life on 
the 18th day of March, 1767, aged 48 years. In 
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November, 1-48. he had manied Sarah, daughter of

he hae bs lors, live of which ſurvived him, and two

Nun addai Gudleftone, elq. the eldeſt lon, luc- 
ceded his father, and reſides at the hall. 


In the 15th century che Britifles, and Newmans, 
dio ſettled here; but thefe families, like exotic 
plants. did not flouriſh long in this foil. Robert Bri- 
ute. clq. che laſt heir male of his ſamily. practiſed 
the law at Norwich with great ſucceſs, and acquired 
a very gtgat fortune. He had two daughters. Sir 
John Hobart, of Blickling, bart. (who in 1746 was 
created carl of Buckinghamſhire) married the eldeſt, 
by whom he had a fon and ſucceſſor, and a daugh- 
ter, marricd to hr Charles Hotham. William Mor- 
den, clq. of Sultcld, (who was afterwards created a 
baronet, avd 100k the name of Hatbord) married the 
vounceit, bv whom he had two ſons ; the cldeſt, 
now br Ratbord Harbord, ſucceeded him, who in 
hve ſucceſſivc parliaments has been one of the rc- 
pretentatives of the city of Norwich. The ſaid Ro- 
beit 3 aged more than ſou ſcore years, died 
Sept. 21, 1749, and gave his eſtates in Baconſthorpe 
to his gtandlon. the preſent earl of Buckinghamſhitc, 
and lord licuteuant of Ireland. 


Thomas Newman, gent. by his laſt will, bearing 
date the 24th of May, 1698, gave five pounds a vear 
to the poor of this pariſh for ever, to be diſtributed 
yearly on Eaſter Monday by the overſeers, for the 
payment of which he has charged a parcel of land, 
commonly knowu by the name of the twenty acres, 
bang in Baconſthorpe, Bodham, or Barningham ; 
which ſum of five pounds is yearly diſtributed 


among 
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among the poor, in the veſtry, at the time appoint- 
ed by the donor's will, at a general mecting of the 
chief inhabitants. He departed this liſe in June, 

1998, in the 22d year of his age, and was ſucceeded 
by William Newman, his brother, who by expenlive 
law-ſuits, and an incurable itch for building, was 
obliged to part with his eſtate. In the time of his 
proſperity he was high ſheriff of the county. The 

manſion-houſe, and farm, at Baconſthorpe, wich ſome 
other farms in neighbouring pariſhes, were purchaſed 
by Mr. Ruffel, a merchant, in London, and are now 
in the polleſſion of his grandſon, Metcalfe Rullel, 
elq. of Sprowſton, near Iplwich, in Sullolk, 


Hitherto mention has been made only of the prin- 
cipal perſons of Baconſthorpe. The curious would 
be glad to know the number, manners, employ- 
ments, and circumſtances, of the inhabitants in gene- 
ral, in days of old; but ſuch knowledge, however 
deſirable, is not attainable now. Therefore, that 
polterity may not complain of us, as we Jament the 
ſilence of our predeceſſors upon this ſubjcct, a de- 
ſcription of the preſeut ſtate of the pariſh is here ſub- 
Joined, 


The number of inhabited houſes in the year 1780 
are thirty-one; the number of inhabitants about 
two hundred. The land is occupied by twenty-two 
different perſons, of which fifteen live in the pariſh. 
The rents of the largeſt farms do not exceed 130 
pounds a ycar, and there are ſome that do not ex- 
ceed twenty. The greateſt part of the land is arable, 
nevertheleſs, an hundred milch cows are kept in this 
village. The farmers are all very induſtrious, frugal 
men, and remarkable for their {kill in huſbandry, 
They are very attentive to their buſineſs there 
is not one drone in this hive ; the geuerality of them

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ſow their own and feeds, —make hay while the ſun 
ihincs—and occalonally work in their helds in the 
time of harvet. Thar wives allo are very notable 
for induſtry, hugality, and good houſewifry. Were

a'l the farms in the kingdom occupied in like man- 
cor, and divided upon a {imilar {cale, there would 
Le very liule need of konfes of induſiry*, no necd 
of {focieties—no want of premzrms for the encourage— 
ment of agnculture; for the vallies uc ud then ſtand 
thick not only with corn, but allo with occupiers, 
who would laugh and ſing for joy.

* The union of ſmall farms is manifeſtly one principal cauſe 
of the incre:fe of the poor and poor's rates, and conſequently of 
houſes of induftry. Country ſervants in gene al are now deprived 
of the hope ot ever being tarmers, which has introduced much ex- 
travagance and profiigacy. among them. To what purpoſe is it, 
they fav, for us to be ſober and frugal, and to fave a few 

ounds, we can never be able to fave enough to ſtock a farm; 
wherezs when ſmall farms were numerous, theſe were a con- 
fant ſpur to indufiry, frugality, and ſobricty. Men and maid- 
ſervants then frequently faved money enough to flock a lin!

jen ; the groom and chambermaid follow their fieps at an hum- 
He diſtance, ana hire an alchoufe, and furniſh a frug retreat 
for vagrants, ſmugglers, and poachers. 


Farmers ſervants frequently delay marriage till the big-bell7e2- 
wald alarms the pariſh officers, when ihe and her paramour are 
eſcorted by a conftable to Hymen's altar, like two criminals to 
the houſe of correction. In the firſt fit of illneſs many of theſe 

creatures fly, without any remorſe, to the overſeer, for 
— and maintenance, whe commonly conducts them either 
to ſome wretched hovel, dark and diſmal as a dungeon, or to a 
bhouſe of induftry, which, during the preſent difiribution of 
farms, will conſtantly be ſupplied with ſuch kind of tenants for 
ver. 
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Here are ſome few reputable tradeſmen, and me- 
chanicst, who live in a very comfortable and re- 


ſpectable manner. 


The laboring huſbandmen in general are ſuber 
and induſtrious. 


There is no public-houſe—no relic of a ſign-poſt 
in the pariſh, 'Iur rook's RATES ARE VERY MODE“ 
RATE HERE, 


Eight freeholders now live in Baconſthorpe, four 
of whom occupy their own freeholds. 


All the inhabitants are members of the Church of 
England F, except one reputable, though not rich ſa- 
mily, who are Preſbyterians; but a difference of re- 
ligious opinions cauſes no other difference here—no 
k:nd of diſagreement between them and their veigh- 
bours. * 


The rectors have reſided in the parſonage-houſe 
for time immemorial, excepting two ſhort intervals, 
when they were driven out by fire. It 1s very re- 
markable, that their habitation, though an humble 
cottage of thatch, was twice burnt in the ſpace of 
ſixty- two years; firſt, by lightning in 1692; and al- 
ter wards upon the firſt day of April, 1754, by a fire 
in the waſh-houſe chimney, together with the barn, 
flable, and other buildings.

The church conſiſts of onc nave, two ailes, a 
porch, covered with lead, and a veſtry, on the nonh 
ned, The chance] is leaded. In the year 
Sg. halt of che ſteeple feil down, and demoliſhed 
z pant of the church. There were at that time five 
bells, wo of which were fold to repair the breach 
the ter and rebuild a pan of the ſteeple. In 
the vear 1767 the church was in a very rumous and 
oplorzble fate. No wonder; for one of the inha- 
Dame boaſted. that e had been crrdrwarden—off 
ond -e years, and had never put the pariſh to any 

«terre. However, the chief inhabitants, at a veſlry 
means. agreed to rae a certain ſum annualiv, by a 
ze, u the church ſhould be decemily repaired. 
The work was foon begun. and in 1779 happily 
com: ered, More than fix hundred pounds have 
been expend od „pon the repairs and omaments of 
the church and chancel, in the ſpace of twelve years, 
vw b.ch expence has been defrayed partly by pariſh 
ACS, and panty by private contributions. Among 
the prvepal benefactors was Nis. Martha Ruſh, 
eg of Caiton, a native of this place, who bounti- 
tally cove one hundred pounds tewards the comple- 


wen of ds good work. 


The © zeal of our forefathers for the public worſhip 
of ts way be gathered from the remains of many 
churches, once clegant buildings, now the diſmal 

habuations 
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habitations of gloomy bats; and where Chriſtian 
congregations formerly uſcd to fing praiſes to God, 
there, now, 


with bodeing note, 
The ſolitary ſcreech-owl flrains her throat. 


How reproachful is it to the men of this genera- 
tion, who will not fo much as repair the churches 
which their anceſtors built, whilſt no one darcs to 
to deny, that in every pariſh, the church, or the 
Houſe of the Lord of Heaven, ought to be, at leaſt, 
as decent as the houſe of the lord of the manor. 


To ſee magnificent towers in ruins, where for- 
merly cruel tyrants had ruled with a rod of iron, 
and galled the necks of their people with heavy 
yokes—where they had ſcourged their loins with 
ſcorpions, and made their lives bitter with hard 
bondage—to ſee ſuch towers as theſe in ruins, al- 
fords a very rational pleaſure to liberal minds ;—but 
to ſee the temples of the God of all mercies in ſuch 
a ſlate, is a ſcene of lamentation to every pious 
man.

A gentleman who has frequently aſſiſted this work, 
has alſo favoured us with the foliowing ſhort remarks 
on this parith :—* Little now remains of the once 
magnificent abode ol the Heydon family, vet thoſe 
parts which have eſcaped the dellructive band of 
time, and ſurvived the extiuction of the family, are 
now carefully preſerved by Zuriſhaddai Girdle- 
ſtone, eſq. who has repaired the ſouth gate houſe, 
or tower, and converted it into a convenient dwel- * 
ling-houſe (for a view of which, in us preſent late, 
we are obliged to Mr Repton.) The outer walls of 
the former manſion, ſurrounded by a mcte now, in- 
cloſe the garden. 


The church, till very lately, has been in a moſt 
ruinous condition; indeed the tower ſtill remains ſo: 
but the church itſelf within a few months paſt has 
undergone ſo remarkable a change, that it well deſerves 
in this place to be particularly noted :—New win- 
dos —doors—pavement—pews—{ont—pulpii—al- 
tar each not only neat and ſubſtantial, but in every 
reſpect elegant, adorn the inſide of this beautiful 
country church, whilſt the outlide has been entirely 
new covered with lead, and the old walls ſupported 
with brick and free-ſtone buttreſſes; the whole co- 
vered with ſtucco mortar, and ſurrounded by a pave- 
ment of flag- ſtone.

The greater part by much 
of this town was called Cracheford, or Crakeford, 
and Banincham f was only a hamlet ts Cracheford ; 
at the Conqueſt the town was four ſurlongs and 
an half long, and four furlongs broad, and paid 4d, 
to the gelt, and was all included and valued wih 
the king's manor of Aylſham. 


Guert, the Dane, was lord here in Edward the 
Confeſſor's time, and the Conqueror gave it to Wil- 
liam de Warren, all but that part which belonged to 
Cawſton, and that Rainald Fitz-Ivo had; it after- 
wards came to the crown, and one half of it was 
given by Richard I. to John Corn-de-Beauf, or Cor- 
debof, of Banningham, who held it by ſerjeanty, 
to find one ſoldier with a lance for the king's ſervice, 
and his ſon, Hubert, had it of the gift of Henry I. 
when it was a member of Cawſton; he was to find 
one archer on horſeback for the king's ſervice, alſo a 
croſs- bow for him to ſhoot with, and to maintain him 
forty days in the king's army, at his own coſt, when- 
ever the king went into \Vales. 


In 123g Galiena, widow of John Cordebof, of 
Mendleſham, in Suffolk, ſued Thomas Cordebof 
for her dower, and Katherine Eſturmin, and pleaded,

The Mor of Baxxixconay, alias CrAxEFoRD s, 
went from the carl Wirren to the Bigots; and in 
1299 Simon Bigot. of Fc] brigg. was lord here, but 
not patron; fer in 1816 Alice de Hanonia, countefs 
of Nortek, had the patronage, and it continues in 
the Norfolk family to this ume. 


The manor being in that branch of the Bigots 
hich ſended at Felbrigg, it deſcended to the Fel- 
latge s. and in 1442 was ſeitled on John Windham, 
jemor, who purchated a conſiderable citate here of

The old va- 
luation was ſeventeen marks. 


In 1317 Edward II. licenſed the rector to purchaſe 
two houſes, and land, to enlarge the ſcite of the rec- 
tory. 


In 1767 the Rev. Thomas Paul was preſented to 
this rectory by the earl of Ethngham, ex officio for the 
duke of Norfolk. 


Mary, wife of the Rev. Samuel Wanley, who 
diced Nov. 16, 1709, aged 60 years, lies buried in 
this church. 0 


Samuel Wanley, rector of Banningham, tied his 
lands, called Ellis's, for five pounds, he bequeathed 
to ten poor widows, at every feaſt of St. Thomas, 
for ever, and charged his truſtees to make his com- 
modious and pleaſant dwelling, with its appurte- 
nances, the parſonage-houſe; he died July 31, 1722.

LITTLE BARNINGHAM, Braxixcnan, or 
BRenxroworrh Goonalte, or BraxixcnameSTArroRD, 
for by all theſe names this village hach palled, in or- 
der to diſtinguiſh it from the other villages of the 
lame name. 


At the Conqueſt it was in four parts, one was va- 
wed as part of the king's manor of Aylſham, and 
was under the care of Godtic; the advowſon of the 
church, which had then nine acres of glebe, and the 
ſecond part. belonged to William de Warren, and 
was formerly owned by Herold; a third part was 
valued with Blickling manor, and w as owned by 
Wilkam Beautoc, biſhop of Thetford ; and the fourth 

t belonged to Brant. a noble Dane in the time of 
Edward the Conſcſſot, and to Robent Fitz-Corbun 
in the time of the Conqueror, when the whole town 
was ſeven tartongs long, and four broad, and paid 
three pence three farthings to the gelt towards every 
vos. raiſed by the hundred. 


The church is dedicated to St. Andrew ; the tower 
is ſquare, and hath wo bells. and a third ſtands 
broken m the church; the nave is leaded, the 
chancel thatched, the louch porch led, and a north 
veltry u ruincd,

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Under the communion-table lies a ſtone altarwiſe, 
viz. the ends to the ſouth and north, on which a 
braſs plate is thus inſcribed: 


Here ys Edmundy's grave, Jeſu his ſoulle hauve. 


In the nave is a pew erected by a Shepherd; a ſke- 
leton carved in wood is fixed at the ſouth-weſt corner 


of it, and a few doggerel rhymes tacked to it, carved 
on the pew. 


This rectory is valued in the king's books at 31. 
15s. ad. ob. and ſtands there by the name of Barn- 
ingham Parva, and being {worn of the clear vearly 
value of 45]. it is diſcharged of firſt- fruits and tenths, 
and is capable of augmentation ; the old valuaion was 
ſeven marks; it is now valued to the land tax at 
3141. 10s; and is in the Duchy of Lancaſter ; it took 
its name from Ban, bread-corn; Ing, low-meadow; 
and Ham, a village; ſo that it ſignifies the village, 


or dwelling, by the low meadows, abounding with 
wheat. —Blomefield, 


In 1339 the rector was preſented by Hugh de Aud- 
ley, earl of Glouceſter, In 1349 Robert baron of 
Stafford, and lord of Tunbridge, was patron. In 
1460 John duke of Norlolk died ſeiſed of the ad- 
vowſon, and the earl of Surrey was alſo patron of 
Barningham-Goodale, alias Stafford. In 1692 Ri- 
chard Knight, gent. patron in full right, prelented ; 
and in 1767 the Rev. Charles Browne was preſented 
by John Browne, gent. P. A. v. 


The manor was anciently in a family that took 
their ſirname from this lordſhip ; Humphrey de Ber- 
ningham was ſole lord, (as the Red-book of the Ex- 


chequer informs us) and held it of the honor of the 
abbot 
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abba of St. Edmung's Bury in the time of Henry I. 
as land ol the new fcoftmen. 


la erg. in the regiſter of Bury abbey, called 
Pinchebec, fol. 118, it is faid, that John de Sando 
Claro het 4 the fourth pant of a fee of the abbot of 
Bury, which Euſtace de Bemingham formerly held. 


Walter de Berningham, lord here, had a charter 
from Edward I. for a fair and market here, and for 
liberty of tree-warren in this and Wickmere inauots. 


In 1412 fir Henry de Seagrave, Hugh Tirrel, and 
Wenne others, came hither armed to the manor- 
houfe of William de Bernincham, and fred in it five 
ever places, and ſcized the lady Petronel de Gra, 
mother of the {aid William, and pricked her with 
fwords, and cut her with knives, to force her to tell 
them of her jewels. money, and plate, and break 
open her cheſts. &. for which they were all indid ed. 
bot produced the king's pardon. 


In 1919 Walker de Bemingham fettied this manor 
and advowion, and the manor of Wickmere, on 
hamſelf for lite. the remainder to Gilbert de Clare, 
em] of Glouceſter and Hentord, and their heirs. In 
1815 the coumets of Glouceſter was in poſſeſſion of 
them, but upon the marriage of Iabcl, ſſter and co- 
heirels of Gilbert de Clare, Hugh de Audley, her 
huſband, had them., and was lord and patron here. 
Ia 1871 Ralph carl of Stafford, in right of Margaret, 
his wiſe, one of the daughters and heirefſes of Hugh 
de Audicr, carl of Glouceſter, held this manor.

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hamſhire, with Wickmere, Wells, Warham, Wive- 
wn, &c. who was attainted in the time of Henry VIII. 
This Lady Catherine held theſe in dower, as daugh- 
ter of Richard Woodevile, earl Rivers, and widow 
of Henry Stafford, duke of Bucks, and conſtable of 
England ; ſhe died Dec. 21, in this year. 


After the attainder aforeſaid, in the year 1522, 
Henry VIII. granted this manor and advowſon, par- 
cel of the poſſeſſions of Edward late duke of Buck's, 
attainted, to Thomas duke of Norfolk*, and it was 
owned by Philip carl of Arundel, at his attainder in 


1533. 


In 1615 John Dix, alias Ramſey, of Wickmere, 
eſq t. as truſtee to Tuomas earl of Arundel, granted a 
rent-charge of 20 per ann. to Jame; Wilford, of Lin- 
coln's-Inn, eſq. out of this manor, and then mort- 
gaged it to Thomas Marſham, of London, eſq. and it 
was afterwards fold by John Taſburgh, who mar- 
ried a daughter and coheireſs of John Dix, alzas 
Ramſey, to whom the Norfolk family had conveyed 
the manor and advowſon, to Richard Knight, of At- 
tlebridge, eſq. who was high ſheriff of Norfolk in 
1704; but the manor belonged to Mr. John Gurnay, 
of Norwich, in 1133, and at his death came to his 
lon, Mr. John Gurnay.

At the Conqueror's ſurvey we find that Walter Giſ- 
fard had lands, Nc. here, valued. at bs. then at 128. 
\W-her held it on! Cnnog the life of William Beau- 
foe, biſhop of Norwich, to whom the king had given 
it in fee; but at his death he left it to the fee, and 
biſhop Herbert having founded the prioty of Nor- 
wich, Eborard, his {uccefſor, gave this manor and 
advowton to the convent. It remained thus till 
about 1245, when the prior granted the manor and 
all his lands here (except the advowlon of the 
church. and the glebe land.) to Walter de Maltby. or 
Mautby. lord of Mautby, and his heirs; and in 
134 Roben de Mauntby had view of frank-pledge, 
and afhze of bread and beer. Before this, in the 
ume of Henry III. Walker de Mautby was ſued for 
1mpeling a new toll in Beckham lair. 


In 1316 fir John de Mautby was lord; it conti- 
yucd in this family ull Margaret, daughter and 
heireſs of John Mautby, elq. brought it by marriage 

to John Paſton, eſq. and was lately {Id by the heirs 
of Paſton, earl of Yarmouth, to the late lord Anlon, 
and George Anſon, eſq. is now lord. 


The town is in the Duchy of Lancaſter's liberty, 
and is laid at 2Sol. 108. to the land tax. 


In 1879 the prior of Beeſton-Regis purchaſed land 
here of Nicholas Bond; and in the fame year fir 
Roger de Beckham, knt. was returned as one of the 
pnucipal gentry of che country.

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The church was a reQory, in the gift of the prior 
and convent of Norwich, and appropriated to John 
de Grey, biſhop, to the uſe of the almoner, he pay- 
ing a penſion of gs. per ann. to the celarer, and a 
Vicarage was inſtituted, which was not taxed, ſo that 
it never came into the king's books, the impropriate 
ietory taxed at ſix marks anſwering the whole. The 
convent had all the glebe, fourteen acres, with the 
great tithes, paid all charges whatſoever, the vicar 
having only the ſmall tithes, 


In 130g the firſt vicar was preſented by the prior, 
cc. which they continued to do till about 1390; 
but for ſome centuries paſt there have been no vicars 
inſtituted, the lords of the manor holding the impro- 
priation by leaſe from the church of Norwich, re- 
ceivethe whole tithes, and pay a ſlipend to the ſerv- 
ing curate, The church is in the peculiar juriſ- 
diction of the dean and chapter of Norwich ; it is 
dedicated to All Saints, ſtands in a field, and no 
houſe near to it. The chancel, which is repaired 
the impropriator, is tiled, the nave leaded, the tower 


is round at the bottom, and octangular above, and 
has one bell. 


In the chancel is a grave-ſlone,—In memory of Cooke 
Flower, gent. ( father of Mr. Cooke Flower, lord of Sher 
ringham) who died Nov. 11, 1742, aged 38. 


In the church-yard is a ſtone, with an anchor on a 
ſhield, —For James Crowe, who died in 1747, aged 65. 


In 1778 the Rev. Richard Sibbs was preſented to 


this impropriate curacy by the dean and chapter of 
"orwich, 


E 2 BELAUGH, 
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BELAUGH, Briacn, or Brityacn, wrote in 
Doomiday-book Belaga, fignifies the dwelling-place 
at the waren®, and it lands accordingly cloſe by the 
river Rure, the church itſelf being not above cighty 
yards from it ; but, notwithſtanding that, placed on 
fuch a hill, that it commands the adjacent flats, 
which by the ſhelves and eminences on both ſides 
plainly ſhew, that the whole was formerly covered 
wich water. TI he parſonage-houſe ſtands between the 
 nverand church-vard, directly under it, the bottom 
of the ficeple being higher than the top of the houſe; 
the hill on which the church lands is fo ſteep towards 
the river, or weſt pan, that the human bones lie un- 
covered b the earth's falling from them, occaſioned 
by decay of the ſtone wall round the church-yard, 

which was made to keep the hill ſrom flipping away. 


This village is in the juriſdiction of the Duchy of 
Lancaſter, and belonged in the time of the Couleſ- 
for to Ralph Stalra, who gave all that he had here to 
the abbot of St. Bennet at Holme, who by that gilt 
had the whole advowſon, which paſſed with the mo- 
naſtery till ns diſſolution, and then went to the ſce 
of Norwich, which now hath it, and all the revenues 
of the faid abbey ; one part of it then, as now, be- 
longed to Hoveton manor, another to Aylſham, and 
anaher par, or manor, belonged to Herold in the 
time ef the Confefior, and to Ralph de Beautoe at 
the conqueſt, over which Hoveton manor had the 
loc. or chief juriſdiction ; Robert Aguillon in 1235 
had a pan, or manor, and confirmed all gifts made to 
the abbot of &. Rennet's; after him William Ber- 
uam. a Norman, owned ut; and in 1285 Thomas 
Bardolph held ii. In 14315 the abbot of St. Bennet 


was 


FN. in Saxon, à duelling, and Ecu, water. 
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was chief lord, and a manor was held of him by 
Robert Baniard, and by Roger du Bois in 1401. 


In 1338 Robert Paynel, of Belaugh, gent. had a 
leaſe from the biſhop of Norwich of the ſcite and 
demeſnes of the manor of Hoveton St. John, to 
which the manor and Jurſdiction of this town be- 
longed; it continued in that family till 1689, and 
then John Paynel, gent. fold it to Giles Cutting, at- 
torney at law, and ſince held by Thomas Bell, eſq. 
who was high ſheriff of Norfolk in 1738. 


The church is dedicated to St. Peter, and there 
was a chapel in the north part of the church, dedi- 
cated to St. Helen ; it ſtands thus in the king's books: 
—bl. Belehaw. alias Bilough reQory, 341. clear yearly 
value, and heing diſcharged of firſt-fruits and tenths, 
it is capable of augmentation. 


The abbot of St. Bennet's, and the prior of But- 
lev, in Suffolk, paid 8s. for their revenues here; the 
prior was laid at 10s. and ſo conſequently paid 1s, 
to each tenth. The abbot of Caen, in Normandy, 
was taxed for rents here belonging to Coltiſhall at 
3s. ob. q. and the abbot paid the reſt. The town 
is laid at 2661. 10s. to the land tax. 


There was a ſamily very ancient, which took their 
name from the town, John de Belhaugh had an 
eſtate here in the time of Henry II. whoſe family 
continued a long time here, Belaugh was nine fur- 
longs long, three and an half broad, and paid 6d. 
gelt. The old value of the rectory was fifteen 


marks. 


In 1459 Jobn Ippeſwell, official to the archdeacon 
of Norwich, was rector.

In 1768 the Rev. Lancaſter Adkin was preſented 
to this reftory by the biſhop of Norwich. 


BLICKLING is wrote in Doomſday-book Blic- 
linga, and in Richard II. and Henry IV. Blykelyga: 
it was owned by Harold (afterwards king of England) 
in the time of the Confeſſor; one part of it was iu 
the king's own hands, and ſo had the other been, 
aſter Harold's death, and therefore the whole always 
enjoyed the privileges of ancient demeſne, and was 
exempt from the hundred, and had the leet, and all 
roy alties belonging to it. 


The Conqueror gave it to biſnop Herfaſt, and af- 
terwards to William Beauſoe, biſhop of Thetford, in 
lee and inheritance, and he ſettled the whole town 
and advowlon on the lee; it was riſen from 6l. to 
Sl. value, and was a mile long, and as much broad, 
and paid four-pence halfpenny gelt, or tax, towards 
every 208, raiſed on the hundred. 


At the Conſeſſor's ſurvey this and Marſham were 
appendant to Cawſton manor; but at the Conqueſt, 
lueringham, Marſham, Stratton, Barningham, and 
Ealt Beckham, had berewics appendant to this, which 
was conhrmed to the fee of Norwich by Henry I. 
when biſhop Herbert fixed the ſee there, to be held in 
chief of the king, at one knight's fee. It being an 
agreeable diſtance from Norwich the biſhops held the 
demelnes in their own hands, and had a palace, or 

„ country 
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country feat, with a fine park adjoining to it; and it 
zppcars from the inftitution books, by much buſineſs 
tram ſacted. that many of the biſhops often reſided 
here. The liberties of leet, or view of frank-pledee, 
aſhire of bread and ale, a gallows, tumbrell, or duck- 
ing tool. and free-warren, were allowed to this ma- 
nor, in ſeveral ers, by the king's ninerant-juſtices, 
or judges; and this manor and advow ſon appendant 
coninaucd in the fee till 15333. and on the exchange 
then made came into the hands of Henry VIII. who 

rated the advowlon from the manor, which he 
granted to fir John Clere, knt. who in 1546 held 
x of the crown in capie, and joincd it to, and hath 


paſſed ever fiance with 


The Mross of Dacworta, in Blickling. which 
was onginally part of the great manor till biilop 
Eborard, in che time of Henry I. gramed it to John 
Fitz-Roben, a powerful ſoldier in thoſe days, and to 
his heirs, to be held of the lee at one fee; this he 
akerwards declared he did without the conſent of the 
Prior and chapter. and by force, leaſt by the mis ſot- 
tunes of war in England the whole fee ſhouid be 
ſpoiled ; and therefore af:erwards he requeſted à bull 
of the pope to abſolve him from the fact. and reſlore 
the poſicthon to the church, but was denied. and 
Wilkam Firz-Roben, brother of John, held it of the 
old feoftmem whea the black book of the Exchequer 
was made, about 1165; this William married Sibil, 
fifter and coheiteſs of John de Caineto, Chelſneto, or 
Cheyney, and aſſumed that name; they left the 
three following daughters their cohcirefles : 


Margaret, married firſt to Hugh de Creſſi, ſe- 
condly to Robert Fitz-Roger; Clementia, the ſecond 
daughter, married Jordan de Sackvile; and Sarah, 
the chard daughter, married Richard Engaine, grand- 


fon 
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ſon to Richard Engaine, who lived in the Conqueror's 
days; this Richard in 1191 gave the king 200 marks 
to have poſſeſſion of his wife's inheritance, and to be 
ſheriff of Northamptonſhire, and to have the profits 
of the cgunty for three years; but this manor in 
1217 was releaſed by Jordan de Sackvile, and Vitalis, 
ſon of Richard Engaine, to Margery de Creſſi, and 
ſo it came wholly to that family; and in 122g a fine 
was levied between her and the biſhop of Norwich, 
by which the advowſon was ſettled wholly 2 
the ſee, and the manor on her and her heirs. In 
1238 Roger de Crefly was lord, and added much to 
it. by purchaſe from William de Blickling; he mar- 
ricd [{abel, daughter and coheirels of Hupeit de 
Rhia, or Rye, and John Marſhail married the other 
coheireſs ; label died ſeiſed of this manor, and co- 
heireſs of the barony of Rye, about 1266. 


In 1267 there was a ſuit for this manor between 
William de Valentia, or Valence, and Robert Fitz- 
Roger, by which it appears that the king had grantec! 
this, Filby, and Weſt Lexham manors. with other inn. 
heritances of Hugh and Roger de Creſſy, as eſcheat 5 
to William de Valence, who recovered them, and hal 
liberty of return of writs in all his manors in North- 
amptonfhire, by his own ſteward, who would not 
permit the ſheriff to enter; but ſoon after Valence 
ſurrendered this and Blythburgh manors to Robert 
Fiu-Roger. as the inheritance of Margery de Crefli ; 
but Valence was to hold Filby and . fell Lexham as 
the inheritance of Hugh, or Stephen de Creſſy, or 
Roger de Cheney, his anceſtors; but after this John 
Engaine was lord here, who was fon of Vitalis Eu- 
gaine, who releaſed it as aforeſaid in 1278; he held 
it of the biſhop of Norwich, and in 1281 was fum- 
moned with the reſt of the barons to attend Edward 1. 
in his expedition into Wales, In 1255 John En- 

: gaine, 
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ezine, jun. his fon, was lord, and had view of 
frank- pledge, alſize of bread and ale, and free-war- 
ren here, allowed him in Eireg in 1293 he was ſum- 
moned to attend Edward I. with horſe and arms, into 
Gaicoimne, to recover it from the French; and in 
1296 u appears that he had this manor with Ellen, 

his wife, daughtet of Robert titz-Roger®, and that 
his father had it only ſculed on him for life, in wult 
for them. 


In 1209 John Engaine fold this manor to Robert de 
Holveſton, and his heirs, paying a rent-charge to 
them during their hves; this Robert was ſucceeded 
by James de Holveſton, his fon, who was lord in 
1845; and in 1368 he and Joan, his wife, ſettled it 
on uuſtees for chemſelves for life, with remainder to 
Fr Nicholas Dagworth, knt. and his heirs; he died in 
S. and was bunecd in St. Andrew's church at 
Biickling. and Joan, his wife, and two daughters, ſur- 
vn od — 


This family took their riſe and name from Dag- 
worth, in Stow hundred, in Suffolk, where Walter 
de Agzewonh, or Dagworth, held lands in King 
John's ume; in this family was the office of uſher 
of ne Exchequer. 


Sr Thomas de Dagworth, knt. was lieutenant to 
Edward IN. in Brittanny, in che year 1345, where 
- fought Charles of Blois, who called himſelf 
c of Britain, and took him priſoner at Rochedi- 
wan, obtaining à great vidory, killing above ſix 
Landed knights, elquires, and men of arms; but in

'n 1:50 this Robert Fitz-Roger, lord of Clavering, was one 
vf tho!- noble barons who, in the parliament beld at Lincoln, 
let whe letter to the pope, to tell lim ** that the kingdom of 
Soctland was not of bis fee, and that be had no juriſdiction 
tc nat in England, in tcular affairs.” 
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July following, going with a ſmall number to view 
the garriſons, he was ſurprized by an ambuſh of 
French, and aſter a brave defence killed, as were 
moſt of them with him, and the reſt taken priſoners. 
In 1315 bis widow, Alianora counteſs of Ormond, 
relict of James Botiler, firſt earl of Ormond, and 
daughter of Humphrey de Bohun, earl of Hereford, 
had the king's protection for herlelf, ſervants, work- 
men, and tenants, and all her eſtates, in the duke- 
dom cf Biitain, 


In 13654 fir Nicholas Dagworth, knt. afterwards 
lord of Blickling, was commander in Aquitain; in 
1373 he was employed by Edward III. in a ſecret 
negociation with fir John Faſtolf, and others, in 
France. In 1376 he was ſent by the king and coun- 
cil into Ireland to examine into fir William de Wind- 
ſor's carriage there; but at the motion of dame Alice 
Perers he was ſtopped, ſhe declaring him fir Wil- 
liam's enemy, and that it was unjuſt to appoint one 
enemy to judge another; but the next year he was 
ſent with full commiſſion to reform the Nate of that 
kingdom; he was in as great eſteem with Richard 
II. as he had always been with Edward III. tor in 
1380 he, fir John Haukewood, knt. and Walter 
Skirlawe, doctor of the decrees, and dean of St. Mar- 
tin's le Grand, in London, was ſent into France to 
treat with the dukes and lords of Italy; and the 
ſame year, being one of the privy chamber to the 
king, he with four others had like power to treat 
with the German princes. The year following he 
and Skirlawe went ambaſſadors to pope Utban 
the Sixth, and had power to treat with the king of 
Naples. In 1384 he and John Baam, dean of St. 
Martin's, the king's ſecretary, and fir John Hauke- 
. wood, went amballadors to the pope, and to treat 
with Charles king of Jeruſalem and Sicily; aud not- 
withſlanding his being ſo much in ſavor, in the 1 fh

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of Richard II. he was one of thoſe impeached in 


partament, and was impriſoned in Rocheſter-caſtle, 
im ken, but being honorabiy diſcharged, was the 
next vear appointed a commiſſioner to treat with the 
French king, and with che carl of Flanders. In the 
ch of Rich. Il. he was made one of the commiſſioners 
to rake the oath of the king of Scotland, to the treaty 
then concluded, and afterwards demanded ſaustac- 
won of the Scots for infringing that treaty, and allo 
the money behind-hand for the redemption of David 
Brace, king of Scotland; afterwards he retired to this 
place, where be built the manhon, or manor-houſe. 
and conſtamity refided here, io the day of his death. 
In 1807, the ich of Richard II. he exemplified the

He built the chapel of St. Thomas, at the eaſt 
end of the north aile of Blickling church, and adorn- 
et the windows with beautiful painted glaſs, and 
thac {bil remain his own arms, impaling his wiſe's, 
in a window there, and an inſcription. 


He dicd feifed of Blickling. Aulbarton. Stiff key, 
2nd divers other manors in Norfolk and Kent, leav- 
ine good portions to all his children, having had 
three fons and four daughters, and dying in London, 
was buried in St. I aurence's church, in the chapel 
there, according to his own direction. 


Si» Thomas Bolevn, the eldeſt, was a minor at 
his father's death; he lived at Sall, but was of age 


before 1466. for then he was panty to a fine con- 


cerning Hedenham Manor; he died in April 1471, 
and ordered to be buned by his father, 


Sir William Boleyn. knt. of Blickling, and of 


Hedge, in Kent, his brother, became general 
heir. He was made knight of the Bath at the co- 
ronation of Richard III. was ſheriff of Kent in the 
th of Hen VII. and married Margaret, daughter 
and co-heirels of Thomas Butler, Earl of Ormond;

of Ormond to his heirs general, lord privy ſeal. &c. 
he died in the goth of Henry VIII. 1538, and had. 
by Elizabeth, danghter of Thomas duke of Nor- 
folk, his only wife. 


1. George Boleyn, viſcount Rochford, who was 
ſummoned to parliament by that title during his 
father's life-time; he was conſtable of Dover- 
caſtle, lord warden of the cinque-ports, ambaſſador 
into France, and one of the king's privy chamber, 
which it had been bappy for him if he had never 
enjoyed, for when that laſtful prince, Henry VIII. 
determined the queen's deſtruction, he fell a facrifice, 
with four others of the privy chamber, to make a 
clearer way for his ſiſter's death, and was conſe— 
quently beheaded in the Tower of London, May 1 ;, 
in the 28th of Henry VIII. 1536, his father then 
living; he left Jane, daughter of Henry Parker, 
lord Morley, his widow. 


2. Anne Boleyn, his filler, queen of England, 
ſecond wife to Henry VIII. and eldeſt daughter to liv 
Thomas Boleyn aforcfaid, and mother to Elizabeth 
guns 'of England. 'She was privily married to 
Henry VIII. Jan. 25, 1533, by Dr. Rowland Lee, 
then biſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, (the ling 
having repudiated queen Catherine, his wife) and 
in April following, ſhe being with- child, was openly 
acknowledged queen of England, and afterwards was 
crowned with great pomp and folemnity.

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Robert Clere, by Alice Boleyn, his wife, one of 
the daughters of fir William Boleyn, and at length 
co-heareſs to hr Thomas, and fir James; he ſettled 
here, aud left Blickling to his fon and heir, Edward 
Clere, elq. who was buried here under a molt cu- 
nous akarcomb, placed between the chancel and 
Bolexn's chapel; his effigy. which lay upon it, is 
now gene, but there remain the arms, and matches, 
of his family, from the conqueſt to the time tha: 
his fon and heir, fir Edward Cle, and his mocher, 
Frances, {who died in 1616) crected this tomb, 
which makes us {peak of this family here, though. 
their ancient feat was at Ormelby, in Flegg hundred. 


Clarus-Mons, ot Clere- mont. in Normandy, gave 
name to this ancient family. of which Clere-Mont 
entered England with the Conqueror, who bear the 
fame creſt, and arms, as all the Clercs ever lince 


did. 


On this tomb, and over it, is the pedigree, arms, 
quanerings, and impalements of the family, hom 
Clere-Mom, alitam to William duke of Norman- 
dy, that conquered England in the year 1066. 


Mr. Blomeſield in his © Eſſay towards a Hiſtory 
of this Councy,” gives us a long detail of this an- 
cient aud noble family, , lords of Ormeſby, which 
we think too tedious and unimerelling to preſent 
to out readers tu this place; we ſhall therefore com- 
mence with the firſt Clere who had, by marriage, an 
intereſt here. 


du Robert Clere, of Ormeſby, married Alice, daugh- 
ter of kr William Boleyn, of Blickling, knt. This fr 
Robert was famed for his great wealth, and acquired 


much reputation for his manly courage ; he was * 
c 
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ed on All Saints eve, 1494, by Henry duke of York, 
was [heriff of Norfolk in 1501, and was preſent at 
that great interview between Henry VIII. and the 
French king, on the 9th of June, 1520, when he 
attended the queen with a grand equipage. His 
teſtament is dated Auguſt 1, 1529, by which he 
ordered his executors, as ſoon as they well could, 
that they ſhould cauſe one hundred maſles of The 
Five Wounds to be ſaid for him; and alſo that they 
ſhould provide a prieſt to pray for his ſoul, and of 
all his anceſtors and friends, and ordered that this 
ſervice ſhould be kept five years in the church he 
was buried in; but above all, he deſired “ that if 
any perſons could prove, that he had hindered them, 
or againſt conſcience wronged them in their goods, 
or ſubſtance. that his executors, on ſuch proof, 
ſhould make th. m reſli:ution.” He lies buried at 
the altar of Ormeſby church, by his wives, under 
a ſlone circumſcribed with an inſcription, and a. 
ſlteld of arms between each word. 


By Alice Boleyn he had fir John Clere, knt. his 
eldeſt fon and heir. In 1549 he was treaſurer of 
the king's army in France; in 1556 was employed 
to hire {hips for the king's ſervice againſt Scotland; 
in 1557 was made vice-admiral, and ſent to fea with 
a fleet under his command to alarm the northern 
coalts of Scotland ; upon his landing upon one of 
the Orkney iſlands, called Kirkwall, the Scots fell 
upon his men, and killed and drowned eighty of 
them, beſides himlelf, who was drowned there in 
Auzuſt, 1557, and dicd ſeiſed of the manors of 
Ormeſby, Blickling, &c. 


They had iſſue two daughters. His ſons were, 
iſt. Robert Clere, who loſt his life in fighting vas 
liantly againſt the Scots, at the battle of Muſſel- 
F3 burgh.— 
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borgh.— od. Thomas, who dicd at Flotence. And 
Id. Edward, who ſucceeded him. 


Edward Clere, eſq. heir of fir John, marricd 
Frances, daughter and heir of fir Richard Fulmer- 
fon, km. He reſided at Blickling, and at Ormefby, 
was member for Thetford in 1556, and for Gram- 
pound, in Cornwall, in 1558. and in 1563 was high 
Nenf of Norfolk; in 1567 had i ſue, iſt. Edward, 
his fon and heir. —ed. Francis, who was knighted by 
James I. July 23. 1605.—5d. Gilbert. 


Edward Clere, efq. was knighted at Norwich by 
queen Elizabeth, in her progreſs in theſe pants, and 
mn 1580 was high Therift of Norfolk. He firſt mar- 
mod Naręaret. daughter of William Vaxlev, of Yax- 
try, in Suffolk, eſq. by whom he had Henry, his 
ſon and heir; and afterwards Agnes, reli& of fir 
Chriſtopher Hevdon, of Baconſthorpe, daughter of 
Roben Crane, of Chilton, in Suffolk, by whom he 
had only Robert. who died young. He travelled 
imo foreign parts, was in ſuch efteem at the French 
coun, that he was elected one of the knights of the 
Gallic order of St. Michael; but affecting much 

, and keeping a vaſt rctinue, he contracted 
a large debt, and was forced to fell a great pan of 
his eſtate, and among others, this manor aud ad- 
von ſon. to fir Henry Hobart, knt. attorney-general, 
and dying June S. 1606, at London, he was in- 
terrod here Auguſt 14, with great ſolemnity, as the 
pmarilh regiſter informs us. 


Sin Henry Clere, of Ormeſby, his fon and heir,

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family. His eſtate was then about 1200l. per ann. 
Abigail Clere, his daughter and ſole heireſs, mar- 
tied John Cromwell, eſq. of London, 


The family of the Hobarts were anciently owners 
of the T've, in Effex, now called Tye-hall. John 
Hobart is mentioned as living there in 1389, in the 
12th of Richard Il: They afterwards purchaſed 
and ſettled at Brent. Illegh. in Suffolk, and owned 
a good eſtate there in 1473. Branches of this ho- 
norable family alſo ſettled in London, and at þ 
ing, in Suffolk. 


James Hobart, eſq. born at Monks-ltegh, in Sulf. 
folk, was the firſt of the family that ſetttled at Hales- 
hall, in Norfolk, and, by his prudent management, left 

fine eſtate to his poſterity, and with it this excel- 
lent character; ** that he was a right good man, of 
great Jearmng and wiſdom®,” He was brought up 
to the law, which he ſtudied in Lincoln's-inn, with 
great ſucceſs, and became of ſuch reputation, that 
he tranſacted the affairs of many of the principal 
families in this county when he was very young, 
being reader in Lincoln's-inn in Lent-term, 1447. 
In the time of Edward IV. 1472, Walter Le-hert, 
or Lyhert, biſhop of Norwich, made him one of his 
executors; and, it ſeems, that he had married his 
niece (who was then dead) for bis firſt wife, by 
whom he had no iſſue; for the biſhop gave him 
zol. as an executor, and 100l. and a cup of filver, 
gilt, with his arms at the bottom, on condition that 
be claimed Nothing more of his goods. In 1484, in 
the 2d of Richard III. he was elected one of the 
governors of Lincoln's- inn. and the 2d of No- 
vember, in the 2d of Henry VII. 1486, was conſti-

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ted sttorney-general to the king, and aferwards 
worn of his privy-council. This year he was in 
high reputation with the citizens of Norwich, and 
in 1498 he was arbitrator to ſettle the diſputes be- 
tween ihe prior and convent, and the city.

— was clected their recorder, and burgeſs in patlia- 
ment for the city. In 1498 he was executor to 
Goldwell; on February 18, in the 14th of 
Henry VII. 130g, was dubbed one of the knights 
of the frord, at the creation of Henry prince of 
Wales, and was then in the higheſt efteem. le 
was cenainly a man of great bounty and generoſity, 
as his public works teſtify. His elegant pariſh 
church ol the Holy Trinity, at Loddon, which he 
built in 19495, is one teſtimony; in the eaſt chancel 
window®* of which he fixed his own and wife's el 
heres, on their knees, in praying poſtures, with thei 
arms on their ſurcoats, viz. Hobart. with a creſcent, 
for diltingion of his being a ſecond brother, and 
Naunton, ſhe being daughter of Peter Naunton, 
He holds up the church, and fhe St. Olave's, 
or St. Tooley's bridge, which they alſo built over 
the river Waveney, which divides Norfolk and Suf- 
folk, and made the commodious cauſeway by it, 
and under them was this in{ctiption : Orate pro

Anne, 
daughter to John Ratcliff, lord Fitz-walter, and ſiſter 
to Robert Raicliff, earl of Suſſex, and lord Fiz- 
walter, from whom the Hobarts, of Morley, are de- 


ſcended. 


Miles Hobart, eſq. of Plumſtead, ſecond ſon to 
ſir James, ſeujed at Plumſtead, and by his wife, Au- 
drey, daughter and co-heireſs of William Hare, of 
Beeſton, elq. had two lons; 1ſt. Miles, who was 
knighted, and ſettled at Plumſtead. 2d. Henry, who

In 1590, on 
the 20d of April, he was married at Blickling to 
Dorothy, daughter of fir Robert Bell, of Beaupre- 
hall, m U pull, Ent. lord chief baron of the ex- 
chequer, by whom he had fixteen children.

ble houſe, called Blickliog-hall, immediately after 
his father's dcath, for it was finiſhed, and the chapel 
in it conſecrated in 1628. Over the entrance are 
the arms and quarterings of Hobart, between two 
ſhields; on the firſt, Hobart impales Bell, being the 
arms of his father and mother; on the ſecond, Hobart 
impales Sidney, being the arms of himlelt and wife. 
Ihe building is a curious brick fabrick, four-{quare, 
with a turret at each corner; there are two counts, 
and with the fine library, elegant wilderneſs, good 
lake, gardens, and park, is a plcalant, beautiful 
{cat, worthy the obtervation of ſuch as make the 
Norfolk tour. —A view of it is given with this Hiſlory.

Upon failure of the line of his couſin, fir Thomas 
Hobart, he became poſſeſſed of the eſtate at Plum- 
ſtead, which. with his own eſtate, by entail deſcended 
to his nephew, John Hobart, eſq. ſon and heir of 
his next brother, fir Miles Hobart, who was born at 
Plumſtead, April 12, 1595, was knighted at Saliſbury 
by James I. Auguſt 8, 1623, and being a member in 
that parliament, which met March 17, 1627, he was 
remarkably diligent in oppoſing the deſigns of the 
court, and was one of thoſe members, who, " foreſeeing 
the diſſolution of it, on March 2, 1628, forcibly held 
the ſpeaker in the chair, whilſt they pabliſhed a pro- 
teſtation in the houſe, declaring, 1. Whoever {hall 
bring in innovation of religion, or by favor or coun- 
tenance ſcek to extend or introduce Popery, or Armini- 
aniſm, or other opinion diſagreeing from the truth and 
orthodox church, ſhall be reputed a capital enemy to 
this kingdom and common-wealth. 2. W hoc ver 
{ſhall counſel or adviſe the taking and levying of the 
ſubſidics of tonnage and poundage, not granted by 
parliament, or ſhall be an actor oc inſtrument there- 
in, ſhall be Iikewiſe reputed an innovator in the go- 
vernment, and capital enemy to the kingdom and 
common-wealth. 3. If any merchant, or perſon 
whatſoever, ſhall voluntarily yield or pay the ſaid 
ſubſidies of tonnage and poundage, not being granted 
by parliament, he ſhall likewiſe be reputed a be- 
wayer of the LipeRTIEs of England, and an enemy 
to the ſame, On this the parliament was immedi- 


ately diſſolved, and fir Miles impriſoned, for locking 
the 
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the door of the houſe during the publiſhing of the 
aforcland proteſtation. but was diſchaiged in 1631, on 
ging f{ccuriry for his good behaviour; whether he 
was wpnloved again we know not, but it ſhould 
{rem he fuftcred other hardſhips, for though he died 
betete the civil wars broke out, his ſulferings were 
eſteemed fo meritorious by the Jong parliament, that 
in 1645 hey vored zoool. ſhould be given to his

eldeit fon, Henry, He married Mary, daughter of 
Jobn Hampden. eſq. of Hampden, in Buckingham- 
thire, and widow of colonel Hamond; the "other 
three fons were, John, late brigadier-general in the 
army of George II. and captain and governor of Pen- 
denns<altic, m Corawall, who died at his houlc in

with an inſcription, 1742. As alſo James, who is 
buried under a black marble in the chancel, the 23d 
of October, 1670, aged 9g years. 


Sir John and his lady are both interred in the 
vault of his own fitting up. He was ſucceeded by 
his fon, fir Henry Hobart, in 1682, who was elected 
a burgeſs for King's-Lynn, in the parliament that 
met at Oxford in 1681, and fat with his father, who 
ſerved there as knight of the ſhire for Norfolk ; he was 
a very great ſriend to, and promoter of the revolution, 
and in the convention parliament (being then knight 
of the ſhire for Norfolk) he declared for the vacancy 
of the throne. . Afterwards he was gentleman of the 
horſe to William III. and attended on him at the 
battle of the Boyne, in Ireland. In 1693 he was 
again elected to ſerve in parliament for the county, 
and always behaved like a man of honor in that 
truſt; but being diſappointed of his election in 1698. 
and reſenting ſome words faid to be ſpoken by Olt- 
ver le Neve, eſq. (which le Neve denied under his 
hand) a challenge was given, and a duel enſued, in 
which fir Henry paſſed his ſword through Neve's 
arm, and Neve ran his into fir Henry's belly, of 
which wound he died the next day, being Sunday, 
Augult 21, 1698, and was interred in the vault here; 
he married the eldeſt daughter and coheirels of Jo- 
leph Maynard, elq. ſon and heir of fir John Maynard, 
knt. one of the commiſſioners of the great ſeal in the 
reign of king William. She died his widow, Auguſt 
22, 1701, and is inthe vault with him; they had 
three daughters; 1. Henrietta, married to Charles 
Howard, late earl of Suffolk, afterwards re-married 
to the honorable George Berkley, eſq. 2. Catherine, 
who married major-general George Churchill, coto- 

nel 
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nel of a regiment of dragoons, groom of the bed- 
chamber to his majeſty, governor of Plymouth, and 
member in parliament for Caſtle-Rifing ; g. Dorothy, 
who died fingle; and one fon, John, the firſt earl of 
Panckinchamſhire, who was educated at Clare-hall, 
in Cambridge, and at his return from his travels 
was elected member for St. Ives, in Cornwall, in the 
6: parliament of George I. and in 1722 for the 
fame borongh, as alſo for that of Beer-Alſton, in 
Devonſhire; in that reign he was conſtituted one of 
the commiſſioners for trade and the plantations ; and 
on the 25th of Mav, 15325, was eledted one of the 
knights companions of the moſt honorable order of 
the bath; on the acceſſion of his late majeſty, he 
was made mikacet the chamber, and choſen a 
knight of the ſhire for Norlolk, and burgeſs for 
Reer-Altton 3 and May e$, 1728. was advanced to 
the digmry of a baron of this realm, by the title of 
lord Hobart, baron Hobart, of Blickling, in the 
county of Norfolk; and in 1730 was conſtituted aſ- 
lavamaſter. or ter of the tin, belonging to the 
prince of Wales. by his royal highueſs; and on Jan. 
$1. 1799, was ſworn lord licutenant of the county of 
Norfolk. On his lordſhip's reigning his poſt of 
tic aſuret of the chamber, his majeſty was pleaſed to

His lordſhip's firſt wife was Judith, daughter and 


coheireſs to Robert Britiff, eſq. recorder of Norwich; 
they were married Nov. 8, 1717, at Thorpe-Market ; 
ſhe died February 7, 1727, and was depoſited in 
the family vault; they had iſſue three ſons, viz. 1. 
Henry, born July 20, 171$, but died an infant; 2. 
John lord Hobart, late of Chriſt's college, in Cam- 
bridge, and member in parliament for the city of 
Norwich, now earl of Buckinghamſhire; 3. Robert, 
who died May 22, 1733, in the 8th year of his age, 
and is in the vault here; and alſo five” daughters, 
who all died young, except lady Dorothy, who is 
now living. She married, October 21, 1752, fir 
Charles Hotham, who has ſince taken the name of 
Thomplon. 


His lordſhip afterwards married, Feb. 10, 1728, & 
ſecond lady, Elizabeth, fiſter to Robert Briſtow, eſq. 
ſome time member in Parliament for the town of 
Winchelſea, by whom he hath two ſons; 1ſt. the 
honorable George Hobart, married in May, 1757, to 
Albina, daughter of lord Vere Bertie, fon of Robert 
the firſt duke of Ancaſter, by whom he has ſeveral 
ſons and daughters; avd the honorable Henry Ho- 
bart, who married Miſs Briſtow, by whom he has 
one ſon and — daughters; her ladyſhip deceaſed after 
the carl, in September, 1762, and his lordſhip dying 
September 22, 1756, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt 
ſon, John, the preſent carl of Buckinghamſhire, who 
in 17— went ambaſſador to Ruſſia, and in Nov. 
1776, was appointed lord lieutenant of Ireland; he 
married 
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married Marv-Ann, daughter and coheircſs of fir 
Thomas Drurv. bart. be whom he has iſſue, 1. lady 


Hennena; 2. lady Carolina; 3. lady Sophia; 4. 


ladv Julia. This lady dving, his lordſhip marricd, 
ſecondlv. September 24. 1770, Miſs Conolly, daugh- 
ter of lady Ann Conolly ; by her he has bad iſſue, 1. 
ladv Amelia; 2. lord Hobart, born March, 1767. 
died December 20, 1775; 3 lord Hobart, born Fe- 
bruary 11, 1775, and died February 15, 1776. 


The preſent earl of Buckinghamſhire returned from 
his vice-rovalty in December, 1780, having fulfilled 
the duties of that verv important ſtation with honor 
to himlclf, and ſatisfaction to the people of Ireland: 
He is ſucceeded in that office by the earl of Carliſle. 


The park of Blickling is one of the largeſt in Nor- 
folk, and we may almoſt ſay the moſt beautiſul 
a large lake of water, nearly a mile in tength, and four 
or five hundred yards in breadth, winds through the 
lawn in ſuch a manner as to deceive the eye, to 
which it has the appearance of a river from every 

int.of view. On the north fide of this water a 

ill riſes very boldly, covercd with large beaches from 
its formmit, {on which a temple is built) to the water's 
edge. whotc waves wafh the branches of thefe vene- 
rable trees. On the oppolite fide the lawn extends 
near a mile, gradually riſing, and frequently broken 
by large groves of == þ or beach, till at the higheſt 


point a molt extenſive proſpeR preſents itfelt from a 


large banqucuingaoom, to which is added a lofty 
rower in che Gothic ſtile, From this you deſcend 
the vailey immediately oppolue, and aſier paſſing a 
great deal of uneven, romantic ground, thickly co- 
vered with wood, you again return to the lake, which 
is beautifully conttaſled by the dark beach grove 
fceming to nſec from it. 


Beſides 
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| Befides the park already deſcribed, there is a very 
extenſive pleaſure- ground to the eaſt of the houſe : 
this is decorated with temples, ſeats, vaſes, buſts, 
ſtatues, &c. and viſto's cut through the grove, which 
is every where in this part preſerved in the old ſtile 
of gardening, wich cut hedges, &c. 


The houſe is ornamented wich a ſquare turret at 
each corner, and one more lofty in the centre of the 
ſouth front: the firſt entrance (which is acroſs a 
moat, through a gate-houſe and ſmall inner court) 
is very ſtriking from its apparent antiquity, and does 
not at all correſpond with the date of the houſe, which 
appears to have been built in 1628. The principal

In the chancel of Blickling church is a black mar- 
ble.—To the right honorable lady Katherine, (late wife to 
Miham Courtene, eſg.) the ſeventh daughter to the right 
honorable Fokn (late) earl of Bridgewater ; ſhe died at 
Nororck, March 25, 4. D. 1652. 


The life of this lady, and her funeral ſermon. from 


Pſalm 17, 15, preached at Blickling, at her funeral, 
March 27, 1652, was publiſhed by Dr. Collings, 
with that of her ſiſter, the lady Frances Hobart, aud 
dedicated to \Villiam Countne, efq. her nephew. 


A black marble at the altar, For Miles Hobart. eſg. 
ſecond Jon of Miles Hobart, of Intwood, in this county, 
eg. by Elzabeth, the daughter of Edmund Mondeſord ;

The ancient family of the Blicklings took their 
name from this village. Alan de Bekeling had a 
good eltate here before 1257. This name, fays 
Blomcheld, ſeems to ſigniſy the Low-meadows at the 
Beck. 


The reQors of Blickling were collated by the bi- 
ſhops of Norwich from 1303 to 1533, after which 
the patronage went with the lord of the manor,

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In 15:4 fir John Hobart, bart. gave the rectory to 
John Graile, A. XI. This learned and pious paſtor 
publiſhed many things during his life, as three ſer- 
mens at Norwich — a fourth at Blickling, 
Lond. 1685. oct. &c.—An inſcription is for him in 
the chancel ; obj? Nov. IS. 1732, aged 82.—4 ſer- 
mon, ** \igorous Longevicy,” he ordered to be given 
to his bearers, the clergy, his brethren, + Wilhing 
* them not only to attain that bleſſing, but much 

* better improve it than he had done, * which, though 
3 dictated. few will be able to do, for he was 
a very charitable, good man; in each of them were 
theſe wo lines of his own hand writing :

The church is dedicated to St. Andrew; it was 
firſt valucd at five marks, aſtetwards at 16; it ſtauds 
now in the King's books Bickling, or Blickling, as a 
rectory, valued at 10). 18s. 4d. aud pays 1]. 15. 44. 
vearly tenths, and is therefore mcapable of augmen- 
ration. 


In 1612 the dean and chapter of Norwich had a 
penhon of 188. 4d. being a compoſition for the third 
pan of the tiches of the biſhops demeſnes, which 
was given by John of Oxford to the Norwich monks, 
and by them fenled on their hoſpital of Norman- 


Spital. and was confirmed by divers biſhops and 
kings. 


John de Gray, biſhop of Norwich. paſſed a licence 
to appropriate this church to the monks of Norwich ; 
and in 1265 Simon, then biſhop, actually confirmed 
it to the ule of the celarer, and it was to be ſerved 
by a ſtipendiary chaplain only; but the whole being 


not 
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not eſfectually paſſed before he voided the ſee, and 


no conſirmation from the king, or pope, his ſucceſſor 
ſet all aide, and ſo it remains a rectory to this day. 


In 1767 the Rev. Robert Thomlinſon was pre- 
ſeated to this rectory by the earl of Buckingham- 
ſhire, þ. J. 


The town is in the liberty of the Duchy of Lan- 
caſter, and is valued at 5251. to the land-tax, and 
pays 10s. 2d. to every gool. levy of the county rate, 


and uſed to pay 4]. 10s. to every tenth, when the 
the taxes were levied that way. 


BOOTON, or Boro, called alſo Boruxe, Ton- 
TUNE, and BowTON, was in two parts, or manors, 
at the Conqueror's ſurvey, the one called afterwards 
Boton-hall!, and the other Middleton's, in Booton 
and \Witchinghain, but the leet always attended the 
hundred, and queen Elizabeth's fleward held it. 


Gueric, a Dane, and Oſbert, a Saxon, held Boo- 
ton in the Conleflor's time, and Teheli had it of the 
Conqueror's gift as a whole manor, including that 
locman, and his ſervices, which belonged to Harold 
at the Hiſt ſurvey. 


The manor called Tortune, afterwards Middle- 
ton's, Herlewin had in the Conſeſſor's time, and 
was of the fame value with Booton manor; to this 
the Conqueror, when he gave it to Rainald Fitz-Ivo, 
added two ſocmen, which belonged formerly to Ha- 
rold, and were valued with Cawſton manor, 


William de Scohies, or Scot, had a ſocman here, 
and the church had nine acres of glebe, then va- 
lued at 6d. per ann. only, and a third part of its 
G 4 advowſon 
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a ln ſon belonged to theſe three ſeveral parts of the 
village. the whole of which was then half a mile 
ng, and as much broad, and paid 5d. gelt. 


The manor of Bonton, and advowſon, came to 
the Pecches, and Wilkam Pecche granted it to 
Roger de Cyncto, or Gyney®. 


Soon aker 1203+ Richard de Skeyton held Mid- 
dleton s and Scotts, and Agnes de Baldeſwell, and 
William de Thorp, the other manor here, at half a 
fee, of the manor of Panworth-hall, in Afhill, and 
that of the earl of Glouceſter, 


In 1233 Simon Pecche, of Brandeſlon, had frce- 
warren in his manor here; the whole advowſon be- 
longing to it. in 1239 William Pecche, his fon, 
agreed with John de 'Ihornton, lord of the manor 
of Middleton, that they ſhould preſent by turus. 


In 1263 John, fon of Alexander de Vallibus, or 
Vaux, of Aflagton and Kelwick, had a charter for 
free-warren to his manor here. 


In 1285 Roger, ſon of William de Gyney, re- 
leaſed all his night here to Richard de Skeyton, in 
whom both manors were velted; and in 1314 Pe- 
tromella, or Parncl de Narford, held Booton of the 


honor of Clare. 


Maud de Narford, who had this manor, was con-

His fon, 
John Horſeman, conveyed it to hr Chriſtopher Hey- 
don, knt. of Baconſthorpe, who in 1573 ſold it to 
Chriſtopher Layer, alderman of Norwich. 


The family of the Leirs, or Layers, are deſcend- 
en from George Layer, of Bury, in Suffolk, who 
lived in 1429; he increaſed his own eſtate by mar- 
rying Margaret, ſole heireſs of Peter Buteſaunt, eſq. 


Chriſtopher Layer*, eſq. who purchaſed Booton, 
was a merchant of Norwich in 1561, ſheriff of that 
city in 1596, mayor in 1381, and in 1589, and 
burgeſs in parliament for the city in 1384, and 1596.

* This Chriſtopher had a brother, Thomas Layer, merchant 
of Norwich in 1561, ſheriff in 1567, thrice mayor in 1576, 
1585, and 1995, member in parliament for the city in 1585. 
and 1606 ; he died in 1614, aged 78, having been 47 years an 
alderman; his picture remains in the Guild-hall, at Norwich, 
He gave a ſtock of 51. to St. Saviour's pariſh ; and his widow, 
Mrs. Anne Layer, gave 5ol. to be lent to young tradeſmen in 
the city, 
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He was buried in the church of St. John Madder- 
marke in 100, and died f{cifed of Booton, &c.

There is no parſonage-houſe, but ſeveral glebes, 
intermixed with other lands. 


The tower of the church is ſquare, and hach four 
bells in it; the chancel is tiled, and the nave, and 


north porch, are leaded. Ihe town is in the liberty 
of the Duchy of Lancaſter, 


The family of Hewke were owners here man 
hundred years. Their eflate belonged to Robert 
Monſey Clerk in 1507, father of Dr. Mc. Monſcy. 
Phyſician to Chelſea college. 


Several of the family of Layer lic buried in this 
church. 


Here lieth the body of Edward Fellowes, gent. who 
was born a! Inglefieid, in Berkſhire, and died iar cn 
13, 1717, aged bo years, being uncle to Elizabeth, the 
wife of Join Maltlieus, of lis par ijht. 


In the nave, —Here lieth the body of Maſter Eduard 
Fentone, preacher of the word in Booton xxxxvj jeares, 
buried in the yeare of our Lord 1610. 


In a north window next the pulpit, a woman and 


man on their knees at prayers; and on a ſouth 
window, a man kneeling, from his mouth a label.

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In the ſecond fouth window is fir William de Ker- 
defton, and his lady, with the arms of Kerdeſton; a 
label from het mouth, and another from his; there are 
fevers! othet broken efhgies and inſcriptions in the 
wwmdows, avd in the lower ſouth window is the hif- 
wry of our Saviour entering Jeruſalem, riding on an 
ats. and this, —Os n fl: David. 


The windows were very fine formerIv, and had 
the following arms in them. but moſt of them are 
now don: --- mex, impaling Kerdetton; War- 
ren. quanering Eynev. ſungle; Calthorpe, 
with a cteſcent; Wuchingham; Shelton; Herne, or 
Hcron. 


In the houſe late Mr. Horſeman's. or the manor- 
houſe, in the windows, Horſeman ; Calthorpe; 
Whitby. impaling Bacon; Gerbridge ; Boleyn, im- 
palmg Batter. 


This family of Herward had a good eſtate here; 
Elizabeth, a fole daughter and heireſs, married 
Thomas, fecond fon of Hamond Claxton, of Great 
Lrvermere, in Suffolk, and fo brought their Booton 
eſtate to the Claxtons, in which family it continued 
ul jarely, 


Berward's arms are againſt the north wall of dhe 
church, where many of them were iuterred.

BRAMPTON, 
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BRAMPTON, or BraxTvuxa, is, without doubt, a 
town of Roman original, and takes its name from the 
bodies that were ſo frequently burned * at the burial- 
place here, according to the cuſtom of that people, and 
though there are ſome that would make itt a Roman 
garriſon, and place of great ſtrength in thoſe days, as 
there are no remains of buildings, camp, or any thing 
of that kind, we are quite of another opinion ; ſor it 
was not the cuſtom of that people to have their burial - 
places in ſtations and camps; though near them it 
was uſual to have a fixed habitation, or town, for 
convenience of the reception of thoſe that attended 


the funeral rites of their friends thither; and ac- 


cordingly the town of Burgh aforeſaid is parted 
from this only by the river Bure, by which, in all 
appearance, many of the dead depoſited here were 
brought up. That there was ſome ſort of defence 

rovided there to guard its inhabitants, the name 
itſelf teſtifies ; but there being no remains appear- 
ing, it is plain it was not conſiderable. 


Sir Thomas Browne, in 1667, publiſhed an account 
of ſome uns found in the large arable held lying 
between Buxton and Brampton ; but in Brampton 
pariſh, and very near to Oxnead park, where ſeve- 
ral were lately found, and indeed the numbers that 
have been dug up, plainly ſhew that it was a noted 
burial-place: Dr. Browne ſays, that none were found 
above three quarters of a yard in the ground, but 
we could not find one a foot deep, all being ſo fleetly 
covered with earth, that they are all injured and 
cracked by the plough going over them. The doc- 
tor's obſervation from the urns, that this country 


hath not been all wood-land, as hath been generally 
thought,

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thought, is very right; but that the earth hath litele 
vaned us fuiloce, by being conſtanily ploughed. 
dork not appear fo to us; for we cannot imagine 
but mn ha n fank in its ſurſace at leaſt a foot ſince 
thee urns ware depolied there, for in all places 
where we have found them, as at Redgrave, Fers- 
eld. Elmbham, &c. there are none exceed three 
len, and few above two in depth. Theſe urns are 
of diterent hes, and various carths, inclining to 
blue, tome white, and ethers grey; ſome will hold 
near three ga lons. others of a middle, and others 
of a fmeller be; the large ones we ſuppoſe to be 
Saraly wres, fit to receive the aſhes ſucceſſively of 
their relations, and thoſe but rarely found; ſome 
with their mouths upwards. covered with a flat ſtone, 
or fort of ule, which might have more to put into 
them ; others with their mouths downwards, in token 
they were to receive no more. Neither is this po- 
ton at ail moonvement, for the earth being cloſely 
preficd, and elpecially in pots of this ſhape, with 
large bethes and mall mouths, as the urns generally 
are, they are in a poſture more likely to continue 
han the other. as being leſs ſubject to have the 
catch fail in, or the rain to ſoak into them. We 
could nd none with an infcripuon, though the 
Decor faw ſome with-the word NVON upon them, 
and CRAC\Y NA, F. on another earthen veſſel, im- 
porung the pottets name, in all likclibood. He 
had a tilver denarius, with the head of Diva Fau- 
ma on the obverſe fide, and the figures of the em- 
peror and emprets joining their hands on the reverſe. 
with this micription, Concordia; as alſo coins of 
Foſthumus ana TI erncus, wo of the thirty tyrants 
m the reign of Galizenas, trom which we may "infer, 
ther 1 ate longer in this country than is 
commonly thouglu. Good authors think that this 
cuttom ended with the reigns of the Amtonini, the * 
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of whom was Antoninus Heliogabalus; yet theſe 
coins are above fourſcore years lower, and as Tetri- 
cus's head hath a radiated crown, we cannot think 
it made before his conſecration, which was in the 
reign of the emperor Tacitus, and was not com- 
monly circulated abroad before Probus's time, who 
reigned five years, and ſucceeded Florianus, brother 
to Tacitus, who reigned but fix months and an half, 
and Florianus but two months. It is to be ob- 
ſerved, that there are ſo very few coins found here, 
that what there are, may be ſuppoſed to have come 
out of the urns that have been broken by accident, 
or by diggiug up; and it is to be remarked, that 
coins are always rare in burial-places, otherwiſe than 
in the urns, though they are ſo very common in all 
their camps. We ſaw a fair piece of pure gold 
found here, in the hands of Mr. Munnings, grocer, 
in Norwich, with this on the obverlc, -

Some perſons digging at a little diſtance from 
where they found the urns, at about three quarters 
of a yard deep, happened upon the following work, 
worthy our remark : It was ſquare, about two 
yards and a quarter on each fide, the wall, or out- 
ward part, a foot thick, red, and looked like brick, 
but was ſolid, and without moriar, or cement, be- 
ing of one whole piece, fo that it ſeemed to be made, 
and burnt, in the place it ſtood in; in this were 
' thirty-two holes of about two inches and a half di- 
ameter, and two above a quarter of a circle in the 
caſt and weſt fades; upon two of the holes on = 
e 
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eaſt hade were placed two pots, with their mouths 
downward; bv thele holes the work appeared hol- 
tow below. end in that was contained about a barrel 
of water. foaked in from the carth. The upper part 
being broke, and opened, they found a floor about 
ro Fea below, and then digging onward; three 
floors faccetively under one another, at a foot and 
a half diſtance, the Nones being of a ſlaty. and not 
bncky fabllance. In the partitions, ſome pots were 
found. bu: broken by the workmens hard blows in 


breaking the ones; and in the laſt partition but. 


one. « large pot, with a very narrow mouth and 
hon cars. of the capacity of 1 — pints; it laid 
m an mchning poſtare cloſe by, and ſomewhat un- 
der a kind ot arch in the folid wall, and by the 
care of Mr. Wihiam Marſham. who employed the 
workmen, was taken up whole, almoſt full of water, 
clean, and without fmell, which being poured out, 
there fill remained in the pot a great lump of an 
heavy, orally tubſtance: The Doctot leaves us to 
comecture what this work was which we ſhould 
think to be a family fepulchre, and that the urn be- 
low comained the aſhes of ſome eminent perſon, 
brought mio that lump by the water in it, ſeems 

v plam, and the uns fixed into che holes were 
childrens afhes, thar potion ſhewing no more was 
to be put into them; the ſpaces between were leſt 
high enough to be filled wich the family urns, (which 
ware all broken by the workmen) and might be put 
in by opening the bdes, and the holes might be, 
aher the whole was filled but the upper part, to let 
m the aſhes of the reſt of the relations. 


This borial-place partly extends into Oxnead | 


park, and part of it into Buxton pariſh, in which 
many urns have been found. Sir Robert Paſton 


Agen m his park, met with many pieces of urus, 
c. 
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Cc. and a coin of the emperor Voluſianus, with this, 


«* Imperatort Caſari Caio Vito Voluſrano Auguſto,” the 
emperor's head having a radiated crown, fo that it 
was coined aſter his death, and conſecration; on the 
reverſe is a human figure, with his arms extended, 


at his right foot an altar, with the inſcription 


PIETAS. This emperor was ſon to Caius Vibius 
Trebonianus Gallus, with whom he jointly reigned, 
after the Decij. about the year 254; he and his 
lacher were ſlain by the emperor Emilianus. 


This town belonged to earl Harold, and was ſeized 
with the crown by the Conqueror, and given to 
William de Warren, Drogo, or Drue, claimed it, 
as being part of the lands forfeited by Ainfrid; but 
as Warren proved he had it before either of them, 
it was confirmed to him; it was then fix furlongs 
long, and five broad, and paid zd. ob. to the gelt; and 
there was a part belonging to Marſham manor, The 
foc, lect, or ſuperior juriſdiction, belonged to Caw- 
iton, and paſled with it, and came to the Duchy, 
and was granted to the Hobarts, with Skeyton. 


It came to the Fitz-Walter's anceſtors, and was 
held always at one fee of them by the family who 


took their ſirname from the town, and held it for 


many ages, there being few examples of the conti- 
nuance of an eſtate ſo long in one family, even 
from William Ruſus's time to 166g; for in 1069 
Botyld had it, whoſe fon, Aylward, ſirnamed him- 
{elt de Brampton. 


Peter Brampton was lord and patron, and fold 


the advowſon about 1312 to Robert Marriot, of this 
town, which was re-purchaſed to the manor again be- 
fore 1386, by Andrew de Brampton, eſq. His grand- 
lon, Robert Brampton, eſq. repaired the chuch, and 

H glazed 
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glazed the chancel, and put up the impalements of 
that fam many of which remain. He and his 
wile are bath imerred in the chancel ; their arms are 
loſt. Ther cfhyes, looking out of their winding- 
ſheers, teme in hxcd to the north chancel wall; our 
Sa out and the Virgin ate over them, and two labels 
berween them, 1408. 


Emma, their danghter, married William Reymes, 
elq. and is buned in the chancel, with the arms of 
Rey mes, impahng Brampton. There are ſour ſons, 
and twelve daughters, on their ſtone. 


Thomas Brampton, eſq eldeſt fon to Robert, was 
lord hace; and in 1489 bought of the prior of 
Monte in Heverland, the heath and land called 
Haftock's. and added them to the manor. He died 
ahbe 1449. but the memorial of his interment being 
gone, we cannot fix the ume certainly, though he 
was dead beloze 1503. 


Elizabeth Brampton, his ſiſter, married Robert 
Breton, elq. who is buried in the chancel, with an 
in{ciipuon, Nov. 9, 1479, and arms. 


John Brampton, eſq. his eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded 
him. who buik Brampton-hall, and fixed the matclics 
of the family in che windows, and other ſhields of 
fach lamiſies as they had been related to, or held 
foes of He married two wives, and had nine chil- 
dren ; for on his monument there are the effigies of 
four 2s lch. thoſe of the five bovs being loſt, as 
are the arms of Brampton, impaling Brome ; though 
Brampcon, impaling Jermy, ſtill remains, and an in- 
{cnpuon, Nov. 4, 1333.

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Robert Brampton, eſq. his eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded, 
and was buried in the chancel in 1547: His and 
his wife's arms remain in the hall, where Brampton 
impales Cobb. Edmund Brampton, eſq. their eldeſt 
ſon, died lord in May, 1558, and was ſucceeded by 
his nephew, Edward, who was lord here, and of ma- 
nors in other towns. The arms and effigies of his 
wife and children, on braſs plates, are fixed on their 
lone; and Brampton impaling Daubeney, 1622. 


Two ſons and two daughters lived to inherit the 
eſlate, of which Charles Brampton, the eldeſt, was 
marned in 1625, but died without iſſue, and was 
buried under a ſtone, thus inſcribed :—Hic Jacet cor- 


pus Carolt Brampton, armigeri, qui obijt quarto die Zuni, 
A. D. 1631. 


Edward Brampton, his brother, was his ſole heir, 
who died alſo without iſſue, and all his brothers dy- 
ing iſſueleſs, the whole eflate deſcended to his two 
lurviving fiſters; Philippa, married to Thomas 
Whall, of Catton, in Norfolk, gent. and Alice, to 
Mr, Brav, who fold the whole to Guybon Goddard, 
elq. {crjcant at law, and recorder of Lynn, who came 
and ſeitled here, 


In 166g Alice Bray, widow, and Auguſtine Whall, 
fon and heir of Philippa, ſigned a deed, dated July 
17, reciting, that Whereas the worſhipful and 
ancient name and family of Brampton, of Bramp- 
'* ton-hall, is lately expired, and extinct, by the 
death of Edward Brampton, the younger, without 
'* iſſue; whereby the remaining eſtate, and all the 
rights and intcreſts of that family, did deſcend and 
come by right of inheritance to the ſaid Alice 
Bray, and Auguſtine Whall; and whereas during 
the time of the late perſecution and troubles, 
H 2 they

they wrre iu ſorced at firſt to intruſt, and aſter ab- 
ſolutely to fell and convey (about 1650) unto their 
very wonhy friend, Guybon Goddard, efq. the 
manor of Brampton, and the ſcite of the ſaid 
manor. and ſeveral lands to the ſame belonging, 
being the ancient mheritance of the ſaid Bram p- 
tons ever ſince king William Rufus's time; in 
which tranſactions thev found all ingenuity, fide- 
lirv, and integrity, in the ſaid Mr. Goddard, hav- 
ing been ſince that time ſeverally obliged by his 
kind and worthy reſpe&s, for which conſidera- 
tons. being willing, as well as to leave fome lall- 
ing reſpetts of mutual good will to the ſaid Mr. 
Goddard. as allo deſirous that the arms and creſt 
of the Bramprons, which are like otherwiſe to be 
totally loſt, may be united to the ancient eſtate 
and ſcat of that family, and both to be transferred 
and ſetiled together in the perſon and family of 


* their worthy friend, Mr. Goddard, whereby ſome 
* memory of that ancient family of the Bramptons 


may be continued and preſerved in that place, 


* they did give and grant unto the ſaid Guybon God- 


dard, and his heirs, (ſo long as he or they ſhall 
continue lords and owners of the faid manor ot 
Brampton) all their full and whole eſtate, right 
and intereſt in the having, bearing, or uſing, of 
the faid coat and creſt. belonging to the faid ſa- 
mily of Brampton, giving and graniing as much 
as in us lieth unto the ſaid Guybon Goddard, and 
his heirs, as aforeſaid, full power and authority 
to bear and ufe the ſaid coat a1d creſt, in what 
fort, or manner, either by quantering the ſame 
with his own, or otherwiſe, as he ſhall think moſt 
decent and meet; and we do further requeſt and 
debre, all heralds, kings, and other ofhcers of 
* arms, that they do ratify, confirm, and approve, 


<< hen, whereby it may land and ** 
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© moſt effectual, according to the tenor, true intent, 
« and purpoſe thereof.” 


And ſoon after the ſerjeant repaired the ſouth cha- 
pel, or burial-place, of the Bramptons, called the 
Hall-chapel, it being repaired by the lord of the 
manor, andplaced his own arms of Goddard, quar- 
tered with Brampton. Malmains and Brome; with 
the creſt of Brampton and Goddard, and Goddard 
with his quarterings of Malmains, &c. impaling 


Green. 


He alſo repaired all the arms and matches of the 
Bramptons in the hall windows, and church win- 
dows, many of which ſtill remain, as, Brampton, 
impaling Baſingham, Colby, Walcote, Wolterton, 
Cock, Aylmer, Jermy, Broome, Cobb. Berney, Dau- 
beney, &c. Reymes, Breton, Garniſh, Wuching- 
ham, Wotton, ' Holditch, Waldegrave, Sherborne, 
Allen, &c. impaling Brampton, which ſhews that all 
theſe families married to the Bramptons. 


Broome impales Charles, Shelton, Mautby, Cal- 
thorpe, Winter, and Appleton. Jermy impales 
Hopton and Mounteney, and Reppes impales Jermy; 
Willoughby impales Walcote, and ſo does Felbrigg, 
as Carvel doth Cobb. The arms of Styward and 
Godlalve are ſingle. —Here are the arms of Howard, 
Brotherton, Warren, Mowbray, Segrave, Morley, 
Scales, Kerdeſton, Gerbridge, Harling, &c. of which 
we ſuppole the Bramptons held lands and ſees. 


The Goddards are ſprung from Godardus, who in 
1241 had licence with Robert de Norlolcia to receive 


lands held of the crown, 
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Ta 1200 Monhfeur John Goddard, then forty vears 
of ave, had been in che baile of Spaine, when he 
accompamed the duke of Lancaſter thither, and in 
company with the duke de Duras. and at Vemice,

From him deſcended William Godard, or Godercy, 
ef Mbddlewn, who told Terringtonchall manor to 
Jord Scales; hc vas made ferjeant in 1423, king's 
ſerjeart in 14 and quſtice of the Kings Bench, 
Joy S. 148% from him defcended Thomas God- 
Gord, of Sanhowe, cg. and he bad I homas Cod- 
dard. of Sanhowe, gem. who left Guvbon Goddaid, 
eq. who bang brought vp to the law, became cmi— 
nent in his proteſion.;z he was a great anuquary, 
and labonous collector of the anuquines of this 
county, t whotec coltection we are much indebted 
tor mam things related wm tis work, and in parti— 
cular tor kis ol fervations and extracts out of Doomi- 
Gavbook, an exact copy of the whole of winch, te— 
lating to Norto:k, was wanfenbed be Mr. John Brad-

He was called to be ſœjcant at law in 106g, was 
choſen recorder of I van Regis, and when he pur- 
chated this manor. Ick Filacham, where he had lived, 
and texted hae; he marned Mary, daughter of John 
Green, ter cant at law. of Bois hall, in Eflex, near 
Sooke parith, who died in 16752, and was buried at 
Nonklftee, u Rent. He was buried in the Bramp- 


tons 
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tons burial place here, and though there is no me- 
morial for him, a plate was lately dug up. which 
came off his coffin. —Guybonus Goddard, ſerviens ad 
legem, et per vetuſta familia Goddardorum, in com.

He left Thomas Goddard his ſon and heir, who 
mortgaged the eſtate to William Crompton, eſq of 
Kent, who dving without iſſue, his nephew, Bruik- 
hurſt, became poſſeſſed about 1701, and the lordſhip 
and patronage belonged afterwards to Charles Town- 
ley, eſq. of Clapham, in Surrey; fold by him to 
Wight in 1755, and by him to — 
Marſham, in 1756, Robert Marſham, eſq. of Stratton 
Strawleſs, being now lord and patron.

In 1620 John Greenwood, D. D. rector here, was 
ejeced, and nearly ruined, for his loyaltv; his family 
wear torced to {uc for the public charity of the cot po- 
porauon of r en widows; in his abſence Na- 
thamcl Gill. rector of Burgh. ſerved this living, as we 
ha bv emenics in the regiſter ; he was buried here 
October 9, 1063. 


In 1534 the Rev. Philip Candler was preſented to 
ts rectory by Robert Martham, eſq. of Stratton 
Strawlels.

tenants of the manor were free from toll, ſtallage, 
chemivage, pontage, paunage, murage, and paſlage, 
throughout all England; and the charter, or exem- 
plification, of their liberties, was renewed May 17, 
1605, and again in 1623. 
/ 


Roger Bigot was lord of another part, or manor, 
here, which was three furlongs long, and two broad, 
and paid ad. gelt. We take this to be the manor, 
called aſterwards Gorge's, of which John biſhop of 
Norwich died ſeiſed in 1498, and in 1616 was fet- 
tled by fir Thomas Coventry, knt. and John Walter, 
on George earl of Bucks, and is ſaid by Mr. le 
Neve to be in the eſtate of the Elvins. 


Of the capital manor fir John de Felton, knt. was 
lord in 1315; and in 1330 Edward III. granted it 
to fir Robert Uttord, knt. and his heirs, in recom- 
pence lor his loyal ſervice againſt Roger Mortimer, 
earl of March. In 1384 Anne queen of England 
had it, and Richard II. granted it to Michael De-la- 
Pole, earl of Suffolk, and it continued in that fa- 
mily, but was held of them about 1470, for a term, 
by ſir John Curſon, knt. In 1498 John duke of Sut- 
folk held it for life, the reverſion being in the crown, 
by the forfeiture of John earl of Lincoln, eldelt ſon 
to the duke; and accordingly, in 1323. Heury VIII. 
granted it to his mercer, William Botery, citizen of 
London, after the death of Margaret, wite of Ed- 
mund De-la-Pole, it having been ſetiled formerly on 
ſir Robert Drury, knt. for her ule for life. In 1524 
the quit-rents were fol. 10s. per ann. In 1548 Tho- 
mas Shakerley had it, and then Alan Hord, at whale 
death, in 1554, Thomas Hord, eſq. his fon, had it. 
who conveyed it to Thomas Woodhoulc, elq. whoſe 
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cou n and heir, fir Henry Woodhouſe, of Waxham, 
had itin 1873 and mongaged it to Thomas Croſs, 
elg, of Fel: neham, and aſterwards ſold it to fir Ed- 
ward Coke, who in 1616 ſettled it on fir Robert 
Coke. his fon and heir, and their truſtees ſettled it, 
(n conhderation of a marriage) with many other 
manors, on fr Johan Villiers, knt. afterwards viſcount 
Parbeck, and Frances, his wife, daughter of the ſaid 
kr Edward Coke. Sir John was ſucceeded by his 
foa, Roben Villiers, alias Danvers, who marricd Elt- 
zabeth, daughter of fir John Danvers; and his lady 
ſurviving him, had it in 1686, and was ſucceeded by 
their eldcit fon, Robert Villiers, alias Danvers, com- 

monly called viſcount Purbeck, though Robert, his 
father, ſurrendered his patent, by fine, and now

In 1762 the Rev. John Wright was preſented to 
the rectory of Burrough, alias Aileſham Burrough, 


by George Villiers, ſtudent of Chriſt college, þ. J. 
BUXTON, The church of St. Andrew at Bux- 


ton was a rectory appendant to the manor till Hu— 
bert de Rhye, lord of the town, gave the advow- 
ſon of it to the maſter of the order of Sempring— 
ham, and two parts of the tithes of his own de- 
meſnes to the monks of Norwich, by the approba- 
tion of John de Grey, biſhop there, who confirmed 
the advowſon to the houle of Gilbertines, at Sem- 
pringham, in Lincolnſhire, and the portion of tithes 
to his own monks; and thus it continued till his 
ſucceſſor, Thomas de Blumvile, in 1232, with the 
conlent of the Norwich monks, appropriated it to the 
canons and nuns of Sempringham, to hold to their 
proper ule for ever, alligning io Richard de Kirkeley, 
the laſt rector, and firſt vicar, a vicarage, which was 
thus ſettled; that the vicar for ever ſhould have all 
the akarage, all the houſe and glebe land, and all 
the ſmall tithes of the hall, and allo the third 
garb of all the corn belongiug to the hall land, (or 
demeſnes of Hubert de Ria, the Norwich monks 
having the other two garbs) and the whole great and 
{mall tithes of the croft of Hervey de Leun, contain- 
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ing twenty acres, and the tiche hay of the whole town 
the biſhops were always to nominate the vicar. and 
the convent agreed to preſent all ſuch as ſhould be 
nominated by the biſhops, or elle they might col- 
late them u ther refuſal; the convent was to repair 
the chancelAand the vicar to bear all other charges: 
the infirament of appropriauon bears date at the pa- 
lace of Elmham; and now the rectory is valued at 
rventy-rwo marks, and the vicarage at 26s. dd. The 
vicarage Rands in the king's books at 51. 138. gd, 
and being ſworn of the clear yearly value of gol. it 
is capable of augmentation. 


The vicars of Buxton were nominated by the 
bihops of Norwich to the convent of Sempringham, 
the priors of which houſe preſented from 1232 to 
the diſſoluuon. In 1435 they preſented John Greſ- 
ham, otherwiſe called it John Pyketoo, or Pico, 
price, a man of good family and fortune, of emi- 
nent chanty, and a great benefactor to this church 
and pariſh, who in his liſexime ſetiled great part of 
their preſent town lands on this pariſh for ever; the 
rorth aile was much beautificd, if not totally rebuilt, 
by him. and in one of its windows his efhgy fill 
remains patct in his prieſt's habit, a ſhaven crown, 
the water on his breaſt, his hands elevated, kneeling 
on a cullnon, aud the church behind him, and this 
on a icrowl over his head :—Orete pro antma V,, 
Pro, Lu fheſu he fer : : :: He died in 1498. 
and was buticd in the chancel, right in the midit 
before the Reps of the high altar, but now there re- 
Was no memorial for him taere. About this time 
ihe Abts wae an ancient family here. 


In 1364 Ela Stubbe. widow, preſented; and in 
1615 the vicar was preicutcd and collated by John 
Jen, bithop of Norwich, to whom the preſentation 

belonged 
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| belonged in full right. This biſhop owned the im- 
propriation, and conſequently the perpetual preſen- 
tation, but the nomination was in him as bilhop of 


Norwich. 


Robert Jeggon, eſq. in 1662, was the firſt prefentee 


without the biſhop's nomination apparent. 


Benjamin Griffin, vicar of Buxton, died May the 
Sch, 1691, aged 37, and left a wife and three chil- 
dren in mean circumſtances; one of whom, named 
Benjamin, was afterwards bound apprentice to a 
plumber and glazier in Norwich, but being of a briſk 
genius, and active ſpirit, commenced player, and 
made no mean figure on the Engliſh ſtage; he pub- 
liſhed, beſides other things, ** Injured Virtue, or the 
Virgin Martyr, a tragedy, as it was acted at che play- 
houſe at Richmond, by his grace the duke of South- 
ampton and Cleaveland's ſervants, in 1715, by Ben- 
jamin Griffin.“ 


There is alſo a mezzotinto print of him and Jolin- 
ſon, (another excellent comedian) in the characters of 
Tribulation and Ananias, in the play of the Alche- 
miſt, which parts they were famed for performing, 
from a painting of Pet. Van. Bleech's in 1738, but 
not publiſhed till 1748. 


William Paſton, earl of Yarmouth, preſented in 
1692, as did the late lord Anſon, in 1759, the Rey. 
Walter Cotton, 


The manor of BuxToxn, or BuxzsTuxa, in the 
time of the Confeſſor was held by five brothers, who 
were all free-men, it containing then ſeven carucates 
of land; one of the brothers was never ſeiſed of his 

part, but was iu the wardſhip of Malers n 
ere 
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there were wonds ſuſhcient to keep one thouſand 
ſwine. but mu h cleated by the Conqueror's time ; 
Raiph de Beauſoe ow ned it at the Conqueror's ſur- 
vev. and 1c chrirch had then thirty acres of glebe®; 
was — worth zl. a vear, and was above a mile 
long, and bx tariones and an half broad, and paid 
16d. cck, and a hee-woman held twenty acres be- 
longing to this manor. Iving in La-mers, or Lammaſs. 
From the Conquerors ume it palled with the ma- 
vor of Hireham, in Forchoe hundred, in this county, 
and became pant of Rhve barony, of which it was 
ans bcld. avd fo came to the Marſhalls. In 
12$6 it was worth 100]. a vear, had leet, or view of 
hank-pledor, athze of bread and ale, liberty of free- 
warren, and a common gallows, a hamlet, called 
Kincithope, and another, called Dudewic, and a wa- 
term en paid ward to Norwich caſtle from fix 
weeks w fix weeks, in all 20s. a vear, by name of 
wayre-foe. It palled from the Marſhalls to the Mor- 
levs. ar d from them to the Lovells, and ſo to the 
Parbers, and was fold by Edward Parker, lord Mor- 
Iv, abou 1550, to Henry Bedigſield. elq. who was 
rome lord in 1371. and fo it became parted from 
Hhnmebam; he died ſciſed of it in 1581, and it con- 
tiniucd in * Bedingicids till it was fold to the Paſ- 
tons. * which family it remained till lately, it being 
porchaled by tord Aulon, whoſe heir, George An- 
ton. cic. of Skugborough, in Staftord{hire, is now 
tord ol the feveral manors, impropriator, and patronf. 


The manor of, Lrvisnaven was granted from 
the capital manor to Halred de Laveſhagh, called 
alſo 


m 2 re now thirty-two acres and three roods of glebe. 


* The foite of this minor is totally dilapidated, and is 2 
ſquare of — acres moated in, now called the Manor-yard, it 
hes norti t of the Quurch, exactly between that and the river, 
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alſo Leviſhall; we find it in this family in 1296, but 
how it paſſed dll 1401 we know not, for then the 
heirs of Roger de Reftham had it, from which fa- 
mily it came to the Abbys', many of whom are iu- 
terred in the ſouth chantry chapel. 


About 1480 John Abbys, ſenior, was lord. Tho- 
mas Abbys ſold the manor to John Hawes, who by 
will, proved in 130g, ordered, “ a pylgryme to 
« vyſyte the holy place of Sent Jamys, at Compol- 
oh tyllum, in Spayne,” and his manor in Buxton 
yclep'd Levyiſhaugh, to be fold by his exccutors 
for alms. Thomas Abbys, junior, his ſon and heir, 
ſold it; and in 1594 Henry Payne, eſq. and Thomas 
Parmenter, eſq. fold it by the name of Leverſhalle, 
alias Levyſhawe, alias Leame's manor, to George 
Lambert, and John Daynes; and in 1602 it was 
ſettled by Thomas Claxton, junior, gent. and XVil- 
liam Claxton, gent, it was after purchaſed by the 
Stubbes's, who joined it to their 


Maxon of BuxTox-BunGn, with Kixrsnars, 
which was another manor granicd from the capital 


one, very early, to the family that took their firname 


from che town®*, Bertram de Buxton was lord of it, 
and it continued ſome generations in the family; bue 
in 1355 Thomas de Buxton, rector of Bintre, fertled 
his eſtate on his ſiſters and heireſſes; it afterwards he- 
longed to the Stubbes's, and in 1328 Walter Stubbes 
left it to his brother, John; he lies buried under a 
ſlone by the pulpit,, with a braſs plate. 


John Stubbes, ſon of John, ſucceeded him, to 
whom in 1338 George Horſeman, of Booton, eſq. 
gave

The church hath a ſquare tower and five bells; the 
nave and chancel are thatched; the two ailes and 
chanry chapels at their eaſt ends, and the ſouth 
porch, with a veſtry at the weſt end of the ſouth 
ante, arc Icaucd. 


In the eat window of the ſouth chantry chapel 
were the 1 of che lord Morlev. and that of his 
ladv. kuccinig on two cuſſions, and their children 
bv them ; the arms are, Morley impaling Wingfield.

An adjoining black marble hath the arms of Bul- 
wer, impalivg Marſham ;—Zere lie:% the body of The- 
mas Bulwer, gent. who deharted this life the 22d day of 
Auguſt, A. D. 1694, etat. 82.—This gentleman gave 
zool. with which an eſtate of 2;5l. per annum was 
purchaſed in Ay!lham, and was veſted in feoffees, 
who are to pay the annual clear profits thereof 
to the vicar for the time being, who 1s to preach a 
ſermon every Sunday morning. in Buxton church, 
from a text taken out of the golpel for the day, ſo 


that he be not excuſed preaching a ſermon every af- 


ternoon, as vicar of the church, by which means, ac- 
cording to the intention of the donor, this church 
hath two ſermons, and double ſervice, every Sunday, 
He gave alſo 200l. to Buxton poor, a neat ſound- 
board to the pulpit, a ſet of pulpit cloths, of purple 
cloth, with gold fringe and taſſells, on which is em- 
broidered in gold letters. Ex dono Theme Bulwer, 
generoſi, 1694. —The 200l. was paid by a mortgage 
in North Walſham, which did not turn up to real 
value, ſo that there is now 31. 15s. paid anvally for 
intereſt, which is yearly diſtributed among the poor, 
the principal being 1151. He gave legacies to Strat- 
ton-Strawleſs, Hainsford, Marſham, &c. His wife, 
Ann, gave 12d. a month to twenty poor widows, 
which is now given to the poor, beſides ſeveral gilts 


to other pariſhes. 


In 1490 fir John Pio purchaſed ten pieces of 
arable land in Little Hautbois, and one picce in 
Great Hautbois, containing two acres, and immedi- 
ately ſettled the two * on feotices, in truſt, 2 
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the aua rem ſhould be yearly employed to the 
leca-fee of the ton of Buxton. and other royal bur- 
dens, ſuch as the tenths, or fſteenths, paid to the 
kine. when thoſe taxes were granted, if there was 
avy overplas of the arnual profits; the other lands 
hee feriled on twaſtees, that the churchwardens 
and con H ables of the pariſh, for the ume being, ſhall 
beſtow the overplus vearly on the poorer fort of the 
wmhabuants there. Ihe whole contains eighteen acres, 
m eleven preces ; ſxtcen acres lie in Great and Little 
Hautbois, and the piece of two acres in Great 
Hauibois, 


Robert Childerhouſe, clerk, about 14 80, gave three 
roods of land in Buxton, on which, in 1487, the 
Guiliha!! was built, for the ſuppon of the guilds, 
and the poor of the town; the land was frechold, 
held of Leviſkauzh manor by a tent of 1od. a year, 
which was rclcafed in 1236 by Thomas Abbys, ſe- 
wor, then lord of that manor, 


In 1336 Ralph Anderſon gave two acres of land, 
in thrice pieces, in Buxton, to repair the church 


there®. 


In the 26th of queen Elizabah Roger Docking 
gave one rood in the Gravel-pits to the poor of Bux- 
ton, and ten pounds ſ to be put out to young begin- 
wers, yearly, at bs. Sd. intereſt, gs. 4d. of which —

In the time of James I. the inhabitants of Buxton 
purchaſed of William Baſpool twelve acres of land, 
in four pieces, in Weſtfeld, in Coltiſhall, which ſe- 
veral ſums of money were given by Roger Docking, 
George Roberts, and John Kempe, heretofore inhabi- 
tants there. 


In 1641, it appearing that the produce of the above ;

The girls hoſpital in Norwich hath an eſtate here, 
Jett at 241. per annum. 


The brothers Auſtin hermite, in Thetford, had 
lands here, given them by fir Thomas de pron. 
knt. in the time of Richard II. about which timer 


Roger Bois, knt. and others, ſettled lands here on 


the prior of the church of the Holy Trinity at Hing- 
— in Nortolk. 


The priory of Beeſton had revenues here taxed at 
2 58. 2d. the prior of Sempringham's ſpirituals were 
13 taxed 
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taxed at rwemvawo marks, being che impropriate 
rectory, The whole rown is laid to che land tax at 


8871. 18s. 


In the time of Richard I. there were two hamlets 
belonging to this rown, viz. Nineſthorp and Dudwic ; 
the laſt gave name to a very ancient family which 
had a good eſtate in it, owned in 1198 by Hervey de 
Dudewic, whole ſiſler. Rignare, inherited, and ſold it 


to Hermer de Brampton. 


The ſeveral families of the Wrights, (of which 
John Wright was rector of Stratton-Strawleſs) Rumps, 
Callows, Pichers, and Matthews, have been in the 


pariſh for many ages paſt. 


The Romans were much concerned here, many 
urns having been found in this panſh, and other Ro- 
man antiquities. as we learn from fir Thomas Browne's 
works, Ne. but x was then part of Brampton, to 
whach we refer our readers. 


There is a cloſe, called Gallow-hill-ciofe, in which 
es a large hill, now levelled, on the top of which 
the ga lows ſtood, this manor having the liberty of 
mtangeikef, ang outfangthef, that is, of executing all 
crmmals belonging to the manor within itſelf, and 

a1] other criminals that were taken in the manor, 
though they did not belong to it; it lies at the ſouth 
cad ol the town. 


At Baxton is a large water-mill, planned and exe- 
cured by the late ingenious Mr. William Pepper: 
from many curious parts of its conſtruction it well 
deirrves the attention of ſtrangers: part of it is 
worked by the river Bare paſling under the wheels, 


and pan by a canal brought from Oxnead, which 
curus 
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turns an over-ſhot wheel. The building makes a 
very handſome appearance upon the river, and is an 
ornament to the country, which a little unevennels 


renders pleaſing. 


CALTHORPE. This town lies on the north 
ſide of the river Bure, and takes 1ts name from its 
ſcite, viz. a Thorp on a cold ſtream, or water, being 
wrote Caletorp in the book of Doomlday; the chief 
lordſhip belonged to Edric, a Dane, who gave it-to 
the abbey of St. Bennet of Holme, and confirmed 
by king Edward the Confeſſor. Here was a church 
without any land or glebe; the whole was nine fur- 


longs in length, and fix in breadth, and paid zd. 
gelt. 


About the time of the Conqueror Godric was in- 
feoffed herein by the abbot and convent; he was 
their dapifer, ſteward, or chief manager of all their 
eſlates, a place of great eminence and honor in that 
age, as appears by William Fitz-Oſborn, who (with 
Odo earl of Kent, and biſhop of Bieux, halſ-brother 
to the Conqueror, were appointed regents of Eng- 
land on the Conqueror's going into Normandy) is 
ſtiled Dabiſer Normanniæ, and ſeneſchal to the Con- 
queror, as duke of Normandy. From this Godric 
the ancient family of the Calthorpes are deſcended, 
as appears by their pedigree, By Ingreda, his wile, 
he had Radulph, who enjoyed the ſame office; and 
by Leſcilina, his fecond wite, had Hermannus, who 
in the reign of Henry I. was, with his ſons, witneſs 
to a grant of the abbot and convent of the manor 
of Creenſwill, in Stoke Holy Crols, to William 
Curzon, and therein is ſtiled Hermannus Dapiſer. 


Herman had ſeveral ſons, Adam, &c. To Adam, the 


eldeſt, the abbot and convent of Holme granted in a 
I 4 full 
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fall chapter the hundred of I unſtead. with other 


larger policthons in fee. to him and his hems, with 
the Rewardflnp of the abbey; in the grant it is ex- 
prefied. -A poſi abbarem, totius abbate fit procurator 
& Det out pater ;—and he was to hold by that 
fervice all the abbey lands in Calthorpe, and the 
land of the abbot. mn the fard village; and this abbot, 
William. was brother ia Adam; and this Adam 
jeems 1 be the Fett of the family that aſſumed the 
vame of Calihorpe, and dving without iſſue, Wil- 
ham. bis brother, was bis heir, lord of Hobbies, 
Mate and fine avd was on that account called 
Nd de Alto Bo. or Hobbies, and was fuc- 
ceeded by his fon, Wilkam who. had feveral ſons, 
Par, Wilkam, Thomas, hom whom came ſeveral 
lem cs who occur under the names of Havbics and 
GCalihorpe. In the 12th ou! Henry II William de 
Calihorpe held hae. Kc. on fee of the abbot of 
lc & vers froPeamanco, Sir Peter de Hobbies 
was hie tor and heit, ed often fir Peter de Cal- 
there. Reward, or defiter, of the aſoreſaid abbey, 
v ho did about 129. and was ſucceeded by Peter, 
has fon, who tea his right in this manor, with the 
qoverton of his mother's dower, for forty marks ot

Renre HL m his 30th year, granted to ſit William

A 
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Adam-abbot of Holme, and the convent, warranted 
to deſcend and acquit him and his heirs from all ſer- 
vices, cuſtoms, &c, which the heirs of John de Hob- 
bies (che brother of Peter before mentioned) ſhould 
demand of him for a tenement held by him in Cal- 
thorpe, of the fee of the ſaid abbot. Sir William 
married Cecilia, daughter of fir Philip, and ſiſter and 
heirels to William de Burnham, alias Warren, de- 
ſcended (as it is ſaid) from a couſin-german of Ha- 
meline Plantagenct, earl Warren and Surry, whoſe 
arms ſome take to be the arms of the de Burnhams, 
alias Warren, a younger branch of the earls War- 
ren, which fir William Calthorpe took up on his 
marriaz2 with Cecilia aforeſaid; but it is more pro- 
bable the Calthorpes bore them, as dependants on 
the earls \ arren, their capital lords, under whom 
they held ſeveral lordſhips; and it appears that Wal- 
ter the biſhop. and uncle to this William, bore the 
ſame; this fir William Calthorpe, and fir Ralph de 
Hemenhale, were founders of Burnham priory in 
1241. 


Sir Walter de Calthorpe was his ſon and heir, and 
married Ela, daughter of tir Hervey Stanhowe, lord 
of Stanhowe, and died about the 1 7th of Edward II. 
His fon and ſucceſſor, fir William Calthorpe, remit- 
ted June 29, in the 14th of Edward II. to the abbot 
and convent of Crowland, all his right in the manor 
and advowſon of Geduey, &c. Quaplode, and Hol- 
bech, in Lincolnſhire ; and with Ifabella, bis lady, 
daughter of John lord Lovel, of Tichmarſh, entailed 
on Walter, their ſon and heir, the lordſhips of Cal- 
thorpe, Secthing, Burnham-Thorpe, &c. who mar- 
ried Alice, daughter of fir Ralph de Crophull, and 
niece to John Hotham, biſhop of Ely; he was alſo 
a knight, and dying without iſlue, Alice re-married, 
about the 16th of Edward III. far John Bigot. Sir 

William 
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William died about the gad of Edward III. and had 
a daughter. Ela, marned to John, ſonof fir Simon de 
P:crpount, ſancefor to the dukes of Kingſton) of 
BRenftcad. m Suffolk. who ſettled on them the ma. 
vor of Hurſt-Pierpoim, in Suſſex, on his marriage, 
in che sch of Edward in. 


St John Cakhorpe. kis ſecond ſon, was his heir, 
avd dying withom iſſue, fir Oliver, his brother, was 
his hew. We have feen a deed of his, ſetting forth, 
** that whereas the abbot and monks of Sybton, in 
Seffolk, were obliged, on account of certain lands 
and renements. to pray for the ſouls of his anceſtors, 
in a chart within the chapel of Sything. given to 
them by his faid anceſtors; which lands and tene- 
ments by length of time. and by the death of the 
free renants and villains, are become ſo waſte, and 
the protis fo diminiſhed, as to be not a ſufficient 
fappon for one monk to live and remain there. In 
order to ſupply the fame, he grants for himſelf and 
heirs, that the {aid abbot and monks ſhould be freed 
from the fame, on condmon that they provide a 
chanuv in hem own monaſtry to perform the faid 
othce, and laving to himſelf and heirs the payment 
of 1 Sd. per ann. at the feaſt of St. Martin, for one 
pat of boots, which the ſaid convent uſed to pay to 
kim, and his anceſtors, on the ſaid feaſt, and all other 
rents and fervices annually paid.” —Dated at Burn- 
ham. December 16, 1361. In the 49th of Edward 
IH. he was high ſheritt of Norfolk, and married Iſa- 
bel. ſiſtet and heireſs of fir Battholomew Bacon, of 
Erwanon, in Suffolk; ſhe ſurvived him, and dying 
in the ech of Heury IV. leſt by her will to Richard 
Calthorpe her fon, the lordſhip of Sninerley, alias 
Blakenev, in Holt hundred, from whom deſcended 
the Calthorpes of Cockihorpe, &c. Sir Oliver died 
about the end of the reign of Richard II. and was 


buried, as is laid, in the church of Calthorpe. 
Sir 
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Sir William Calthorpe, ſon and heir of fir Oliver, 
was a uitneſs in the gqth of Henry IV. for fir Ed- 
ward Haſtings, of Elling, in the great cauſe of arms- 
bearing. He married, firſt, Alianore, daughter and 
heireſs "of fir John Mautby ; ſecondly, Sibilla, daugh- 
ter and hcircſs of fir Edmund de St. Omer, and re- 
Jit of fir John Wythe. Sir William's will is dated 
December 19, 1420 ; he was buricd in Burnham- 
Thorpe chancel. The will of Sibil was proved Oc- 
tober 6, 1421 ; therein ſhe gives © a black veſtment 
of baldekin, with orfreys of red velvet, with the arms 
of Wythe, for a prieſt, with a miſlale, a cup and a 
patten, to the church of Beſtan, by Smalburgh,” 
where ſhe was buried in the chancel, on the ſouth 
fide, by her firſt huſband. Sir William by his firſt 
lady had fir John Calthorpe, who married Ann, 
daughter and heireſs of fir John Wythe, by Sibilla 
aforeſaid; and dying before his father, fir William 
left a fon, William, a minor at his grandfather's 
death, heir to his eſtate, 


On the 28th of June, in the 21ſt of Henry VI. at 
his court here, he manumiſed Thomas Gybbs, his vil- 
lain. In the 36th of the ſaid king he was knighted, 
became locum tenens, and commaillary general to the 
moſt noble and potent William duke of Suffolk, and 
carl of Pembroke, high chamberlain of England, Ire- 
land, and Acquitain, during the minority of Henry 
duke of Exeter. In the Sth of Edward IV. he 
writes himſelf fir William Calthorpe, of Ludham; 
and in the 18th of that king was ſteward of the 
houſhold to the duke of Norfolk, alſo high ſheriff of 
Norfolk and Suffolk, as he had been in the 8th of that 
king, and in the 2oth and gbth of Henry VI. and 
purchaſed in the 18th of Edward IV. of the execu- 
tors of Joan lady Bardolph, daughter and heireſs of 
ur Thomas Erpingham, an inn, or manſion-houſe, 

called 
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called Berney's inn. in St. Martin's pariſh, by the 
balhop's palace-gace, in Norwich. By his hiſt lady, 
Elizabeth, daughter of Reginald lord Grey, of Ru- 
thyn, he had fir John Calthorpe, his ſon and heir, 

a vounger fon, and two daughters; his ſecond lady 
was Elizabeth, daughter and coheireſs of fir Miles 
Saplaon, by whom he had Ann, married to fir Ro- 
bent Drury, of Hauſtead. in Suffolk. privy counſellor 
w Henry VII. ſhe ſurviving fir William“, afterwards 
reamanmed ut Edward Howard, knight, lord admiral, 

brother to the duke of Norfolk, then to the lord 
Scroop, and lallly to ſir John Forteſcue, lord chief 
yuſtite, Sir William dicd in 1444, and was buried 
by his firſt lady (who died in 1487) in the White 
Friars church at Norwich, where allo ſeveral of her 
dulden lav.

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Sir ſohn Calthorpe, ſon and heir of fir William, 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Roger Wentworth, 
of Neuleltead, in Suttolk, by whom he had fir 
Philip Cakhorpe, who married Amy, daughter of 
&r * am Boleyn, of Blickling, in Norfolk, (and 
aum to queen Aune, conſort of Henry VIII. ) ſhe was 
buncd in St. Andrew's church, at Norwich, in 1301. 


Sir Philip Calthorpe marricd, firſt, Mary, filter and 
keircls of &r William Say; his ſecond wite was Jane, 
daughter of John Bleverhaſſet, of Frenze, in Dils 
hundred, c{q. he died ſeiſed of this lordſhip in 13335, 
and thole of Stmaliburgh, Burnham- Thorpe, Seething, 
Sprowſton, Sanbowe, Eaſt and Welt Rudham, Bar- 
wack, Barmer. ard Clenchwarton, in Norfolk ; Er- 
wanon, Broome, Oakley, and W 3 in Suffolk.

Richard Catthorpe, eg. of Cockthorpe, was eldeſt ſon of 
fr William, by the lady Elizabeth ; fir Francis Calthorpe, ſe- 
eond Ton, and William, a third ſon, 
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Jane, his widow, died April 27, 1550, and was bu- 
ried in the chancel of St. Martius church, by the bi- 
ſhop's palace, in Norwich, under a large marble 
grave-ſtone, ornamented with braſs plates, and an 
epitaph in verſe, and gave a filver cup, and a velvet 
carpet, adorned with roſes and lillies. He had a 
ſon, Philip Calthorpe, elq. whoſe aſſignees preſented 
to the church of Harpley in 1541, and 1544, and 
dying without iſſue, his ſiſter, Elizabeth, ſucceeded, 
the only daughter and heireſs of fir Philip Calthorpe, 
by Mary, his firſt wife; ſhe was ſecond wife to fir 
Henry Parker, who had livery of this manor, &c. 
in the gd of Edward VI. In 1554 ſhe was wife of 
fir William Woodhouſe, of Waxham, and Hickling, 
and, on his death, married, in the Sth of Elizabeth, 
Drue Diury, eſq. and was buried at the. eaſt end of 
the north aile of St. Martin's church aforeſaid, where 
is a monument, with a Latin epitaph, erected by her 
laſt huſband, to her memory, but without any date. 


Sir Philip Parker was her ſon and heir, and had li- 
very of this and other manors, about the 20th of 
Elizabeth; he married Catherine, daughter of fir 
John Goodwin, knt. of Winchendon, in Bucking- 
hamſhire, and dying in November, 1605, left fir 
Calthorpe Parker his ſon and heir, who died Sep- 
tember 5, in the 13th of James I. when this manor 
deſcended to Philip, his fon and heir, by Mercy, 
daughter of fir Stephen Soame, lord mayor of Lon- 
don ; he was alſo knighted, and married Dorothy, 
daughter and heireſs of fir Robert Gaudy, of Clax- 
ton, in Noi folk. | 


This lordſhip afterwards came to the Fromanteels, 
and was lately ſold by them to the right honorable the 
late lord Walpole, of Wolterton, 
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Hoon, or Dave Karws Maxon, was part B 
of the capita! manor of Uphall, and given by Her- tb 
mannus to William, his ſecond fon, from which Wil- R 
ham deſcended a numerous family; a younger 
branch of this was enſeoſſed herein.

in Wickmere, then held by Catherine, his mother.

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of Blickling, died ſeiſed of it in 1505, and fir James 
Boleyn paſſed i it, by fine, to John Walpole, efq. in 
the 1ſt of queen Mary.

There was alſo another ſmall manor taken out of 
the capital lordſhip of Uphall, belonging to fir Peter 
de Hautbois, or de Alto-Boſco, which came to the 
hoſpital of St. Giles, in Norwich, and every new 
maſter of the hoſpital paid to the lord of Uphall 
13s. Sd. relief. This hoſpital, on its diſſolution, was 
granted March 8, in the 1ſt of Edward VI. to the 
mayor and corporation of the city of Norwich, with 
all the lands and revenues belonging to it, aud fo 
continues; and it appears that in 1748 there be- 
longed to it a meſſuage, with lands, and alder-cars, 
in Calthorpe, with four acres and an halfin Erping- 
ham, valucd at 451. 138. 1d. per ann. 


Kyzatp-Hatt. That part of this town which 
appertained to this lordſhip was held in the time of 
king Edward by Leſtan, a Saxon free-man, but at 
the ſurvey by Teheli, a Norman, and under bim by. 
Guerite, and Oſbert, valued at 308. per ann. 


In the reign of Henry II. Robert Fitz-Roger held 
three parts of a knight's fee here of Richard de 
Reymes, or Raines, who was deſcended from Roger 
de Ramis, a great Norman lord; and in the 20th of 
Henry III. Roger de Calthorpe held here one knight's 
fee belonging to the barony of Helion, in Eſſex. Be- 
fore this, (in the reign of Henry I.) William, ſon af 
Herman, lord of Uphall, held lands here, {ate Robert 
Kybaid's. The manor of Kybald was always held 
of the Calthorpes, and fir William Calthorpe, who 
purchaſed Uphall manor in the time of Heary III. 
pulled down the houſes, &c. thereunto belonging. 
and carried them to Kybald-hall, and being thus 

joined, 
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zoines. the tenants did thair ſuit at the court held 
here for boch manors. 


Roger Bigot. anceſtor of the earls of Norfolk, had 
an intereſt here. which was added to his manor of 
Hanwonh, in Nornh Erpingham hundred. The 
tenths of the rown were 2 16s. deductions 10s. and 
i is in the Duchy of Laancatter. 


The church of Calthorpe is dedicated to the Vir- 
gin Mary, or St. Margaret, and conſiſts of a nave, 
or body. with a fouth porch covered with lead, and 
> chancel with tiles; <lfo a ſquare tower with three 
bells. 


In the nave lie we erave-ſtones, —In memory of 
Eltreabeth Lombe, widew. who died April 19, 1690. — 
Foa Tubbiug, 1686. — oo Seen. 1694. — James

In the upper window, on the north fide, were the 
arms of Calihorpe, Wythe, St. Omer, and Mautby. 
The eſfigv of fir Oliver Calthorpe, in his coat of ar- 
mour, knecling, with a praycr book beſore him, on 
a crimfon velvet cuſhion, alſo that of his lady, with 
theſe words, MARY HELP, JHE MERCI, —with 
the arms of Calchorpe impaling Bacon. 


In the oppoſite fouth window, Harſyke impaling 
Wackingham; Harlyke and Calthorpe, with the ef- 
kaes of fir John Harlyke, and Catherine, his wife, 
daughter of fir Bartholomew Calthorpe ; Calthorpe.

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The preſentation of this church (which was a rec- 
tory) belonged to Edric, lord of the manor, and was 
given by him to the abbey of St. Bennet at Holme, 
and con ſirmed by Edward the Conſeſſor. Walter de 
Calthorpe being afterwards lord and patron, appro- 
priated 1t to St. Giles's hoſpital, in Norwich, and a 
vicarage was then ſettled in the patronage of that 
houſe. The value of the living was eighteen marks; 
there belongs to it forty-eight acres. and two roods of 
glebe, in this town, beſides what lies in Wickmere 


and Erpingham. 


The vicarage is charged in the king's books at 11, 


13s. 4d. is in clear value 271, aud is capable of aug- 
mentation. 


In 1773 the Rev. William Rayner was preſented 
to the rectory of Calthorpe by the corporation of 
the city of Norwich, in right of St. Giles's hoſpital. 


CAWSTON*, commonly called CasTtox, at the 
Confeffor's ſurvey belonged to Harold, then- earl of 
the Eaſt Angles, and afterwards king of England, and 
at his death this and his polleſſions_ belonged to Wil- 
liam duke of Normandy, commonly called Williain 
the Conqueror, who flew him at the battle of Haſt- 
ings, in Suſſex, and ſeized his crown; the manor was 
then a very conſiderable one, having no leſs than 
eleven carucates of land, eighty acres of paſture, 
thirty-ſix villains, wwenty-fix borderers, {ix houſhould 
ſervants, and tour carucates in demeſne, and the 
free-men held twenty-hx carucates ; there was a wood 
ſo large as to ſced 1500 hogs, two mills, ſixty ſheep, 
filty goats, hve hives of bees, and ten ſocmen, all 

K which 
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which Ling Wimam held at the ſurvey, taken by him, 
fo that the whole rown is ancient demeſne, and en- 
yovs the privileges of that tenure, as alſo thoſe of the 
Duchy of Lancaſter, of which this manor is a mem- 
ber, and conſequently within its liberty, but was 
exempted from the juriſdiction of the Duchy by John 
of Gzumt, duke of Lancaſter; in token whereof, at 
this day, a brazen gauntlet for hand) is ſtill carried 
before the lord of the manor, or his ſteward, when- 
ever they hold coun here, ſome ſav. as the device, or 
rebus, of John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, who aſ- 
hened all the royalties to be held of him by the lords 
of che manor; and the plow coulter in the hand. 
denotes the manor to be held in free · ſoccage. and not 

in capvte. or by knight's ſervice, This we take to be 
the real fat; though there are other accounts that 
fav. that this manor was beld of the Duchy from its 
frft erection bv the ſervice of being champion to the 
dukes of Lancaſter, of which office the gauntlet is a 
token. it being the very thing which every one that 
challenges another to fight. according to the law of 
arms, throws down, and if the challenged takes it up, 
the combat is agreed on, and now the ſending and 
»ccepaing a glove (the gauntlet being the iron-glove 
of a tun of armor) is the way of giving and accept- 
ing an honorable challenge, (if true honor can have 
am ſuch thing). But as to record, we find nothing 
concerning this entered. and our great antiquary, fir 
Herm Spelman, who mentions it under Cawſton in 
tis Icemia, knew nothing of its original, which is not 
very much to be wondered at, becauſe the manor 
was always returned before the erection of the Duchy 
as held of the crown by homage and knight's ſervice, 
but fnce that time, there being no ſervice nor ho- 
mage done at the death of the lord, the tenure being 


aacd from knight's ſervice to ſoccage, we — 
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find the returns made by the jurics on the ſeveral in- 
quiſuions taken were, „that they knew not by 
what ſervice it was held, which they could not do, 
thetenure being non-apparent in the feodaries books.” 


At the firſt ſurvey it was worth gol. at the ſecond 
4ol. by tale, and was then above two miles long, and 
as much broad, and paid d. to the gelt. or tax, to- 
wards every 208. raiſed on the hundred; there were 
ſeveral berewics, or manors, belonging to, and held 
of this, in the ſeveral villages of Marſham, Blick- 
ling, Oulton, Matelaſk, Stratton-S:rawleſs, Colby, 
Wickmere, Booton, Whitwell, and Brandiſton, and 
of the free-men belonging to the manor; Rainald 
Fitz-Ivo held two, William biſhop of Thetford two, 
Godric the Sewer two, which carl Ralf (Gauder) held 
when he forfeited ; William de Warren two, and Ro- 
ger Bigot two, beſides thoſe held of Alan earl of 


Richmond. 


It remained in the crown ſome time, for in 1193 
Euſtace de Neville farmed it, with Aylſham manor, of 
Richard I. and it is ſaid that in 1156 Willam, bio- 
ther to Henry II. held it, aud that William de Chey- 
ney, then ſheriff. had an allowance for looking after 
it, In 1197, when Richard I. levied a tallage upon 
all the burghs and manois of ancient demeine, Ro- 
bert Fitz-Roger, &c. his commiſſioners for that pur- 
pole, laid 71, 12s. 6d. upon the tenants and men of 
Cawſton, and 117s. 3d. upon the men of Saham- 
Tony; and it continued in the crown till king 
John, in the gd year of his reign, in 1201, granted 
it to Hubert de Burgo, or Burgh, carl of Kent, to be 
held in capute of the crown, by what ſervice was not 
known, but the record, called Teſta de Neville, ſays, 
it was belivcd to be held by the ancient annual farm;

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Ibo clin 1244, and Margaret, his widow, had 
het 4awer = RE! manor, &c. which ſhe releaſed in 
z 236 wo Yoln ge Boren, her fon-in law, fon of Hu- 
bot. by MI 3HEILYS danghrer of fir Robert Harlick, knt. 
his &; - wite. 1his John was knighted on Whitſun- 
dev, 1229, by Henry III. and married Hawiſe, 
— * and henels to William Lanvaille, (who 
brouch: with her the barony of St. Clare). In 1242 
he had a prozection from all debts due from him to 
the bing os well in the Great Exchequer, as in the 
Fxchegua of the Je ws, they being to be reſpited as 
Jong as he was in the king's ſervice in Gaſcoigne, 
In 1e531, when the king raiſed a tallage on the te- 
nants in ancient demeline, this Jobn, — here, and 
of Southenon, was forced to raiſe the tallage on the 
men and tenants of choſe places as ancient demeſne. 
In 1254 he had a ſpecial licence to hunt any where 
m the kmeg's lands, m this and divers other counties. 
In 1852, by the name of John de Burgo, ſenior, he 
ens. to Ldward l. in fee, the manor of Cawſton, 
and manors in Nonhamptonſhire, Suffolk, Eſſex. 
Combndgcthire, Somerletthire, Dorſetſhite, and Sur- 
rev, for which che king was to pay to him a clear 
„nun of zog. per ann. for life, and convey to him 
the wardenſhip of the tower of London, for life, the 
cuſtody of Colcheſter-caftle, and the hundred of 
Lending“, and hit John de Burgh, junior, knt. bis 
jon and heir, conhrmed it. It ſeems this took place 
munedately ; tor in 1274 this manor was found to 
be in che king s hands, and was ſettled on his queen, 
with Fakenham, Aviſham, &c. and the two hundreds 
of North and South Erpingham.

* The king granted him alſo the fee-farm of London, Midle- 
ton manor, &c. in Kent; this was done to acquit a debt at 
a2000], due to the King. 
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Tn 1229 Will:am de Curſon, of Carleton, in Nor- 
folk, was the king's ſteward here, and paid 341. and 
half a mark clear, for the arrears of the farms of the 


king's manors of Aylſham, Cawſton, Hautbois, and 


the hundreds of North and South Erpingham, and 
was allowed a deduction for Cawllon mill, which was 
blown down. 


In 1285 the king aſſigned it to queen Elcanor, his 
conſort, who held it with Aylſham, and the hundreds 
of North and South Erpingham, the whole being 
then worth 100]. per ann. at her death it came to 
king Edward I. again, who died ſeiſed, leaving it to 
his ſucceſſor, Edward II. who in the ad vear of his 
reign, in 1309, granted it to Gilbert de Clare, earl of 
Glouceſter and Hertford. and the heiis of his body, 
with the manors of Fakenham-dam, Aylſham, and the 
two hundreds, to be held in capite by the lervice of 
two knight's fees; but on Glouce!ler's death, without 
iſue, they reverted to the crown, and in 1314 che 


king granted them all to David de Strabolgi, car! of 


Athol, in Scotland, to hold them till his lauds in 
Scotland ſhould be reduced to the king's ſubjection. 
and he reſtored and peaceably ſettled in them; he 
was lord in 1316, but they were reſtored to the crown 
ſome time before 1330, for in that year Cawſton, 
Coſteſſey, and Fakenham, were granted to Robert de 
Ufford, earl of Suffolk, for life; and in 1335 to the 
heirs male of his body, for his late loyal ſervice that 
he performed for Edward III. againſt Roger Morti- 
mer, late carl of March; beſides thoſe he had grants 
for life, in all amounting to 300 marks per annum. 
In 1335 Thomas de Cokefield farmed them under 
him. In 1368 the earl died ſeiſed of this manor, 
held in capite at one fee, and of the honor of Eye, 
town and caltle of Orford, Benhale, &c. 
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William De-la-Pole, his fon and heir. ſucceeded 


him, who in 1881 was lord here, and patron, and 
died this vear, and fo, for want of iſſue of his body. 
i devolved again to the crown, where it remained till 
188 and then Richard 11. granted to fr Michael 
Denz Poe, knit. chancellor of England, now created 
car] of Suffolk. and to the heirs male of his body, 
20]. per ann. out of the profits of Suffolk county, 
and $01. vearly out of the hereditaments of Wil- 
ham Uſſord, late earl of Suffolk, for which the ſol- 
loving mane!s were conveved to the ſaid earl, and 
conlirmed to him by the king's girding him with a 
ſword: Burgh, Cawſton, Baketon, and Coſteſſey, with 
knights fees in Blickling Bawdeſwell, Hethel, Stan- 
eld. &c. in Norfolk ; caſtle, town, manor, and ho- 
nor of Eve; the hundreds of Herteſmere and Stowe ; 
the manors of Combs, Haughley, Trendon, Lowe- 
ſto, aud Lothinglond hundred, in Suffolk; and 
Geſtingthorpe. in Eſſex. of which he died ſeiſed in 
the vear 1414, and Katherine, his widow, held Caw- 
ſion, and che chief of the eſtate, for life, and was lady 
her ein 1415, and Michael De-la-Pole, carl of Suf- 
vas heir in reverhon, who had three daughters, 
at he never inherited it; for on his death, without 
melc iſue ater Katherine's death, it went to his 
nher, William De-la-Pole, carl of Suffolk, who 
heid it in capie in 1423, with the advowſpbn of the 
honor of Wormegar, at one fee, with Burgh manor; 
he died about 1449, ſeiſed of the whole eſtate, and 
John De-la-Pole, duke of Suffolk, was his. fon and 
heir; he died ſeiled in 1491, and the eflate went to 
mund De-la-Pole, carl of Suffolk, who was at- 
tainted and beheaded in 1513, and ſo this manor and 
advowton came to the crown in 1494, in the 1oth of 
Hemd XII. and remained there till 1504. and then 
ny VU. | Hanted 1 it to Gerald, fon of che carl of 
Kildare, 
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Kildare, and Elizabeth Zouch, his wife. and their 


heirs male; this Gerald was a great man in his time 
in Ireland, as the annals of that kingdom teſtiſy; he 
had two wives, but this manor being limited to the 
heirs male of Elizabeth Zouch, who had none, at 
his death in 1514 it fell to the crown, and then fir 


Robert Drury, knt. ſir John Heydon, knt. and Ed- 


mund Gelget, preferred a petition to the king on the 
behalf of Margaret De-la-Pole, counteſs of Suffolk, 
late wife to Edmund De-la-Pole, whoſe jointure it 
was, ſetting forth that ſhe had a right for life in ten 
manors in Suffolk; Cawſton, Kerdeſton, Saxlingham, 
Burgh by Aylſham, and Segersford, in Norfolk, and 
they were aſſigned her, but devolved to the crown at 
her death, which was about 1516, and there remained 
till 1539, in the gift of Henry VIII. and then that 
king granted Cawſton, and the advowlon, to tir 
James Boleyn, knt. in exchange for the manors of 
Haverſeale, and Keinpling, in Kent; in 1550, in the 
5th of Edward VI. for zool. paid into the Exchequer, 
it was granted to remain after the death of fir James 
Boleyn, knt. and Elizabeth, his wife, and the longeſt 
liver of them, to the lady Elizabeth, daughter of 
queen Ann Boleyn, by Henry VIII. and aſter- 
wards queen of England, and ſo it came again to 
the crown. 


In 1362, when queen Elizabeth had the manor and 
advowſon, there was an exact ſurvey of it made by 
William Minne, William Dix, and Thomas Sidney, 
gents. her commiſſioners for that purpoſe, on the 
oaths of thirteen tenants on the jury, who ſaid, 
* that the queen was lady and patroneſs, and had 
court-baron and Jeet, waif and ſtray, with all game 
and royalty of feſaunt and partridge to the ſame be- 


longing; that it was ancient demeſne, and a liberty 
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within itſelf. and that no herift, or eſcheator, could 
ſerve proceſs in the manor, the tenants of which 
were not to Appear at any; ages, or ſeſſions. or any 
other courts out of the fronchilc; alſo no ſpiritual 
otacet could ferve an citation there, but the clerk of 
the town, and they were not to ajprar before any ſpi- 
ru?! judge out of the lordihip. The queen had a 

watre:: of conies, and a fold-courſe in ber {everal 
ground, called the Park, and a lodge lately built on 
her feveral ground, called Leeches, adjoining there- 
io; the fold-courle is Jett at 5l. per ann. it hath a 
fair, market, and all eſcheats, worth 26s. Sd. per an- 
mam. a water-mill Jett by copy of court-roll at gs. 
per annum, they ſue all fines on the freehold by their 
own {teward, or his deputy, and pay a ſet fee of 
os. gd. cach hne ſucd for the recording it, and the 
tines ined on the baſe tenure only 4d. the cuſtomary 
es tor the demiſed lands of the ſcite of the manor, 


or ancient demeltnes, is gd. an acre, the tenants have 


been nodges in avere for the freehold, the free rents 
are 121. 188. 104, per ann, with the ſtikepence, and 
ae tenure rents, or quit rents, are 121. 16s, 
I, our cullom is, lor the whole fincs of the baſe 
tonne lands 28. an acre, and for the petty fine (or 
too o! alienation when lands are fold) 12d. the acre, 
ard moic lor ifive tor every acre for the year 1d.“ 


Cxwſton hath a vaſt tract of land on the eaſt and 
{ouch bdes of the pariſh remaining uncultivated, un- 
der the name of Camſton Fieaih. 


The commons are m general for all the inhabitants 
of Cawiton, and in the precin& of the manor, viz. 
at Falling one acre, Bavwood-green five acres, the 
common trom Blakebridge towards Heydon North 
1-9 acres, ict out by marks and croſſes. Ihe fourth 
common is going trom Cawſton-Woodrow, on the 

ſouth 
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ſouth ſide of the queen's ſeveral ground, called the 


park, leading to the common water-run of Cawſton 
and Aylſham, towards Marſham, Buxton-Doles, and 
Heveringland, &c. Malbornes-Haven, between Caw- 
ſlon and Marſham, &c. one acre of common againſt 
William Alexander's houſe, &c. by Brandifton, ten 
acres lying between Booton common ſouth, and 
Reed's cloſe north. 


The ſcite of the manor is a meſſuage, called 
Leeches, or Baywood, much dilapidated, a brew- 
houſe, ftable, and long barn of four bayes, &c. the 
old ſcite is built with divers cottages, holden by 
copy of court-roll by divers tenants, the which ſcite, 
with certain other demefne lands, as the fold-courle, 
warren, and wood, by the old extent, with the profits 
of the fair and market, were formerly 111. 188. 8d. 
but are now raiſed, 


In 1572 it was 531. per annum, and was after- 
wards granted by the queen, for a term, to fir Thomas 
Greſham, knt. but that being out in 1610, James J. 
granted it to fir Henry Hobart, knt. his attorney ge- 
neral, who purchaſed it of him, to be held by knight's 
ſervice to him and his heirs, in fee; his grandſon, 
fir John Hobart, in 1662, fold it to Eraſmus Earle, 
ſerjeant at law, for $4501. with whoſe family it went 
by marriage to William Wigget Bulwer, 1 of 
Heydon aud Wood- Dalling. 


In 1605 James I. granted them his charter of certi- 
ficate, that they, and the tenants of Burgh manors by 
Aylſham, were tenants in ancient demeſne, and as ſuch 
were free from toll, ſtallage, cheminage, pontage, pan- 
age, picage, murage, and paſſage, in all England, and 
his charter was renewed in the time of Charles I. 
in 1623.

In 1457 Ela, wife of fir Robert Brewſe, knt. died 
ſeiſed of wo hundted acres, called Jerberge's Park, 
in Cavwſten, and Robert de Brewſe, her fon, proved 
that it was not ſubjedt to the libeny of warren be- 
longing to Cawſton, and had no dependence on that 
coun, hoc e John, fon of fir Hubert de Burgh, 
Santed ic ablolutely free io William Gerberge, or ler- 
berge. of Yarmouth, when he ſevered it from Caw- 


Ron manar. 


In 1685 Roger Towneſend, bart. died ſeiſed of 
Gerberge's wood and park, containing two hundred 
acres in Cauſton, keld in free foccage of Cawſton 
WanoT. 


In 1200 Renry III. firſt granted a charter to Hu- 
bert de Burgh, for liberty of free - warten in his ma- 
nor of Cawiton. 


In 1263 John de Burgh obtained a charter from 
Henry III. for a weekly market every Tueſday, and 
a fair on St. Remigius s Day (October 1) and mor- 
row. And Edward I. granted a fair, which is kept 
here on St. Agnes's Day (Jan. 21) and morrow, it 
bong the dedication day of the church; and there 
is a ſheep ſucw. or fair for ſheep, at the Woodrow- 
houſe on Auguſt 14, and formaly the church- 
wardens were obliged to pay an annual ſum to make 
a crown for the principal image of St. Agnes, ſtanding 
on the north kde of the altar, at the caſt end of the 
chancel, and to ado it. 


Banningham, 
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Banningham, a member of Cawſton, was granted 
off by Henry I. to Walter Tuſſard, who held it (per 
arbaliſleriam) by the ſerjeanty of finding one archer, 
or foot ſoldier, with a croſs-bow. for the king's ſer- 
vice; and Avis Tuſſard held it when the record 
called Teſla de Neville was wrote. 


In 1339 Jeffrey le Scroop held Neyland manor in 
Eſſex, and Suffolk, of this manor of Cawſton, by the 


ſervice of one roſe a year. 


The original of Leeche's manor was by a grant 
made by John de Burgh, of part of the lands and 
rents of the Great Manor to Baldwin de Cankewelle 
in 1274, With fifty-two acres of land, within the 
hedge of Cawſton park, the ſaid Baldwin being to 
have all royalties in his part, or manor, paying 
yearly to the ſaid John and his heirs a bearded arrow ; 
and from that time the lord of this manor always had 
an iron bearded arrow carried before him, or his 
ſteward, whenever a court was held; at this time 
there is a mace carried at every court, having a 
bearded arrow at top, in token of the tenure, and to 
ſhow that it holds of the chief manor by it, and fo is 
conlequently held of that, as of the Duchy of Lan- 
caſter, iu free ſoccages. It came afterwards to Robert 
Leeche, and in about 1470 it was fold to John 
Heydon. 


In 1521 fir Roger Towneſend was lord of Leeche's 
manor in Cawſton, and lett the manor-houſe in Caw- 
ſton, warren of conies, foldage and manor, for twenty 
marks; and the 2d of October, in the 2d of Edward 
VI. he and his fon, Thomas, fold the whole manor 
of Leeche's to fir James Boleyn, knt. and ſo it be- 
came joined to, and hath continued with the great 
manor ever ſince. 


HUNDRED OF 


Cros Mos, in Cawsrox, Walter de Caw- 
fon lived, and had an cilac here, about the time of 
Richard I. and his heirs had divers lands granted them 
kom the manor be John de Burgh. Robert de Caw- 
Non was one of thoſe wile men whom Edward III. 
in 1 904, thought ſit to appoint to meet at Weſtminſter, 
to be of council to his fon, Thomas of Woodſtock, 
duke of Glouceſter, whom he had appointed cuſtos 
of England. during bis ablence in the French wars, 
with the prince of Wales, and many noble lords in 
his companv. In 1goe he and John de Weaſenham 
were commiſhoned to lav an embargo on all ſhips 
From the mouth of the Thames non: had: ard to 
fapply them with men and arms to 1elaſt the French, 
then making an wvalion.

In 1506 John Curfon, alderman of Norwich, gave 
«1! his cate in Cawſton, &c. with the coun leets, 
and warren, to Thomas, his fon. In 1637 fir Ed- 
mund Sauver fold it to fir John Hobart. knt. and 
bart. and he fold it immediately to lerjeant Earle, 
and io united it to che great manor. 


Mis, or Srtire's Maxor, was parcel of the 
great manor, granted off by Heary I. and king John. 
In 1201 William le Mey had gos. lands, formerly the 
king $ demetnes; and in 1249 had other rents, lands, 
&c. here, of the ancient demeſnes of the grant of 


Iiem I. held by the {erjeanty, or ſervice, of keeping 
and feeding one bloodhoui. d. 


In 1 Wiiliam le Mev, as tenant in capnte, Was 


ſummoned to auend Edward 1. in his expedition into 
Wales. 


In 1808 Robert Bedingfield held Mey's manor of 
the inhetitance of Joan, his wife, in Cawſton and 
Stanhowe, 
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Stanhowe, by keeping a hound for the king whenever 
the king ſends one for that purpole, and Catherine 
and Elizabeth were their daughters and heireffes ; and 
now it was found, that if the king ſent che hound, he 
was to pay 11d. a week for their keeping it, and that 
no tenants of the lands held by this ſerjeanty ever 
ſerved on juries, or appeared on any recognifances, 
by reaſon of the tenure. In 1353 Robert le Mey, of 
Cawiton, had licence to fell the Cawſton part, or 
manor there, to Henry de Brampton, and his heirs, 
In 1458 John Aggys, gent. lord here, ordered his 
wife, Margaret, to {ell it, and to be divided amon 
his children. In 1343 William Knightley, of Nor- 
wich, gent. gave Mey's manor here to his ſon George ; 
in 1563 Thowas Gawdy, eſq. fold the manors of 
Mey's and Sterling's, in Cawſton, Brandiſton, and 
Heveringland, to John Gibbs, with the ſheep-walks 
belonging to it; it was after this John Peters's, wha 
fold it to John Jenny, gent. and Thomas Deye, 
gent. and in 1655 Clement Herne, eſq. was lord, 
the rents of aſſize being then 11. 358. 5d. and it ſince 
belonged to Paſton Herne, eſq. of Heveringland, 
but now to William Fellowes, eſq. 


The old ſcite is in a cloſe, at the diviſion of Caw- 
flon pariſh, almoſt by Heveringland ; it is incloled 
with an old moat, and contained about an acre. 


The church is dedicated to St. Agnes, and flands 
thus in the king's books, 151. 13s. 11d. ob. Caw- 
ſton Rectoria, alias Caſton, 11. 11s. 4d. ob. qr. 
yearly tenths. Hubert de Burgh gave ten acres 
of glebe to the church. The advowton belonged to 
the manor till Eraſmus Earle, eſq. of Sall, ſettled 
it on Pembroke-hall, in Cambridge, who are always 
to nominate two of their fellows to the lord of the 


manor, 
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manor who muſt preſent one of them ſo nomi- 
nated. 


In 1284 the living was worth Go maiks a year. 
It pavs hrit fruits and temitis, aud is incapable of aug- 
memaaon®, 


Adam de Skakelthorp, rector here, died in 1970, 
and was prebendary of Pavne's-hall in Lincoln dioceſe, 
and lies buried in Cawſton chancel, before the pricipal 
image of St. Agnes; he was a great and wealthy per- 
fon, and gave legacies to man of his friends; he alſo 
gave his organs, then ſtaudiug in Cawſlon chancel, to 
Hickling priory, and to each cannon 1 2d. he had let- 
ters of fraternity, and was a beueſactor to every 
houle of friars in Norwich, and his obijt kept accord- 
mgly ; he was a great benefaQtor to the building of 
the {outh aile of Dennington church, in Suffolk, and 
to the repair of the chapel and altar of St. Mary, at 
the caſt end of that aile; aud to St. Margaret's chapel 
and altar, at the caſt end of the north aile there. He 
ordered, * that the day after his death he {ſhould be 
camed in his coffin into Cawſton chancel, and there 
let on two ſtools, and be covered with a green wor- 
Read cloth, and then two wax-tapers, each weighing 
two poured and a half, to be placed in two iton can- 
dickhcks, one at his head, and one at his feet. 


Edward Hammond, reQor, is buried in the chan- 
cel, obiye 6 June, 1621. 


Thomas Browne, A. M. rector, fellow of Pem-

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The Rev. Mr. Leonard Addiſon, A.M. late preſi- 
dent of Pembroke-hall, ſucceeded Browne, and the 
preſent rector is the Rev. Rich. Baker, A.M. preſented 
to this rectory by the maſler and fellows of Pem- 
broke-hall, Cambridge, as conditional patrons, 


Here were ſeveral bene ſactors to religious purpoſes 
in this church. 


The church is a noble free-ſtone Gothic pile, 
having a remarkable ſtrong and beautiful ſquare 
tower, 120 feet high, and fix bells and a clock in it, 
a naveꝰ, two ailes, two tranſcept chapels, a north 
chancel chapel, and north veſtry and ſouth porch, all 
leaded; this noble fabric, except the north aile, was 
built by Michael De-la-Pole, earl of Suffolk, lord 
here, and Catherine, his wife, daughter of Hugh carl 
of Stafford; his patron, St. Michael, with the dragon, 
is carved in ſtone over the weſt door, with the arms 
following on ſeven ſhields :—De-la-Pole; Morley 
impaling De-la-Pole and Wingheld quartered ; De- 
la-Pole and Wingfield quartercd, impaling Stafford; 
De-la-Pole and Wingheld quartered ; De-la-Pole and 


Wingfield quartered, impaling England; Clifton im- 


pales De-la-Pole; and De-la-Pole. 


Between the arms of Ufford and De-la-Pole are 
Wingfield quartered, and at top, on each fide, are the 
arms 


The length of the nave and two ailes is ninety feet, and 
the breadth fifty-four ; the chancel is forty-fix feet long, and 
twenty-five broad. The ſouth tranſcept chapel is dedicated to 
our Lady, and is fifteen feet wide, and twenty-five feet long. 
The north tranſcept chapel hath the image of St. Edmund jn us 
eaſt window, by which it ſeems to have been dedicated to that 
king. The chapel on the north fide of the chancel is dedicated 
* St. John Baptiſt, and is five yards wide, and above eight

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arms of England and France. all carved in lone. 
On the arch of the porch arc De-la-Pulc and Wing- 
held s arms quartered. 


There are two old grave-ſtones on the fouth fide of 
the church-yard, near the croſs 2ile, one with the ef- 
fey of a man, the other of a woman, of very ancient 
ſculprare in rehevo, the ſuppoſed founders of the 
ſouth chapel. but it is not libelu, the rombs appearing 
much older than the building. 


In the church are tomb-ſtones in memory of Bar- 
ker, Lynſtead, Harward, Sparham, Atheret, Denne, 
Dewing. Rumpe, Goodman, Gurnay, &c. The inſide 
of this church is very neat and commodious, the 
roof is elegant. and the apoſiles painted on the pan- 
nels of a handiome {kreen, which divides the chanccl 
from the middle aile, are not leſs ſtriking than an- 
uquc. 

In the caſt window are the arms of the Eaſt An- 
gics. Edward the Conſeſſot, biſhop Nix, of Norwich, 
Uffard carl of Suffolk, De-la-Pole earl of Suffolk. 
gearing Wingticld. France, and England, and the 
arms of tr James Boleyn. knut lord here in 1549. 
quancred with Butler car} of Ormond, impaling 
Su james s claigy, kneeling in his furcoat of arms, 
and that of Elizabeth, his wife, were here formerly, 
but are now defaced; there was alſo another efhgy,

COLBY, or Cor xx, is in the Duchy liberty, va- 
ued to the land ax at 3241. the prior of Hickling's 
tempotals paid Sd. ob. and the prior of Wayborne's 
Gs. to the dench. 


The reQory lands in the king's books at 81. 138. 
1ed. but being ſworn of the clear vearly value of 
251. oaly, it is diſcharged of firſt fruits and tenths, 
and is capable of augmentation; it was anciently 
valucd at thurcen marks. 


The church is dedicated to St. Giles, who had a 
guild here, and there were two others of our Lady, 
and St. John Bapiuſt; the ſteeple is round, and had 
three bells. the two biggeſt of which were ſold by a 
laculky granted for that purpole in 1749, and then 
the north aile was pulled down, and the lead fold to 
repair the church. 


In 1314 Thomas earl of Norfolk preſented ; and 
in 1372 hr William Uttord, carl of Suffolk. 


Mr. Thomas Reeve was ejected from this rectory, 
and Aldborough, by the carl of Mancheſter, Auguſt 
18. 1:48, for obſerving the orders of the church, 
diſuading his pariſhioners from rebellion, and reful- 
ing to alli in it himſelf, and for refuſing the cove- 
vant. This following is the account of his uſage, 
hom his own fou;

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„ One major Raimes, his neighbour, having raiſed 
a troop of horſe for the parliament, got a warrant 
from the committee of ſequeſtration, at Norwich, to 
take away Dr. Reeve's catile, and to bring him pri- 
ſoner to Norwich jail; which he executed with all the 
rigour he could, ſearching in the bed, where his wife 
had lain - in but three days, for the doctor; and when 
the woman rebuked him for his barbarity, telling him 
he acted more like a beaſt than a man, he drew his 
{word, and ſtabbed it through the bed in ſeveral 
places, pretending to ſtab the doctor, if hid in the 
bed; after that, he cauſcd all his troopers to pull the 
bridles oft their horſes, and whip them round the 
garden, to tread all under foot; aſter that, he broke 
open the barn door, and turned all the horles to the 
ſtacks of corn, to fill their bellies; ſome few days 
after, he came with another warrant, and broke 
open the doors with a plow-ſhare, being denied poſ- 
ſeſſion, and turned Mrs. Reeve and hx children into 
the ſtreet, (probably not above a week after lying. in 
and brought carts and carried away the library, and 
all the houſhold goods, and fold them for what he 
pleaſed, and gave no account to the committee. After 
this, having lain obſcure for near three years, he at- 
tempted to go to the king, at Oxford, but was taken 
priſoner within ſeven miles of that place, by a troop 
of the parliament horſe, and ſtripped naked in very 
cold weather, and his clothes ripped to pieces, to 
ſearch for letters; inſtead of which, they met with 
near three ſcore pieces of broad gold, which were 
quilted into ſeveral places, for his ſupport, but he 
could get none of them again: then le was im- 
priſoned in London, when his countryman, Miles 
Corbet, of Sprowſton, who was afterwards one of 
Charles the Firſt's Judges, fat chairman of the com- 
mittee, who pretended at firſt to ſend him in ex- 


change to Oxford; but after that, told him he knew

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him to be an old malignant. and promiſed to fee him 
hanged, and fo ſen: kim poilo! net to the gatchouſe,

Lower down, on a free-ſtone, — Mary, the wife of 
Richard Snelling, and daughter of the late Jon H- 
monds, of Suffieid-7all, eſy. was buried here, Sept. 14, 
1729.—Allo, Richard Snelling, of Colby, yeoman, 
who bequeathed one pound, to be diſtributed every Chrift- 
mas- day among the aged þoor tliereiu; and one pound and 
ten ſhillings on every Eajter-day, to cliati four poor 
children of the ſaid pariſh; and tied two cloſes of his 
land in the Northfield, of Colby, to ſecure. the payment of 
theſe legaaes,_obij! Ociober 21, 1725, aged 7 3.

The windows were all adorned with the arms of 
the Norfolk family, as Howard, Bizot, Brotherton, 
Segrave, Mowbray, Felbrigg, Warren, Nevile, &c. 


At the ſurvey Colby was a berewic, belonged io 


Cawlton, and the whole continued with that till 
William de Burgh ſevered it by granting half the 
town, and half the advowſon, from Cawſton, which 
in 1199 Robert de Colby held, with his brothers; 
and in 1221 Reiner de Burgh granted the other part 
and moiety of the advowſon to Hugh Bigot, carl of 
Norlolk. 


In 1274 the earl of Norfolk had a common gal- 
lows in Colby, free-warren, view of frank-pledge, 
aſſize of bread and ale, and inſangthef, here, and in 
Hanworth. In 1285 all theſe liberties were allowed 
to Roger Bigot, carl of Norfolk, as a member of his 
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manor of Hanworth, to which his part and manor 
of Colby was then joined; and it continued in the 
Howards til fir John Howard. Ent. afterwards duke 
of Nortolk. on marrving his daughter, Margaret, to 
Jobs Windham, conveved this manor to that family, 
and it hath palled in it ever ſince as the manor of 
Feibrize, William Windham, of Felbrigg, elq. being 
now lotd. 


The Colbrs manor here, called Oldſtead-hall. de- 
ſconded in that family from Robert de Colcby to 
Henry de Colchy, who had a charter for free-warren, 
and from that time it paſſed with Ingworth manor, 
vill s, and then it was ſettled by fir William Phe- 
tip, Ent. and Julian, his wife, on fir Simon Felbrigg, 
knt. tor the life of Julian. In 1594 it belonged to 
kr George Carew, kunt. and Thomas Hitchcock. In 
134% Jobn Smith, and Stephen Drury, gent. ſeuled it 


on Marin Fountain, gent. and John Dodman. 


This place produced Thomas de Colby, who was 
dered in the monaſtery of the white friars, or car- 
meines. ac Norwich, where by diligent application

In 17 the Rev. Henrv Brant was preſented ta 
this rectory by fir Hatbord Harbord, bart. 


COLTISHALL, 
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COLTISHALL, or CotTzsnalLt, commonly 
called Coulſhill, and in Doomſdav-book Coketcſhala, 
and Cokereſhala, no doubt, from ſome Saxon owner. 
Stigand the archbiſhop had it, and occupied it by 
ſixteen ſocmen, and after granted it to Turold, and 
at the Conqueror's ſurvey the anceſtor of the carl 
Warren had it of that prince's giſt, all but Ralph 
Stalra's part, which he gave with the burial of his 
wife to the abbot of St. Bennet at Holme, who 
joined it to his adjacent manor of Hautbois, with 
which it has always paſſed. Coltiſhall had then a 
church, and ten acres of glebe, and was above a 
mile long, and half a mile broad, and paid 12d. 
to the gelt, or tax, towards every 20s. railed in the 


hundred. 


Roger of Poictou, third ſon of Roger de Montgo- 
mery, carl of Arundel, &c. held four ſocmen, and 
thirty acres here, formerly biſhop Stigand's, which he 
Joined to his manor in Frettenham. Ralph de Ca- 
mois died ſeiſed of this manor in 1218; William de 
Hackford, and Walter de Rochford, held three parts 
of a fee here, and paid aid accordingly to the earl 
Warren, and now the manor centred in the Hack- 
fords, and paſſed with Welt Harling from them to 


the Secklords. 


The leet and ſuperior juriſdictions of all kinds al- 
ways belonged to the crown, and accordingly Heary 
III. as ſuperior lord of the whole town, and of all 
the tenants of fir William de Hackford there, by let- 
ters patent, dated at Woodſtock, June 13, 1231, 
granted to all men, women, boys, and girls, born, 
or to be born, in his village of Coluſhall, that they 
ſhould be free from all villainage of body and blood, 


they and their families, in all parts of England, and 
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that they ſhould not be forced to ſerve any offices for 
any one, wnlcts they liked it, and that all frays or 
trantgretons of bloodihed, bargains, and all quar- 
robs and tans, concerning the town of Coltiſhall, 
theou'd be determined twice every vear, before the 
kms olncers, at the lcets there; and the natives of 
Colmtheall Rall be tree from toll, by water and b 

land, in all dais and markets throughout England, 
and from all Hallage, paunage, and picage, being the 
kme's renants, and as tuck, they were to pay to 
hm end kis lucceſſots 20s. to the aid. to make his 
Weit ton kmight, whenever ut happened, fo that the 
k.og s olhcers demanded it in the village, and if not 
there Cemanded, it was wt to be paid, and they were 
ine manner to pay eos. for {cutage, as often as it 
was raited on the new acquired 10 val demeſnes, of

conſirmed 
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confirmed the ſaid charters*, and afterwards con- 
veved all his rights in this town to his college, 
(called King's-college, in Cambridge) to which this 


village now belongs. 


This manumiſſion, or charter of freedom, to the 
natives of this village, was a very great favor and 
privilege in thoſe days; there were few then born 
freemen, half of moſt villages were cither cuſtoma 
tenants, and fo bound to perlorm all their cuſtoma 
ſerviccs to their lords, or elle villains, —-we ma ſay 
in plain Ensljh—sLaves, to their ſeveral lords, who 
had ſo abſolute a power, that they could grant them, 
their wives, and chiidren, born, or ever hereafter to 
be born of them, together with all their houſhold 
goods, cattle, and chattels whatever, to whomſoever 
they pleaſed; and indeed nothing is more common 
in antiquity, than to meet with grants of this nature 
from one lord to another, or to whoever he would; 
nay, fo abfolute was the lord's juriſdiction over 
them, that they could not live out of the precincts of 
the manor without their lord's leave, nor marry their 
children to another lord's tenant without their own 
lord's licence; but in all ages men were naturally de- 
firous of LtinerTyY; for thele villains continually en- 
deavoured to procure their freedom, either by pleaſ- 
ing their lord ſo much as to obtain a manumiſſion, 
or by getting ſome [riend or relation to purehaſe it 
for them; no this grant at once manumiſed all the 
natives of Coltiſhall, and all their poſterity, male and 
female, and that in ſo ample a manner, that contra 
to other free-men (who were obliged to do ſuit at 


court, and ſerve the ofhces of the manor, as collec- 


torſhips, 


* The inhabitants of Coltiſhall, in 1462, had a confirmation 


of their charters and privileges from Edward IV. in the zd year 
of his reign, 
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torſhips, reeveſhips, &c.) they were not to be put into 


am ofhce without their own conſent, and though 
they removed into any other lord's ſee, or manor, vet 
they and their poſterity ſhould remain free. Now 
becauſe we have mentioned theſe manumiſſons, and 
ſhewn their extent. it may not be amiſs to ſubjoin an 
example of ſuch allenions, many people being igno- 
rant in what ſtate their forefathers lived, and ſo are 
not capable of ſuſſiciently valuing the freedom which 


we now enjoy*, 


The manor continued in the Hackfords, and Seck- 
fords ; and in 1401 was found to be in the Duchy of 
Lancaſter, and the advowſon was ſold to the maſter 
and brabren of St. Giles's hoſpital, in Norwich, 
about 1450. and the manor and advowſon was after- 
wards (old to truſtees for the uſe of King's College, 
in Cambridge; but by reaſon of the prior convey- 
ance of the advowlon, that college, though they 


uied for it, could not for a long time recover it, but

The rectory was given to the priory of Horſham 
St.- Faith, to which it was appropriated, the prior be- 
ing taxed for his ſpirituals here, viz, the appropriate 
church of Corpuſty, at the rate of eight marks, with- 
out the taxation of the vicarage, which was endowed 
with the (mall tithes, the prior being to repair the 
chancel, who always preſented to the vicarage till the

Edmonds, and Nicholas Peicod, of Mauiſhall, fold

There have been no vicars iuſlituted lately. but i: 
hath been held by ſequeſtration only, the profits not 
being above 12 or 14]. per annum; it ſtands thus in 
the kings books: 41. 12s. ob. Corpuſty vicarage 
61. clear yearly value; fo that it is diſcharged of 
fiſt fruus aud tenths, aud is capable of augmen- 
tauon 


In 1760 the Rev. Edward Achill had this vicarage, 
dt petpetual curacy, by ſequeſtration. 


 ERPINGHAAMI. The church is dedicated to St. 
Mary, and is a reQory, valued in the king's books 
at gl. 188. od. but being worn of the clear yearly 
valoe of 431. ic is diſcharged of firſt-fruits and tenths, 
and is capable of augmemation; the ancient value 
was wwenty-hve marks. The abbot of Bury's ma- 
not of Sextou's, in Aylikam, extended hither, the

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{acriſt being taxed at 4d. for his temporals here; the 
prior of \V alfingham had lands of the giſt of Bartho- 
lomew de Calchorpe, and the prior of Fakenham- 
dam, or Hempton, was taxed at bs. 5d. for his lands 
here; and the ſerjeanty of Walter Tuſard, of Ban- 
ningham, paid bd. per ann. to the church, 


The town is in the Duchy liberty, and gives name 
to the hundred, and one of the manors is called 
South Erpingham. as the hundred is; and the next 
hundred is called North Erpingham, becauſe it lies 
north of Erpingham ; it paid 41. 10s. to each tenth, 
including the revenues of the religious, and is now 


laid at 4031. 168. Sd. to the lind tax. 


The moiety of the advowſon was given to che ab- 
bey of Holme. by Edvard the Conſellor, and paſſed 
with that abbey to the biſhop of Norwich, in which 
ſce it now remains; and the other moiety always at- 


tended the manor, and jlill belongs to it. 


In 1244 it was ſettled by fine. that the abbot of 
St. Bennet, and his ſucceſlſots. and Robert de Erping- 
ham, and the ſuccceding lords, ſhould for ever pre- 
ſent by turns; the next vacancy thould be the lord's, 
and the next the abbot's, and fo it ſhould pals in al- 


rernate turns for ever. 


In 1769 the Rev. John Strachey was preſented to 
this rectory by the biſhop of Norwich, in right of his 
turn, as ſucceſſor to the abbot of Holme. 


There is a tall ſquare tower, and four bells; on 
its top were four confeſſors in their habits, carved in 
free-{tone; three now remain, but the fourth, which 
ſtood at the ſouth-weſt corner, about eighty years 


lince, was ſtruck down in a violent tempeſt, which 
5 happened 
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happened dunng divine fervice; it ſurprized the con- 
gregation. killed one, and ſtupified two others, though 
they recovered afterwards; the violence of it went 
out at the chancel door. It is adorned with many 
ſhields, carved on ſtone; on one is a flower-pot with 
lues. the emblem of the Vi irgin, to whom the fabric 
is dedicated; the arms of Holme abbey, as patron of 
one turn. St. George, and Erpingham's arms, as pa- 
tron of the other turn; the emblem of the Trinity, 
a croſs flore, a wreath. or chaplet, Boleyn quartered 
wich Ormond ; divers initial letters for the names of 
famts; MI. for Maria; W. T. &c. and the ſeveral 
levers of ERPYNGHAM. 


The church and tower were begun in fir Thomas 
Frpingham's time. the latter was roofed by fir Wm. 
Phelip, lord Bardolph, and his lady, as their arms 
on the roof teſtify. We find ſeveral benefactors arms 
allo, as Jermy, Damme, Beaumont, and Mountenev, 
&c. The nave, ſouch aile, chancel, and ſouth porch, 
are leaded ; and in the firſt of theſe is a ſtone, —For 
Fenenan Wolſey, Nov. 22, 1729, aged 39. 


Edward the Confeſſor confirmed to the abbey of 
Sr. Bennet at Holme the churches of Erpingham, 
and Antingham, with the manor and land of Edric 
Scireiman. in thoſe villages, and this was the manor 
of Erpingham, which at the Conqueror's ſurvey be- 
longed to that abbey, and was appropriated to the 
mannenance of the monks there, and the church 
had then lx acres of glebe. 


The other manor here was called South Erping- 
tam, or Gerberge's manor, and was in various hands 
at the conqueſt ; that part, formerly earl Harold's, 
was then owned by Roger Bigot; Drue de Beuraria 
had another part, and Humfrid, or Humfrey, held 


two 
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two other parts of Ralph, brother of Ilger, of which 
one part was formerly Bundo's, a freeman of Ha- 
rold's, and anceſtor to the Mawtby family; the king 
and the earl had the ſoc, or ſole juriſdiction, over 
the whole, except the abbot's manor, and there ap- 
pears no men{ſuration nor gelt in Doomſday. 


EnyincHam Maxor paſſed from the time of the 
Conqueſt as the manor of Hautbois Magna, till 
1200, and then Robert de Erpingham had it, and 
in 1207 Peter de alto Boſco, or Hautbois, releaſed 
it to him, as did fir Peter, his fon. in 1234, and 
the Calthorpes alſo, and ſo it came to the fa- 
mily of the Erpinghams, who aſſumed their ſirname 
from this village, their anceſtors having been here 
long before they fixed this name; for 'tis plain that 
the anceſtor of the family had lands here, granted 
him by William, fon of Roſceline. 


As the family was very numerous, it will be quite 
foreign to our purpole to trace any of the branches 
beſides that principal one, which, by purchaling in 
Gerberge's manor, became lords of the whole town, 
and patron of a mcediety of the church. 


Robert de Erpingham was the firſt of the family 
chat was lord here in 1244. and was ſucceeded by 
his ſon, John; for in 1277 John de Erpingham“ had 
a large eſtate in Wickmere, Calthorpe, Itteringham, 
Alburgh, Beckham, Beconſthorpe, and Barningham, 
of which laſt manor Robert de Erpinghamf, ſon of

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His only fon, bas it is ſaid) fir Robert, was a friar 
in the houfe of Friars Preachers at Norwich, rector 
of Bracon-aſh, and official to the archdeacon of 
Norwich; though we rather think this was Ins bro- 
ther. He was conſtantly in ak the wars in the times 
of Henry IV. and V. and particularly at Agincourt®, 

where he was acquainted with John Wodehouſe, ela. 
the great warrior, whote graudmother's name was 
Erpingham, and whole arms are quarteicd by Wode-

In the year 1400 Henry IV. in recompence for 
his ſervices, gave him a meſſuage. called the News- 
Inn, in $:. Benedi&'s, Paub's-Wharf, London, for 
his city-houſe, which was lately fir John Beau- 
champ's, knt. and before that, John de Nontague's, 
late earl of Sarum, by whoſe forfeiture it carne to 
the king, and alſo 100 marks cut of Saham manor, 
in Cambridgeſhire; 241. out of the profits of the 
rounty of Norfolk; 241. of the fee-tarm of Nor- 
wich cuy; the office of conflable of Daver callle, 
and Framlingham-callle, in Suttvik, dum the mi- 
nority of che duke of Norfolk; and 40 marks out 
of che manor of Gimminglianr; and the year fol- 
lowing he confirmed them all, and added 3o marks 
out of the farm of the manor of Newenton Longe- 
ville, by the hands of fir Ralpii Rochiord, hut an 
John Giaſton, chaplain, ſarmers thereof, and it ür 
Ralph died during fir Thomas's life, then he was to 
have that manor, and fool. per annum out of the 
fee-farm of Cambridge, by the hands of the bailiths ;

He 
had the honor to be elcned knight of the moſt no- 
ble orger of the garter. and was preſent with the 
duke of Beatord, and Humphrey duke of Glouceſ- 
tet. Lacurerants to Henry V. at Windſor, at St. 
Georee's at; in 1419, he was one of thoſe who 
were tent to by the king to require the gentlemen of 
the cou io come to his ailiftance with arms and 
equipage. agrecable to their quality, encouraging 
them with the aſſurance, that his particular favor 
ſhould reward their ſervices, and order ing that the 
names of thote who were willing, and of thoſe who 
related, thould be returned him; upon which, he, 
the bithop of Norwich, and John Wodehouſe, his 
fellow commiſſionets, made their return to the biſhop 
of Durham, chen chancellor, dated from Norwich.

And now, having gone through the chief paſſages 
of his life, we cannot yet omit the following ſtory, 
which we ſhall relate word for word, as we find it 
in Thomas Heywood's Gynaikeion, or Nine Books 
of various Hiſtories of Women, inſcribed by the 
name of the Nine Muſes, printed in 1624, beginning 
in page 253. To our own wiſh of affording our 
readers ſome amuſement, as well as inſtruction, we 
have the requeſt and advice of an ingenious gen- 
tleman, in theſe words: By all means inſert this 
flory at full length: tis the only thing in all Blome- 
field that can force—a ſmile,” 


„Sir Thomas Erpingham, (ſays Heywood) lord 
warden of the cinque-ports, a knight both of fame 
and memory, and whoſe name is ſtill upon record, 
being eminent and of note with Henry V. as per- 
ſonally with him in all the wars of France. After 
the king had both conquered and quietcd the land, 
this noble Engliſhman retired himſelf into his coun- 
try; he had a lady that was of ſuch beauty, that 
ſhe attracted the eyes of all beholders wich no com- 
mon admiration; in brief, I cannot ſpeak of her 
ſeature ſufficiently, as being far beyond the compaſs 
of my pen, and therefore I put her into the number 
of my fair ones. This lady, with her huſband, re- 
ſiding in the city of Norwich, he, after lo many 
troubles and torments, propoſed a more ſequeſtered 
life, and (next to the ſolace he had in the beauty 
and virtues of his wife) to take a courle merely 
contemplative, and thought, out of the abundance 
of his wealth, to do ſome pious deeds for the good 
of his ſoul; he therefore .cxected in the city, and 
near to the place where his houſe ſtood, a goodly

This letter was ſealed 
cloſely, ſent, received by the friar wich joy unſpeak- 
able. Againſt the night, he provides himſelf 
clean linen, a perfumed night-cap. and other ne— 
ceſſaries; he keeps his time, oblerves the place, 1s 
cloſely admitted, and by herſelf, without witnels, 
and fo conveyed into a cloſe chamber, which he was 
no ſooner entered, but in comes the knight, with 
his man, in great fury, without giving him the leaſt 
time either to call for help to the houſe, or to 
heaven, flrangled the poor friar, and left him dead 
upon the ground. The deed was no ſooner. done, 
and his rage ſomewhat appealed, but he began to

Chopron, Ikeiſhall, Dennivgton, Brokele, Brundiſh, 
Creamgham, and Wilbv. in Suffolk. He and his 
wite are buried in Dennington ; the tomb, with their 
eHoes, till remains.

In 1445 Joan lady Bardolph, widow of fir Wil- 
ham Phelip. held the advouſon and manors here, 
and died ſeiſed this vear, being buried in Denning- 
wa church. Her executors fold, in 1447, che old 
fear of the Erpinthams, it St. Manin's at the Plain, 
wm Nerwich, to Wilham Calthorpe, eſq. but theſe 
moamors wem to Witham wviicoum Beaumont, and 
led Bardolph, who in the 1ft of Edward IV. 1460, 
was atained; and though theſe manors, and others, 
were at dei gtanted to Joan, his wife, yet in 1466 
the king granted them to Roger Rees, eſq. for lite, 
2< forfened by Beaumom; he was afterwards knight- 
ed, and was ſheritt of Norfolk in the geh of Ed- 
ward IV. avd again in the 19th year of that king, 
aud he had a confirmation of them in 1474. 


In 1487 fir Philip Calthorpe, knt. had a grant of 
the recave hip of theſe manors, thev being then in 
the crown, aket the death of Roger Rees eſq. as 
parcel of the Beaumonts forfeited lands; but in 
15319 fr Philip Calthorpe had an abſolute grant of 
them trom Heary VIII. and at his death his lady 
held chem. ,

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In 154g it was conveyed to fir Edward Warner, 
knt. of Mildenhall, in Suffolk, and his heirs ; he 
died without iſſue in 1365, and Robert Warder, his 
brother and heir, kept his Grſt court here. In 1372 
Henry, fon of Robert, had livery of theſe, and ſe- 
veral other manors, and in 1578 fold them to John 
Hobart, of Ihwayte, who in 1596 left them to 
William Hobart, of Meton, his ſon and heir, who 
held them to his death in 1620; he was buried in 
the nave of Erpingham church, with this : Hic 
Jacet corpus Willtelmi Hobart, genereſi, qui obijt quinlo 
die Novembris, Anno Domini 1620. 

By his wife, Katherine, daughter of Robert Un- 
derwood, eſq. of Cromer, and ſiſter and ſole heireſs 
of her brother James, he had two daughters, co- 
heireſſes: Anne, married, firſt, to Nicholas Bacon, 
third ſon of fir Robert Bacon, of Ryburgh, by whom 
ſhe had no iſſue; ſecondly, to Thomas Herne, of 
Heverland, eſq. by whom ſhe had Clement Herne, 
of Heverland. eſq. who died in 1720, aged $0, and 
Thomas Herne, eſq. was his eldeſt fon and heir, 
whoſe uncle, John Herne, of Witchingham, had 
Thwayte, and Meuon, and died without iflue. 
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Theſe manors, on the partition, fell to Frances 
Hobart, who married William Hurſt, of Berkſhire, 
by whom ſhe had no iſſue; but by her other huſ- 
band, James, fon of fir Henry Davy, perhoner to

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The advowſon of the church of the Aſſumption 
of St. Mary the Virgin here was given in the year 
1199, by Peter de Alto-Boſco, or Hautbois, to the 
prior and canons of St. Mary, at Coxford, in the 
pariſh of Rudham, in Gallow hundred, in conſi- 
deration of which, the prior releaſed to Peter all 
his right he had in the church of Tuttington, and 
other immunities, all which the ſaid prior and con- 
vent had right to, by the deed of his father; and 
immediately after this, Hauibois rectory was appro- 
priated to the prior of Coxford, who ſerved it by a 
ſtipendiary chaplain; and in 1279 the biſhop of 
Norwich, upon a ſuit between Robert Baynard, then 
lord, and the prior, returned it to be legally appro- 
priated. and that the lord had not any juſt claim to 
it, but that it was valued at fix marks, and that ac- 
cordingly the prior paid 8s. to each tenth for it, fo 
that the king was anſwered all juſt dues, the ſaid 
prior having only 4s. rent of temporals in the ſaid 
town. The abbot of Caen, in Normandy, bad tem- 
porals here, taxed at 3s. gd. ob. and the prior of 
Broomholme kad his taxed at gs. 


In 1480 the church was diſappropriated, and a 
rector inſtituted, and from that time the priors of 
Coxford always had the patronage to the diſſolution. 
when it was granted to the duke of Norfolk, and it 
hath ever ſince remained in that family, and their 
truſtees, or feoffees, have conſtantly preſented to it. 


In 1737 William Taylor, eſq. and William Log- 
— gent. preſented the Rey. Samuel Taylor to this 


eftory.

There woes alfo a chantry here, founded and en- 
Qowed by Jobn Parham, with divers lands here, aud 
in Hauitbois Parve, Sco-Rulton, &c. 


At the diſfolution, Edward VI. in 1539, granted. 
among other things, to Thomas Woodhouſe, of 
Waxham, etq. ihe chaniry called de-alto-Boſco, in 
the town of Hambois Magna, with all the manors, 
teers, lands, rents, and ſervices thereto belonging, 
im Norfolb, to be held in foccage, by fealty only, of 
the king's manor of Brooke; and the next year he 
told nw Mi. Wilſiam Mingay, of Norwich, notary- 

blic, and his heirs. Under this grant likewiſe 
paſſed the hoſpital of St. Mary, commonly called God's 
Houle, at the head of Hautbois cauſeway, which 
was founded about 1235 by fir Peter de-alto-Boſco, 
or Hautbois, for his own and anceſtors fouls, for 
dee rccepuon of travellers and poor people, He - 
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tled lands here, and in Little Hauthois, Worſtead, 
Swannington, and Banningham, on 1 cuſlos. or 
maſter, of the hoſpital. 


The founder appointed the almoner of St. Ben- 
net to be principal guardian of this honſe, enjoiuing 
him to commit the cuſtody of it to the maſter, ,or 
cuſtos, of the hoſpital of St. James, at the head of 
the cauſeway of St. Bennet at the Holme. who 
ſhould yearly account with the almoner, and govern 
this houſe by a deputy appointed by the faid maſter, 
who fhould be cultos gf this hoſpital, and as ſuch 
account yearly wich the maſter of St. James's hol- 
pital. The maſter was to be free from all dues to 
ir Peter, as lord of Hautbois manor. This houſe 
was licenſed by pope Alexander the 4th, in the third 
year of his pontificate, to have a chapel, bell, and 
proper chaplain, for the uſe of the poor of the hof- 
pital, the revenues being able to bear the expence; 
and Roger, then cuſtos, certified this licence to the 
biſhop of Norwich. The revenues of this chapel of 
St, Mary were taxed at 18s. 10d. 


The manor of HautBois Macxa belonged to 
the abbot of St. Bennet at the Holme, one part of 
the giſt of Edward the Conſeſſor, and of Elgelwin, 
a Saxon ealderman, or thane, lord of it under chat 
prince, and the other. of the gilt of Ralph earl of 
Norfolk, when he granted the burial of his wife to 
that monaſtery, with the king's conſent.

LITTLE HAU TBOIS, or Hospsztts Parva, is in 
the libertv of the Duchy of Lancaſter; it is wrote 
in Doomſday-book Hobuiſſe, and called Haut-Bois, 
in French, the Hizh Wood; the ancient family which 
took their name from hence is ſirnamed in Latin 
records Dc-alto-Boſco, and indeed it ſhould ſeem to 
be denominated from the Figh Woods by the Water, 
which anſwers the fituation and name—Haut-Ho- 


High Bois, Buis-Wood, E, or Ea Water. 


The manors of Buxton, Lammas, and Scottow, 
extended hither, to which laſt the manor of Holme 


Abb.y, in this town, was joined by the abbot. 


In the time of Henry III. Peter, ſon of fir Peter 
De alto-Boſco. or Hautbois, lord of. Little Haut- 
bois, gave to the abbot of St. Bennet all his fiſhery 
in the town of Little Hautbois, from the houle of 
Henry Bell to Little Hautbois mill, and the com- 
mon fiſhery thence to Buxton bounds. This manor 
continued joined to the abbot of Holme's manor of 
Scottow; in 1401 that abbot held his manor here as 
parcel of his barony ; it had been in that monaltery 
ever ſince the Conteſlor's time, went with it to the 
ſee of Norwich, and is now leaſed by the biſhop, 
with Scouow.

In 1250 Walter de Suffield, biſhop of Norwich, 
obtained a charter of free-warren in all his demeſnes 
here, and in Marſhamy, into which village this manor 
extended; and he it was that made it one of the 
country feats of the biſhops, by building a palace, 
making a park, aud every thing ſo convenient, that 
many of the biſhops reſided here, as being a conve- 
niet diſtance from Norwich, and a pleaſant country; 
but none ſo much as biſhop Beck, who lived great 
part of his time, and died here; it being his favorite 
palace, he made every thing convenient and grand. 
In 1254 the biſhop had view of frank-pledge, aſſize 
of bread and ale, a common gallous, free-warren, 
and park,* allowed in Eire. In 1401 the biſhop held 
it in chick of the king, as part of his barony, and it 
remained fo till biſhop Nix's exchange of the reve- 
nues of the fee, and then came to the crown, and 
continued there till Henry VIII. in 1531, granted it, 
among others, to ſir James Boleyn, of Blickling, 
knt. who in 1540 parted off the park, by granting it 
to William Boleyn, clerk, and his heirs. In 1333 
fir James Boleyn had licence to fell the manor to

In 128; Henry de Helgheton, and others, were proſecu- 
ted for breaking into the park by night, and killing three bucks 
with John de Vauz's dogs, for which they were fined ſcverely.

The Mots of Rrrrox-Harr, alias Cat's, cum 
Crixeror's. —Rippeauna was a ſeparate berewic, 
and paid as mnch to the gelt, or tax, as Heving- 
ham did, viz. zd. ob. fo that it contained half the 
town; it belonged to William biſhop of Thetford, 
and attended that fee, till the biſhop infeoffed W alter 
Giffard in . who held it of the ſee at the Con- 
gueror's ſurvey, and it was always held of the ſee of 
Norwich, as part of its barony; it ſeems at the Con- 
fffor's farvey that Harold held it of the biſhopric, 
that it was then worth gos. and at the Conqueſt 30s.

In the time of king John, Roger le Chat, or Cat, 
had it, from whom it ſtill beats the name of Cat's 
Manor ; Henry le Cat in i285, was lord, and had 
joined one half of Criketot's manor to this, which he 
held at the eighth part of a ſce of the earl of Glou- 
ceſter, held of Clare honor, and Norwich ſee. 


In 1816 Henry le Cat had a charter for free-war- 
reu in the manor, and died this year,

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In 1345 fir Conſtantine de Mortimer held it dur- 
ing the life of his wife, in her right, ſhe being widow + 
of William Cat, and their ſhield, viz. Mortimer im- 
paling Cat, was lately to be ſcen in Attleburgh 
church windows. 


In 1418 Henry Cat, of Hevingham, was returned 
by the juſtices of the peace for the county as a pro- 
per perſon to ſerve Henry V. in his wars againſt 
France; he was ſucceeded by William Cat, of He- 
vingham, his ſon; and he by his ſon Henry, who 
died young and without iſſue, leaving his two ſiſters 
his. heireſſes; one married to William Thetford, in 
her right lord of a moicty of Rippcton, alzas Cat's, 
and Criketor's, in Hevingham; and the other ſeems 
to have married a Yaxley; for in 1558 Richard 
Yaxley held a moiety of the manors, and William 
was his ſon and heir, of whom it was purchaſed by 
the Theitfords. Thomas Thetford in 1628 had it, 
aud fold the eſtate to fir Henry Hobart, attorney ge- 
neral, and his truſtees, in 1608; it continued in the 
Hobarts till 1684 f, and was afterwards ſold to Free- 
man, and by him to the Paſtons, and was the eſtate 
of the late carl of Yarmouth; and George Anſon, 
eſq. is the preſent lord of Hevingham, cum Marſham, 
and Hevingham Cats, and patron of the rectory, 


KeRiToFr, alias CRyTorr Maxon, was held by

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and one morery was afterwards granted by Thomas 
Jon Gan g. his fon, to Richard de Lounde, from whom 
Simon de Crikerot, whoſe name the manor ill re- 
ans, though corrupted in its ſpelling and pronun- 
canon) had it. Ralf de Cnketot had a daughter 
named Emma, on whom Simon aſoteſaid ſeuled this

In the nave, by the entrance of the chancel, is the 
arms of Leigh, of Surrey, impaling Hunt, of Nor- 
folk. 


There were alſo in the windows of this chapel, though 
now loſt, the arms of Smallburgh, le Cat, or Catt's; Yelver- 
ton; Cat impaling Bois, of Dilham; Cat impaling Mawtby ; 
Bacon impaling Ihwaits; and biſhop Bateman's arms; and 
above it an eſſigy of Edward III. 


William Cat, of Thetford, removed to Hevingham about 
1411; and in 1462 William Ryder, of this town, releaſed all 
right in Ripton-hall, alias Catt's manor, here, to William 
Thetford, who deſcended from Alwin, of Thetford. In 1411 
fir Walter de Thetford was rector of Hingham. In 1536 Tho- 
mas Thetford was ſheriff of Norwich, and lies buried in St 
Peter's of Mancroft ; many of this family are buried here. 
Alice, wife of Thomas Thetford, of Ripton-hall, anno 1603, 
and four of their 13 children. In 1545 Mary Thetford, of

At the weſt end of the nave are tomb-ſtones to 
Wacker, Die, Folke, &c.

The rectors of Hevingham were collated by the 
biſhops of Norwich ll the exchange. 


In 1471, May g. Henry Candeler, rector, was 
buried in the chancel, for whom an inſcription re-

John Plumſtead, A. M. rector, was interred in the 
chancel, ob.

William Hall, rector, died ſudddenly in 1639;

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der the marble, with braſs fcrolls on it, on the 


right hand coming out of the veſtry of St. Stephen's 


church, in Norwich) he being ſucceeded by William 
Heylett, who lies buried on the north fide of the 
altar, with this: Here remain the body's of the reverend 
William Heplett*, aud Hannah, his wiſe, who died the 
8th day of Fanuary, 1694 ; and he died the 18th day of 
September, 1720; he was reflor of this pariſh 41 years, 
aged 92 ; all his life he was very much beloved, and at ts 
death as much lamented by his parijhioners.

This town is in the Duchy of Lancaſter, valued at 
400l. 108. per ann. to the land tax, and pays 41. 8s. to 
the old tenth. The prior of Binham was taxed for 
his ſpirituals, being a portion of tithes here, at half a 
mark, and there was a portion of tithes granted by 
Edward VI, to the dean and chapter of Norwich. 
The prior of Broomholme was taxed for his tempo- 
rals at 138. 5d. and the prior of Wayborne for his 
at 7s. ad. it ſtands thus in the kings books: 10l.

In the account af him it appears,. that fir John Hobart, 
grandtatier, to the preſent fir John, was his patron, and that he

is capable of augmentation. The archdeacon hath 
no power to vil the church, the pariſh being exempt 
hom archidiaconal juriſdiction, as being one of the 
manors belonging to the fee.

to 71. the town was above a mile long, and half as 
much broad, and paid 11d. to the king's tax to- 
wards every 208. raiſed in the hundred. 


The preſent name of Heydon, or Haydon, as it 
is commonly called. ſignifies the High-down, or 
Plain on the Hill, Which! is agreeable to its ſituation; 
it is in the liberty of the Duchy of Lancaltex, and 
had a weekly market, now diſuſed, which was kept 
on the Market-green, on the ſouth fide of the church. 


This manor continued in the Warrens till they 


inſeoffed William Caineto, or Cheyney, in it, who ' 


when he founded his priory of regular canons at Eaſt 
Rudham, about 1143, (afterwards removed by John 
Cheyney to Coxford) gave it fo that houſe; for by 
the record, called Teſta de Neuile, it appears that all 
Heydon was of the carl Warren's fee, of whom the 
prior of Coxford held it at two fees, but afterwards 
alienated, it from that monaſlery ; for in 1239 John 
de Corpuſty was lord, and ſettled it on himſelf for 
life, and then to Roger de Clere, and his heirs ; this 
Roger divided it, parting from one halt and the ad- 
vowſon to John de Brus, or Brewſe, and this was the 
manor called Heydon, alias Stinton-hall; and the 
other half he fold to Peter le Butilier, or Butler, 
which was afterwards called Heydon manor only.

8, 9, 40, and 41, and for 
tome time treaſurer there; and having made great 
proficiency i the law, he became concerned for 
many principal people, but eſpecially tranſacted the 
aflairs of the chief families of his own county, and 
behaved with ſo much reputation, that in 1644 he 
and Mr. Thurlce were ſecretaries for the Engliſh at 
the treaty of Uxhridge; and on the lach of Odo- 
ber, 164 5, he was called to the degree of ſærjcant at 
law; and the ſame year ſucceeded William Denny, 
elq. as ſteward of Norwich city; and the latter part 
of it was cholen recorder there, in the room of Sa- 
muel Smith, eſq. in which poſt te continued till 
1653. December 5, 1641. he was lente with a com- 
miſſion of Oyer and Terminer to Norwich, though 


the trials did not come on till Chriſtmas dav. aud 


afterwards ſent with the like commiſſion the York cir- 
cuit. In the long parliament, begun 1640, he was 
choſen member for Norwich city; when Oliver 
Cromwell took upon him the protectorſhip, he made 
him his own ferjeant, and after his death he enjoyed 
the ſame poſt under his ſon, Richard, being likewiſe 
ſerjeant to the common-wealth. Such was his repu- 


tation in buſineſs, being eſteemed one of the molt . 


able lawyers of his time, that in the Norlolk circuit 
he had almoſt monopolized it: at the reitoration he 
took the benefit of the king's pardon, and was on 
the 21ſt of June, 1660, again called to the degree of 
ſerjeaut at law, with fir Thomas Bedingfield, Hugh 
Windham, John Fountaine, and others, and conti- 
nued in great reputation and buſineſs io the end of 


his days. | 
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He raiſed a good cftate, and among many other 
prirchates, bought the manors of Sall, Cawſton, aud 
I don to the laſt of which he removed from Sall, 
and the manor-houſe, called Hevdon-hall, hath been 
the tear of the family ever fince: he marned Frances, 
Cnghrer of = Foumame, of Sall, eſq. February 
e. 1016. ma! he was buncd at Heydou, September 
18. 1651, and had four fons and two daughters : 
having lived to a good old age, he died at Heydon, 
Seprember 7. 1667, and is buried in che eaſt chapel

Faith had as many revenues as were eſtimated at 
twenty marks; the prior of Coxtord had gs. gd. in 
annual rents; and the prior-of Lewes 278. It is laid 
at 460l. to che land tax. 


The preſentation to this rectory was long in the 
Brewle family, till 1497. 


In 1472 Richard Hokele, or Hokell, one of the 
ſerving chaplains in this church ever ſince 1445, gave 
five marks for a new bell, and was buried in the 


north aile, and his braſs inſcribed, obyjt April 18, 
1472. 


In 1706, July 19, the church of Heydon was 
coulolidated with Irmingland ; and in 1777 the Rey. 
James Athill was preſented to the united rectory by 
William Wigget Bulwer, eſq. 


There is a rectory-chouſe on the eaſt part of the 
church-yard, and a croft of three acres adjoining; 
beſides other giebes. in Heydon and Corpuſty; and 
in 1450 chere were eighteen acres one rood of glebe, 
and 1s, 6d. rent. 


The church is a good regular building, having a 
nave, two alles, and chancel, covered with lead; the 
north veſtry is in decay; there is a handſome ſquare 
tower and three bells, and north and 1 porches, 
tiled. « 


There are many memorials for the Dynnes, an an- 
cient family reſiding here,

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John Dune built the rood-lofe, and his name is 
AN on the door.

The windows are much defaced, but were ſor- 
merly adorned with many ſaints, confeſſors, martyrs, 
&c. as the legend of St. Margaret in a ſouth window; 
Sts. Peter, Bartholomew, Matthew, Simon, Jude, and 
Ozias, in the north windows: but there is one north 
window very remarkable ; on it are painted many 
young {wearers, drunkards, dice-players, and other 
profligate livers, with a repreſentation of hell, and 
ſuch ſinners as thoſe in its flames, placed there no 
doubt as a view and warning-ptece, to deter youth 
from ſuch living. Twelve moral ſentences are in 
{crolls from the youth's mouths ; after which is a 
lamentation in the ſainc zealous ſlile of admonition. 


- INGWORTH, wrote in Doomſday-book Inghe- 
wurda, and Ingewrda, takes its name from its ſitua- 
tion by the low meadows, on the river; the whole be- 
longed to Harold, of whom a free-man held it in 
the Confeſſor's time, and it was given to Rainald 
Fitz-Ivo by the Conqueror, it being then ten furlongs 
long, and eight broad, and paid 1gd. to the gelt to- 
wards cvery 20s. railed on the hundred. 


Tocho de Wintreton held a villain here of Roger 
Bigot, which he added ro his manor of Hanworth, 
and was the part which was afterwards a manor by

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Ifelf here. and was given to the priory of Hempton, 
near Falenham-dam. 


Naser MaxoR remained in the crown from 
the Conaueror's time, after Fitz-Ivo's death, till Ed- 
ward | granted to a family, frnamed of the town, 
one moictv of the manor ava advon fon. and Henry 
ge Ingworth had it; and the other moiety to William 
Baldwvn, of Iugworth, and their heirs, 


Henre de lugworth had tive ſons; fir William, bis 
elde. was vicar ot Bungay Itinityv; he conveved it 
to Stephen de Ineworth, his next brother, when it 
extended into Avitham, Banningham, Erpingham, 
Tuttington Blickling, and Colby; and from him it 
came to Ralph, the next brother, who was lord in 
12536; he marncd Seincha, daughter of William 
Balduin aforclaid, who in the lame vear ſetiled 1 2d. 
per ann. in alms on Caibrook hoſpital, out of a te- 
nement here; they had Henry de Ingwonh, whe 
died before them; tor in 1 267 they were in poſſeſſion, 
but at their death their moicty joined to Baldwin's, 
for Aveline, onlv daughter of William Baldwin, mar- 
tied Nicholas Reppes, and in chem the whole cen- 
tred. and divided again into moietics with their two 

aughteis and heirelles ; Beatrice, marricd to Hen 
de Colby. ol Colby; and Alice, to Peter de Bramp« 
don. 


In 1285 Fdward I. granted to Henry de Colby a 
chaner for {ree-wanen in all his lands here, and in 
Colby; and in 1314 he held it at half a ſee of che 
hovor of Clare; m 1$20 had a chaner for a fair 
here. In 134 John. de Colby, his ſon, had the 
other moictv of the advowſon and manor, at the death 
of Alice, widow of Peter de Brampton, his aunt ; 
aud ia 1545 held the whole at ence fee of Clare ho- 

nor. 
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nor. In 1351 he was a knight. In 196; fir John 
ſold the whole of his eſtate here, and in Avlſham, 
Erpingham, Blickling, and Oulton, to George el- 
brigg, and his feoffees, after his own deceaſe; he was 
alive in 1372, and died before 1400; for be George 
was dead, and Robert de Felbrigg, his ſon, then a 
minor, was in the king's wardſhip; and from that 
time it paſſed from the Felbriggs to the W indhams, 
and now William Windham, of Felbrigg, elq. is 
lord and patron. 


The PrroR's, alias Hox's Maxor, was ancient] 
held by Henry de Hemeſby, and Robert de Blund; 
and afier by the prior of Hempton, at the fourth 
part of a fee, of the honor of Clare ; George. Fel- 
brigg farmed i it of that monaſtery, which was taxed 
for temporals here at 5l. 1s. 6d. At the diffolution 
in 1345 Henry VIII. gave it to fir William Farmor, 
kut, who fold it to Richard Hoe, of Scaring, gent. 
it then contained ten meſſuages. 348 acres of land, 
and 31. rents, one pound of cumin feed, and ten 
hens, in Ingworth, Erpingham, Colby, Itieringham, 
Carleton, and Stanfield: it was afterwards (about 
1630) aſſigned to Roberta, daughter and coheirels 
of Richard Hoe, married to Francis Steward; aud 
in 1663 George Steward fold it to George Nodes, 
and others, and it is ſaid io be ſince purchaſed by 
the Windhams, 


William Rufus gave a mediety of this church to 
Battle Abbey, in — with the fee that Brithric the 
rector of it then held, namely, the land of one foc- 
man, in Aylſham mano, but it was not confirmed, 


In 1217 John de Ingworth ſettled fix acres on the 
rector, for glebe, to him and his ſucceſſors. 


King 
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King John gave the mediety that remained in the 
crown to John of St. Edmund's Bury, prieſt, who 
held it in 1223. 


In 1268 ane and half of land was ſettled for 
glebe on this medicty; and in 1249 che king pre- 
ſented. In 1236 Henry III. gave it to Roger de 
Everſham; but in 1299 it was in Edward I. It at- 
terwards paſſed with the manor to the Felbriggs and 
Windhams. 


In 1539 the king recovered one mediety, and per- 
ſented ; and in 1415 fir Simon de Felbrigg, knt. ob- 
tained this mediety of the crown, and got them per- 
petually unned ; and in 1426 he preſented as to one 
rectorv. 


In 1545 the Rev. Allen Aldhouſe was preſented to 
the rectory of lugworth, by the late Aſh Windham, 
elg. of Felbrigg. 


It is valued to the land tax at 2171. the rectory is 
ditcharged of f- fruits and tenths, and is capable of 
augmemation; it ſtands in the king's book as a liv- 
ing capable of augmemation,—** zl. Ingworth rec- 
tot Alcat y carly value 331. 


The church is dedicated to St. Laurence, and not 
to St. Andrew, as ſome have obſerved ; and there was 
a guild of St. Laurence kept in it. The ſteeple is 
reuced aud hath two bells; the fouth porch, nave, 
and chancel, are thatched. We find no memorials 
here, behdes the arms of Mortimer, Wigmore, 
Vece, Felbiigg, aud Colby. 


In 1307 Thomas Dobbys gave a legacy towards 
building the parfonage-bara, and another to make a 
new 
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new croſs. In 1310 Richard Mey, of Aylſham, 
gave to the church of Ingworth a meadow, lying in 
Blickling, on the ſouth-weſt part of the church of 
Ingworth, abutting on Ingworth common north, on 
this condition, ** that the chirch-reeve {hall find the 
ſhaſtale, that is to ſay, to them that cume in proceſ- 
fon to the aforeſaid chirch of Yngworth, on the 
Monday on the Rogacion-dayes ſufficiently; alſo I 
will that he that ſhall make the ſermon that daye, 
ſhall have of the ſaid meadow 11jjd. to pray for my 
ſole and my wyvys.“ 


Broomhill priory had lands here, and the abbot 
of Buty's manor in Aylſham, called Sexton's, ex- 
tended hither, and the ſacriſt of that monaſtery was 
taxed at 27s. 5d. for the part here, which was added 
to by the family of Ingworth, &c. 


John (Nepos, le Neve, or the Nephew, Sacerdotis 
de Ingworth) was the anceſtor of the le Neves, of 
Ingworth, and Banninghaia, John le Neve, of 
Ingworth, in 1267, was a man of fortune and note. 
In 1297, Emma, his widow, lived here; and John, 
their ſon, in 1282; and their poſterity increaſed and 
diſperſed much in theſe parts. 


This town is in the Duchy of Lancaſter, and is 
the head town of the deanry, which takes its name 
from it, the deans of which were all collated by the 
biſhops of Norwich. | 


Ingworth lies on the road from Aylſham to 


Cromer. : 


IRMINGLAND, called in moſt maps ARMING-= 
LAND, and in Doomſday-book is wrote Erminclanda, 
Edric, a Dane, owned.

This was akerwards called Whitcſoot- 
hall Manor, 


Turald, a Saxon, and Herold. a Dane, had two 
oro7 parts here, which came to William de Warren, 
ef ihe Congueror s gilt, as part of the lands allotted 
him on the exchange of Lewes-caſlle, and this was 
towards called the manor of Halting $s-hall, 


Frnald, vector of Irmingland, was living before 
it cnered imo the popes head to forbid lawful 
manimony : the clergy; for Margaret, daughter of 
Eme'd. w of Irmangland, by decd without date, 
eramee lands in Ouhon, of the ſce of Roger de Sax- 
imgham, to Ralph de Irminglaud. 


In os John de Cokeheld recovered the advowſon 
bv ſuit agamit Hugh Iimcl, of Maunington, and 


preſened. 


Sir William de Birſtone conveved the advowſon in 
1527 to Peter de Bu ſtone, who in 1343 ſetiled the 
ad vo on on divers truſtees; and they and the truſ- 
tees in 1845 conveyed it abſolutely to the prior and 
convem of Munge, or Montjoy, in Heveringland, 
tha convert having obtained a licence in mortmain 
from tdwerd III. tor that purpoſe: and on the 24th 


ul Apul, 1552, it was appropriatcd to that r 
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the biſliop of Norwich, who reſerved a penſion ta 
him and his ſucceſſors of 308. the convent was to 
receive the whole, and ſerve it by one of their on 
canons, or pay a ſtipendiary prieſt for that purpole. 


In 1428 the prior paid 195. to one tenth for this 
church, and 4s. ob. qr. for his temporals here, the 
church being valucd at nine marks. 


In 1490 the prior leaſed the impropriation to Tho- 
mas Betis, of Irmingland, for uinety years; and in 
1530 it was diſappropriated by conſent of all per- 
ſons concerned; and William Halls, eſq. now ſole 
patron, pre{ ſented fir Robert Schillet ch aplain to the 
te-inſtated reQtory; at whoſe death, in 1557, Wil- 
lian Wodehouſe, eſq. gave it 10 fir Thomas Bury, 
who held it united to Saxthorpe. 


In 1557, May 20, fir Reginald "Thompſon was in- 
ſtituted by Robert Knowles, notary- public, his proxy, 
and had it per ſonally united to Corpuſty vicarage. 
It is plain that Irmingland church was now in ule; 
for on application for a perpetual union, which w 25 
obtained, he gave ſecurity to ſerve boch churches as 
uſual, 


In 1572 Sir Chriſtopher Heydon, knt. patron of 
both, preſented to the vicarage of Corpulty, and 
rectory of Irmingland, perpetually united; but in 
1015 fir Chriſtopher Heydon, knut. got it diſunited 
by the — 


There were many ſuits about this adyowſon, fie 
Edward Clere claimed it as impropriate, and cou- 
cealed, and took a grant of the advowſon from queen 
Elizabeth; one William Bois had another grant from 


king James I. but to no purpole, it being diſappro-

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priated before the diſſolution. and granted by the 
convent to Halls, ſo that it never came to the crown 
at the diliolution. 


In 1625 Thomas Knevet. of Aſhwelthorpe, pre- 
ſemed; and in 16606 Edmund Bacon, eſq. of Hock- 
wold, fold the advowſon to John Earle, of Heydon. 


In 1706. July 19. this rectory was conſolidated 
wich Heydon ; and in 1777 William Wigget Bulwer,

The church was dedicated to St. Andrew, but is 
now pimghed up, fo that there are no apparent 
rums of it ; it flands thus in the king's books: — gl.

In the reign of Henry II. the earl Warren enfeofted 
the anceſtor of the family of Wolterton in this, who 
had a third part, or portion, in the advowſon of the 
church; and this part paſſed, together with their ma-

Grey, eſq. and from his Wii to the late lord Wal- 
pole. 


Nowers-HaLL, or NeTHer-Hartt Maxor, This 
third part, or manor, belonged to the ſee of Nor- 
wich; William de Beaufoe, biſhop, held it at the 
Conquerors ſurvey; it was valued together with 
Blickling, and was probably that part of Harold 
the king's poſſeſſions, as Blickling was, given by 
William 1. aſter Harold's death, to biſhop Herfaſt, 
and aſter to biſhop Beautoe, in fee and inheritance; 
but he gave it to the church and fee of Norwich, and 
it was confirmed as a berewic to the ſee by Henry I.

The maſter of the hoſpital of St. Thomas the 
Martyr, at Beck-hall, in Billingford, owned the wa- 
ter-mill here in 1284; and Hugh Tirell, of chis 
town, granted ſmall rents out of lands here to St.

* On Tueſday, July the 2gd, 1717, in the day 
umc, to the attom{ſhmcnt of thoſe that were pre- 
fer, firſt one tngle oak, with the roots and ground 
about it, was ſcen to ſubſide, and fink into the 

carth, 
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earth, and not long after, at about forty yards diſ- 
tance, two other oaks that were contiguous ſunk after 
the ſame manner, into a much larger pit. being about 
thirty-three feet diameter, whereas the former is not 
fully eighteen. When the firſt tree ſunk, it was ob- 
ſerved. that the water boiled up in the hole, but on 
the ſinking of the greater pit, that water drained off 
into it from the former, which now continues dry; 
the depth thereof to the firm bottom is nine feet three 
inches, and the tree that ſtands upright in it is three 
feet eight inches girt, and its trunk about eighteeu 
feet long; the other two trees are ſomething ſmaller ; 
the ſoil on which they grow is gravelly, aud under 
that a quickſand over a clay, upon which there are 
ſprings which fill large ponds adjoining to Manning» 
ton-hall, at about a quarter of a mile diſtance. 


The nature of the ſoil ſeems to afford us a rea- 
ſonable conjecture at the eauſe of this odd accident, 
the ſprings running over the clay, at the bottom of a 
bed of very minute ſand, ſuch as quickſands uſually 
are, may reaſonably be ſuppoſed in many ages to 
have waſhed away the ſand, and thereby excav ated a

This whole town (except one free-man and his te- 
nure, which was the abbot of Holme's) belonged to 
the manor of Cawſton, as a berewic to it, and paſſed 
as that did, till it was divided by the lords of Caw- 
ſton granting oft parts to divers perſons.

In 1316 Williem Howard late held Clare honor 
manor here, and m aiended the Howard ſamily, &c. 
and aiterwards came to Henry VIII. and continucd 
in the crown dl granicd olf by queen Elizabeth. 


OXNEAD, 
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OXNEAD, wrote in Doomſdav-book Oxenedes, 
takes its name, according to Blomefield, from its leite 
on certain meads, or meadows, by a river, culled by 
the Britons and Saxons Ouſe, a general name for ti- 
vers in this county ; thus, Orburgh, and Ox wick. 


In the Confeffor's reign it was the lordſhip of 
Guert, a thane, of Saxon or Daniſh extraction, and 
Aildeig, a free-man, held it under him; but at the 
grand ſurvey Halden was the lord, when there was a 
church belonging to it, endowed with a large glebe at 
that age, twenty-four, acres, valued at the annual 
rent of one penny per acre, The whole had been 
valued at 20s. but at the ſurvey at 308. it was ſeven 
furlongs long, and fix broad, and paid zd. gelt, or 
tax, and the king and the earl had then the ſoc. 


Albert Greſlei was lord in the time of king Ste- 
phen, and Theobald de Hauteyn in the reign of 
Henry II. by the marriage of Agnes, daughter of 
Albert, who on the death of Theobald married 

—— de Amaundeville in 118g ; ſhe held this lord- 
ſhip in dower, having three ſons by Hauteyn; John, 
the eldeſt, died withour iſſue. leaving Robert and 
Thomas, his brothers ; Margery, his widow, in 1214, 
ſurrendered all her right in this town for an equiva- 
lent at Sheldingthorpe, i in Lincolnſhire, to Robert, 
her brother-in-law, who on his mother's deach be- 
came lord and patron of Oxncad, and Helleldon, 
and gave 100s. rent per ann. out of that town, in 
marriage with his daughter, Eve, to Ralph de Tyvile, 
remainder to his own heirs, if they had no iſlue. 


He was ſucceeded by Hamon Hauteyn, who in 
1285 had the leet, view of frank-pledge, free warren, 
a gallows, and aſſize of bread and beer, here and in 
Helleſdon ; XVilliam was his fon and lucceilor, who 
KL 
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in 1801 held two knights fees here and in Helleſdon. 
of Humphrey de Bohun, carl of Hereford, who hav- 
ing incurred che diſplcaſure of Edward J. in not at- 
tending him into France, gave to that king all his 
eſtate, ſo that this lordſhip was upon this grant held 
of the crown. In the ad of the ſaid king the ma- 
nor of Oxnead was ſettled by fine on WW iam Hau- 
teyn, and Agnes, his wiſe. (daughter of William de 
Brampton) and the heirs of William and Agnes: 
this William Hamcyn dying in 1526, fir Jokn Hau- 
teyn, his ſon and heit by Aencs,  inheriicd it, and 
married Alice, ſiſler of fir John de Colby, kn. 


William Bauteyn, ſon and heir of fir John, paid 

a rem of 13s. per ann. out of this lordſhip, to the 
king's manor of Efrc Alta, in Eſſex ; and in 1339 
conveved the manor and advowlon to Johu Hauteyn, 
his brother, rector ol Oxacad, fo that it never came 
to Roger, fon of William, who marricd Julian, ſiſter 

of ir Thomas Erpingham, Ent. who afterwards was 
the wile of fr John Pheltp, of Dennington, in Sul- 
folk. Roger being killed at Ingworth by fir John de 
Colby aforcſad; and he, with Margaret, his fiſter, 
having no iſſuc, John Hautcyn, the rector, and his 
feoliccs, fold the manor and advowlon to fir Robert 
de Sali, kut. Heary Hautcyn, his brother, fir John 
Colby, and Jcflrev.de Smalburgh, who married Mar- 
gara, Eis after, relcaling their rights; and in 1365 
ir Robert had poſſelon, but was much diſturbed in 
faits about it, Robett Hamteyn, a younger brother of 
Jokn the rectot. and Henry above-mentioned, never 
releabng his right, and this Robert having two ſons, 
John. A profeſied frizr at Blakeney, and Memon, who 
had a wo children, John, rector of Thelion, and 
T7 — who mattied and had a daughter, Joan; 
all theſe in their turus ſued for this eſtate; and in 
1443 Joha Hauteyn, cas Sharrington, prieſt, then a 
carmelite 
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carmelite friar, at Blakeney, had licence from pope 
Eugenius (on proving that before he was fourteen 
years of age his parents forced him to enter among 
the ſriars. and become a religious) to leave his houſe, 
habit, and order, and become ſecular, and proceeding 
in his claim, recovered his inheritance, 


Sir Robert Sall was of a family of good repute, 
and knighted by Edward III. for his ſingular valor ; 
he was governor of the caſtle of Mark, near Calais, 
and was killed by the Norfolk rebels in a treacherous 
and barbarous manner in 1381, and is ſaid to have 
been in perſon one of the ſtouteſt knights in England: 
he purchaſed all the reverſion of lordſhips in Bucks, 
Efſex, and in Middleſex, after the death of lady Marga- 
ret Truſſell; by his will, dated September 8, 1380, 
he gave to Frances, his wife, this manor ; one in Ayl- 
(ham, with that of Broomball, in South Walſham, 
&c. for life; and after her deceaſe to be fold for 
pious uſes; ſhe was the daughter of fir William 
Truſſell, knt. of Cobleſden, in Staffordſhire, and 
remarried to fir William Clapton, of Long Melford, 
in Suftolk, kat, Margaret, the wife of Philip Warner, 
of Aylſham, only ſurviving ſiſter of fix Robert, che 
other dying without iſſue, releaſed to this lady in 
1481, as did Margaret, daughter of William Hau- 
teyn, in 1383; and in 1401 fir William Clopton 
granted his right, and it was fold by William Clop- 
ton, elq. of Long Melford, in Suffolk, (to whom far 
William Truſſell, nephew and heir of the aforeſaid ' 
lady Frances, had conveyed i in 142g for 749 marks) 
to William Paſton, eſq. of Paſton, who with his 
ſeoffees ſettled it on Agnes. his wife. who aſter the 
death of her huſband bad ſuit with the Hauteyn fa - 
mily to maintain her title, till Alan Trigge, of Ox- 
ead, and Clarice — his wife, with —_— 
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her daughter. John Spencer, and Tvphania, his wife, 
daueltet of Hamon Hautevn, William and Walter 
Hauteyn, all releaſed. together with John Hauteyn, 


chaplain, aforeſaid, about 1449. 


William Paſton, efq. was fon and heir of Clemens 
Paſton. efg. and was bom at Paſton. in Tunſlead 
hundred; he was bred to the law, and in 1419 made 
fieward of all the counts and leets belonging to Ki— 
chard Counney, biſhop of Norwich, who ſetuled on 
him $31. per ann out of his lordſhip of Blofield. and 
a livery yearly at Chriſtmas, out of his wardrobe, of 
woollen-cloth and fur, ſuch as the other pcers, or 
nobles, of his retinue received vearly, In 1426 he 
was made ſetjeaut at law, and in 1429 Henry VI. 
granted him one hundred and ten marks per annum, 
with wo robes more than the ordinary fees of the 
judges, as a ſpecial mark of his favor, being a judge 
of the Common-plcas, was of the king's council for 
his Duchy of Laucaſter, and a knight. The prior 
of Broomholme, in 1438, gave him for his good ſer- 
vices in the law fixtcen acres of land at Bacon; 
and the abbot ol Bury granted him a letter of con- 
lratermaty, ot brotherhood, whereby he partook ol 
all the prayers of that abbey, both alive and dead. 


He was commonly called the © Good Judge," 
and dving at London, Auguſt 14, 1443. or 1444, 
aged bb, was buried in our Lady's chapel, ai 
the call end of the cathedral church of Norwich; 
and John was his lon and heir, 


He built the north aile of the church of Thar» 
Feld, in Henfordſhire, where he was lord of Har- 
lingbury-hall, in right of his wife, who was a greac 
hearels, and thereby — the atuas of the an- 
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cient families of Hetherſet, Wacheſham, Craven, 
Gerbridge, Hengrave, and Kerdeſton, and their ef- 
figies, with an orate for their ſouls, was-to be ſeen in- 
a "window: alſo in the eaſt window of the north 
aile of the church of Great Creſſingham, in Norfolk, 

with his arms, which aile he probably built, being 
lord of a manor in the ſaid town, 


This family of the Paſtons, of Paſton, is aid by 
molt hiltorians to have come into England three years 
aſter the conqueſt; Wolſlan, who is named to be the 
perſon and founder of the family, having a grant of 
lands at Paſton, aſſumed, according to the cuſtom 
of the age, his firname from the ſaid town; was bu- 
ried at Bacton, and afterwards his body was removed 
with William earl Glanville, his couſin, to Broom- 
holme abbey, founded by the ſaid William, This 
tradition is in ſome meaſure confirmed by an old 
manulcript in the family, ſuppoſed to be wrote by 
William Botiner, alias Worceſter, herald at arms to 
fir John Faſtolf, knight of the garter, who lived in the 
reign of Henry VI. wherein it is obſerved that all 
the anceſtors of fir William Paſton, the Judge, except 
Wolſtan aforeſaid) were buried in the choir and 
porch of the church of Paſton. 


The firſt authentic proof and evidence of this fa- 
mily is, that the founder of it was Griffinus de 
Thwayte, to whoſe fon, Oſborn the prieſt, rector of 
Paſton, Anſelm abbot of Sc. Bennet's at Holme gave 
all the land of St. Bennet, in Paſton, in fee to him 
and his heirs; and William the abbot * granted to 
Richer de Paſton, ſon of Oſborn, fon of Griffin de 
Thwayte, all the land that the convent held in Paſ- 
ton, with their men, and other pertinences ; and the

* William the abbot lived in king Stephen's reign, 
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ſaid Ricker covenanted with Reginald the abbot, and 
convent. that when peace was leuled in England, 
and pleacmgs were held in the king's court, he at the 
requeſt and ſummons of the abbot would appear in 
court. and give ſecuiny therein, at the coſts of the 


abbor, to relcaſe the lands in Paſton. 


There was alſo another branch of this ſamily, of 
whach was Wyitan, or Wolſtan de Paſton, whom we 
take to be the lineal anceſtor of fir William Paſton, 
the judge and the carls of Yarmouth: this Wolflan 
lived in the reigu of Henry II. and Richard I. and 
marned a daughicr of the Glanvilles, as appeared 
from an impalement of Paſton and Glanville, in the 
windows of Paſton-hall, in Paſton ; his fon and 
heir faled himſelf Robert de Wyfton, and Robert de 
Pafton, who dying in or about 1242, was buried ac 
Broomho!me. 


Wilkam, fon and heir of Clement Paſton, eſq. of 
Paſton, was the famous fir William Paſton, the judge 
abovementioned. who N artied Agnes, daughter and 
coheircls of ht Edmund B Ty, by Alice, the daugh- 
tet and beans of fir Thomas Gerberge. 


John Paſton, eſq. was ſon and heir of fir William. 
and lady Agnes, aged 2g at his fatha's death; he 
maimed Margaret, daughter and. heireſs of fir John 
ge Meuteby, by Margaret, his wife, daughter of 
Ihn Bcoracy. cg. of Reedham. Sir John Faſtolf, 
kmgh of the carter, appointed him one of his ex- 
ecmraors, gave kim all his manors, lands, &c. in truſt, 
w found college of ſeden prieſts, at Caſtor, ncar 

[armouth, and i pay 4000 marks in charitable 
n mm Notoik, Suffolk, and Norwich. for the 
* Gnmpular Jove and truſt {favs fir John) that I have 
2 i» wy coukn, John Paſton, before all others, being 
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in very believe that he will execute my will here- 
ia.“ Edward IV. ſcized on ſeveral eſtates of the 
ſaid John, and he was committed priſoner to the 
Fleet, juſt before his death, which was at London, 
May 26, 1466; he affigned over his jewels, chattels, 
&c. to fir John Paſton, ſen. his eldeſt ſon and heir, 
John Paſton, jun. William, and Clement, his other 
{ans, being lords of manors in cheſe towns: Sporle, 
Palgrave, Creflingham-Mazna, Oxnead, Greſham, 
Swainſthorpe, Mautbv, Marlingford, Sparham, Mat- 
laſk, Babngham, Helleidon, and Wintertan, in Nor- 
folk, being the family eſtates; and of the manors of 
Titchwell, Beighton, Caſtor-Vaux. Caſtor-Bozun's, 
Caſtor-Reedham's, Dravion, Haintord, Saxthorpe, 
Poſtwick, Repps, Herringby, Spencer's, Guton's, in 
Brandiſdon, the third part of Runham, 100 acres in 
Earlham, Rees, in Long Stratton, &c. which he pur- 
chaſed of the feoitees of fir John Faſtolf; alſo of ſe- 
veral other lordſhips in Suffolk, Cambridgeſhire, and 
Surrey; and was buried in Broomholme abbey, in a 
very ſolemn and fumptuous manner, in 1466. 


We have in our poſſeſſion a very long, but nar- 
row roll, wrote {oon after his burial, containing great 
part of the coſts and charges of many things provi- 
ded for, and relating to it; and as it fets forth the 
cuſtom and manner of the interment of perſons of 
great family and fortune, and the value of goods, and 
neceſſaries of lite, &c. in that age, we could not omit 
laying before our readers ſeveral particulars therein.

18d. a day, and each archer bd. a quarter's wages in

and duke; Edmund to have all priſoners of war, 
paying the duke the third part of their value, except 
the king of France, or the king's ſons, ſhould be taken 
by him, or his men, who with all lieutenants and 
Captains taken are the king s very Ipecial. 


In 1467 Edward IV. granted a pardon, and re- 
leaſe to William Paſton, eſq. fon of William de Paſ- 
ton, late one of the judges of the King's-bench of 
Henry, late king of England, {de fads, et non de jure) 
for all treaſons and crimes whatever; the chief crime 
was adhering to Henry VI. and (it is particular) that 
it ſhall not extend io thole that adhere to him, and 
are attainted of high treaſon, nor to our enemy 
Henry VI.

This William was a knight, and married Ann, daugh- 
ter and coheireſs of Edmund Beaufort, duke of $1- 
merſet, by whom he left two daughters; Ann, mar- 
ried to fir Gilbert Talbot, and Elizabeth, to fir Joh 1 
Savile, knt. The daughters of che judge were, Eliza- 
beth, marricd to Robert, ſon of Robert lord Poynings ;

He gained great honor and reputation for ſeveral 
gallant actions in France, and was choſen to be on 
king Edward's {ide at the great tournament at Eltham, 
in Kent, againft the then lord Chamberlain, and others, 
and alſo was ſent to conduct the king's ſiſter into 
France, on ker marriage to Charles duke of Burgundy, 
and dying Nov. 15, in the 19th of Edward [V. 

without iffue, and not married, was ſucceeded by 
John Paſton, jun. eſq. his brocher, who in 1475 had 
a letter of conlraternity from William, prior provii-, 
cial of the franciſcans, or grey ſriars, making him 
partaker of all the pravers of that order, in life and 
death, dated at Norwich. He was made knight ban- 
nerct by Henry VII. at the battle of Stoke, in Not- 
tinghamſhire, high ſheriff of Norfolk. and was one 
of thoſe who were appointed to receive the princels 
Catherine of Spain, wife of .

He died in 1503, and was buried in 1495, in the

Sir William, the cldeſt fon and heir, was an emi- 
vent countellor at law. In 1316 the corporation of 
Yarmonth, in Norfolk, (for his good and leaned 
comntel given. and to be given”) retained him, and 
granted him an annuity at gol. per ann. He lived 
to a erent age, about 90, dying in 1554, aud left by 
Biidect, bis lady, daughter of fir Henry Heydon, 
Ln. of Baconfithorpe, five ſons and ſeven daughters ; 
Fel. Fraſmas, of whom we ſhall afterwards treat; 
ſecond, Renre ;z third, John, who had two daughters 
and cohcirclies ; one, Bridget, married the great lir 
Edward Coke, lord chiet-juſtice of the King's-bench ;

Clement. the fourth fon, was born at Paſton-hall,

Blankheare, or Blankard, whom he kept a priſoner at

* AmongR theſe was a cup of gold, formed in the ſhape of 
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fir Thomas Wyatt. the rebel, in queen Mary's reign, 
ſurrendered himfelf, had the command of ſeveral 
ſhips of queen Elizabeth, ſent to Newhaven, in 
France, and was high ſheriff of Norfolk in 1588. 
Henry VIII. called him kis chambion; the duke of 
Somerſet. protector in king Edward's reign, called

and died without illue, Feb. 18, 1599. 


His will is dated September 5, 1394. wherein he 
deſires *©* his body to be laid in the earth in the chan- 


cel of the pariſh church of Oxnead, his funeral not 


to be coſtly, nor over ſumptuous, but decent aud 
chriſtian- like, according to his degree and calling; a 
fair and convenient tomb to be made over his body, 
and his and his wife's arms to be graven thereon, — 
To repair Oxnead church, 20s. and his executors to 
build the ſteeple higher, and in decent order, and to 
buy and ſix up one new bell, larger, of a greater 
ſound than thoſe already there, to make a ring. To 
the priſoners in Norwich and the caſtle, and the 
guild-hall, 281. to each lazar-houſe there 40s. 
to Alice, his wife, her living at Oxnead, for life ; 
mentions the queen's' chamber there, and to enable 
her to keep hoſpitality there for life, Buxton-park, 
mill, the tithes, &c. with 2001. worth of plate, his 
gold chain of 20 ounces, his jewels, rings, chains, 
bracelets, and 1000l. in money, with the leaſe of 
his houſe in Aldermanbury, London. Appoints his 
executors to keep good hoſpitality at Oxncad for one 


half year next after his deceaſe, that all tuch — 
all 
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ſhall be hie houſhold fervants at the time of his de- 
cealc hall. or may, at their wills have there conve- 
ment meat, drink, and lodging. Gave to 14 men 
ſervants annuidies for life; to ſome of them 101. per 
ann. and annuities to (everal gentlemen and friends : 
wo Edward Applcaon. his nephew. the manors of 
Applcon, and Buckenham, with their appurte- 
nances in Norfolk, ſeveral marſhes. &c. to fir Wil- 
lian Paſton. his nephew; his collar of gold with 
the ſnakes, and the itanding, bowl, calied Baron St. 
Blankkcare, o the riglit honorable the carl of Rut- 
land ; his voung hore. called Barrabic, &c. to his 
well beloved nephew, Roger Manners, eſq. 100l. to 
his welt beloved nephew, John Manners, eſq. one 
fianding cup of hiver and gilt. containing 40 ounces, 
wich kis arms giaven thereon : ; alſo conſiderable le- 
exits to Elizabeth Jerann, one of the danghters of 
his late brother, John Paſion, c{q. to lady Caihe- 
rwe Newwn, daughter of his brother, ür 'T homas 
Talon; to his niece, Bridget Court, daughter of fir 
John Chaworth, knt io his miece. Bridget Cooke, 
daughter of John Paſlon. his brother, to Frances, 
his nicce, wile ol Thomas le Grofie, eſq. and to 
many others. 


* Appoints his executors to erect within a year af- 
tet his deceaſc. in ſome convenient place in Oxnecad, 
{ix houfes, or lodgings for ix poor aged men, and 
wills that ſuch of the name of Paſton, as ſhall have 
any eſtate, or ſrechold, in the manor of Oxnead, to 
have the nomination, placing. or diſplacing of them, 
and as they die, or are removed, another poor aged 
man, luch as have ferved fome of the name of the 
Paſtons, to be preterred to the ſame place, or room. 
and for their relief he gave and bequeathed unto 
every of them, weekly on Sunday, 12d. cach, and 
dinner aud {upper every Sunday in the year, o = 

Oule 
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houſe at Oxnead, and to every of them a frize gown, 
half a hundred of faggot-wood, and half a thou- 
* ſand of flaggs, to be yearly provided and brought 
home to every one of their houſes. And that this 
might be the better porformed, he gave and deviled to 
Alice, his wife, his manor of Burgleons, or Burgoleons, 
in Norfolk, all his lands; tenements, rents, &c. ſi- 
tuate, lying, and being in Reepham, Sall, Kerdiſ- 
ton, Whitwell, Wood-dalling, Hackford, Booton, 
and Themilthorpe, in Norfolk, alſo ſeveral paſture 
lands, &c. with meſſuages, woods, &c. in Oxnead, 
Skeyton, Buxton, Brampton, and Stratton, in Not- 
ſolk, and in Southerton, in Suffolk, to have and to 
hold to bis ſaid wife, for her life, and after that to 
his nephew, Sir William Paſton, and his heirs for 
ever, on condition that they truly perform the ſame, 
and appointed Alice, his wife, fir William Paſton, 
and Edward Paſton, his executors.” 


The fifth ſon of Sir William Paſton was Sir Tho- 
mas Paſton : in the 35th of Henry VIII. he was a 
gentleman of the king's privy-chamber, and in the 
year following was knighted at Boulogne, in France ; 
he married Ann, daughter and coheireſs of fir Julia 
Leigh, of Addington, in Surrey, and from him de- 
ſcend the family of the Paſtons of Barningham, in 


Norfolk. 


The daughters of the faid William were, firſt, 
Eleanor, married to Thomas Manuers, earl of Rut- 
land; ad, Anne, married to fir Thomas Tindale, of 
Hockwold ; gd, Elizabeth, to fir Francis Leak, of 
Derbyſhire; 4th, Margery, a nun at Berking; th, 
Mary, to lir John Chaworth, of Nottinghamſhire ; 
bch, Margaret; 5th, Bridget, to Carre, eſq. 


$ Eraſin us, 
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Fraſwus, the eldet fon and heir of the aforeſaid 
fr M. iam Pafton, marned Mary, daughter of fir 

nomas Windham, of Felbrigg. and died before 
Irs ther, November 15, 1538; he was buried in 
the church of Paſton, leaving Mary, his wife, {who 
hved his widow 32 vecars. buried alſo at Paſton,) 
by whom he had William Paſton, his ſon and heir, 
who twccnled his grandfather in his inheritance, 
and had livery of it in the fiſt and ſecond of Phi- 
lip and Mar; he married Frances, daughter of fir 
Thomas Clere. of Stokeſby, received che honor of 
kmeghihood, and was famous for his great hoſpita- 
luv, In 1507 he articled wich John Rey, a free- 
man, of London, for 200]. to erect and ſet up a 
tomb. or monument, of alabaſter and black mar- 
ble, with his cfigy in armor five feet and a half 
long, in the chancel of the church of North Wa!- 
ſham, which was accordingly performed in the next 
vear, and the epnaph thercon was compoſed by his 
Fiend. fir Thomas Kolevet, A. D. 1608, at. ſue 
So. The monument is omamented with the creſt 
and arms of Paſton, and his quarterings. 


On the ſchool of North Wa'ſham he ſettled 4ol. 
per aun. and 1ol. per ann. for a weekly lecture 
there ; to the cathed:als of Bath and Norwich he gave 
cool. to Caius college nocl. to the poor of Yar- 
mouth Sl. per ann. 21. pet ann. to che poor of Cal- 
tot. — died October 20, 1010. 


His clear rental (all out-rents being paid) at his 
den h was 337601. 155. per ann. 6g hens, 22 capens, 
tuo ele, ig foore, tuo combs, and two buſhels of 
ba: iov, 12 combs of oats, and four hundred and 
We wers eggs, the manor of Oxnead being then 
found to be parcel of the Duch of Lancalter, pay- 
ing 15>. p44 aun, He had a daughter, Anne, mar- 
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ried to Sir George Chaworth, and after to fir Nicho- 
las L'Eſtrange. 


Chriſtopher Paſton, eſq. was ſon and heir to fir 
William, and married Anne, daughter of Philip 
Audley, eſq. of Palgrave, in Norfolk. At an in- 
quiſition taken at Norwich caſtie, September 3. in 
the gth of James I. before fir Henry Gaudy, fir 
Thomas Berney, knts. Thomas Corbet, eſq. Henry 
Branthwayte, eſq. feodary, and John Foreſt, eſq. 
eſcheator of Norfolk,. by virtue of the king's com- 
miſſion, the jurors find that the ſaid Chriſtopher ap- 
peared before them perſonally. and that he was fa- 
tuus et tdeota, and had been ſo for 24 years paſt, 
c. Sir Edmund Paſton, knt. was his ſon and heir 
apparent, and married Catherine, daughter of {ir 
Thomas Knevet, of Aſhwellthorpe': ſhe died March 
10, 1628, and was buried in the church of Paſton, 
as was fir Edmund, who died in 1632, aged 48. 


Sir William Paſton, his eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded him, 
and was admitted in Corpus-Chriſti college, in Cam- 
bridge, and took the degree of bachelor of arts in 
1626, Fuller, in his hiſtory, ſtiles him Decus, coll. 
Corp, Chriſti. In 638 he was high ſheriff of Nor- 
folk, and on June 8, 1642, created baronet; his 
firſt wife was the lady Catherine, daughter of Robert 
Bertie, earl of Lindley, which lady dving in child- 
bed, in 1636, was buried in the chancel of Oxnead : 
his ſecond wife was , daughter of Hewer, 
of London, and lifter to fir William Hewet, who 
died without iſſue. Sir William died February 22, 
1662, and was buried at Paſton. 


Sir Robert Paſton, knt. and bart. his eldeſt fon 
by*lady Catherine, was born at 'Oxnead May 2, 
1631, educated in Weſtminſter ſchool, and in Ri- 
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un college, Cambridge : he was a perſon of good 
Jexrning, wavelled imo many ſorcign parts, collect- 
ing many conſiderable rarities and curioſities. and 
being an accompliſhed fine gentleman, entertained 
Charles II. his queen, and the duke of York, at 
Oxncad, with the nobility that attended them. On 
Auguſt 9. 1676, he was beſet in the night by ſome 
villains. who ſhot five bullets through his coach, 
and one entered into his body, but it proved not 
mortal. He was a burgels in parliament for Caſlle- 
Rifing, created baron of Paſton, and viſcount Yar- 
mouth, in Norfolk, Auguſt 19, 1673, and earl of 
Yarmouth, July go, 1679, was lord high ſteward 
of Yarmomk, and lord lieutenant of Norfolk. He 
built the free-ſchool at North Waltham. founded by 
his ancellor, and gave à rich fervice of communion 
plate to the church of Oxnead ; dying March 8, 
1682, he was buried at Oxnead, his funeral ſermon 
being preached by John Hildeyard, L. L. D. redtot 
of Cawlton, and printed. By his lady, Rebecca, 
daughter of Sir Jaſper Clayton, of London, he left 
ſeveral ſons and daughters; iſt, William; 2d, Ro- 
bert. who married Anne, a daughter and cohcirels 
ot Philip Harbord, of Belthorpe, eſq. gd, Jaſper, 
who marricd the widow of fir Palmes Fairborn, and 
Thomas, a colonel, drowned in the coronation in 
169g, KCC. 


William Paſton, earl of Yarmouth, the eldeſt ſon, 
ſuccecded his lather in honor and inheritance, and 
married lady Char lotte-Jemima-Maria Boyle, (alias 
Fitz-Rov) natural daughter to Charles II. by Eliza- 
boeh vilcountels Shannon, daughter of fir William 
New, and wife of Francis Bovle, viſcount Shan- 
non in Iicland, widow of James Howard, eſq. only 
fon of 1komas Howard, fon of Theophilus earl of 
Sultolk ; hu focond lady was Elizabeth, daughter * 
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lord North, and reli of fir Robert Wiſeman, 
L. L. D. dean of the arches, by whom he had no 
iſue By lady Charlotte he had Chavles lord Paſ- 
ton, colonel of a regiment about 1710, William, 
lord Paſton, who was living in 1719, and Ro- 
bert, who was captain of a man of war, who all 
died before their father ; alſo two daughters, lady 
Charlotte, married to Thomas Herne, clq. of He- 
veringland, and afterwards to major Weldron, and 
lady Rebecca, married to fir John Holland, baronert, 
of Quidenham. 

The arms of this earl were, argent, 6 lys, azure, 
and a chief indented or, crell a grifhn ſejant, wings 
diſplay d or, gorged with a ducal coronet argent, 
and a chain or, on a torce or and azure, ſupporters 
a bear ſable, chained or, and an oltrich argent, with 
an horſeſhoe in his mouth, or. | 


After the death of this earl, who left his eſtates to 
pay his debts, this agreeable feat, with the park, 
gardens, &c. ſoon ran into decay, the greateſt part 
of the houſe was pulled down, the materials fold, 
only a part of it left for a farmer to inhabit, and 
was ſold to the right honorable the late lord Anſon, 
together with all the eſtates of that family in Nor- 
folk. Lord Anſon, whilſt commodore Anſon, on his 
return from a circumnavigation round the world, cap- 
tured a Spaniſh galleon, from Acapulco, werth 
313.0001, which he brought home June 14, 1744. by 
which he acquired a princely fortune, and died in 
1762, without iſſue. G. Anſon, eſq. of Shugborough, 
and repreſentative for Litchfield, is the preſent lord 
of the following royalties in Norfolk, viz. Oxnead- 
hall, Skeyton-hall, Whitewell-hall, Buxton cum 
Membris, Meyton-hall, Hevingham cum Marſham, 
Hevingham Catts, Mautby-hall. Baſſingham, Cro- 
mer-Weyland's, Paſton-Leeche's, Latimer's and 
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Huntingfield's. Edingthorpe-Wiliobie's and Eding- 
thorpe- Howchias, Ling, Swanton-Abbot's, Ma- 
laſkk, Greſham and Aylmerton, Weſt Beckham, 
Beighton cum Membris, Reel ham-Burglons, North 
' Bulingham. He has alſo the advowſon and patron- 
age of che following churches in Norfolk, viz.

Krvixc's Maxon, This was part of the capital 
manor of Oxncad. held at the ſurvey by Godwin 
Halden, and ſoon after granted from it: in the reign 
of Richard l. it was held by William de Barnham, 
lord of Rarnham-Broome, in Forehoe ; and in 162g 
Henry III. granted a charter of free-warren to Wal- 
ter de Baruham, then lord of d, and was held of the 
Bambams by the family of Hauievn. William, 


fon of fr Hamon Hautey n, convey ed it to Simon - 


Keving (from whom it took its name) in 1346, and 
Margery, widow of Thomas Keving, with her huſ— 
band's feoffees, conv eyed it abſ lutely to ſir Robert 
Sail, and was again joined to che capital manor. 


In the hall windows of Paſton were formerly ma- 
ny arms, which, as they teſtify ſeveral matches of 
this ſamily, and others that bear a relation to it. we 
ſhall here menton :—Paſton, impaling Glanvile ; 
Paiton, impaling Buckenham ; Palton, impaling So- 
merton; Somerton, impaling Clere; Paſton and 
Somenon, quarterly. impaling Berry, quartering 
Wachecham and Bainard ; Paſton, impaling Brews, 
of Sall ; Paſion, impaling Heydon ; Paſton impal- 
ing Heron ; Paſton, impaling Begvile; Paſton and 
Mautbr : ; Berry and Wacheſham, quarterly, impal- 
ing Ceibuidge.

On the hall chimney at Oxnead, carved in ſtone, 
were the arms of Sir John Faſtolf, with thoſe of 
Miliſent, his wife, daughter and coheireſs of fir Ro- 
bert Tiptoft, and thoſe of Phelip lord Bardolph, 
Scroop, Fitz-Ralph, and Inglos, which ſhows that 
it was brought here from Caſtor-hall, 


In a grove of this town were found in the reign 
of Charles II. ſeveral filver coins of the Roman 
emperors, viz. of Auguſlus; Vitellius, Vetpatian, 
Trajan. Adrian, and Pertinax. 


On the 5th of February, 1442, John Kemp, arch- 
biſhop of York, at his palace by Weſtminfler, (now 
Whitehall) granted an indulgence of 100 days par- 
don to all thole perſons who would contribute any 
portion of their goods towards the repair, or new 
building, of the bridges in the town of Oxnead. 


The church of Oxnead is dedicated to St. Mi- 
chael, conſiſting of a nave and a chancel, both co- 
vered with tiles, and a {quare tower, in which is one 
bell.—In- the nave lies a grave-ſtone with a braſs 
plate: Hic jacet Galſridus Brampion, gen. quondam

In the chancel, which is paved with black and 
white marble, at the eaſt end againſt the north wall, 
on a marble tomb, lies the efthgy of a man in a- 
mor on a matt, at his feet a pelican, by him his 
wiſe kneeling in alabaſter, and on a wall-piece, or- 
namented and ſupported with pilaſters 


You that behold this flately marble tomb, 

Ard long to know who here entombed lies, 
Here reſis the corps, and ſliall till day of doom, 
/ Clement Paſlon, fortunate and wiſe ; 
Fourth ſon to vid fir William Paſton, knight, 
Bo duells with God in ſphere of chrijlal bright.

The 
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Ihe once magnilicent ſeat at Oxnead is now al- 
moſt entirely taken down, except one wing, which 
probably formed a part of che effices. The founda- 
tions of the houſe are yet ſufficiently perfect to fee it 
was once in the form of an H, and was beautifully 
ſituated on the top of three terralles, which are ſtill 
in being, and command a plealing view of the river 
Bure, (now made navigable). 


In 1777 the reverend John Orden was preſented 
to the rectory of Oxnead, or Oxnede, by George 
Anſon, eſq. þ. 7. 


SAXTHORPE was the lordſhip of Godwin in the 
reign of the Confeſſor. In the Conqueror's time 
Matelaſe (vow Matlalk, in the hundred of North 
Erpingham) was then a beruite, or hamlet, depend- 
aut on this lordſhip, and was valued at 4l. aftewards 
at bl. and at the ſurvey at 10l. per ann. and 208. per 
ann. by way of preſent. Saxchorpe was one leuca 
long, and one broad, and paid 12d. gelt. Matlaſk 
was three ſurlongs long, and two broad, aud paid 
gd. gelt; Gockic kept it for William I. at his 


lurvey. 


Mrxirnart remained in the crown till it was 
given to William de Wendevall, a Norman, who oc- 
curs lord in the reign of Henry I. and Robert de 
Wendevall, his brother, ſucceeded him, who dying 
without heirs, it eſcheated to the crown. 


Henry III. gave it to William de Valentia, earl of 
Pembroke, his half brother, together with the ad- 
vowſon, and liberty of a gallows, hanging all per- 
ſons convicted of felony within the manor. His 
ſon, Aymer de Valentia, ſucceeded, and built a large 
houle, or hall, called Mekil, or Mickle-hall, or the 
Great-ball, 
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Greathall. from which the manor aſſumed its name, 
andes this car! often rehded here, he founded the 
free chanel of St. Dunſtan near to it, for a cuſtos to 
be perperualty refident, and perform ſervice for his 
famitv. ON the gGeath of this carl it came to his 
counteis. Marv. daughter of Guy de Chanelon, ear! 
of P:m-Panl, in France, foundrefs of Denny abbey, 
in Camb:iidgcihire, and of Pembroke-hall, in Cam- 
bridge; on the death of chis lady, in 1376. it 
came to I hn de Haſtings, ear! of Pembroke, a mi- 
nor, as heit to the Valertiz family; from the Haſt- 
mes family it came by acicent to Reginald lord 
Grey, of Ruthvn, whoſe grandſon, Robert Grey, of 
Whninzon, in Saffordſhire, eſq. had this manor. 
In 1$6z John Vemey had livery of this manor, held 
of the honor Richmond. and that of Forncet. After 
this n was purchaſed by fir Chi iſtopher Heydon, who 
died Irifed of this manor, and that of 1 
$. Dunftan's chapel, and the tiches thereto belonging 
in Sexthorpe, and geve them to William Heydon, 
ſo. z»d Ann, his wife, daughter of fr William 
Noche, who in 1552 fold them to fir John Cot- 
tem. ana _—_ Townfhend, eſq. and they to An- 
cc Thetod, clg. In 1592 Francis Ihetſord, and 
Ibomas }awy, gent. had it. 


In i603 Theuord conveyed this lordſhip, &c. to

The town belongs to the Duchy of Lancaſter, and 
is valued at 535.

The church of Saxthorpe is dedicated to St, An- 
drew, has a ſquare tower, with four bells, a nave, two 
ailes, a ſouth porch, a chancel, and veſtry, all co- 
vered with lead; it was formerly a reQory, valued at 
twenty marks, appendant to the manor. Walter 
Alexander, who was preſented to it in 1313, by Ay- 
mer de Valentia, earl of Pembroke, was the laſt rec- 
tor, that car] leaving the manor and advowſon to his 
lady, Mary de St. Paul, for life; ſhe, on the pays 
ment of two hundred marks 10 Richard Talbot 
and others, had the advowſon, with that of the nuns 
minoreſſes of Waterbeach, in Cambridgeſhire, con- 
veyed to her, and her heirs, by the ſpecial licence of 
Edward III. in 1935; and in 1346 the faid king 
granted her another licence to ſettle it in mortmain on 
her college in Cambridge, called then Mary Valence 
College, or Hall, (now Pembroke-hall) which was ap- 
propriated in 1350 by William Bateman, biſhop of 
Norwich, to the ſaid houſe, referving to the biſhop 
"two marks per annum penſion, in recompence for the

this a vicarage-houfe, and an endowment of ten

In about 1390 the preſent church was built by the 
lord of the manor his tenants, and this Vicar, who 
ſcared the church, and the initial letter of his name, 
a capial P. with a crown over it, may be obſerved, 
carved on the feats. the crown over it denoting St. 
Peter to be his patron, aud welary faint, and the 
bottom of the P having a crols, beſpeaks his own 
Chrifban and hmame; he hcs buried by the font, 
with this remembrance :—Corpus Petri Page, (hujus ec- 
cue . ud l Nmarmore ſepultum, anno Domini 
KCCCCCEXXVT.

The family of Page are of conſiderable ſtanding 
in this town, and Peter Page, vicar here, was of the 
ſame, and left all his fortunes to it. John Page, of 
Saxthorpe, eſq. married Elizabeth, daughter of Tho- 
mas Howſe, of Norwich, and had Anthony Page, 
who by Elizabeth, daughter of fir Richard Greſham, 
of 'Thorpe-Market, and his wife. daughter of Tho- 
mas Crofts, of Saxham, in Suffolk, elq. and co- 
heireſs to her brother, Edmund Greſham, had four 
ſons. Greſham, Richard, Miles, and John. Greſham 
is buried in the church; on his grave-ſtone are the 


arms of Page, and Greſham, July 21, 169g, aged 72. 


John Page, of Saxthorpe, eſq. his younger bro- 
ther, was a juſtice of the peace, and married Mary, 
daughter and coheireſs of Robert Page, of Sax- 
thorpe, brother to Anthony, and are both buried 
here, at the entrance into the chancel, in a vault; 
John died February 6, 1707, aged $2 years; Mary 
died February 17, 1672.

St. Dunſtau's chapel, in Saxthorpe, was founded 
by Aywet de Valentia, earl of Pembroke, and en- 
dowed by him for a cuſtos, or maſter, daily to cele- 
brate fervice therein, for the family of Mickle-hall, 
and for the fouls of the faid Aymer, his anceſtors, 
and tucceliors; before this foundation he had li- 
cence to have fervice daily performed in an oratory 
withm his own houſe. In 1313 Thomas de Caſtro 
Godreci was preſented cuſtos by the ſaid earl, In 
1526 Richard Wherwood, aas Horwood, was pre- 
ferred by fir Edward Grey; he was the laſt cuſtos. 
and on the dillolation of this free chapel in the 1ſt 
of Edward VI. had a penſion of gos. per annum aſ- 
toned him tor life out of its revenues, which were 
valued in one valuation at gl. gs. 4d. in another at 
gos. It remained not long in the crown. In the 
vear ater us diſlolution, in 1547, king Edward 
granted it. and the (cite thereof, with all he lands, 
tnements, liches, Nc. iu Saxthorpe thereto belong- 
my. and all other lands. to Thomas Woodhouſe, of 
Waxham, elq. and his beirs, of whom it was after- 
wards purchaled by che lord of the manor, and has 
born united to it ever fince.

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Here was formerly an ancient family, who took 
their name from the town, and had an eſtate therein, 
In 1215 Robert de Saxthorpe paid a fine of twenty- 
four marks for pardon, by which it ſeems that he had 
took part with the barons againſt king John; and 
Richer de Saxthorpe, when he became a croſſed de- 
votce to the Holy Land, agreed that Robert the Tan- 
ner, ſon of Richard Bacon, of Thorpe, ſhould marry 
his daughter, Maud; and have his rents and eſtate 
here, paying Richer fix marks to perform his jour- 
ney, if he went in perſon, or to any one that he 
ſhould procure to go, and perform his vow for him, 
and to keep him and his wiſe honorably, and accord- 
ing to their degree, for life. 


SCOTTOW, or Scorrows, is wrote in Doomſ- 
day-book Scotoliou, and fignifies the lot, or portion, 
on the hill, (and ſuch is the ſituation of this village) 
did, as the regiſter of Holme abbey informs us, be- 
fore the Confeſſor's time, belong to Ulfwin, or Alfa 
win, a Saxon nobleman, who gave it to that abbey, 
where it remained at the Confeſſor's ſurvey, and was 
one of the manors appropriated for the monks mains 
tenance. Lhe church had fourteen acres ol glebe, 
and the manor was annually worth 40s. but was 
raiſed at the Conqueror's ſurvey to gl. and then this 
village was a mile long, and half a mile and twenty 
perches broad, and paid 16d. to the gelt towards 
every 208. raiſed on the hundred. 


The principal manor then belonged to the abbot, 
but there was another held of him by Ralph de Beau- 
foe, and a third by Ketel, a Dane, in the Conleſlor's 
time, and by Rainald Fitz- Ivo in the Conqueror's ; 
beſides thele Alan earl of Richmond had a free-man 
here, and there was another part which belonged to

The other moiety went to Thomas de Framling- 
ham, in right of Agnes, his wiſe, whoſe truſtees 
fold it to the abbot, who in 1363 had purchaſed the 
manor, and obtained a releaſe of all right in the ad- 
vowſon from Thomas de Bittering, and ſo the whole 
came into the abbot's hands, and with that abbey

In 1348 the convent had ſo managed, that they 
had got releaſes of this advowſon from all parties, 
and che appropriation renewed ; a vicarage of fort 
marks value was to be endowed, the biſhop. being to 
nominate the vicars to the abbot, who was to preſent 
them in three days, otherwiſe the biſhop was, to in- 
ſtitute in his own right; a penſion of 4os. per ann. 
was reſerved to the bilhop, and another of 5s. a year 
to the Norwich ſacriſt, in right of the cathedral, and 
the abbot was to be taxed for the rectory at 25 
marks, and the vicar tor the vicarage at fiftcen marks;

SKEY TON. wrote in Doomſday book Scedgetuna. 
Ibis whole toun, except four acres, was given by 
thc founder of St. Bennet s abbey, in the Holme, to 
that houte. and at the Conteftor's furvey Algar. 2 
freeman, held it of the convent, * and 'twas then 
Wo. ses, pet annum, and was a mile long _ 
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half a mile broad, and paid 8d. towards every 20s, 
raiſed on the hundred, when the king taxed it. The 
(Conqueror gave it to Ralf Eainard, of whom God- 
{ride Bainard held it at gos. rent, when that prince 
took his ſurvey. It continued in the Baiuards with 
Merton, till fir Fulk Bainard, the firſt of that name, 
who held it of fir Robert Fitzwalter's barony of Bay- 
nard's caſtle, infeofted the whole in Eudo, firnamed 
de Skegeton, or Skeyton, who was ſole lord and pa- 
tron; but the ſoc, and chief ject, belonged to the 
hundred, as to the manor of Ayiſham, and there 
was one tenement which he held of the abbot of St. 
Bennet, which Eudo held of chat convent, in the 
Conleſſor's time, and his ſuccellor, Ralf de Beaufoe, 
in the Conquetor's, and his (teward, Radbold, held 
it under him, as of that houſe. 


SkKErTON's Maxon, or Sxxvrox-Halt, took its 
name from its lords, as they did om the town.

In 1314 the n of Bartholomew Hauteyn, 
William de Merkeſhall, aud Reginald de Ref ham,

In 1361 William Clere, of Ormeſby, had the 
whole manor and advowſon. Sir Edward Clere, 
knt. fold the advowſon, manor, and whole eſtate, 
before 1360, to Henry Marſham, gent. in whole 
family it ſtill continues, Robert Marſham, elq. be- 
ing now lord and patron. 


The family of Marſham took their ſirname from 
the neighbouring village of Marſham, where they 
inhabited from the time of, Henry I. but the family 
being very numerous, we cannot pretend to trace 
them regularly before the time of Edward I. in 
whole time John de Marſham lived at Martham, 
and died about 1325, and his fon, Thomas de Mar- 
ſham, removed thence, and was a merchant in 
Norwich in 1330; he did not ule the preſent arms 
of the ſamily. His ſon, Robert de Marſham, lived 
and died at Stratton, and was the firſt of the family 


that came bither ; he was. buried in che nave of the 
church, 
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church, with a braſs, now loſt. Robert Marſham, 
his fon, lies by him, with a braſs plate, ſlill remaiu- 
ing: he was alive in 1463.

ohn Marſham, of Stratton Furva, was his ſon 
and heit, who gave by will, dated July 24, 1473, 
twelve marks to new make and glaze a window* on 
the north part of Little Stratton church, and ordered 
himſelf to be buried in the middle of the nave of St. 
Margaret's church there, by Agnes, his wife; over 
then lies a ſtone, with a braſs plate, now remaining. 


His fon, John Marſham, of Stratton, died in 1515, 
as did his wiſe, Ellen, and are both interred in che 
nave of this church, with inſcriptions on braſs 
Plates. 


John Marſham, their eldeſt ſon, was the common 
anceſtor of the Marſhams, of Stratton, Melton Parva, 
and London, from whence thoſe of Kent deſcended ; 
he was a grocer, and a great merchant in Norwich, 
by which he much advanced his fortunes; in 1510 
he was ſherilt of the city; in 1511, being in great 
favour with the commons, was ſent up at the city 
charge to Henry VIII. to jullily the city in relation to 
the conteſts with their prior and convent of Norwich. 
In 1516 he was ſent again to the king, with the may- 
or, to ſettle thoſe conteſts, and had three horſes, and 
two ſetvants allowed him, at the public charge: In 
1518 he was mayor, and died in 1525, and is buried 
m the church of St. John at Maddermarket in Nor- 
wich, in which pariſh he dwelt, in a large houſe of

* This window contained all the effigies of the family from 
their ienlement here, to the time it was put up. April 10. 
1732, all the efhgics but one, &c. were here; but the three 
lights of the lower parts of the panes being new glazed fince, 
they are all gone, with the inſcriptions, but the reſt of ihe 
indo full remains perfect, 
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his own building, in the window of which the arms 
of Marſha, impaled with thoſe of Elizabeth Clax- 
ton, his wife, ſtill remain; ſhe ſurvived him and pur- 
chaled Liule-Melton manor, and was buried by her 
huſband, in 1559. In 1534 his executors paid mo- 
ney towards building the common-council chamber 
in the Guildhall, in which his picture is ſtill to be 
ſeen; he had five ſons and eight daughters. 


He was ſucceeded by his cldeſt fon, Henry Mar- 
ſham, of Stratton, who firſt, jointly with his bro- 
ther, Thomas, purchaſed the advowſon, manor, and 
whole eſtate there, of fir Edward Clere; he preſented 
in 1544, and 1560, and dying without iſſue, it went 
to his brother, Thomas Marſham, of whom after- 
wards. 'The third brother, Robert Marſham, of Nor- 
wich, was one of the fealt-hainers, or holders, 
there, in 1547 ; a great merchant in 1554, and lord 
of Little Melton, by his mother's gift, he having 
married one of her own family, viz. a daughter of 
Hamond Claxton, of Great Livermere, in Suffolk; 
of this branch was Thomas Marſtam, alderman of 
London, from whoſe ſecond fun, John, deſcended 
Robert Marſham, bart. created lord Romney June 
22, 1716, whoſe deſcent may be ſeen at large in 
the Peerage, vol. 4, þ. 298, edit. Lond. 1741. He 
uſes the ancient arms of the family, without the 
ctoſlets. | 


Robert, rector of this pariſh, was preſented iu 
1560, by his brother, Henry Marſham, eſq. it is to 
be remarked, that this Robert, was inſtituted to the 
rectory when he was not in orders, and only in the

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Parker, archbiſhop of Canterbury, diſpenſed with 
Robert Marſham, of Stratton Strawleſs, ſcholar. 
(ob laudabilia ejus ftudia, guibusfconſicitur te efſe erudi- 
tum) being then but in the 16th year of his age, to 
hold the periſh church of Stratton Strawleſs, on con- 
dition he always goes in the ciergyman's habit, ſtays 
at Cambridge in purſuing his ſtudies, and takes 
prieſt's orders as ſoon as he can. 


Thomas Marſham, eſq. the ſecond ſon before- 
mentioned, was a great favorite of the Norwich 
citizens, and much concerned in the government of 
that place during his hfe. In 1548 he was elected 
member in parliament for the city; was mayor in 
1554 ; and was buried by his father, in St. John's, in 
25537. Elizabeth. his wife, ſurvived him. At his death 
Robert Marſham, of Stratton, his ſon and heir, ſuc- 
cceded, and became lord and patron; he is buried 
under a None here, which hath his arms on a braſs 
plate, and an inſcription, which is under the iron

There is a parſonage-houſe adjoining to the weſt 
part of the church- yard. 


The church is dedicated to St. Margaret, and had 
before its dillolution two guilds kept in it. In the 
ſouth aile was a chapel in honor of the Virgin Mary, 
dedicated at its firſt foundation by the Cleres, lords 
here. In the times of ſuperſtition there were ſeven 
images of the ſeveral faints, with lights burning be- 
fore them in lervice time. 


The preſent tower is ſquare, and bath fix bells in 
it, being a very large one, but not carried to that 
height as at firſt deſigned by a third part; it was built 
in 1422, the old ſtecple being decayed; for in chat 
year Reginald Crowe, chaplain of Horſtead, gave a le- 
gacy to it, he being of the ſame family with Reginald, 
rector here, if not the ſame perſon that had reſigned.

There are memorials in the chancel for the family 
of Fox; and in the church, Tor Margaret, wife of 
John Wegge, 1621 —&c. 


In 1755 the Rev. Richard Berney was preſented 
to this rectory by the late lord Anſon; and again, in 
1776, by George Anſon, eſq. 


THWAYTE, or Tuawerr, commonly called 
Twait, was given to the abbey of St. Bennet at 
Holme by the founder, king Canute. At the grand 
ſurvey we hnd it valued at 4os. per ann. half a leuca 
in length, and the ſame in breadth, paid 4d. halt- 
penny gelt, and had a church endowed with fix 
acres, 


The town continued in the abbey till Robert Cur- 
zon obtained a grant of part of it, in 1167, of the 
abbot, and a fine was levied, ſhewing that for twenty 
marks paid to the abbot, the ſaid Robert ſhould hold 
one manor being about half of the town) to him 
and his heirs, paying yearly to the abbey 1028s. and 
one mark of ſilver for ever per ann. ten loaves of 
coarle barley bread, and one mutton, price twelve- 
pence, the other manor, with the advowſon, being 
reſerved to the abbot. In 1234 this part, or manor, 
was ſettled by fine on the abbot for ever, by fir Peter 
de Alto Boſco, or Hautbois, then ſteward to the ab- 


bey, 
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ber. who reicafed all his right therein, and it was af- 
trnd bold dv thc Seton family of the abbey, 
znd from them it took the preſent name of 


Scrrrox-Hart Maxoez. In 1287 Maud, widow 
of Andrew de Brampton, who was tenant to the ab- 
bot. 2#:encd all ber right to John de Skeyton; it al- 
wavs enjoved all the liberties of the abbey, and in 
142% the abbot was taxed for his manor and de- 
meincs at 51. 17s. 2d. per ann. At the general diſ- 
lohn ion x was granted with the abbey to the fee of 
Norwich, the brihop of Norwich beiti g the preſent 


lord and patron. 


Sowrrrox-Hait Maxon was formally divided in- 


to de parts, ove was granted to Robert Curzon, and 
2nd the other to Robert de I hwavie, and aſier that to 
kr Smon de Nowers, or Noiers, knt. and next to 
Barnbolomew de Somerton. who ſeuled here, and 
gave s name. In 1239 Robert de Caſtre had a 
charter for tree-warren in Curzon's manor here, and 
im Cattor, bv Yarmouth, allowed him in are, in 1269. 
Robert de Noiers en zoved it in 1312; and the ſaid 
Rover and Banholomew de Somerton were lords in 
1313. In 1383 John Faſtoif had a confirmation 
of Robert de Caſire's chaner; after this it was 
held by Thomas Rvcherys; on whoſe death, in 
1474. © detcended to his three daughters; Margaret, 
matt ied to Richard Burgh ; Cecilx. to William Bar- 
ker; and Katherine, to John Bartilmew; who. with 
her kulbands, conveyed it in the ſaid vear to Ni- 
cholzs Crome, and Edmund Cicre, of Clipſbv, and 
Obers, for the utc of John Bypes, clerk. In 1519 
Dem Heydon. eſq. conveyed it to Thomas Aſtley ; 
d in 1344 Henry Cruch feuled it on Miles Ho- 
tan, of Uule Plumſicad, ciq. ſecond fon of fir 

James 
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James Hobart, and he, by will, dated 1557, gave 
it to John Hobart, his ſecond fon, who left it to his 
eldeſt ſon, Thomas Hobart, of Thwayte, who mar- 
ricd Aun, daughter of William Reymes, eſq. of 
Overſtrand. in North Erpingham hundred, and left 
three daughters; Jane, married to John Kemp; 
Mary, to Dr, Colby; and Elizabeth, to 
Pettus, who all releaſed to Kemp; and Thomas 
Kemp, fon of John and Jane aforeſaid, left it to 
Clement Kemp, his fon and heir, who by 
Witon, of Wilby, his wife, left a daughter and 
heireſs, who, with her huſband, conveyed it before 
the year 169g to John Horne, of Wichingham, 
gent. and after paſſing through otther hands, it is 
now the property of the right honorable Horatio 
lord Walpole, of Wolterton. 


The church is dedicated to All Saints, and was 
confirmed with the town to Holme abbey by Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor; in it was the guild of St. John 
Baptiſt, held in the chapel of the Saint in this 
church, built by John Puttock, who was buried in 
it in 1442; his grave-ſtone {till remains, with a braſs 
plate.

Brown, gent. 1608. 


In the windows were the arms of Erpingham, Uf- 
ford, Holme abbey, Puttock, Brown; Heydon and 
Lumner; Bavent and Antingham. Andi in Ihwayte- 
hall windows, Hobart impaling Naunton; Hobart 
impaling Hare, quartering Baſhngbourne ; Hobart 
and Reymes ; Kemp impaling Hobart, Corbet, Ho- 
bart, and Tilney, with his quarterings.

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The abbot of Halme preſented till the diſſolution, 
when it came to the fee; and in 1778 the Rev. John 
Sracev, D. D was preſented to this reQory by the 
biMttop of Norwich. 


The rectory is valued in the king's books at 71. 
and being in vearly value but 39l. it is diſcharged, 
and capable of augmentation; the abbot of St. Ben- 
dels had two ſheaves of the tithes of the demeſne 
lands of Robert de Thwayre, in the time of Henry 
HI. which he compounded for at a mark per annum; 
and alfo two of the demeſnes of fir Simon de Noiers, 
and Bartholomew de Somenon, for all which he was 
taxed at four marks, in 1445; and inſtead of this 
the reGor now pavs a penhon of 20s. to the biſhop 
of Norwich. Maud, daughter of fir Ralph de 
I hwarte, knt. and Peter de Brampton, releaſcd 
an net in choſe nies to the abbot in the 16th of 
tdward I. 


The town is in the liberty ol the Duchy of Lan- 
caBer. and valucd at obqI. per annum to the land 
TDA ; 


I UTING LON. This village in the time of 
the Saxons belonged to Agelwin, an alderman, or 
nobleman, of that race, who gave it with the church 
to the abbey of St. Bennet in the Holme, and it was 
conkrmed to that convem by the charter of Edward 
the Contetor, and ſettled to find proviſion for the 
monks there. In Doomſdav-book we find that earl 
Raiph was feiled of halt the convent's land when 
he torteired his eſtate to the Conqueror, by his rebel- 
don, and that a free-woman then held it of him; but 
e Conqueror gave it again to the monaſtery, which 

Weid the whole at the ſurvey, except two free-men 

that 
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that formerly belonged to Guerd, the Dane, and fix- 


teen acres, &c. which belonged to the manor of 
Aylſham. We meet with no menſuration of this vil- 
lage in that record, and the reaſon is, becauſe it was 
included in the meaſures of Crachfort, Aylſham, and 
Banningham, to which all Crachfort belonged, and 
indeed the ſtile of the manor is, Tuttington cum 
„ Crackforth*,” which extended into Oxnead; the 
manor was held of the convent by fir Peter de Haut- 
bois, as of the earl Warren, who had it originally 
rom that houſe. In 1234 it was a rectory, and the 
abbot of Holme preſented John, ſon of fir Peter de 
Alto-Boſco, or Hautbois, to it; and ſoon after Adam 
abbot of St. Bennet granted the church and manor 
to Thomas de Thirkelby, and his heirs, to be held 
of the convent: this Thomas de Thirkelby gave the 
advowſon to the prior and convent of Broomholme, 
in Tunſtead hundred, but the manor went to Ceci- 
ly, his widow, and at her death to fir Walter de 
Thirkelby, who granted it to fir Henry de Haſtings, 
of Aylſham, and his heus. 


In 1274 the earl Marſhal had free-warren here, in 
Colby, and in Aldby. In 1284 Henry de Haſtings 
died ſeiſed of it, it extending then into Banning- 
ham, Erpingham, Ingworth, and Oxnead ; and Tho- 
mas de \Vighton, or Witton, to whom Henry con- 
veyed all but the Erpingham part, in his life-tume had 
it, and that part Jeffry had; Wighton and Haſtings 
conveyed all to Roger Bigot, earl of Norfolk, who in 
1285 was allowed free-warren, and had a fair heid 
here upon the vigil and day of St. Butolph. In 
1315 the carl inarthal Bigot, and the abbot of St, 

Beanet 


* There was a family of good worth here of this name; in 
1227 Robert and William de Crakeford owned a free tenement, 
and 48. yearly rent to it; and Robert de Crakeforth lived here 
in 1252, 
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Renner, of whom he held it, were lords here. The 
abbot of St. Edmund's manor of Sexton, in Aviſham, 
extended hither. In 1928S John Bigot, of Felbrige, 
ho aftlumed the name of Felbrige) had it; and in 
1388 purchaſed the free tenements here. 


In 1898 George Felbrigg. of this town. {fo called 
to diſtmguith him from fir George of Felbrigg, knt 
evwned this; and in 1418 fir Simon Felbrigg, knut. of 
the garter, ſettled this manor with the reſt of his 
eſtare, by which ſettlement it came to the family of 
the Wvomondbams. or Windhams, with Felbrigg, in 
which lamile n hath continued ever f{ince, William 


Windham, of Felbrigg, eſq. being the preſent lord. 


This town is in the Duchy of Lancaſter; its 
church is dedicated to St, Peter and Paul, and was a 
recto in the patronage of Holme abbey, till that 
convent granted the advorwſon to Thomas Thirkelby, 
and he to the prior and convent of Broomholme, to 
which i was appropnated in 1295, and the vicarage 
endowed, which was to conſiſt in every thing belong- 
me to the Sing. except the the corn, and the houic 
where fir John, late miniſter here, lived. The vicar 
is to pay trnodals, and the impropriator the archdea- 
con's procurauons, and repair the chancel, and upon 
this the priot and convent preſented fr Benedict de 
Brocmbolme, their firſt vicar. 


In 1214 there was a chapel, dedicated to St. Bu- 
tolph at Meronbe, in this pariſh, to which the earl's 
tan. held on that day, belonged. 


Ihe pnor of Broomholme was taxed for his ſpiri- 
tuals t eighteen marks, including the vicar's por- 
non, and 888. 4d. for their other lands and revenucs 
here.

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In 1314, on the the death of the firſt vicar, there 


was a jus patronatus, to know if the nomination was 
not reſerved to the lee, and it was found not to be 
{o, upon which John de Weaſenham, then go years 
old, an wunbeneficed prieſt, was inſlituted vicar at the 
prior's preſentation. 


At the diſſolution the rectory impropriate and vi- 
carage fell to the crown, and continued there till 
queen Elizabeth ſettled them on the ſee of Ely, the 
biſhops of which ſee have leafed * the tithes, and 
preſented. 


The facriſt of Bury abbey was taxed at 22s. 10d: 
for part of his manoc of Ay ſham that extended 1 into 
this town, 


The church fell into great decay; upon which, in 
1749, a faculty was obtained, by which the lead was 
ſold off the nave, and it being new roofed, was co- 
vered with tiles; the round tower had a ſpire on it, 
covered with lead, which was taken down and lold. 
The ſecond bell is now in the ſteeple, the firſt, third, 
and fourth, being fold. The ſouth porch is leaded, 
and the chancel thatched. There were the arms of 
Felbrigg ; fir Simon Felbrigg in his coat armor, kneel- 
ing; but moſt of che arms in this church are lately 
broken. 


In 1457 Mrs. Elizabeth Clere ſettled an ellate 
here, and in Burgh, by Aylſham, on Gonvile-hall, 
for the ſtipend of oue fellow, &c. which is now held 
of Caius College by Peter Elwin, eſq. of Booton, 
who alſo holds by leafe the great tithes of Ely fee. 


In the chancel a black marble, with the creſt and 


arms of Elwin, impaling Scambler :—Here lyeth the 
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body of he Elta. late the wiſe of Peter Elwin, gen- 
only deer end keoreſs of Thomas Scambler, of Ie 
renghem, eg. and gree! grand-daughter of Edyr:d 
Scambler, formerty lord brſhob ef Norwich, who departed 
this e the ch day of Sept. in the year of our Lo: 
1097, end of her age 57. 

Elwin and Creſt, impales three ſwords in fefs, — 
Sacred to the memory of Peter Elwin, eſq. fon of Pier 
Eten. late of this pariſh, ejg. deceajed, who Jeparicd 
an det the 1 3th of Sc. 1731, aged 47 years. 


Etwin and Creſt, impaling quarterly three birds, 
and Scambler, ſeven feathers in a crown, —Petrus E- 
wen, mer, ob. 5 Febr. 1721, ctat. 60. 


This town 1s valued to the land tax at g1gl. 155. 
and iu che king's books at 51. d. ob. Tuttingtou 
vicarage 131. clear yearly value, — and fo is capable 
of augmentation. 


In 136g the Rev. Themas Paul was preſented to 
this vicarage by the lord biſhop of Ely. 


WICK MERE, Wrcuara, Wic tun, now com- 
monly called WICXXEXx, ſigniſies the winding. or turn 
at the meer, ot water, and accordingly we find it ſo 
called in Doomſday-book; and at the making that 
farvey it was in five different parts, having wo prin- 
cipal manors; the firſt of which carl Harold held, 
and Hanfrid after him; and Drue de Beureria 
claimed it as his heir; this was the greater part of the 
town; for it was ſeven furlongs long, and five and 


an half broad, and paid two- pence farthing gelt. 


The next was Roger Bigot's, of whom it was held 
by Roger de Curſon, and was fix furlongs long. and 


four 
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four broad, and paid 8d. gelt. Another part be- 
longed to Almar biſhop of "Thetford, and was ever 
after held of the barony of the biſhopric of Nor- 
wich. Tiheli de Helion held another part here of 


the biſhop of Bajeux, and the abbot of St Bennet 


at Holme had twelve acres ; and the other part, 
which was alſo Harold's, came to the carl of War- 
ren, who had the principal manor after the death of 
Drue aforeſaid. and the advowſon of the church 
which was given by William earl Warren and Sur- 
rey to the monks of Caſtle Acre, when he founded 
that houſe ; and Spriginus, or Spregi, to whom it 


ſeems that carl conveyed the manor afterwards, 


(whoſe ſon, Robert, was lord and patron, and took the 
ſirname of Wickmere) agreed with the prior and 
monks of Caſtle Acre, and had the advowſon re- 
leaſed to him and his heirs, with divers men and 
tenants in Wickmere, that belonged to the prior, on 
condition, that as often as the prior and convent 
wanted any aſſiſtance from their own tenants in 
Wickmere they ſhould always have the like aſſiſtance 
from Spregi's men, which he held of them in Wick- 
mere, Wolterton, Paſton, Itteringham, and Bar- 
ningham, and the ſaid prior was always taxed for his 
temporal rents here at 10s, 11d. 


Roger, ſon of Robert de Wickemere, or Wig- 
mere, ſucceeded, and in 1201 Nicholas Pincerna, 
alias Botiler, impleaded him, and Bartholemew de 
Calthorpe, for the advowſon, and recovered it againſt 
them and the prior of Acre, whorh they had called to 
warrant his grant ; the prior pleaded the carl War- 
ren's grant, Botiler pleaded that earl Roger Bigot had 
the advowſon, and not the earl Warren, and that tl at 
earl had infeofted him in his manor here and che ad- 
vowlon, 
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This Roger de Wickmere added much to his 


manor, br purchaſe of Alan Benjamin, in 1227, In 
1232 an agreement was made and ſettled, by fine, 

between this Roger and Emma le Botiler, widow, 

that ſe ſhould have the firſt turn to her manor, and 
that Roger ſhould have the ſecond turn to his manor, 
and that the future turns ſhould be alternate for ever; 

but foon aſter 1261 Walter de Barningham conveyed 
a pant of it to John de Erpingham ; this Walter in 
12S; had afſize of bread and ale, view of frankpledge, 
and leet, allowed to his manor here, and fo had Ro- 
ben de Erpingham in 1274, in all the lands which 
belonged to his manor in Erpingham aud Wickmere, 

which he held of the barony of the biſhopric of Nor- 
wich, at half a quarter of a fee; and in 1306 the 
laid Walter de Barningham, though he conveyed to 
Frpingham the eſtate he held of the ſee here, re- 
ferved this manor, which was held by him of the 
Norfolk family at half a fee, being part of the fees 
late Roger Bigot's. This Walter in 1302 had a char- 
ter for ee-warten in all his lands here. In 1313 
Walter de Barningham ſetdled this manor, and Little 
Bumugbam, after his own deceaſe, on Gilbert de 
Clare, carl of Glouceſter and Hertford, and Maud 
his wife, and the heirs of Gilbert; and in 1g15 the 
faid Maud counteſs of Glouceſter, ' then Gilbert's wi- 
dow, held it, and from that time it paſſed in that 
family with Litle-Bamingham, till 1 attainder of 
Edward Duke of Buckin ghamſhire, in the time of 
Henry VIII. of which king it was purchaſed by Sir 
Jeſtry Boleyn, knt. lord mayor of London, from 
which family it came into the hands of Henry VIII. 
again, and was by him granted to the duke of Nor- 
folk, and being veſled by the Norfolk family in di- 
vers truſtees, it was at laſt purchaſed by one of them, 
about 13570, viz. William Dix, of Wickmere, eſq. 

who became lord of this manor, and patron of the 


church, was a merchaut of London, gained great 
wealth 
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wealth there, and retired hither in his latter days; he 
and his wife, Dioniſe, are interred on the north ſide 
of the altar, under an handſome inarched monu- 
ment, with their effigies kneeling, but the inſcription 
which was over their heads is totally loſt ; on the 
top are the creſt and arms of Dix, &c. 


He was ſucceeded by John Dix, his ſon and heir, 
who was truſtee, and one of the principal managers 
for the Norfolk family, He had William Dix, eſq. 
his ſon and heir, who having no iſſue, he covenanted 
with John Ramſey, of Hitcham, in Bucks, his couſin 
and heir, that at his death he ſhould affume the name 
of Dix, and quarter his arms in the firſt place with 
the army of Ramſey, and accordingly, in 1604, May 
19, he had a patent from William Cambden. then 
clarencieux king of arms, to bear the name and arms 


of Dix. 


John Dix, alias Ramſey, ſettled before Dix's 
death at Walſingham, and had Wimund Dix, alias 
Ramſey, of Wickmere, loid in 1664, who had two 


daughters, his coheirefles, 


Dorothy, the eldeſt, married John Bedingfield, eſq. 
ſecond ſon to fir Henry Bedingfield, bart. who lies 
buried under a black marble in the chancel, with the 
arms of Bedingfield, impaling Ramſey, &c. He died 
Auguſt 9, 169g, aged 42. They conveyed their moi- 
ety of the whole to Penclope their filter, who mar- 
ried John Taſburgh, of Flixton, in Suffolk, elq. 


owner of the whole in 169g.

This Henry Spelman having only one daughter, 
Elizabeth, who died young, William Spelman, eſq. 
his nephew, was made his heir, and was lord and pa- 
tron, and fo continued till his death, in 171g : he 
mamed Elizabech, daughter of Martha counteſs of 
Midlcton, ſecond wife of John earl of Midleton, in 
Scotland, and daughter and heireſs of Henry Cary, 
carl of Monmouth. —Spelman's coat and creſt im- 
pales Midletou. 


The manor antiently called Butler's, alias Here- 
ward's, aſter Roger de Curlon's death came to the 
Bigot's again, aud was granted by Roger Bigot to 
Nicholas de Pincerna, alias le Botiler, whoſe ſon Ni- 
cholas was lord in 1201. Nicholas, his ſecond ſon 
and heir, aflumed the name of Stalham, from his 
c Hate there, which his father at his death ſettled on 
tum. In 1236 chere was a long ſuit between him 
and William de Boſco, or Bois, for not taking his 
homage, and for demanding an unreaſonable relief of 
tum, for lands hcld here, to which Nicholas pleaded 
d. A he was his villain belonging to this manor, wr 

at 
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that he, and the reſt of the villains of this manor, 
were taxable at their lord's will, and that they paid 
a fine for leave to marry their daughters and ſiſters, 
and that he took a mark for leave to marry, as his 
fine, and that therefore it was not umcalonable; 
which being proved, the lord recovered. We men- 
tion this to ſhew in what a miſerable {tate the under 
tenants were 1n at that time, 


In 1270 Adam de Brancaſter had one moiety, and 
William de Sancto Claro the other, in right of their 
wives, who were heireſſes co Nicholas le Butler. In 
1272 St. Clare fold all his moiety to William de 
Parco, of Hevingham, who was to hold it of him at 
half a fee. In 1289 William De-la-Park, of He- 
vingham, purchaſed Adam de Brancaſter's part, and 
ſo had the whole manor and advowſon, which then 
belonged to it. In 1509, after many changes, Cle- 
ment Hereward, of Aldeburgh, died ſeiſed, and it 
afterwards became united to the other manors. 


EreincHam's Maxon was in two parts; the firſt 
was anciently part of the manor of Erpingham, that 
extended hither, * and always attended Erpingham 
manor ; the other part was joined to it by John de 
Erpingham, who purchaſed it of Walter de Bar- 
ningham, viz, the eighth part of a fee, held of the 
ſee of Norwich. In 1401 fir Thomas de Erpingham, 
knt. had it. In 1461 the king conveyed it to Joan, 
wife of fir William Beaumont, knt. and daughter of 
Humphry Stafford, duke of Bucks, and the heirs 
of her body. In 1466 it was granted as parcel of 
the poſſeſſions of William viſcount Beaumont, at- 
tainted, to Richard Quartermains for life, who re- 
ſigned the patent, and it was granted to Richard 
Southwell for life: in the act of parliament made in 

X 3 1472. 
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1472, {i9th of Edward TV.) for reſumption of the 


* ns manors, the mile of Southwell was excepted, 
ani the manor conhrmed to him, and in 1341 a 
Richard Sourhwell held it of the king. In 1551 
Edward VI. gramed it to Edward Lord Clinton, who 
kad liccuce to tell it. and all his riglit in the advow- 
ons of Wickmere and Aby, to William Dix. of 
Loadon, mercian, who joined it to the other

This advowſon was fettled, and an acre of land, 
on John Darlington's chantry in St. Giles's hoſpital, 
at Norwich, but it was recovered very ſoon from it, 
and fo was never appropriated. The rectory was an- 
ciently valued at fifteen marks, and now ſtands in 
the king's books at gl. but being ſworn of the yearly 
value of 4ol. it is diſcharged of firſt-fruits and tenths, 
and is capable of augmentation, Formerly this rec- 
tory paid a yearly penſion to the rector of Little Bar- 
ningham of 28.

The nave and chancel are both of a height, and 
are thatched ; the ſouth aile and north chancel veſtry 
are down; the ſteeple is round at bottom, and otan- 
gulat at top; it hath two bells. 


In the ſteeple window arte the arms of Wolterton, 
and there were ſhields of Walcote, Ufford, Cal- 
thorpe, carl Warren, Burgullion, Arundel. Sharn- 


bourne, Jenucy, St, George, &c. ſome of which ſtill 


rewain. 


The windows of the church, which had the twelve 
apoſtles, with the creed, in labels from their mouths, 
aud many am and other ornaments, were olazed,

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and the church repaired, if not rebuilt, by John 
Wolterton, whoſe etligy, with that of his wife's, re- 
mains in a north window. | 


The family of Langdon owned an eſtate in this

A black marble by the altar, Scambler impaling 
Potts, and Godſalve quartered Ann, the wife of 
James Scambler, eſq. who died the 2d of May, 168 1, 
aged 76 years, being the eldeſt daughter of fir ohn Potts,

Another marble, Scambler impales Potts, —Fames 
Scambler, eſq. who died October g1, 1689, aged 80 years. 
By his {aſt will he bequeathed a monthly leflure, and built 
an alms-houſe in the town, and left conſiderable ſums of 
money to hious and charitable uſes elſewhere. 


Over theſe two marbles, againſt the eaſt wall, is a 
mural monument, with a man and woman kneeling, 
and the arms of Scambler and Potts. 


Another black marble hath Houghton impaling 
Catline, or Catlyn; — Robert Houghton, eſq. who died 
Auguſt, 1657 and alſo Fudith, his wife, (youngeſt

carl Warren, ſo that he became ſole lord and patron, 
and beld half a quarter of a fee of Robert Fitz- 
Roge, as of Horsturd bareny.

fion. It afterwards came by two female heireſles, 
about 1437, to John de Briſton, ſen. eſq. and Ed- 
mund Moore, who divided it, and each had a turn 
in the advowſon, and a ſeparate manor in 1460. 


Briſlon manor deſcended in 1467 to Ralph de 
Brilton, who died ſeiſed of this, and the manor of 
Briſton, and Downe's manor, in Snettiſham, in 
1485, without iſſue, and John Copping was his heir. 
In 156g John Stanley, eſq. ſettled the manor, called 
Wolterton-Coldham's, Ely-fee, and Walſiagham:ſee, 
and a ſold-courſe, on Henry Yelverton, and Miles 
Corbe, eſqrs. and it ſoon after went to the Hough» 
tons. In 1395 Gregory Houghton, alderman of 
Norwich, died ſeiſed. It afterwards became the ſeat 
of the Scamlers, and James Scamler, eſq. fon of 
Edward, eldeſt fon of Edmund Scamler, biſhop of 
Norwich, was lord; he died here, and is buried with 
Ann, his wife, in this chancel, leaving James, his 
ſon and heir, who married Mary, daughter of Jo- 
ſeph Brand, of Edwardeſton, in Suffolk, eſq. but died 
without iſſue about 1713: he had three filters;

The houſe is convenicnt and elegant, but does not 
make an appearance equal to its real ſize, as the of- 
fices are concealed under-ground, from (we ſuppoſe) 
the miſtaken idea of a London architect, who ima- 
gined himſelf confined to a particular ſpace. The 
principal floor is, however, magnificent, and many 
of the rooms are hung with rich tapeſtry, both the 
colours and deſign of which are remarkably fine. 
The faloon, which meaſures go feet by go, is furniſhed 
with ſophas and chairs, on which are richly wrought 
in needle-work Æſop's Fables.

It remamed in the crown, as ancient demean, till 
ding Richard I. on his return from the Holy Land, 
granted it to fir Baldwin de Betun, carl of Albe- 
marle and Holdeme's, with the hundred of Eynsford. 
In 1194, he was ſent by Leopold, duke of Auſtria, 
to acquaint king Richard, that if he did not perform 
the treaty made with him. he would kill all his hoſ- 
tages. which obliged the king to ſend Alianore, 
daughter of Conſtance, dutchels of Britain, by Jet- 
frey Plantagenct, duke of Anjou, with Baldwin, to 
be mamed to the fon of duke Leopold, but it did 
not take cle by the death of that duke. 


Baldwin 
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Baldwin was brother to the earl of Flanders, and 
had of the gift of king Richard many lord{hips iu 
Bucks, that of Brabourn, &c. in Kent, and by his 
deed, ſans date, with the conſent of Hawys his wife, 
granted to Robert Conſtable 100s. per ann. out of 
his lands in Holderneſs: his ſeal to this was, 
on a chief, „three bendlets, , armed cap- 
a-pee on horſeback, in full career, {word in hand. 
By Hawvs his wife, daughter and heir of William 
le Groſſe, carl of Albemarle he had a daughter and 
heir, Alice, married to William Mareſchal, earl of 
Pembroke, to whom Baldwin, with the licence of 
king John, in his ſecond year, gave it in free mar- 
riage.

Innocents : it was built by the lord Morley, and 
conſilts of a nave, two ailes, and a chancel ; and 
has a ſquare tower, with five tuneable bells. It 
was lately much damaged, with many houſes in the 
pariſh, by a terrible fire, but has been repaired ſince 
and ornamented, and is now a beautiful building. 


On the north fide of the chancel is a monument 
for fr Thomas Hunt, who is in armour, and his 
three wives kneehng behind him :

John Murdock, and 
Joan his wife, conveyed by fine to Robert Poppy, 
three meſſuages, two hundred and fourteen acres of 


land in Gueſtwick, Guiſt, Hindolveſton, &e. 


The Stewards had ſoon after an intereſt here; and 
Roſe Steward, widow, preſented to this vicarage in 
1555: ſhe was a daughter of Robert Brown, of 
Shelton in Norfolk, late wife of Jeffrey Steward, of 
Gueſtwick, fon of Richard Steward of Upwell. by 
Elizabeth his wife, daughter of Colyn of Up- 
well; and Richard was ſon of Nicholas Steward of 
the ſaid town. Jeffrey had by Roſe his wife a ſon, 
Arthur Steward, eſq. of Gueſtwick, who married 
Alice, daughter of William Worlley, of Norwich; 
of this family was William Steward, eſq. who lived 
here in 1635, and was a juſtice of the peace: but 
their intereſt in this lordſhip and advowſon was in 
1609 in Roger Bulwer, who preſented then to the 
vicarage, as did Edward Bulwer, jun. gent. in 1703, 
and Edward Bulwer in 1724; in which family the 
patronage and lordſhip now continues, William 
Wiggett Bulwer, eſq. in 1764, lord, who changed his 
name on his uncle Bulwer's grant to him of this ma- 
nor, &c. with the patronage of the church. 


The church has a nave, with a north and ſouth 


aile, covered with lead; the chancel and ſouth alle - 


are tiled; the north door has no porch, but an en- 
tire holy water-pot is in the wall on the weſt fide.

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The fite of the ſteeple may ſcem particular, as 
it now ſtands at the caſt end of the north aile, join- 
ing to the chancel, built of Ilunſtanton rock itone ; 
but it is to be oblerved, that this belonged to the old 
church, built m a cathedral or conventual manner, 
and fo was in the midil between the nave and choir, 
with arches to paſs through; in this ſquare tower 
hangs one bell; there were two more, which were 
ſold in 1753.

In the window of the north aile is repreſented the 
martyrdom of St. Edmund the king, by the Danes 
ſhooting him, &c. and their own king or leader fall- 
ing down dead before him; alto a repreſentation of 
the circumcihon: a boat by the ſea-ſhore; a man 
lying dead on the ſhore, a king and ſeveral perſons 
viewing the body, with a woman in a red habit, 
and underneath, Flic gacet corpus Jacobi Sup. Collem; 
a benelactor to, or builder of thus aile. 


In the chancel is a black marble ſtone, with this 
epuapli:

and the Rev, Edward Athill had it April 6, 1764. 
HACKFORD, 
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HACKFORD, or HAx grob. was one of the 
lordſhips of the ear] Warren, of which Wither, a 
free man, was deprived ; and Turold held it under 
the ſaid earl. It came to the earl by an exchange 


of lands at Lewes in Suſſex. 


Robert de Vallibus or Vaux, the youngeſt ſon of 
three brothers, who came over with the Conqueror, 
to ſeek their fortunes, was enfeoffed of this lordſhip, 
and ieveral others bv the carl Warren, and was fa- 
ther of William, whoſe fon Robert is ſaid to have 
had feven ſons: William, the eldeſt, dying withont 
iflue. was ſucceeded by his brother, fir Oliver de 
Vaux. who by Petronilla his wife, daughter of Henry 
de la Moe. had three fons: Robert, who died 
Yount ; Wil am, the ſecond. dying without iſſue, 
the inheritance came to the third brother, fir John 
ce \2ux, who paid to Henry III. che fine due to 
kim of wwenty-four marks, for his brother William's 
mar ing Alianora de Ferrers, daughter of William de 


Ferrers, earl of Derby, without the king's licence. 


r John, in the «5th year of Edward I. had a 
gr t of a weckly market on Saturday, and a 
fair on the eve, dav, and morrow of the feaſt of St. 
Peter and St. Paul, in his manor of Reepham, this 
tordthip extending into that town ; and claimed the 
a hae of bread and beer, &c. in the 14th of that 
Linz. and died ſciſed of it in the 16th, leaving two 
Canchrers and co-heirs ; Petronilla, married to fir 
William de Narford, and Maud, to fir William de 
Roos. lord of Hamlake. who had nineteen knights 
fres with her; and this manor was found to be 
beid ct the carl Warren by halt a fee. 


In this family it continued till the attainder of 
Thomas lord Roos, in the iſt of Edward IV. who

beheaded at Newcaſtle upon Tyne. Edmund his 
ſon, was reltorcd in blood, in the fiſt of Hen. VII. 
and dying October 2g. 1308, was buried at Enfield.

to fir Robert Manners, of Echale-caſtle in Northum- 
berland ; Iſabel, married to fir Thomas Lovel, knight 
of the garter, lord preſident of the council to Henry 
VII. who died at Enfield, May 25, 1524, and bu- 
ried in the nunnery of Holywell by London, June 
Sh following ; and Margaret and Joan. 


Sir Robert Manners, in right of his wife, was 
lord of it, as was his fon, George lord Roos, whole 
grandſon, Henry earl of Rutland, and the lady Mar- 
garet his wiſe, conveyed it to Thomas Lodge, eſq. 
jn the 1ſt and 2d of Philip and Mary. Soon after 
it came to the Heydons, and fir Chriſtopher Hey- 
don preſented to the church as lord in 156g ; and 
Thomas Hunt, eſq. in 1589, and 1602, and Wil-

The church of Hackford was a rectory, dedicated 
to All Saints, 


The Rev. Stephen Buckle was preſented to the 
rectory of © Hakeford, alias Recpham, with the vi- 
carage of Whitwell,” in 1758, by Mr. George Hunt 
Holley, 


The town is called Hackford by Reepham, and 
ſometimes in old Writings, Reepham-Hackford, to 
dittinguiih it from Hacktord by Hingham, and botk 
take their names from a Jord over a rtwulet, Hackſord, 


Hakeſord, or Akeford.” The original name was 
Hacklord only, the principal town, "called Hackford,

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the market. Hackford-market, and the inhabitants 
in the time of the grand rebellion, refuſed to billet 
a pany of Oliver Cromwell's troops, becaule in the 
route brought by the commanding officer the town 
was called Reif hain, and not Hackford. 


HEVERING LAND, vwlco HevrrLanmy, called in 
Doomiclav-boock. Hever ingalanda, from its ſcite by 
watry meadows, was the lordſhip of Goodwin carl 
of Kent, {though ſtiled a tree man onlv) and father 
of king Harold. It was granted by William I. to 

Rainald. fon of Ivo, lord at the [urvey, 


Heveringeland is the moſt caftern town of Een 
ford hundred, and Biltingtord the moll wellern. ([t 
is nine nules from the city of Norwich to the north- 


welt. 


Hrveaixciaxy Maxor. This was the principal 
lord{hip, and the family of de Giſneto, or Gitne, or 
Grnev, was ſoon after the conqueſt enfeotted of it. 
who probably took their name from the town of 
Guifn, ncar Calais in France. Sir William de Gy- 
nano was witneſs to the deed of confirmation of 


Jetfrev, fon of Bartholomew, fon of William de 


Glanvite, founder of Bromholm priory. Roger de 
Gvney lived allo about the ſaid time, (in the reign 
of Her ry II.) and was father of Reginald, rector of 
the chuch of Heveringland in che time of king 
John. 


Baldwin de Giſney was living in the 8th year of 
that king, and granted his right in the church of 
\Wrchingham, to the prior of Longuevile ; by 
Maud his wite, he was father of Roger de Giſneia, 
lord of this manor in the 18th of Henry III. held 
vt the honor of Glouceſtor and Clare, and extended 
110 
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into Witchingham, Whitwell, Kerdeſton, &c. This 
Roger levied a line in the 33d of that king, to Be- 
ringarius, prior of St. Faith's of Horſham, the ad- 
vowlon of this church, and married Joan, daughter 
of ——- . ſifter and co-heir of fir Peter de Pelevile, 
(who re- married fir John de Vaux) and by her had 
br William de Gyney, his fon and heir, and fir Ro- 
ger, who married Margaret, daughter of William 
Peche, and in her right was lord of Brandiſlon. Sir 
William had a park, not encloſed, in the common 
paſture of Cawſton, and had drove ſome cattle of 
| John de Burgh, lord of Cawſlon, that had entered 
therein, to his manor of Heveringland; on which 
there was a trial, and it was adjudged that he ought 
to incloſe it. In the 55th of the faid king, he had 
a charter of free warren, and in the 12th of Ed- 
ward I. impleaded Adam de Heveringland for en- 
tering therein, and taking his hares, rabbits, par- 
ridges, and fiſh, out of his ponds. By Margaret 
his wife, he left ſir Roger, his fon and heir, who in 
the 13th of Edward I. claimed frank-pledge, afliſe 
of bread and beer, &c. and in the 2yth of that king 
had ſummons to attend the king at Berwick againſt 
the Scots; and in the gth of Edward II. was lord of 
Pickworth in Rutlandthire. 


He was ſucceeded by fir William his ſon, lord in 
the 16th of Edward II. who was father of fir Roger 
Gyney, by Elizabeth his wife. 


Sir Roger occurs lord in the 21ſt of Edward III. 
in which year he had a grant of a weekly market, 
(long ſince diſcontinued) and of a fair on the 1oth 
- Auguſt, (St. Laurence's day) which is {till kept 

He married to his firſt wife, Elizabeth, and to 
bis ſecond, Margaret: his will is dated at Dilham, 


April 6, 1376. aud requires to be buried in that 
church; 
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church ; appoints Margaret his wile executnix, gives 
to John, his ſon, this manor, with that of Dilham, 
after his wife's deceaſe, and the manor of Spixworth 
when he came of age. 


Margaret his widow was living in the reign of 
Richard II. and lady of this manor ; and John Gy- 
ney kept a court here in the 22d of Richard II. and 
by the name of fir John, made his will in 1422; 
gives his body to be buried in the church of the Au- 
euſtine Friers of Norwich, by the grave of his ſon 
Roger ; orders his manor of Pickworth to be ſold to 
11 Henry Ingloſe. The lady Alice his wife, ac- 
cording to her will, datcd September go, in the 17th 
of Henry VI. was buried in the church of the ſaid 
Fners, and gave a tenement in the pariſh of St. 
Paul, in Norwich, to the Friers to pray for his ſoul. 


Roben Gwvnev, brother and heir (as we ſuppoſe) 
to fir John, ſucceeded him : he married Margaret, 
daughter and heir of fir John Faſtolf, relict of John 
Honing, by whom the had a daughter, Margaret, 
married to Robert Bois, eſq. of Ingham ; and by 
Guwney had a daughter and heir. "Wet who married 
ft Henry Ingloſe, lord in her right in the 17th of 
Henry VI. by his will, dated June 20, 1451, he 
dcviſcs his manors of Dilham, Loddon, &c. 10 
Herm his ſon and heir, who was loid in the 7th of

Edu ad his ſon, ſold this lordſhip to William 
Halie, of Kenedon in Devonſhire, eſq. in the 20th 
of Henry V. Thomas Halte, his fon and heir, was 
Irving an the 35th of that king. Wilhain Halſe was 
found to be his brother and heir, and had livery of 
this manor in the gd and qth of Philip and Mary: 
by kis wife Mary, daughter of John, and filter of 

tir 
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ſir Thomas Cornwaleys (after re-married to Richard 
Warren, gent. of Ipſwich) he had three daughters 
and co-heirs, Margaret. Catherine, and Elizabeth, 
who ſoon after their father's death, conveyed their 
intereſt herein to Miles Corbet, eſq. and Oſbert 
Mundeford, eſq. in the 1ſt of Elizabeth; Mary, 
their mother, having her third part for life : and 
thev in the ſaid year conveyed it to fir Chriſtopher 
Havdon, and Henry Hobart, eſq. whoſe fon and 
heir, James Hobart, of Hales-ball, eſq. paſſed his 
right to fir Chriſtopher, who was lord of this manor, 
that of Bilney, or Holveſton's and Montjoy priory, 
in this town, in the Sth of Elizabeth. 


Sir Chriſtopher, in the 13th of the ſaid queen, 
ſold to Thomas Gawdy, of Claxton, ſerjeant at law. 
this lordſhip, and that of Holveſton's, in the 17th 
ot that reign, who conveyed them to Henry Richers, 
of Swannington, and Edmund his fon, who in the 
11th of that queen, fold them to Thomas Hyme, 
knighted at Greenwich, July g, 160g ; citizen, al- 
derman, and mayor of Norwich in 1604, 1609, and 
1616; ſon of Clement Hyrne, eſq. mayor in 1393. 
by Margaret his wife, daughter of John Wyſſe, ard 
relict of Mautby, gent. of Norwich, and Cle- 
ment was ſon of Nicholas Hyrne, of Drayton, gent. 


Sir Thomas was ſheriff of Norfolk in the 18th of 
James I. and by Sibilla his wife, daughter of Rich- 
ard Baker, of Cambridgeſhire, was father of Cle- 
ment Hyrne, eſq. who married two wives, Ann, 
daughter and heir of John Thurſton, of Hoxne in 
Suffolk, eſq. and Mary, daughter of fir John Knc- 
vet. By Ann he had Thomas Hyrne, eſq. who left 
by Ann, his wife, daughter and co-heir of William 
Hobart, of Thwayte, eſq. relict of Nicholas Bacon, 


ſon of fir Robert Bacon, Clement, his fon and heir, 
who 
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who took to wife, Frances, daughter of Henrv Fair- 
fax. lord vifcoum Fairfax, of Gilling in Yorkſhire, 


and died September 17, 1694, aged $4. 


Thomas Hyrne, eſq. his fon and heir fucceeded 
kim, and manied the ladv Charlotte Paſton, daugh- 
ter of William Patton, carl of Yarmouth, by whom 
he leſt a fon. the late Patton Hyrne, efq. of Hevei— 
me and: he ſuccceded to the eſtate on the deceale of 


his father, OG, 30, 1736. 


The late Paſton Hye was a gentleman greatly 
eſteemed: he had a fine perſon, and a commanding 
addrefs. which made him diſtinguiſlied in all compa- 
mes. As he was admired by moſt, fo was he as 
perionallv beloved: the hrit families in the county 
councd his hicadſhip, and indeed he was of the firſt 
tzmilv kimfcl{. being grandion to the earl of Yar- 
mouth, to a part of whole eſtate he ſucceeded in 
right of his mother, though not to the title, which 
became extinct. He was an excellent and under- 
ſtanding maęiſtrate. and had a pleaſing manner in 
adminiſtering juſtice. At 60 years of age, or near 
it. he accepted a commiſſion of captain in the Nor- 
folk miia. commanded by the carl of Ortord, by 
whom he was much reſpected, and in the memorable 
vear of 1759, that glonous period of the Britiſh an- 
nals he marched at che head of his co: npany io 
Pontmouth, on the proſpect of a French invalion, 
2nd was lodged in the governor's houte. He was at 
that dme it. and did not Jong furvive, ding in 
1762, unaverlally lamented, 


He Ick this eſtate of Heveringland,. a beautiful 
tuation. to his danghter, whote huſband was to take 
the name ot Hyrne. She married a vounger fon of 
ar Evcrard Buckworth, bart. the preſent Ererard 

Buckworch 
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Buckworth Hyrne, who ſold the eſtate to William 
Fellowes, eſq. who reſides at the hall.

Sir Roger 
de Bilney was lord in the gd of Edward I. and 
granted lands to Richard de Holwode, paving 28. 5d. 
per ann. and doing ſuit of court twice in the year; 
and in the S§th of Edward II. Roger de Bilney of fir 
George de Gyney, by knight's ſervice, lands and 


tenements here, valued at 201. per ann. 


In the 16th of Edward II. fir Roger levied a fine 
of nine meſſuages, one hundred and forty acres of 
land, thirteen of meadow, ten of paſture, thirty of 
heath, ſix of marſh, and 6os. rent in this town, 
Felthorpe, Cawſton, &c. ſettled on Roger for life, 
remainder to John and his heirs; and in the ſaid 
year, {ir Roger founded the north aile of this church, 
and a chauntry there for two chaplains, and had li- 
cence to ſettle 101, per ann. in =", for their ſup- 


port. 
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John de II Iveſton died lord in the 2Sth of El- 
ward III. and was but ed in tlie church of he bri-

Newcourt ſays, that the brethren or fraternity of 
Mountjoy was an order of knighthood, eſtabliſhed at 
Jerulalem, by pope Alexander III. and confirmed in 
1185, under St. Baſil's rule: but this priory is ge- 
ncrally ſaid to have been for canons of the order of 
St. Auſtin, and the patronage was always in the 
lords of this manor.

In the 2oth of Edward III. the prior was fonnd 
to hold the fourth part of a fee of the heir of Tho— 
mas de Nciford, and he of the carl of Glouceſter 
and Clare, which John de Shelton formerly held; 
and in che g9d of that king had a patent for tene- 
ments in this town and Felthorpe. 


Pope Urban by his bull, dated at Avignon, 6th 
of the nones of M: av, in the 2d vear of his pontifi- 
cate, and g8th of Edward III. granted a ſpecial pri- 
vilege, that wholoever being truly penitent and con— 
ſeſled, ſhould viſit their church on Chriſtmas— -day, 
the Circumciſion, Epiphany, Ealler-day, the Reſur- 
rection, the Alena Penteco!t, the Nativity, 
the Purification, and Aſſumption of the bleſſed 
Virgin, Nativity of St. John Baptiſt, St. Peter and 
St. Paul, or St. Lanrence's-day, ſhould have a year 
and forty days releaſed of penance enjoined them. 
By another bull he took this houſe into his immedi- 
ate protection, and by a third bull gave the prior of 
Butley in Suffolk, power to excommunicate all thoſe ' 
who withheld any lands, goods, rents, uthes, &c. 
from them; and in 1420, Pope Martin granted a 
bull of indulgence to the repair of it.

In the 26th of Henry VI. this lordſhip was ſettled

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Lyng is two mites weſt of Lenwade bridge, and 
ſ1x miles eaſt of Dereham. Here is a paper-mill, in 
which is carried on a conſiderable manufacture, and 
in which a great number of hands are employed 
throughout the year. The warchouſes of this mill, 
and works belonging to Mr. Hamerton, who carned 
on the paper manufacture, were unfortunately burnt 
down in 1778, containing great quantities of paper, 
but are nearly rebuilt, and will ſoon be put in a late 
ot uſe, 


From the paper-mill the river enlarges itſelf, and 
in a beautiful meandring ſtream, purſues its courſe 
through the meadows to Lenwade bridge, which is 
diſtant ten miles from the city of Norwich. This 
tiver parts Lyng from Sparham. The courſe of it 
from its ſource to Norwich is as follows: it riſes at 
Weſt Rudham, in the hundred of Gallow, paſſes 
Gateſend and Bromeſthorpe, and divides Tatterford 
from Hellhoughton; then in a north direction it 
paſſes between Doughton and Sherford, and runs 
calt to Fakenham, paſſes by Fakenham, and pur- 
ſues its courſe by Ryburgh ſouth to Bintry, Elmham 
and Billingford, (ſixteen miles from Norwich) thence 
by Belaugh, in a ſouth-eaſt direction, through the 
meadows before the ſeat of Richard Lloyd, eſq. to 
Lyng, ſo to Lenwade bridge and Attlebridge, parts 
Taverham from Eaſton and Coſteſey, and fo runs 
between Helleſden and Heigham to Norwich, where 
it falls into the Lare a little below the city, and to 
which city a communication might be had from theſe 
inland towns to Rudham, &c. down to Yarmouth, 
or at lealt from Fakenham, which town is twenty- 
hive miles from the. city of Norwich, to the north- 
weſt, The city of Norwich is ſituated about a mile 
welt of the confluence of the two rivers Wenſum and

Edmund's chapel belonging to the late nuw;-ry, 
with {everal lands here, paying four marks per ann. 
viz. ſix acres of land, three of meadow, 5s. gd. 
rent, with a meſſuage ; alſo fx acres of land, with 
925. 4d. rent, in F duell; a moor and a fiſhery at 
Hockwold, held of the manor of South-hall in Felt 
well, with lands and tenements in Fouldon. 


George Horſeman, eſq. of Booton in Norfolk, by 
his will, dated Dec. 2, 1558, appears to have a ma- 
nor, tenements, and St. Edmund's cbapel in Lyng. 


The church is a redory, dedicated to St. Clement, 
and conſiſts of two ailcs, a chancel, aud has ſix 
bells.

The church of Reepham is dedicated to St. Marx' 
nativity, and had tuo medicties, cach valued at le- 
venteen marks and a half.

Hugh's, of the fame value. 


In the 34th of Henry III. Warine, fon of Hugh, 
and Alice his wife, Hervy de Stanhow, and Ela his 
wife, conveyed two parts of the advowlon of a moi— 
ety of this church to Reymor; one belonging tn 
the carl Warren's lordſhip, and the other to that of 
the lord Baynard; and the prior of Lewes bad a 
portion of tithe valued at 26s. 8d. being the uthes 
of the demean that William de Kerdeſton gave, and 
Fulco Bainard confirmed to them the gift of his 
grandfather Jeffrey, and his father Roger: Roger de 
Kerdeſton, and XVilliam his fon, granted then two 
parts of the tithes of their demeans. 


In 1756 the Rev. Mr. Baldwin, the preſent rector 
of Lyng. was prelented to this mediety by Mrs. Re- 
becca Ward, widow, and in 1757 the Rev. Mr. 
Rich. Prieſt, the preſent rector, by the fame patroneſs. 


The church has a ſquare tower, a nave, chancel 
and ſouth aile covered with lead, and ſtands calt ot 
Vhitiwell church, in the ſame cemitary.

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It appears from Doomſday-book, that even reli- 
gious houſes of the greateſt diſtinction, were not 
tree from the depredations and plunder of the Nor- 
wan invaders, and the abbey of St. Edmund of Bu- 
ry was deprived of this their lordlhip here, 7 Rai- 
ald, fon of Ivo. 


Both theſe lordſhips abovementioned c came to the 
earls of Clare, from the Gitfards, by marriage. 


Hugo or Hugh de Norton, was lord, and father 
of Heury. Robert de Norton, his fon, by Maud 
his wiſe, was father of Roger de Norton, who by 
Alice his wile, had 3 his ſon, ſans date. 


John de Norton was Cary in the 34th of Henry 
III. and of Gueſtwick; and John his ſon was liv- 
ing in the 14th of Edward I. In 1308, Philip de 
Norton, lord, preſented to the church of St. Peter 
in this town, and held this manor of Gucſtwick, of 
the carl of Clare, by halt a fee: he preſented alio 
in 1320, and Vincent de Norton in 1344 and 1349. 


William de Norton was Jord in 1361, and pre- 
ſcented to the aſoreſaid church; but in the 13th of 
Richard II. it was found that this manor, with a 
meſſuage, two hundred and ten acres of land, 30s. 
rent per annum, with the advowſon of St. Peter's 
church, was held by John Riling, as of the manor 
of Penſthorpe, and of the honor of Clare, and 
after by ſir Robert Carbonell, as lord of Penl- 
thorpe ; and that William Norton did not die ſeiſed 
of it, but as a convict ; and that Nicholaa his wife, 
was now married to John Spoo. Wiiltam fled be- 
yond ſea for ſome crime, and the manor elcheated 


to the crown, and John Spoo and Nicholaa were in 
poſſeſſion 
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poſſe hon of it, and preſented to St. Peter's church 
in 9 


Aker this it was in fir Thomas Genev, who pre- 
ſented in 1401; Thomas Geney, eſq. in 1415, and 
fir Thomas ' Gency in 1416. John Bryſlon, eſq. 
preſented as lord in 1424, and John Crane, efq. wo 
Ft. Peter's, in 1428. 


In the $th of Henry VT. there was an agreement, 
dated April eo. between William prior of Norwich, 
Nc. and ther tenants, and William Paſton, one of 
the king s juſtices. fir Fdmund Berry, and John 
Crane, ciq. fciled in ſce of the manor of \Wood- 
Norton. and Lyng hall. and thcir tenants; and 
William Paſton, eq. of London, preſcnted to St. 
Peter's, as lord, in 1183. 


John Bernard. efq. of Norwich, by his will, dated 
March 16. 1474. — his body to be buried 
in the church of St. Michael of Collany, Norwich ; 
gives ſums of money to the Fners Aullin, Cannes, 
Dominicans there; to the nuns of Carrowe, Nlet— 
tingham college; che churches of Guiſt, Gueſtwick, 
Burgh by W heracres, St. Laurence, St. Margaret, 
and $. John of Ilketeſhall,. in Suffolk; to Ann his 
wife, 101. per ann. his manor of Norton hall, and 
rents called Clere rents, with a water-mill and fold- 
courle, tor lite, aſter to be fold by his executors, 
and the money given to pious uſes ; his manor in 
Eaſt Dercham called Colbourns, alias Mowles; to be 
fold, and his wan mark in Norwich river to his wife 
for life, after to be fold; proved June 7, 1474. 
About this time Norton hall manor was valucd at 
bl. 198. 4d. per ann.

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In 1509, fir Robert Southwell, as lord, preſented 
to St. Peter's and All Saints churches ; and in 1533, 
fir Richard Southwell to St. Peter's ; and fir Rich- 
ard, by his aſſigns, preſented to All Saints in 1540. 


Soon after, May 16, in the g8th of Henry VIII. 
it was granted to the king, by fir Richard, in e 
change "for certain abbey lands; and Henry VIII. 
gave it to the dean and chapter of Chriſt church in 
Oxford, December 11, in his 38ch year. In 1559, 
the dean and chapter preſented, and the patronage 
is now in that church, | 


There were two churches flanding in this town 
in the ;th of Henry V. as appears by the will of fir 
"Thomas Geney, of Brandiſton ;—All Saints, the va- 
Ine of which was five marks, Peter-pence 2d.—St. 
Peter's, the value five marks, Peter- pence 7d. ob. 
both reQories ; but St. Peter's has been dilapidated 
long ſince, and conſolidated with All Saints, the 
preſent value of which is 71. 12s. ad. ob. 


All Saints church has no ſteeple, but a frame for 
bells in the church-yard. 


George Watſon, D. D. died rector in 1750, and 
the Rev. Edward Whitmell was preſented to the rec- 
tory of Wood-Norton All Saints, with Swanton No- 
vers (conſolidated June 9, 1738) by the dean and 
chapter of Chriſt church, Oxon,
